Tis true, the meannefle of my perfon , will be a grea’e blocke

{pect of perfons; for men efteeme of the caufe, iuft as they doe of 
the perfon: hence it is,that before many will giue audience to the 
matter, they will firft know of the man; as , whither he be one of 
their fide or no, & approued of by them : and whither learned, 


witty, eloquent , and well red, or no : or whither honoured with 


Titles, eminency, and preferment or no: in fo much as,if the Pro- 
te Amos were now liuing , and teaching Gods trueth, it is to be 
eared , his booke of prophecy, would not be regarded, being he 
was a Neat-heard : and if §. Paul , were now to preach the »ew 
doctrine of the gofpell, it may be thoug't, it would not be enter- 
tained, he being a Tayler or Tentmaker: But where are thofe No- 
ble Bereanes, who ferched the Scriptures , and examined the caufe, 
without regard had to Pauls perfon ? where is that Eloquent and 
lerned Apollos , that gaue heed vnto the inftructions , and matter 
which Agwills and ‘Prifcitia his wife , taught him ; of whom he 
lerned the way of God more perfectly , without refpe& vnto their 
perfones ? for the one was a woman that taught him ; and both, 
were Taylers of Tentmakers : If therefore A Trueth , fareth the 
worle, for the meanneffe ofthe Author, it thall be fo , but atthe 
hands one'y of fuch perfons, as doe not vnfeinedty defire the fin- 
cere milke of the word,that they may growe thereby,as did thofe 
Noble Bereanes;and it { hall be fo, but at the hands onely of fuch 
whofe lerning is not fanStified , and feafoned with Humility , as 
his

old Trueth received, but it came in with ftirres and diftradi- 
ons at the firft ? It fareth in thefe cafes , as it doth with phificke, 
which a fikly man takesto recouer his health ; ar firft ,y: makes 
him ficker then he was before , it caufeth him pains in his belly, 
head, & heart &c : and albeit the pacient know all this before 
hand, yet will be take this potion , in hope of a more perfec 
health afterwards: and fo I truft will it be in this cafe : though for 
the prefent, it occationeth ftirres, diftractions, & diftempers; yer, 
it will be fo onely, in the minds of fome fuch, as doe abound with 
euill humores: neuertheleffe, the conclufion will be good, by 
the mercy of God; 8a more perfe& health will be obtained. 
When Lather firlt ftirred , to reforme the fecond Commande- 
ment,there was then greate ftirres and diftractions in the Church, 
but by thistime , long agone ; there hath bene a {weete ac- 
corde, & that vpon better c. nditions then formerly: and why may 
wee not hope for like fuccefle?I mary fay fome {coffingly,and we

haue come to light , and fo as the people , poore foules , { hould 
neuer haue heard of it. 

Indeed. I iudged it difcretion , firftto make tender of it to Mi- 
nifters, before I printed , to the viewe of common people ; and fo 
I did; for I fent my Notes abroad , to fondry Diuines of the beft 
ranke, both nere and atarr off, expeéting their confutation or con- 
firmation, but I obtained neither : In cafe they had anfwered me, 
by way of confirmation , then my refolution was , te hauc bene 
further counfailed by them astouching the publifhing oft ; as 
whither by my felfe ; or ratherby fome more eminent & 
able perfon of their choofing : and — the time , when? 

or the perfones,to 

whom ? whither generally vnto all , or rather vnto fome eminent 
perfons of the Kingdome; and the like. But expeting longe their 
anfweres, which divers of them promifed,though they performed 
not; and waiting 10 or 12 monethes , and finding nothing but 
delaies , and foording me off ftill ; hereby I fufpected , that this 
their counfaile of difcretion,was but a dry morfell to ftay my fto- 
make withall forthe prefent,and nothing elfe but a fained thing; 
deuifed handfomly to make mee beleeue on the one fide , thar, 
that they meant ferioufly and faithfully , to have taken the matter 
into their confideration,, had not I bene fo rafh in publifhing it, 
which they neuer meant, as all experience euen to this day { hew- 
eth : for both my Notes then , and my Booke fince , have neuer 
bene anfwered by them by way of confutation ; nor approued of 


them , by way of confirmation. And onthe other fide , to haue 
kept this Trueth fecret, from the 


the twaine indeed, isthat they chiefly aimeat-it is moft grieuoufe

quicke with them ; chat fince my publication of this Trueth , and 
difcouery of their errour , now they cannot haltin fecret ; now 
common people , fee. thersno grownds for the Lords day Sab- 
bath;now their parif honers & others, can anfwer their argaments; 
and fee their folly and leu ty ; and how a long time they haue bene 
carried ina golding dreame. Well, when I faw that Minifters 
fleited Gods Trueth , then I r:folued toturne me , and open my 
felfe vnto the people , trufting to finde more fidelity & fincerity 
ambong them:if therfore it griueth them,that the people know of it _ 
fooner then they would, letthem thank them{elues , for fleiting of 
it, when tendered yntothem ; and fortheir attempts to {mother 
it &c. For fome of them haue {aid vntome, when I haue moued 
shem in it moft cerioufly, what thinke you,wee haue nothing elfe 
to doe, but to liften to y our toies? ae 

Others obie& faying, if I would haue wrote in controuerty , I 
{hold haue wrote againft Papifts, as Be//armine,& the like,againtt 
a forraine enemy &c. To whom I anfwer, thersmore neede to 
deale at home, then a broad : eucry man flies vpon A Papift : for 
the controuercy is madeeafy by the many helpes of our lerned 
writers; & becaufe it is applauded at all hands,fo asa man may be 
a gainer by the controuercy: Bur fewe or none will medle , to re- 
drefle things at home: for thefe are not oncly hard & difficult, re- 
quiring much ftudy & greate labours confidering none hauegone 
before to giue them ligt ; but alfo,a man may iy forefee it, hec — 
{hall be alofer by the bargaine:wherby you may edfily gather,that 
homebred euiles,are more perilloufe,and like to ftick longe by vs, - 
without reformation: now by how much the fewer will vndertake’ 
them, by fo muchthe better feruice he doth ynto God , that will 
adueriture himfelfe in them : for this is that I aimeat,not to pleafe 
men , But him that hath called me, and betrufted me with one of 
his Talents ; my chiefe defire now is, that I may improue it, not 
which way my felfe may beft gaine credit, wealth,and preferment, 
and Mafter, Letnonethinke mefo ignorant , bur that] know 
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well enough, which is the way to rife in the world , were that the 
thing I {hott at ; and I know right well , that whilft I am in this 
argument,] am cleane out of that way : but with 44o/es, I haue a 
re{pet vnto the Recompenfe ofreward. 

Some of them obieé vnto me, that by ftiring in this point , I 
{hall incenfe the State, and the Byfhopes will moleft me &c. To 
whom L anfwer, thats the thing indeed would much pleafe them, 
that the Governement of the Kingdome,would oppofe mee,& fo 
much they intimate, by their much wondering , that I am {fo on 
{iffered in quiet &c : for fince they cannot defend the phantaty 
of the Lords day Sabbath , by the Scriptures , and {word of the 
Spirit,now they long for the aide of the {word of the Magiftrate, 
wondering it tarrieth {0 long erre it will aueng them : but had I 
their caufe in hand, I would be afhamed , to defire aide from the 
fiword of the Magiftrate , when the word of God , and {word of 
the Spirit, refufeth to help: firft let them foundly anfwer, & con- 
fute my booke, and then letthem flieto the Magiftrat and {pare 
not. I know well, that things —s to changes and alterations, 


are not pleafing vnto Statfmen, vnlefle in cafe moft weighty , and 
of vrgent neceflity, of which kind , I truft they will Iudge this to 
be, after they haue once taken it , into their graue and iudicioufe 
hy _ confiderations. The foundneffe and cleerneffe of this my caufe, 
q giueth me good hope, that God will inlighten them with it, & {fo

Hereat let none be offended ;for I vfe it not in repréch vnto fan ‘ti- 
pba: purity, orthe profeflours thereof, confidered as truly fuch; 

I honour purity in my heart,& endeauor after it in my life: vie 
the word therfore, but onely asa note of diftincign , to a

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fonre men with whom I hane to deale,ratherthen others; & a 
ued Iam at my heartand in my foule , that I muft haue to 
againft perfons fo qualified. 
Tis true this caufe concerneth all men none excepted, whither 
Minifters or people : yet in {peciall , as caufe there isfor it, I di- 
rect my fpeech chiefly againft Minifters ; of Minifters there are 
two fortes, puritanes, and fuch as are no-puritanes; thefe,as I find 
chem not redy to imbrace things new; fol fad them, not redy to 
condemne a caufe, before they haue heard it: wherefore, {pareing 
them, my {peech is onely againft puritane Minifters : of thefe alio 


there are two fortes, fome who happily neuer fo much as baue 


heard of this queftion, or if they haue , yet neucr raifed flaunders 


~ & oppofitions againft it; but carying it temperatly and difcreetly, 


wifh ita due triall that fo the tructh may be boulted out,thefe mé 
reuerence:but there are others, & in {peciall chofe tenn Minifters 
named in the title leafe, at the begining of this booke, thele men 
in feciall I oppofe ; for thele after they haue had my Notes , and 
alfo my former booke.and conference with me,now fowre yeeres 
paft, yet ftill doe raife vp all the oppofiiton,again{t both my per- 
fon and my caufe ; that they can; and that both publikly and pri-

I take them for Gods enimies and myne: Let me defire my Rea- 
der therfore, to giue me patience, to profecute thefe enemies of 
— Trueth rowndly , uot {paring them, though they be Mi- 

ers. 
Happily thou wilt fay in their behalfe, oh but thefe men whom 
you would fo profecute , they are Minifters, whom we excee- 
| dingly 
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dingly reuerence, and who doe truly feare God, as your felfecan- 
not deny &c. Yea,they are jor boceeib And fo doe I re- 
uerence them too, but with this limitation, in their virtues , and 
wherin they doe well: And they truly feare God, asI am ftrong| 
perfwaded, yet they haue not at all times, a refpe& .vnto all 
Commandements, as the Prophet Dauid fpeaketh; for they tranf- 
grefle the 4th Com. weekly , by prophaning of Gals Sabbathes: 
| may not vnfitly refemble thefe to Minifters , vngo that clowd 
which had a light and a darke parte ; when I behold their light 
parte, & fee them walking in & teaching the trueth,I cannot loke 
enough on them,I may truly {peake it: but when Ifooke on their 
darke parte,and fee them in their errours , I abhorre their fight, as 
one abhorreth the darknefle. The Prophet Dauid was to be ex- 
ceedingly reuerenced, yet not in his finnes of murther & adultery, 
againft the 6th & 7thcom.Hee truly feared God, yet at this time, 
he had not a refpe& vnto thefe two Commandements, of murther 
and adultery. The Apoftle Peter , being a Miniftyr , was to be 
highly reuerenced, yet not in his deniall of Chrift: He truly feared 
God, yet when he forfwore his Lord and Mafter , therein he be- 
wanted it not. Let good men therfore, & Holy, be defended,no 
further , then their goodneffe and holineffe will extend ; and fuffer 
them to be profecuted and difcouered, in their errgures & finnes, 
that they may reforme them.

iuftification by faith , doe not abolifh the law : yea , fo much 
the Apoftle faith exprefly ; doe wee then, faith he, make the law 
none effect through faith ? Whence thus argue, that if faith 
oth not make void the law,what fhould make it voide ? for 
our Antinomians fay, thatit is faith, and being in Chrift, that 
freeth vs from the law: the law (fay they ) is a {cholemafterto 
bring vs vnto Chrift , and being in Chrift once , which is by 
faith, then we are no ynder this {choolmatter of the 
law in any refpe& ; we are freed from the law wholly and al- 
together but the cleane contrary 5. Paul afiirmeth here, 
mely , that faith doth not abolifh the lavy, thatis , in all 
refpects Furthermore, if faith doeth not abolifh the law,then 
the fairhfull man is nor freed from thelayy. So thé, when the 
Apoftle faith that he eftablifhed the lavv, it followeth, that he 
eftablifhed it to the faithfull ; yea, they were the perfones of 
whom Paul fpake , as you may fee by Rom. 3. 30. for there 
circumcifion of faith, is put for the circumcifed and fairhfull. 


Owe nothing to any man,but to lone one another : for hee that 
~loueth another bath fulfilled the law: for this , Thou fhalt not 
commit aduitery, Thou not kill, Thon {halt not fteale, 
Shalt not beare falfe witneffe, Thou {halt not couet: and if there be 
any other commandement , it 4s briefly comprehended in this fay- 
ing, Thou fhalt loue thy neighbour as thy felfe, Rom.13.8.9. 
hold, hovv the Apoftle preffeth the obferuation ofthe /ew; 
and hovy that he repeateth ¢ or 6 of the feuerall commande~ 
ments thereof, one after an other: yea further, that all this is 
vege vpon beleeuers , is plaine in v.11. vvhere the Apoftle 
vfeth a reafon , to moueto the obferuation of thefe comman. 
dements, faying , for now is our [aluation necrer,then when wee

at all appertaine to thefe beleeuing Galatians ? Furthermore 


Apoftle prefleth the lavy here vpon belecuers : for hee 


calleth them érethren: and {uch brethren alfo, as had obtained 
a liberty by Chrift: ftand faft therefore in the lsbertie wherewith 
(Cbrift hath made vs free, Gal.s.1. of this liberty by Chrift, he 
{peaketh againe in v.13. faying , brethren, yee hawe bene called 
vato libertie &c, Wherefore , fince they to yyhom the Apo- 
ftle{pake , had abtained , & vvere called votoa liberty by 
Chrift, it is more then manifeft , that they vvere beleeuers to 
vvhom he {pake (here then it is plaine, that they that had ob. 
tained liberty by Chrift, from the ceremoniall lavv,ftood Hin 
bound ftill ynto the Morall lavy.) Ina vvord, it is mani eft 
that Paul {pake here ynto belecuers : for he 5 rp: vnto them 
that did runne well y,.7.& who were they that did runne vvell, 
but the beleeuers: and he {pake ynto them that did waite for 
the hope of righteon{nefe, by faith,v.5. and whowere they but 
beleeuers ? and he {pake ynto them, in vyhom vvas the com- 
bate betvvixt the flefh andahe {pirit v.17. and vvere not 
thele beleeuers ?

But if yee fulfill the royal law according to the [criptures, which 
faith, Thou fhalt loue thy nei ghbour as th felfe,yee he well, lam.

doth here commend yato Timothie. In the laft place, that 
this lavv belongeth vnto beleeuers, is plaine wey (it 
being made by Paula direction ynto Timothie ) vnlefie you 
yvill {uppofe Timothie no 
Speake not enill one of another , Brethren: he thath fpeaketh 
ciill of bis brother , or he that condemneth his brother, {peaketh 
enill of the law , and condemueth the law ; and if thon condem- 
nel? the law, thon art no obferner of the law , but a indge, fam, 
4.1x-‘In thefewords , the Apoftle S.lames , reproueth the 
finnes againft the ninth comm, to wit, flanderoufe {peeches ; 
this finne he diflvvadeth from by thefereafons, 1. He that 
fpeaketh euill of his brother , he {peaketh euill of the Law of 
God, and he that condemneth his brother , he condemneth 
the Law of God. 2.Hence folloyveth an other mifchiefe , to 
wit, that if a man condemneth the law, then hee is no obler- 
ver of the law, but is become a iudge; vvhere.vve fee, the A-. 
poftle counteth itasa mifchiefe and a vice, for a man to be no 
obferuer of thelaw : of this vice are our Antinomians guilty: 
for they willbe no obferuers or doers of the law : and here 
we haue the very word in queftion betvvixt vs rarified , to 


wit,the word obféerwe,and obférnation : for we vrge the law 
to obferuation, |

Thus I reafon againft them; they that hold and fay that the 
morall lavy is abolifhed, they muft hold this abfurd and wic- 
ked opinion, that no parte of the Old Teftamentis now in 
force,but that it is wholly abolifhed in all the partes thereof, 
voto beleeuers: the reafon hereof is, x becank: 
and precepts in the old Teftament , and all the dire@tions to 
leade a godly liefe,from the beginning of Genefis to the end 
of Malachie , are referred to one of thefe lawes , the Morall

Tudicall, or Ceremoniall : if then they reie& the motall law, 
much more will they teie& the Iudicall and Ceremoniall 
Jawes: and if they reie& the morall law,then will they reie& 
all the expofitions and branches thereof, deliuered by the 
Prophets;and fo they reiec& the whole old Teftament, the law 
and the Prophets: for they reiec& all the three lawes,the Mo-. 
rall ,Ludiciall, and Ceremoniall, with all their appurtenances. 
2.So much they doimply by faying , they are not vnder Mo- 
fes, but vnder Chrift : not to be gouerned by the law, but by 
the Gofpell ; and thelike. Now that it isa moft abfurd and 
wicked opinion , to hold that all the partes of the old Tefta- 
ment are abolifhed, and no rule of our liues,fhall appeare by 
this, thar the Apoftles doe euery where fend vs for direction; 
into the old Teftament : fee thefe places Rom.14,11r. Rom. 
15.4. 1.Cor.9.8.9.10. 1,Cor,1o,1%. 2-Cor.14.21. Heb, 
13-5. 1,Pet.1.16. 1-Pet.3.5.6. 
106 
An other abfurdety let me addé, to fhew the vanity of 
their deftinétion,holding the law to belong vnto,and to bind 
fuch as are yet ynregenerated and want faith, but not-to be- 
long vato,nor to binde fuch as are regenerated and haue 
faith : this diftin€tion is yery abfurd ; for it produceth greate 
confufion and diforder in the Church ; and no leffe inconye- 
nience in the family; for if it be fo, that beleeuers are not 
bound to the obferuance of the law , then when the Sabbath 
day cometh , thefe men are not bound to fandtify it, itbeing 
a parte of that law, from which they are freed;burt others, that 
doe not yet beleeue, they are bound tokeepe the Sabbath 
day, it being enioyned in that lavv ynto yvhich they are fill 
bound : fuppofe we then,the mafter and the miftris of the fa- 
mily be beleeners , the children and the feruants as yet ynbe- 
leeuers; why then,the mafter and the miftris may goeto 
their workes priuate or publike ; the feruants and children 
muft then goe tothe Church: what diforder will this be 20 
haue families thus rent and divided ? {ome goeing to church, 
other fome of the fame body going to worke ? yea, whata 
poore Sabbath (thinke yon), will be - by the inferiours, .

when they fhall fee fobade an example before their eyes, a3 
their fuperiours , either idle doeing nothing , or following 


their feruile laboures? yea, what an aduantage may Sathan 
get vpon younglings by this diftinction , to old them ftill 
fatt in his clavves; for may they fay with themf{elues, folon 
as we beleeue not,and remaine in our vnregeneracy,it g 
well with vs : for now we haue an holy day allowed ys once 
a weeke , wherein we are freed from our toilefome labours, 
but did we beleeue as doe our Mafter and Miftris, then thatl 
we haue no holy day at all, then {hall we moile and toile da 


by day vnceflantly, like horfe in a carte : who vvold be abe- | 


leeuer ? who wold be regenerated ? Furthermore, if on the 
Sabbath day, it pleafeth Mafter or Miftris to fet vpon any 
vvorke vvherein they cannot proceede,vvithout the helpe of 
fome of their feruants or children, they muft in fuch cafe 
keepe holy day too of neceflity: For they may not command 
their feruants to helpe them : but in cafe, they vvill fet ypon 
{ome workes, vvhich themfelues can doe alone, then loe what 
a difordered family is here} the Mafter and Dame vvorking, 


the feruants and children fiting by, vvithout any vvorkein 


their hands,this makes me call to mind that yve read of Eccl, 


10-7. Lhane fene fernants on borfes, and Princes walking,as fer 


nants on the ground, Furthermore, vvhereas the feruants and 
children, muft fanctify the day vvhileft they are at home, by 
reading , conference , finging of Pfalmes, calling to minde 
vvhat they vvere taught in the Chureh, and medicating die 
uine things , they fhall not onely fee and behold their gouer- 
ners , exercifed about feruile labours , to their great diftra- 
Ction , but alfo heare them talking in the houfe of worldly 
affaires , asking for this, calling for that; hovy poorely fhall 
thefe younglings fantifie the Sabbath, yvhen they haue fuch 
difturbances ? and vvhen they that fhould goe before them 
inexample to dravv thém on, are their onely hinderers and 
pulbackes ? Surely,God is not the authour of this confufion, 
nor of their diftintion, the ground of it: God yvouldas well 
haue beleeuers as ynbeleeuers to fanétify his Sabbath. 


Thus hauing bewraied the abfurdety of this Antinomian 
opinion,

to beleeuers, as touching obferuation; I come now to anfwer 
to their obiectiones brought agamft thistrueth; and here I 
will not {pend time in an{wering ynto all their obiections, 
I will only cull out the chiefe ,and thofe wherein they place :

OBIECT. I, . 
It is obie&ted that we are freed from the law becaufe the 
Apoftle faith plainly, yee are not ynder the law, but vuder grace, 
Rom.6.14. And againe,/f ye be led by the {pirit,yce arenot un- 
der the Law, Gal.5.18. | 
How ever many anfwers might be giuen to thefe textes, 
yet I will content my felfe with one: ye erre ({aid onr Sanionr 
Chrift) becaufe you know not the Scriptures ,the fame I et 
apply vnto thofe who thus abufe thefe Textes : did they bur 
vaderftand the Apoftles {cope , and yfe of this phrafe ( tobe 
vnder the law) they might haue fpared vs this labour: who fo 
will but obferue the {cope and drifte of $, Paul’, fhall eafily 
find it, that he difputed only againft inftification by the law, 
Rom,3.20, Rom.9.3 1.32. Gal.5.4. And that he might the 
better diffwad his aduerfaries , from feeking itftification by” 
the Law, and fo from being ynder the lavy in that refped, 
he fheweth the danger of being vnder the law , and feeking 
righreoufneffe by the lavy : for, the law ( [aith be) comes the 
knowledge of finne,Rom. 3.20.and,the law caufeth wrath,Rom. 
4.15. and, as many as are of the workes of the law,are ynder the 
curfe, Gal.3.10. and this is the condition of all fuctas will be 
vnder theLaw,and wil be iuftified by the Law,where as they 
{éeke for by it,they {hal find the cleanie contrafy,. 
namely wrath, the curfe, and condemnation : On the conttas 
ry, when the Apoftle fpeaketh to the faichfull , who foughe'’ 
iuftification by grace and by Chrift, and renouticed the law,, 
be {peaketh ynto them, as ynto men fet at liberty, fayitig, yee 
are not under the law: that is , yee beleeuets are not ynder.the* 
law now, as once y¢e were before yee beleeued, and asttiple 
vnbeleeuing Iewes are, that is, you are not vader the law 
for iuftification,and confequently, you are not yiider the 
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as camjing wrath, and as being vnder the car/e: thus you fee, the 
Apoftle treeth the faithfull, from being vnder the law;as thos 
ynbeleeuing Iewes were, thatis, as touchin g the curfe of 
the law ; but hers nota word of freeing the faithfull , from 


the obferuation of the law , and from being vnder the lawin | 


this refpec. 

2. This may further appeare , by that other phrafe ioyned 
with it and oppoled to it , (vnder grace) whereby is no thing 
elfe fignified , but the free iuftitication of a beleeuer -by 
the mercy of God , for the merite of Chrift ; as you may fee, 
Rom, 3.24. Rom.5.15.17.21- Rom.6,1, Gal.2.21. Gal.s, 
4.wherfore,as this phrafe(to be vnder grace )hath re{pe& only 
ynto iuftification, fo its oppofite (not to be vnder the law) 
hath-only refpect vnto iuftification; the one phrafe expreffin 
hovyv beleeuers are iuftified;the other how they are not iuftt- 
fied : beleeuers are iuftified by the grace of God , not by the 
workes of the law;by being vnder grace, not by being vnder 
the law ; as if the Apoftle had faid, yee beleeuers are not vas 
der the law for Iuftification, but are vnder grace for luftifi- 
cation. So ftill the Apoftle freeth not the faithfull from being 
wnder the Lavv, for obferuation, but only for iuftification, 

3. That by this Phrafe, vnder the law , S. Paul meante a- 
being vnder the law for iuftification , I proue it in his Epiftle 
to the Galatians ; for in Gal.4,21. he vfeth this phrafe fovisig 
tell mee,yee that will be under the law 8c. The which Phrafe, 
him felfe by andby in the next chapter expoundeth , by ex- 
prefing, the fame thing, in other and more perfpicuonfe 
words, faying, ye are abolifhed from Chrift: whofoeuer 
atesuftified by the law, Gal, 5.4. fo then to be vnder the law, 
is nothing elle then to be juftified by the law : for the Apoftle 


{peaketh apainft thelaw, inone and the fame fenfe, in the

Rom, 5.1. fo 
then , a beleeuer is accounted for a righteous man ; and this 
righteous man is freed from condemnation by Chrift : sow 
then there is no condemnation to them that are im Chrift fefus, 
Rom 8.1. Thefe things premifed , I anfvver to this text by 
the former diftinction, to vvit, that by thelayyv, is fomtime 
meant the matter of the lavv , and {omrime thie parmalty of the 
Jaw,as hath bene proued : now in this place, the Apoftle may 
be vnderftood, to {peake only of thelavv in refpe& of the

The thing which Almightie God intendeth generally in 

this Com. is hovv all the time and dayes of our lives , fhould 
be {pent and imployed in his feruice : the vvhich , is backed 
vvith an effectuall reafon(for my purpofeis firft to handle the 
commandement generally , as in this fecond Section: and 
then more particularly , as inthe thirth SeGtior,&c.) As for 
the time, we hauea diftribution of it in the comm. and that 
into the Sixe dayes, and into the feuenth day : touching 
bothof thefe, God hath ordered it, inthis comm. hovy he 
vvould be ferued ; to wvit, on the feuenth day , by Sandiify- 
ing and Hallovving of it, inthe partes of his vvorfhip and 
feruice , anda ceffation from all{feruile yvorkes ; on the fixt 
dayes, by following fome lavvfull calling or other, vvich may 


_ redovvnd to the glorie of God; according to that, x Cor.10, 


31. Whither therefore,ye eate,or drinke,or whatfoener yee doe,doe 
all to the glory of God. As for the reafon, it is aliuely mouing 
ane, it being fetched from God him {elfe,and from his owne 
enfample. 

In this reafon, conteined in Exod. 20. 11. vve haue alfoa 
diftribution of time, into the fixe dayes, and into the feuenth 
day ; vvherein it pleafeth God , to declare vynto vs , hovv he 
0 and imployed his time ,to vvit, the firft vveeke , or 
euenth dayes,that euer the yvorld {avy or heard of : the fixe 


_dayes,that is thofe fixe dayes, vvhich for order of number,8& 


order of nature, vvent immediatly before the firft fenenth 
day ,or firft Satarday that euer vvas; thefe God {pent in vvor- 
king and in making theheauens and the earth, and all the 
hofte ofthem. This God hath reuealed vnto ys, vnto this 
end for one,that vve fhould in imitation of him,make choyfe 
of thole fame fixe dayes vvherin God vvrought, that in them 
and none other, yve fhould yvorke as God vvrought and in 
them , vve fhoald finith all our yyorkes , as God in them fi- 
nifhed allbis vyorkes.

to hallow it like as God bleffed it , and hallovyed it. 

Novy that we are notleft toour liberty , in this imploy- 
ment of the time and dayes of our liefeappeareth here by, 
firft becaufe God hath commanded it: and fecondly , God 
hath backed his commandement, by a ftrong & forcible rea- 
fon ,dravvne from his owne enfample ; that we fhold {fo im- 
ploy the dayes of the weeke,as God him felfe at the Creation

{pecially and principally, is the hallowing of that facred time 
and day, called the Sabbath day,and the Sementh day, as in the 
third Comm. God inioyned the hallowing of his Sacred 
WV ame, {o in this fourth com. God inioyned the hallowin of 
his Sacred day , towit, the fewenth day ,the which him telfe 
had made holy , aboue all dayes , by his bleffing of it , and 
Sanctifying of it , as we reade, Genef. 2,3. like as the king 
might fay to his {ubie&tes, Remember my Coronation day,to 
keepe it an holy day; or Remember the Gunpowder Treafon 
day, to Keepe it an holy day; fo faith the king of kings , Re- 
member the Sabbath day , tokeepe it holy , Exod, 20.

In which paflages , for matter of vie, we may note firft: 
what manner of chalieeention of time God maketh , when he 
{peaketh of his Morall Sabbathes: this may eafily be gathered 
dayes 
of the world into feauenes;or weeks; as thus, Sixe dayes thou 
fhalt labour, &c; but the fenenth day, isthe Sabbath: and 
againe , In Sixe dayes, the Lord made heauen and earth, &c. 
and refted the fewenth day , &c: And this account hath bene 
Keptin the Church, allalong from ageto age, both inthe 
times of the Old Teftament,and of the New Teftament; fee 
Genef.:.31. with Genef.2.2. fee Exod.16.22.23.26.Exod. 
20.9.10. Mark.16.1.2,A&,20.7, Luk, 13.14. Yet further, 
becaufe we are tobe imitatores of God , in this poin@ ; it is 
needfullihat vve diligently Marke which are thole dayes, 
the which in Gods account , doe make vp a weeke ; or which

of all the dayes in the yeere , are thofe dayes , which belong 
ynto this or that Number of Gods feauen : the which if ir be 
not well obferued, vve may make a confufion of the account 


of Gods weeks and feauens; and vvhereas he faith , fix dayes 


thou thalt lakour ; if this be not obferued , vve may fo.rckon 
our fix.dayes,as vve may count the day peculiarly appointed 


for the Sabbath day , for one of our fixe dayes , and fo make | 


ita vvorking day, quit againft the mind of God , and manie 
drifte and {cope of his fourth comm, yea, if we have no cer- 
taine rule,where to begine our accompt , then may weskipp 
ouer as many dayes asvve pleafe, before vve begine to rekon 
our fixe dayes, and fo God fhall haue a Sabbath orteuenth 
day,but once a moneth,or once a quatter,or once a yeere;it is 
very ncedfull therefore that we learne this point of God, to 
knovv vvhich day he counted for the farft day of the weeke, 
and yvhich forthe feuenth day of the vveeke, that fo vve 
may knovv,which are thole dayes yvherein yve muft labour; 
and which for certaine is that day,in which mutt reft from la- 


bour:leaft the ignorant doe miftak one for an other;and leaf — 


the Cuning Sophifters of ourtimes,doe bequile the fimple. 

In this point we may be inftructed, from the reafon in the 
fourth comm, Exod.20.11. For in fix dayes the Lord made 
heauen and earth &c, and refted the feuenth day;if now you 
will know which dayes inthe moneth or yeere thofe were, 
which here God called the fixdayes , and the feuenth day; 
looke but into the hiftory of the Creation of beauen and 
earth ,whereof God {peaketh in this reafon , and there you 
fhall be fatisfied, feeGen.r. That day, God counted for the 
firft day of the weeke, or of the feauen , wherein he created 
the light v. 4. 5. and which was tie firft day that euer was; 
this day is our Sunday,or Lords day,and called conftantly by 
all the Euangclifts,and fo by all Churches tothis day, the fir it 
day of the weeke , it being the firft day of the worlds ctea- 
tion, fee Matt.28.1. Mark.:6.2. Luk.24.1. Joh.20.1. 
20.7. bat day God counted for the fecond day of the 


wecke, or toe ‘eauen, wherein be made the firmament, 
7.8, and this was the feeond day that cuer was , this day is 


our

our Monday : That day , God called the third day of the 
weeke, or of the feauen dayes, wherein he made the Earth to 
appeare, and the Seas, v, 10.13. and this vvas the third day 
from the Creation: and this day is our Tewlday ; That day 
God called the fourth day of the weeke, wherein he made the 
Sunne, Moone and Starres,v.16.19.and this yvvas the fourth 
day from the creation,and this day is our Wednefday.’ That 
day wherein God made the fifhe in the Sea, andthe foulein 
the ayre, he called the fifth day,v.21.23.and that day,is our 
Thuriday. That day God called the fixt day of the weeke, 
vvherein he made man, y.26.31. and this was the fixth day 
from the creation, and this day is our Friday, And that day 
God called and counted the feuenth day of the yveeke, 
wherein he refted from the vvorks of Creation,and which he 
bleffed & fanctified, Gen.2.1.2,3 -& this day is our fatarday. 
Forfomuh then as vve haue found our, vvhich are thofe 
dayes, which in the fourth comm. God called the fix dayes, 
and which day he called the feuenth day, it teacheth all mini- 
ftres, in expounding this fourth com.to {peake as Gad fpake; 
and to call & count vnto the people, the dayes of the weeke, 
by thofe numeral] names, vvhich God hath put vpon them: 
and therefore they muft call our Sunday or Lords day , the 
firft day , and our Saturday , the Senenth day. Andalfo, as 
touching praife,that they exhorte and perfwade the people 
to be imitatours of God, labouring on the firft fix dayes of the. 
worlds creation, and refting for the Sabbath day , on the fe- 
uenth day from thecreation,v vhich is Saturday; becaule God 
himfelfe did fo, for in fix dayes the Lord made heanen and earth, 
and refted day, vvhich is our Saturday, Exo,20,11, 
Itis as you fee, the very reafon and prefident , yvhich God 
himfelfe hath fet before our eyes; and if vve like to doe as 
God did, and to treade in his fteppes, then muft vve {peake 
as God {pake, inour account , and doeas God did , inour 
practife ; This is that which AZ#/{cw#lus hath, in his expofition 
vpon the fourth comm.fol.66. The wmstation of the example of 
God ({laith hee) ftandeth in this , that im the fame fix dayes , im 
which God wrought all his workes , we werke ours : and in the fe- 
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genth day , when hee ve fred from bys , we doe reft allo from ons

works,according to his example is to be noted, that hee faith, 
that our imitation of God ftandeth in this,that we vvorke on 
the fame fix dayes,in which God vvrought:and that we Reft, 
on the fame feuenth day, in vvhich God himfelfe refted, This 
is the true expofition of this fourth comm. 

Here then is difcouered the errour of many , vvho thus 
pleade for themlelues ; Doe not vve according to the Com- 
mandement,vvorke fix dayes,& reft the feuenth day?this isa 
trueth they fay indeed, but itis not Gods trueth,they labour 
fix dayes indeed, but they labour not on thofe fame fix dayes, 
which God {pake of , and which God fet them a fample of in 
his oyvne perfon: nay they profanely labour vpon that day 
for one , yvhich God fet them a patterne to reft on, and that 
is ypon the Saturday, Tis trueas they fay allo, they reft the 
feuenth day , but not on that feuenth day, vvhich God coun- 
ted for the feuenth day; but on that feuenth day, vvhich God 
euer counted for the firft day of the weeke, vvhich is our 


‘Sunday.Novv no matuaile God fet himfelfe out for our pat- 


terne, that vve fhold imitate him ; feehovv nere vve follovy 
him; on our Saturday God refted from vyorke,and fan@ified 
it, and yve in imitation of him, yvorke on that day, and pro- 
fane it : againe , on our Sunday, God vvrought , as vpon the 
firft of his fix working dayes ;and vve in imitation of God, 
doe ceafe from yvorke, and fanctify it : thus vvhen God reft, 
vve yvorke; and vvhen hee wvorketh,then vve reft: is this to 
imitate God? or can vve oppofe,and thyvart him more? and 
yet thefe men vvold thinke vve doe them wvrong , tofay they 
doe not imitate God, but rathet mocke God ; pretending in- 
deed,to imitate him, according to his fourth.comm. yvhen in 
very trueth, yve cold not deuife on the fuddaine , hovv to 
thvvart and croffe Gods example more then vve doe, 

Now vvhence comes this erronious practife the 
ple,but from the erronious dotrine of fome Minifters,vvho 
befides other errours, touching the Sabbath , doe falfly ex- 
pound the fourth command. tothe people, by nicknaming of 
dayes , as ifthe fix dayes mentioned in the Comm. might be

ynderftood of other fix dayes , then God euer fpakeof, or 
verought in ; or then the Church for thoufands of yeeres yn- 
derftuod the fourth comm.to fpeake of; and as ifthe feuenth 
day, might be attributed to fome other day,then the fenenth 
day from the creation, vvherein God refted : and for this 
purpofe they haue inuenteda diftinction of 4 feuenth day, 
and the feuenth day , making the ignorant people beleeue, 
that the fourth com.fpeaketh not of the feuenth day,but of 4 
feuenth day,that is ofany day of the feuen: whereby God 
is plainly defeated of his purpofe: which vvas to haue that 
one feuenth day , fan&tified , vvhich he had therefore blefled 
and {an@iified 5 and which himfelfe refted on,and left ys fora 
patterne; and hereby an other day is foifted in,and intruded 
into its roome. This idlediftin@ion,giues vs tolearne novv, 
that there is « firft day of the vveeke , and the firft day of the 
vveeke: that there is 4 Lords day , and rhe Lords day : and. 
that there might haue beene in the Church of the lewes,;had 
they beene fo skillfull as vve are become, 4 eigth day, for 
circumcifion, and theeigth day : anda Soidaalaianh day of the 
moneth for the paffouer, and the fourteenth day : and thefe 
vnderftood, not of one and the fame day, but of diuers dayes: 
and vvby not all thefe as vvell as 4 feuenth day rbefeuenth 
day ? and ifthey pleafe too, vve may haue 4 Chrift., and the 
Chrift: 2 Mathevv,and the M athevv:.4Iohn,and the Iohn: 
Paul, and the Panl:an imiesa li be expounded 
in one of thefe fenfes,and afiervvard, at an other'time, in the 
other of thefe fenfes, Diftin&tions they be , more fit for chil- 
dren , then for menofyeeres ; for lefuites, then Proteftants ; 
A {econd thing out of our generall furuey of the partes of 
this com, is that vvehaue proued, that the time and day, 
{pecified in the fourth com. is no beife commanded by God, 
then the dueties ofreft and holinefle : which being fo, here 


cometh to be reproned an other errour of our Minifters:they 
vie to Anfwer itthus, vvheo the duety of the very day and | 
time is yrged ypon them: oh fay they ; thecime, thats butan 
adiun@,but an accident, but a cireuntftance; and tis not the

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circumftance fo much yvhich God lookes at,but itis the 
ftance which God regardeth - novv fec, hovy thefe men 
' learned an arte to extenuate Gods commandements , by cal~ ee 

ling them lightly and regardlefly but an accident, butacir- 


cumftance : who could thinke that Minifters , yea Puritane

ftence, &c? isnot this acontempt offered tothe Holy one

Hauing laied forth the feuerall partes of this Com. in the foe 
revoing Section, & detected fome of the errours of our time an 
abuling the fenfe & meaning of the Spiritof God , in this Com. 
 itnow remaineth,thatI come tothe Expofition of the fame: and 
whereas the com. is laid downe partly affrmatiuely, and partly 
negatiuely , we will in the former place, {| — of the affirma- 
tiue parte , the whichis conteined in thele words, Remember 
the Sabbath day , to fanttify it: Sixe dayes fhale thow labour , and 
doe all thy worke, In this affirmatiue parte , firft we will {peake 
of the word day : fecondly of thefe words,Sabbath day: thirdly, 
of the Commandement, in this word Remember, &c, 

For the word Day,to giue an Expofition of it according to the 
minde of the holy ghoft,we muft ferch how the holy Ghoft vfeth 
this vvord in Scripturesfor this purpofe fee Genel.1.¢. 4nd God 
called the light, day , but nowhere hath he called the darkneffe 
day; whindheee the light only is the day, in Gods accounte: fee 
allo 1 Cor. 3.13.euery mans worke fhal be made manifeft , for 
the diy fhall declare st. Where, by the word Day, the holy Ghoft’ 
meaneth the light: fee x Thef.5.8. But let vs who are of the day 
be fober, Where by day , is meant light, as appeareth by the Op- 
pofition of, the word night, inthe former verfe: fe Joh. 11.9. are 
there not 12, howres in the day, if any man walke in the day ,he flum- 
bleth net, becaule he feeth the light: the day therefore is the time of 
light, by Scriptures accompt: wherefore by the word 
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fourth Com. I vnderftand the time of light , and of light only, 
A fecond querie may be to know , how long this day is , and 
when it beginneth,and when it endeth, For the beginning of 
jt, we are togiue it the largeft extent , as to begin ear-y in the 
morning by day breake, or day peepe, euen whilft itis buta 
little Hight, and much darknefle, fee oh, 20.1. and Mark. 1.35, 
this laft text is to be reade as Chemnitins well obferues thus; In 
the morning, whilft ic was very much night,&c. aecei 
and fo readethitalio. Now as the day-beginneth, 
with the leaft light appearing in the skie, fo we are to thinke, ir 
lafteth {o long,as there is any {unne 4 in the skie,or yntill the 
day be quite off the skie: thus much be {poken of the ward day 
fhewing 1.what is meant by it,to wit,the time of light. 2.How 
long this day is,to wit, from the firft approch of the {unne light, 
vato the laft departure of its ligbr. | 
T he eonfideration of thefe twoo Points difcouereth vnto ys 
a threefold errour of our times ; the one is of {uch as hould that 
the Sabbath day , beginneth at midnight,and lafteth to the next 
midnight: the other , is of thofe who hould rhe Sabbath day be- 
ginneth in the morning, &lafteth to the next morning: the other, 
of {uch as hould it beginneth on the Euening of Saturday night: 
al which opinions in they bould as well a night,as-a day, to be a 
parte of the fabbath day: bur thefe are all erronioufe, becaufe 
owndleffe; for the word day,in the com. fignifieth the timed 
ight,& this is the frequent vie of the word in {criprires;& that 
the word day , muft lignify darkneffe; as wel as light, Ichinke 
cannot be {howne in the Scriptures, W herefore, as to giue God 
leife then the wholl tyme of light, isto giue God not a day, but

sthe one colifting of 24 howres,the other of 12 
howres, now we muft giue God the largeft day, of 24. hovvres: 
But for this pointe, how euer this diftinGtion may haue its vfe in 
ciuill affaires, yet Is it not founded in Scripture :,the Scriptures 
uideed mention a day of 42. bowres, Joh, iy. 9. but of a day of 


44.hovvres 
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24.hovvres, I no where reade : it is not fafe therefore, to 


expound the word day, inthe fourth Comm, ofa day of 24: 


hovvres. 
Further it may be faid , that by the word day , we muft yn- 
derftand , the night and darknefle alfo , euen the wholl time of 
24. howres : for fo it is taken, Genef, 1.5. And the euening and 
morning were the firft day: where the euening is put for the 
darknetfe; and the morning is put for the light,and both thele 
are called the firftday. Wheretol anfwer, that this expofition 
is growndleffe , tofay thatthe Euening is put for the night or 
darkneffe; for ir cannot be fhovvne in Scripture, that any where 
the word Euening, is put for the night or darknefle: Herevnto 
affenteth AZ, Perkins in his cafes of con{cience, at the end of the 
fecond booke, Secondly I anfwer,to give {uch an expofition of 
the Text, Genef.1.5.as maketha confufion of things, is not 
fafe , for to vnderftand by the Euening the darknefle, and fo 
making the vvord day, to fignify or comprize both lightand 
darkneffe is to make a vvofal confufion ; for fo one and the 
fame vvord fhall fignifie things quite contrary ; as yvel might 
one fuppofe hell to be fignified ynder the vvord heauen,as night 
vnder the vvord day: God hath diftinguifhed thelight from 
the darkneffe as in nature , foby fondry proper names , calling 
the light day, and the darkneffe he called night, Genef, 1.5. let 


-notys then confound them: a better expofition of the vvord 


Euening,is therefore to be fought ; for this end it is to be noted, 
that the vvord Euening in Seripture,is yled for the after-noone, 
and fo vatill day light befully ended, according toour Engelifh 
{peech, faying, good Euen to you Sir , when tis paft noone; and 
calling them Euening prayers vied in the Church abont 2. or 3. 
aclocke in the after-noone ; and {o theire Euening Sacrifice in 
the Temple, in the after-noone; and in this fenfe fee thes Seri 
tures, Genel. 24.11. Mark, 15.42. Exod.29.38.39. Deut.23. 
r1. loth. 8.29. Ezra. 9.4.5. lerem. 6.4. Deut. 16.6. Where- 
fore, according to the conftant vfe of the vvord Euening , both 
amongft vstothis day , and alfo in the Scriptures, I wold in- 
terpret the word of the after-noone; and fo vvhereas it is 
faid , the Euening and the morning made the firft day , that se

I knovv nothing againft this interpretation, valeffe it be thar 
fome may obie& and fay, this is to make God put dovyvne things 
miforderly; for it had bene better to haue faid, fo the forenoone 
and the Rrdeauh made the firft day , rather then, fo the after. 
noone and the forenoone made the firft day. Whereto I anf{wer, 
1. The darkenefle was for order before the light , and yet God 
put the light before the darknefle , in this very hitch veric , and 
God called the light day,and the darkneffe,he called night: and why 
might he not alfo put the afternoone before the forenoone? 
2,.Why might not God fet the afternoone,which is the latter, bee 
fore the forenoone , which is the former, as well as Chrift our 
Sauiour fetteth forth the Lord of the vineyard , commandin 


his fteward , to call the labourers , and giue them their hier, be. 


ginning from the Jaf? vnto the fir/# , Matt.20.8? and thus much 
touching the two formoft erroures, holding the Sabbath day to 
beginne at midnight, andin the morning, foas they will hauea 
night, added to the day, or light. 

Now, touching the third errour of thofe who would haue the 
Sabhath day, to begin on the Euening before the day, and fo to 
conteine all that night that goeth before the day; & thefe feeme 
to haue many Scriptures to backe them ,as firft Leuir, 23. 32 
from Euen to Ewen, {hall ye celebrate your Saboaty, Herevntol 
an{wer , thisis a peculiar law , for one of the annual! ceremo- 
nial] Sabbaths;and it therefore concerneth not the weekly morall 
Sabbath inthe fourth comm. now we muft not draw the law of 
this ceremoniall Sabbath, vponthe moral] Sabbath : for rhenr. 
muft the morall Sabbath be annuall only, 2.1t muft be vpon the 
teenth day of the moneth , without regard had to the day of the 

vyeeke;for fo it was with this ceremonial] Sabbath, 31t moft lat 
one wholl day, and a parte of the day before it allo, for fo it 
vvas vvith that ceremonial! Sabbath, it vvas tohold yponthe 


teenth day ,and ypon a parte of the nincth day alfo Lenit.23. 
27.32. 


Ao other text they produce out of Nehem,1 3:19. And it came 
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to palfe, that when the gates of Perufalem began tobe darke before 
the Sabbath , 1 commanded that the gates fhould be fhut , and chara 
ged that they fhowld not be opened , tll after the Sabbath 8c, Here 
fay they Nehemiah tooke order for the Sabbath to begin, vvhen 
the gates of Ierufalem began to be darke,and this is on the eue- 
ning. Whereto I anfwer,it fullovveth not that becaule the gates 
vvere commanded to be fhur, vvhen it began to be darke, that 
this vvas done , leaft that euening fhould be profaned by buying 
and felling ; for it may be very likely, thatfuch as came into the 
citty with their packes of wares, and peddsof fith , (asv.16.) fo 
late in the euening, vvhen it vvas almoft darke,vvould not open 
their packes that night, nor goe into the fifh ftales in the market 
place, at that time of the day, but rather Nehemiah forefeeing, 
that if he permitted them to come intothe citty laden , folate 
in the euening , that they minded to be at their marketing early 
the next morning; vvherefore to preuent that,he fhut them out 
of the citty ouer night , but not becaufe the Sabbath began oner 
night , in the euening. 2, I anfyyer , if the Sabbath day 
began in the euening, at vvhat time Nehemiahcaufed the gates 
to be fhut in, then thefe abfurdeties vvill follovv, 1, that they 
began the Sabbath, before it vvas Sabbath ; and they kept the 
Sabbath , till after it vvas Sabbath ; for fo faith the text, that the 
gates vvere {hut in before the Sabbath , and that they vvere not 
opened againe, till after the Sabbath, 2, If the fhutting in of che 
gates,doe declare vntovs the beginning of the Sabbath,fo muft 
it declare vnto vs by like reafon,the end of che Sabbath : & then 
this abfurdety follovveth, that vve muft keepe one day , and 
tvvo nights, for our Sabbath; for folong vvere their gates {hut 
in : for ifthey (hutthe gates in, on fryday tovvards mght, they 
opened them notagaine,on Saturday,the Sabbath day tovvards 
night, nor in all likely hoode , vntill our Sunday morning ; fo 
their gates remained fhut one day and tvvo nights, : 
A third text they produce,is Mark.15.42. 4nd now when the 
eucn was come, becanje was the preparation, that 1s,the day 
the Sabbath : Hence they colle& thatthe Sabbath began in the 
evening, and that then vvas the preparation of the Sabbath< for 
anlvver hereto, vre muft knovy , that on Saturday Te 
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- day, vvherein Chrift lay in the graue, there yvas tvvo Sabbaths 


mett together ypon that one day , to vvit, the morall Saturda 

and vveekly Sabdath day , and alfo an annuall ceremonial Sab- 
bath day, as Beza, Pi(cator and others afirme ; this ceremonial 
Sabbath day , it yvas the rgth day of the moneth, the day after 
the Paffouer , and by the lavy it vvas a Sabbath day : for on ir, 
they had an holy conuocation and affembly , vvherein they did 


noleruill yvorke,Leuit.23.6.7.Novv the levves keeping their 


Pafleouer on good fryday , it was the r4thday of the moneth 
and confequently Saturday , vvherein Chrift lay in the graue, 
muftbe the rth day of the moneth, and fo it vvas this annuall 
ceremoniall Sabbath day : Novy then here being tvvo Sabbaths 
on this one day, to yvit, the morall Sabbath, and a ceremoniall 
Sabbath , hence it is , that the text may be ynderftood of the ce- 
remonial!

Ahe Sabbath: {fo this text it concerneth neither the moral] Sabe 
bath,nor any morall preparation. ' 
By the way,the cleering of this text Mark.15.44. wherein is 
mention of 4 preparation before the Sabbath: may be viefull vnto 


vs,to difcouer their errour,who yrge a preparation on the Eue- 
uing before the Sabbath, from this or the like textes ; as if the 


Church vvereé bound onthe euening before the Sabbath day, to’ 


make a preparation, as they call it , and to refraine all feruill la- 
bours , and begin then the fanctification of the Sabbath in holy 
exerciles ; but this is groundleife, 1. For albeit yve read of a 
preparation to the ceremoniall Sabbath , which ftood as hath 
bene {howne, in dreffing of the lamb for the Pafleouer &c. yet 
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yre reade not of any preparation to the morall Sabbath enioy- 
ned, or vfed : they erre therefore yvho vvould from this,and the 
like textes colle& any fuch preparation for the Sabbath , as to 
begin it on Saturday at euen : all the preparation , whichGod 
requireth for the morall Sabbath, is no more but this, to remem- 
ber it before itcometh, and that fo, as all our feruill yvorkes 
may be compatfed and finifhed by the end of the fixth day, that 
{o nothing may hindee vs from Sandétification of the feuenth 
day,vvhen it commeth, 

Yer further I anfwere tothe text Mark.1 5.42. fuppofle vve 
that by Sabbath there mentioned, be vaderftood the morall Sab- 
bath, why then by preparation there {poken of, may nothing elfe 
be vnderftood, but a preparation by finifhing of the vvorkes of 
the fixth day in the fixth day, that fo no vvorke be left for the fe- 
uenth day ; and for this the context giueth fomelight,, by the 
example of lofeph of Arimathea,v.43. vvho vpon the fixth ways 
at cuen , bought fine linnen}, and tooke Chrift from the crofle, 
and embalmed him vvith {pices , and wrapped him in linnen 
clothes, and laid him into the fepulchre, and finally rouled a 
ftone vpon the fepulchre,v.4.6.Ioh.19.40. all thefe vvorkes Io. 
feph fn fh don the fixth day , and fo prepared himflelfe for the 
feuenth day ,the Sabbath day.So in vvhich fenfe foeuer you take 
it, heres no place for any {uch preparation as they vrge. Yet 
further, this is to be noted,that itis one thing to make a prepa- 
ration for the Sabbath , and an other to begin-the Sabbath : chis 
difference they note not yvho vrge the Sabbath to’begin onthe © 
euening before the Sabbath day.: for, vve may make prouifion 
and preparation on the day before the Sabbath, for the Sabbath, 
by hafting on,and contriuing of our yvorks fo the day before,as 
no worke may be left tobe done on the Sabbath day, and yet not 
begin the Sabbath vatill the next morning. ss | 
_ Thus we haue-dane with the confuration of thofe 3 errours, 
which vrge from the fourth com. more then a day for the Sab- 
bath; as either all the night foregoing the Sabbath day; orall the 
nightcoming after the Sabbath day ; or elfe halfe of the night 
foregoing tbe Sabbath day, and halfe of the night following the 
Sabbath day, | 
Before 
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Before we can conclud this pointe, a cafe of confcience wold 
be fcanned , tis this , ifit be fo (may fome fay ) that the Sabbath 
day is but the time of light only , vwhat fhall become of the 
night then , or of that parte of the night, to vvit, an bovyvre, 
two , or three before day in the depht of winter, In cafe a man 
rife fo foone ? and of that parte of the night, to vvit, tvvo, or 
three howres after candles lighted;may men fately employ thefe 


times, inthe ordenary workes of their callings ? Where vnto 


anfwer, in {uch a cafe as this, wherin God hath left no expreffe 
order, Chriftian prudency and difcretion muft determine the 
matter ; as then in the longeft dayes of fommer , we giue God 
no more ofthe time oflight, then wecan well refraine from 
reft and fleepe, foin the fhorteft dayes of winter, we fhould in 
reafon and equity , as it were by vvay of requitall , giue God all 
that time, of the night or darkneffe, the which we can well {pare 
from reit and fleepe : for in the longeft dayes, we fleepe 2, 3 or 
4. howres after day light, and againe goeto ref one or two 
howres before day light bedone. 2, It is fit we fhould dealeby 


God in his Sabbath dayes , as we deale by our felues, on the fix — 


working dayes ; if in any of thefe we be difpofed torife before 
day light, or to fet vp after day be done , we {pend thofe times, 
in actiones or workes of the fame for kind , which we doe in the 
day which belongeth vnto thofe times, to wit , in common la- 
boures: and foletvs deale by God in his Sabbaths , if vve rife 


before day , and{et vp after day ,let thofe times be {pent in 


workes {utable to the day, to wit, in holy exercifes, 
But more {pecially, for the time in the morning, before it be 
day, fince that we muft ferue God, with all our heart , and with 


all our ftrength, in the dueties of his worfhip and feruice on the 
Sabbath day , it vndeniably folloyveth , that a man may not fall 


to the laboures of his calling,2.or 3.hovvres before the Sabbath 


doth beginne ; for fo the ftrength of his body is vveakened, and 


the liulineife and frefh cheerfulneffe of his msinde is abated and 
dulled , and the edge of his affections is before hand taken off 
and blunted : and it cannot be doubted , buth that God wvold 
be ferued in his Sabbathes , With as much liulinefle.and cheere- 
fullneife, and ftrength of body and minde as may or can be : the 
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vvhich cannot be, if a man {pend vp and waft his ftrength and 
vigour , before hand by labors : Wherefore let vs with the Pro- 
phet Dasid, when vvaking or vp before day , feeke God by 
prayer ,and the like: J — (faith he) the dawning of the 
morning, and eried : hoped inthy word,Plal.r19,147. It isthen, 
a fit time , for a Chriftianto exercife his faith,and hope in God, 
and to pray vntohim, namely, in the morning erly. | 
And for the time in the Euening , or after the euening , after 
the day , befides what hath bene faid before in generall, this allo 
maybe added in {peciall, that fince there is a time for medita- 
tion vpon the vvord of God, Pfal.rig.45. 2 will meditate in th 
preceptes, Plal.i19.55.

5.21. andto férch the Scriptures with thole Be- 
reans, to ee whither the things vs, be or 
Now what time canbe more fit for this duety , then the time 
prefently follovving the hearing of the vvord ?

And thefe words which I command 
thee, fhall be in thine heart, and thou fhalt teach them diligently ynto 
thy children, and fhalt talke of them when thon fitteft in thine houfe, 
and when thow laieft downe , and when thou rifift up : Now what 
time is more fit , for parents and mafters , to whet the word of 
God vpon their children and feruants , then prefently after they 
haue heard it in the Congregation? but this cannot be, ifall 
fortes may fall to their Gorell vvorkes , fo foone as the publike 
affembly is difmiffed.

ned by the 4th com.which fell ypon Saturday? and that becaule 
they kept a ceremoniall yeerly Sabbath , that weeke, vpon the 
Tevv(day or Wenfday ? for vpon this Tevviday or Wenfday, 
they did Reft. What iugling trickes are thefe? vvoulda man 
belecue it, that Puritane Minifters, profeffing the feare of God, 
vvould vfe {uch diffimulation, and handle the vvord of God fo 
craftily ? pardon me good Reader, hovv euer I reuerence their 
holy profeffion , yet I cannot fpeake of this their vileabufe , of 
Gods facred vvord, vvithout indignation of {pirit: vvho that 
fincerly loueth God , and his facred Scriptures, can pafle it ouer 
in filence , to fee his holy vvord thus vvrefted , and balely abue 

Chriftmas day,vvhen it falleth ypon fome one of the fix wore 
king dayes;and fo the Coronation day; and fo thos common hoe 
ly dayes, S.Mathews day, S,Iohns day,and the reft ; tis true,we 
Keft ypon thefe dayes from our labours, and that by an ordi- 
nance of our Church; but willany be fo abfurdas to fay , that 
thefe holy dayes ftand by vertue of the 4th comm. becaufle we 
Reft on thele dayes? or fuppofe the patrones of the Lords day, 
vvho pretfe the 4th comm, vpon it, fhould me, tofanéti 
the Lords day,by the 4th com.might not I aniwer them in their 
owne an{wer,that the word Sabbath in the 4thcom. it fignifieth 
a Reft; novv on Chriftmas day,and on Coronation day , and on 
S.Matthews day &c. vve Reft? Secondly I reply, be it that on 
the Lords day, wereft,vvhy this is not the reft, {poken of in the

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fince Chrift and that many yeerers too fince Chrift: butthe 
name Sabbath day , it is auncient ,and put vpon the Saturday 
thovvfands of yeeres before Chrift ; againe , you no vvbere read 
of any bleffings promifed by God, in all the New Teftament, to 
thofe which Keepe the Lords day Holy : nor of any iudgments 
infli€ted,or threatened vpon any, that worke on the Lords day: 
further you no where in all the Nevv Teftament, find any 
commandement,to keep the Lords day Holy. Nonor can it be 
fhowne that Chrifteuer Keptit : Ina vyord , God neuer hal- 
lovved the Lords day, nor bletfed and fanétified it,vvhereby it 
— fhold become anholy day ; but all thefe and more , God did to 
the Saterday ; chordie isthe Saturday , as the King or Mi- 
ftrife,to the Lords day : as then the King and all good {ubiects, 
wold think amiffe of him , that taketh the crowne off the King, 
and fet it vpon the head ofa common fubie& , yea though he 
were abouea common fubied, as isa knight , or a Noble man, 
and as Friday , and Sunday in fome fenfe are aboue the other of 
the fixe dayes: Sono doubt will God, and fo fhold euery Godly 
man,think amiffe of it, to beare Minifters take that name of ho-

Happily , I thall preuaile vvith fome , to forfake the abafe of 
this name,and in ftead of it,they will call our Sunday,the Lords 
day ,and {o preffe the fan&tification of it vnder thatname.

out of Gods vvord, to vvatrant them to preffe the Lords day,to 
be kept as the Sabbath day ; but thislet them take withit, that 
they muf with the forbearing of the name Sabbath day,refraine 
the vile of the 4th com.allo; thefe goeinfeparablie together;

Some there are, vvho allredy, of their oywne accord, 
doe call our Sunday,Lords day,and not Sabbath day:but I mar- 
vaile of all the reft, vvith vvhat face , thele men can prefle the 
4th comm, vpon that day , vvhich themfelues cenfefle is — 
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Lords day, and not Sabbath day : vwhen as the 4th comm, doth 
exprefly awe a day , which is named Sabbath day, and not

knowne day of the weeke ; which being fo, hovy fondly, yea 
wickedly and profanly haue they done,who by their falfe gloifes 
and idle diftinétions , doe labour to make people beleeue , 


that Gods certaine and knovyne times for his worfhip and fer. 


uice , are vncertaine , and vndetermined : that fo the 

mightsalter and change Gods times, and makeway for their 
humane inventiones , that is, rofet the Lords day into the 4th 
com. you haue feene it fufficiently proued , that Saturday vvas 
the Subbath day for thovvfands of yeers, vntill Chrift; and thac 
by the name Sabbath day, was no other day knowne nor vnder- 
ftood but only Saturday, vntill Chrift: how yaine then are thole 
men, vvho yvould novva dayes hauea nevy fenfe of the name 
Sabbath day ? for vntill Chrift, thefe words Sabbath day , figni- 
fied the Sabbath day, but novy fince Chrift, they muft fignify « 
Sabbath day: then they fignitied the Saturday , but novy we" 
mutt fignify the Sunday, or Lords day: was euer {uch madnefle 
heard of before? muft yvords be mutable,and chan g their 
fenfe, with the chang of times ? that one vvord, in diuerle Tex- 


tes, may fignify diuerfly is not ftrang ; butthat one word or 


name, in one & the fame Text, fhould for thovvfands of yeeres, 
fignify one thing; and the felfe {ame word or name, after thow- 
{ands of yeers, then fhould haue an other fenfe, it is matchleffe; 
this may be the queene of all abfurdeties: & yet thus abfurd are 
all they, who would by their diftin&tion of 4 and the Sabbath, 
and the like, bring the Sunday or Lords day, novy into the 4th, 
com, and turne away the zth,day : The approch of the gofpell, 
hath not altered the fenfe of words in the cee: for thefe words, 
patleouer,Circumcifion, & Sacrifice,though they be abolithed, 
and we haue others in their roome, yet thofe words, in the 
fame Textes, doe fignify now none other thing, then they were 
vvont to doe: muft only the word Sabbath be changed in its 
fenfe ? If wordsin the Old Teftament {hall haue one fenfe be- 


fore Chrift came, and an other fenfe after hiscoming , there 


vvill 
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vvilbe no certainty ofthe fenfe ofany of the Scriprures of the 
OldTeftament. This is quite to ouerturne all certainty of Ex. 
ofition. Were a man but to conftrue a peece of lattine , out of 
fome profane Author, Terence, or the like, and fhould Engelifh 
a word ina different fenfe, from that fenfe which vvas vied in 
that Authores time , and diuerfe from all: Dictionaries and the 
like, vvould itbe borne with all thinke we ?and yet many of oug 
diuines , vvi!l deale worfe with Gods facred Scriptures , then 
vvith a profane Author, for albeit the word Sabbath , vvas euer 
vied in the Scriptures, for Saturday , and fo in our Dictionaries 
alfo, yet they will haue one fuolijh anfvver, or diftinCtion or 
other , vvhereby they vvill turne off the Saturday , to bring in 


the Sunday, into the name Sabbath day, and into the 4th.com, 


yea,and neuer fo much as blufh at it neither:iudg good Reader, 
if the Scriptures be not fouly and fhamfully abufed by thele 
men , yvhen they vvill by their corrupt Expofitions of the 4th 
com. offer that violence yntoit , that all menare a fhamed to. 
offer ynto A profane Authour, as Terence or the like: But baue 
you no more care of the foules of thofe God hath committed to. 
your charge , then thus to vfe your vvites , to blind their eyes, 
leat they fhould fe the trueth , and vvalke in the vvay of Gods: 
4th com? fe ro it intime, if Sabbath dayydid once fignify the 
Saturday , it muft fo fignify tothe vvorlds end. ie 
Thus fare I haue laboured, to vindicate Gods 4th com. from 
the corruptiones of the time: but before I pafle this poiar, I de 


fire to lay before the eyes of our Minifters , tvyo notorioule 


abutes; the one is the abufe of theire flockes , the people of God: 
the other isthe abufe of Gods facred vvord: for the former, by

acceptable ynto AlmightieGod , and {uch as fhall one day , be 
vntotheir praife and glory ; but vvbat novv ifthis, even all 
this bein vaine and tono purpofe,in refpe& of their endes and 
grownds , by reafon it isa feruice whichGod requireth not, 


_ haue not then fuch Minifters lamentably abufed their people ? 


for this end , confider what hath formely bene proued , to wit, 
that God in his 4. com, requireth the Sabbath day,not the Lords 
day ; che Saturday Reft, not the Sunday-Reft ; the ath day for 
Saobath day,not the 8th day,or firft day, for Sabbath day;{o then 
to Sanctifie che Sunday, or Lords day , in con{cience of the day, 


and ofthe 4th Com, is meere fuperftition, and needleffe reli- 


ion: becaute this Sunday or Lords day , isno where comman- 
ded in the 4th com.now to doe any thing inc {cience.of the 4th 
com.the which is not commanded in the f{amecommandement, 
itis meere fuperftition ; fo all that care and zeale of good peo- 
ple, yea all their paines,and zealoufe deuotionesare loft labour; 
oh what a pitty it is? fo that, vnletfe as vve may (if vve may) in 
the deepeft and greateft of our charity , hope that God will ac- 
cept of thofe good meanings, and good intenfions, of ignoranr, 
mifled , and deluded Papifts ; vve can not hope that God vvill 
accept of the good meanings and intenfions , of our beft people 


their zealoufe fanifying of the Lords day : but that rather, 


when at that day, they fhall expec the praife of their piety, 
God may fay vntothem,and who hath requsreth this at your hand? 
Ifa.1. 12. for becaufe this day , ftands not by Gods Com, all our 
performances in con{cience of the day, becomes alimme of that 
voluntary religion and wil/-worfhip, condemned by S,Paul, Col,. 
2.23. it hath as he faith indeed a fhew of wifedome, but it is buta 
fhew , not the fubftance , vve may afvvell Sanctify Friday , as 
Sunday. 

But it vvill be obiected , vve haue the dueties, as Reft, and 
holineffe, though vve haue not the day. Wher tol anfvver that 
many indeed doe footh and flatter themfelues much with this 
an{vver; but I fay , you haue not the duties , tovvit , the duties 
of the Sabbathday, but all you haue js, 
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to thos of the Sabbath, you haue not the fame: for none can ptgs’ 


perly be called Sabbath day dueties , but {uch as are done in the 
Sabbath day , andby virtue of the 4th com, vvhen you ra 
a faftday, or a day of publike thank{giuing to God , or an holly 
day, on thefe you Reft, and performe holy actions , as vpon the 
Sabbath day ; but vvill you call thele Sabbath ducties? if you will, 
then may youkeepe thes holy dayes allo , in obedience to Gods 
4th com. for Sabbathes;and then may you alfo fay of thefe 
holy dayes, though we haue not the day,yet haue vve the duties 
of the day, and fo you may erect yet more Sabbaths, and fo ftand 
by the 4th com.wherefore this obiection, which is very common. 
in the mouthes of Minifters and people, is of no moment, it 
vvillnot free them of {uperftition and vvill- vvorthip. 

W hen Saul offred Sacrifice , and Samuc] {houl haue doneit, 
why Saul might haue anfwered , why I gaue God a Burnt 
offring,& a peace offering, it vvas as much,and the fame,which 
Samuel vvould haue offered , here lacked nothing but the cit 
cumftance of the perfon , it was Saul inftead of Samuel : I, but 
this excufe could notferue the turne , Samuel teld bin he had» 
done foolifh for all that,and God would depriue him of his 
kingdome forit, 1.Sam. 13.9. 10.&c. fo it is here, they doe 
foolithly that alter Gods dayes and times, and they {hall leele 
their {hare of thofe bleflings , whichGod hath promifed yato 
them that keepe his Sabbathes, Ifa.58.13.14. becaufe they kee- 
pe nothis Sabbaths but their Lords dayes : and they doe foo- 
lithly , becaufe they think as Saul did, to pleafe God vvith am 
halfe teruice , doeing fomthings which God commanded , and 
leauing out and vndone otherfome thing which God commat. 
ded : Sauls obedience came fhorte inthe circumftance of the 
perfon ,and therfore reiected: and thefe men that keepe the 
Lords day, but not the Sabbath day, their obedience faleth fhort 
in the circumftance of the time, Gods Sacred day, and therfore _ 
will be reiected of God. Let them looke too it, and receiue ad- 
monition, And further whereas they pleafe them felues fayin 
they haue the dueties of the Sabbath , though they haue not the 
time : they muft know , that for fo much as the day and precile 
time , 1s as exprefly commanded in the 4th com,as ate Reft and 
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holy exercifes , therfore the day and precife time , is nolefle a 
duety , then are other things commanded in the fame Com. fo 
then when they pleafe themfelues faying , they haue the ducties 
of the Sabbath and negle& that day and time, they haue bue 
one halfe or fome partes ofthe Sabbathes duties : for they want 
the {ett rime, which is a parte of the Sabbathes duetie: yea, and 
fuch a parte too, as being yvanting , che dueties of reftand holy 
excerciles, become no better then common holy dayes ducties: 
for on cuery commonholy day they doe fuch Sabbath dueties , 
that is , they Reft, and heare Sermones, &c. Novyv to returne, 
if through the falfe Expofition of Gods 4th com, Gods people 
be led into {uch an errour, by keeping a vyrong day , as they 
fhall leefe the revvard of their expected hopes ; and their reh- 
gion in refpect of thisday, become a fuperttition ; and their 
con{cience ofthe 4th Com, proue a non-obedience vnto it, 
isit not high time that this matter be looked vnato? and have 
not Minifters lamentablie abufed the people ? 

Yet further, when people in their priuate family prayers, on 
Sunday morning, before they goe into the Congregation, pray 
to God to affift them and helpe them in the fanctification of 
that day Sabbath , doe they not bable before God , making him 
beleeue that that prefent Sanday, is his facred Sabbath day, the 
vvhich God knoweth is moft falfe ? the fame is true alfo of the 
Minifter, vfing fuch prayers’, in hts pulpit publikely, Againe, 
when night commeth, doe not fach as vie to call ypon God 
morning and Euening , make an hamble confeffion to God , in 
their priuat families, of their finnes ,among which they rekone 
vp their failings in the fanétitication of that Sabbath day novv 
paft, for one: thus they ignorantly confeflefinnes vnto God,. . 
vvhich are no finnes; and feare vvhere no.feare is;for, if a finne, 
ir muft be a tranfereflion of fome law ; but fhew mea law, for 
the fanctifying cfthe Lords day ; thers one indeed for the Sab- 
bath day , but none atall for the Lords day , neither inthe old 
nor new Teftaments: Novv doe not {ach Minifters lamentab!y 
abufe their people, who by abufiue expfitions of Gods comman- 
dement , doe put a needletle confcientie into men ? and caufe 
them to thinke that to be finne,vvhich is no finne; and which > 
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worle, caule them to acknowledge vnto God, more fianes 
God himfelfe knowes ; and toaske pardon , where they haug 
committed no offence : is it not high time , that God thould 
raile vp fome man,to detect thefe errours ? doubrleffe sand 
the times vvill in anirefull difpleafure at him, for his hone# 
paines, woefully reward him, in bodv, goods, and good name, 
Thus tar of Minifters abuling of the people of God , committed — 
to their charge. 
com@povv to Minifters of the facred word of God, 
a thing to be thourht on;let a man trauaile vpon the Lords days 
or doe any common worke ,prefently they charg him witha 
breach of the 4th comand with a protanation of the Lords Sabs 
bath day: againe , in their pulpites, todravvy mento a cons 
{cience of the Lords day , they veg bard the 4th com, vpon the» 
Lords day ; yea, they apply alfo to the Lords day, all thole | 
Scriptures, which any where mention the Sabbath day , and 
were made properly and folely , for it; as Numb. 1. 32. 
&c, and Nehem, 13. 18. where is mention made, of Gods 
iudgments, for profanation of the Sabbath day : and Ia.58.t s 
14. where is mention madeoft the holy manner of keeping 
Sabbath day ; and of bleflings promifed there vnto: novv they 
making no difference , betwene the Sabbath day,and the Lords 
day , doe apply all thefe Scriptures with others , vnto the Lords 
day , which are proper vato the Sabbath day : but thus doing, 
they abule thefe Scriptures, and profane the vvord of God ; and 
thus | make it good ; as for the Lords day , it is but a common 
working day ; tor it is one of thofe fixe dayes, wherin God hath

cation of God Name , they being both Commanded , and both 
Commanded in the firft Table. 


An other vile of rbis pointe, is it fo, that God bath charged vs 
to Remember his Sabbarh day » VV hat VVill become of {uch prede 
chers thé, as are fo farr off from a remembrance of it as that they 
teach men publikly to forget it?and to this euill end & finnefull, 
they labour ro be blurr Gods day , by calling it odioufly Jewish 
and Ceremonial and tothis end, they haue coined many die 

ftinctions , wherby they would peruert the ftraight vvay of the: 
Lord , and puta ftumbling blocke before the people, thar fo this 
thing commanded by God might be flighted; yea, they hauefo, Ji 
Bandied the matter, and blered the eyes of the people, that they iam 
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are fo farre off novv from Remembring the Sabbath day, as 
that, (poore people as they are) they know not which day of the 
wecke {hould be called Sabbath day. ak 

As thefe Minifter fhall vndoubredly anfwer to God, for the. 
finne of the people, in profanation of the Lords Sabbath weekly; 
{o doe I yvifh and aduife allpeople,to lay the weight and peril 
of their foules, vpon thefetheir Minitters , vvho tach them 
thus:relling them plainly thus,we feea plaine and exprefle com= 
-mandement of Almightie God for the Sabbath day , but vve 
fee none for the Lords day ; vvherefore vve dare not in out 
con{ciences, fpeake againft the Sabbath day , nonor profane it, 
by that common light of vnderftanding and cunfcience which 
God hath giuen vs to indg by : fwe durft ruft our ovvne iudg- 
ments, vve durft not but fanctify the Sabbath day ; and God 
knoweth, if you our Minifters, vvere as vvilling as vve are, we 
vvould keepe itholy ; yvberfure, th: fault is not in vs, nor the 
finne ours , if it be profaned .fee youcoit therfore, our blood 
be vpon you, if we perifh in this finne eternally,or be plagued of 
God for it heere temporally;for, it is only the reuerent regard, 
which vve haue « fyou,and your lerning , and honefty , which 
maketh ys to difregard this thing commanded of God: this we 
fhali be able to plead bi f re Almightie God, at that greate day 
of Affiles, that we are iunocent in this matter ; and if for all this, 
it then goe ill vvith vs ,vve thallcurfe the day , that euer yve 
knevv you,and bel-eued ycu:thus I aduife people, to difclaime 
and abandon the hauing any hand inthis finne , and tolay the 
burden of it, vvholly vpon fuch their Minifters , as doe perfift 
in enmity tothe Lords Sabbathes, or to any thing commanded 
inthe 4th Com, novv thereafon of this my adaife is , becaufe 
I tindethe peuple generally, indifferently affected , and ready 
enough to imbrace Gods aancient Sabbath in con{cience of 
Gods 4th Com. and the only bridle , chat caufeth them tore- 
f'aine confent, is the reuerent opinion they haue of cheir Mi- 
nifters, vvhoare contrarily minded , and teach them other- 
wile,&c, Whereby it appeareth,that the whole fiult is in their 
Minifters ; and therfore hauel aduifed the people , to lay the 
waight and whole burden of this matter, vpon their Minifters, 
to

to prouoke them to reforme and cale backe their er 
 Do&rines touching God Sabbathes , leaft they baue the blogg 
of many foules an other day laied to their charge. 
Another vfe of this pointe, is againft Minifters alfo,and it igof Him 
exceeding greate confequence , enough tocaufe the haire : 
their heads to ftand right vp, and their hearts to tremble againg Hi 
if there be any loue and feare of God left in them: it is this Him

day commanded to the Iewes in the 4th com,that they fay alfo, 
is , }ewifh and abolifhed : Wherefore vnleffle they can fhew vs 
fome new Scripture, or fome other partes of the 4th com.which 
haue hitherto laine hidden and vnknovvne,where there is men- 
tion made of any other 7th ne one, and of any other Sab- 
bath day thé one, it muft neceflarily follow, that when they fay, 
thar that one 7th day, and that one Sabbath day, once comman- 
ded to the lewes in the 4th com, is abolifhed , that then all the 
time once commanded, is abolifhed; for,all the time then come 
manded,was that one 7th day time onely ; and that one 7th day 
time, was all the time, that was commanded : take away then 
one, and you take avyay all. For the Major its confequence, it 
is cleere of it felfe, That if all the commanded time, inthe com- 
mandement , be abolifhed ; then there is no commanded time, 
left in the commandement,for a Sabbath day: for exarnple,f up- 
pofe a man hath a garden , wherein are fondry bedes of herbes, 
among the vvhich he hath one bedd of Tyme : If now the gar- 
diner come and cut yp by the rootes, or roote out,and digge vp 
all that bedd of Tyme ; may not a man foundly argue thus, that 
if all the Tyme in the garden be rooted vp,that then there is no 
Tyme left in the garden ? Why fo itis inourcale, take away 
that time,that was commanded, and there is notime,that is, no 
commanded time, Thus youtee,that by their abolifhing of that 
very day and time , which the ewes kept, to wir, that Sabbath 
day ,and that zthday , they haue abolifhed ail time out of the 
4thcom, fo as noyy it commandeth not any day, nor any time 
to be fanédtihed, 
In the laft place , lamto proue , that ifthere be no time left 
in the 4th com. that is,zno commanded time; that then by confe- 
quence,there is no 4th com, in vfe,but that it isa meere Cipher. 
For this purpote , remember , they diftinguifhed of the things 
commanded , to be the time, and rhe dueties.in the time = the 
time then being abolifhed , as hath bene proued , and as they 
every where profeffeto hold , there remaineth nothing in the 
commandement, as commanded, but the dueties in the time,to 
vvit, Reft and holy ations , and for thefe dueties , there isno 
| I 3 com- 
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commanded time Icf. now, fo that either the dueties, muft Fall 
to the ground sand be abolifhed together with the cime,as coms 
mon reafon would teach a man ; for, the proper time or proper 
place for any thing being taken avvay , the action to be done in | 
that time, or in that place,n-uft needs be taken avvay allo, and 
{o the dueties muft come tonaught and be nullified , for yvane 
ofa titand proper time to doc them in: or, if any time be tobe 
allotted for thefe dueties, (in cafe me may ablurd'y fuppofe the 
ducties to furviue the time) it is not acommanded time ; for 
thats gone and abolifhr,as they lay; vvherefore it muaft be an in- 
different time,and at the vvill and pleafure«fmen oncly or,at 
moft , it muft be no more time , then can by f rce of neceflary 
confequence , be collected for the performance of thos dueties, 
Reft, and holinefle : vvell then to proceed,let vs fee yvhat ume 
it is which they can collect: {ure am, that from the confidera= 
tion of the ductics of Reftand holincfle,as they ftand in the 4th 
com, they can colle& no more but this , thatif God hath com- 
manded , thele ducties « f Ri ftand holinefle , to be performed; 
then there muft be atime, or tome time allotted out by man,fot 
the performance thereof. 

Now be it granted, that fome time be allowed for thefe 
ducties; the queftion then is 1.when that ume muft be? 2. How 
often that time muft be? 3 .Hovv long that time muft b ? For fo 
much as novy by their opinions, the time of the 4th com, is vt- 
tetly abolifhed, therefore thes queftions cannot be fatistied by 
the 4thcom, the Church therefore muft determine them. To 
the firft then 1 anfyver, vvhen muft the time , or Sabbath be? 
why even then, vvhen men pleafe it fhould be,as they can agree 
vpon the matter : This age may appoint it,at one time,an other 
age may appointit atan othertime. To the fecond queftion I 
aniwer fort hem,hovv often muft that time be, for performance 
» 20.10. be ab, lifhed vvhich taught vs 

o Keepe a Sabbath day, to vvit,euery 7th day; vvby 
novv vve are left co our choile and liberty ; for novv , vveare 
bot by Gods commandement, nor by any neceflity of confe- 


quence in relpe& of the dueties vrged to giue God a Sabbath 
| day 
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day, frequently , but the Commandement may be throughly 
fulfilled, if we giue God a day, either once in euery 7 dayes, or 
once in cuery 14 dayes, or once in cucry 21 dayes; of once in a 
moneth, or once in ayeere, or once in z-yeere, or once ina 
mans liefe: fo be that once in a mans liefe,a man doth Rett and 
performe holy exercifes,a vvhole day long, he bath fultilled the 
Commandement ; for it requireth by their doctrine , novy no 
more, but Reft and holineffe a day long, vvith out any mention 
hovv often, To the third queftion, I anfwerfor them ,hoyv 
long muft that time be, vyhen it cometh? yvhy, nota day long;. 
for the time , and the vvord Day in the 4th Com, is abolifhed 
(fay they) fo then , novy the Com, requireth nota day to begi- 
uen God , vvhither a day of 12 or of 24 hovyres ; it only requi- 
reth the duties af Reft and holineffe: vvell then, if the Church 
iue God but one howvre ina day , vvhen the day commeth, in 
the duties of Reft and holinefle, the com. isfulfilled ; and thus: 
the Church,needeth nor, voleffe they vvill, giue God any other 
Sabbath , but one hovvre vpon {ome one day by hearing a Ser- 
mon ; forallthat hovyre they pertorme the duties of the Sab- 
bath, to vvit, Reft, and holinetfe: fo then to {umm vp the Sab- 
bath which thes Minifters muft haue ; Itis a Reft from labou- 
res, and an holy exercife of prayer vvith the Minifter, and har- 
kening vnto Gods yvord preacht, an vvboll bovvre long ; and 
that once in a vveecke, or once in a moneth, or once in 7 yeeres; 
or once in a mans lief time , behould your Sabbath? One thing 
I muft remember you of, vvhich is this , that Gods time being 
abolifhed, this time of an hovvre or the like, vvhich comes now 
by force of colle@tion , it is not a Dinine time, but an Humane 
time; fo the com.isembafed, by the chang of a Diuine time,for 
anHumanetime. ludg novv Chriftian reader, if by theire di- 
ftinctions, boulding the time in the com.ceremoniall, they haue 
not nullified with thetime , the vvboll 4th Comm. alfo’ for, 
1. Vwhereas the time, fhould be at Gods appointement , when? 
novy they haue brought it to be at manes appointement, when 
he vvill, 2, vvheras the Sal bath day yvas frequent, once in7 
dayes; now it needeth not be once in 7 yeeres. 3. vvheras the 
Sabbath vyas a day longe; novv it needeth not by the 4th com, 
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be aboue an houre long: vvheras then the Commandement 
was , Remember the Sabbath day : now it may rune thus, Re. 
member the Sabbath hovvre. I may novv with Dauid turne 
my fpeech from men, ynto God, and fay, Lt 26 time for thee Lord 
to worke, for they hane deftrayed thy Law. 

Yet further [ proue againft chem, shat they haue abolifhed 
the vvhole 4th Com. and that by their abolifhing of the proper 
time in the 4th Comm. vvheras they fay there are twoo thin 
in the 4th Com, the one is the time , and this is abolifhed ; the ~ 
other isthe duties in the rime , as reft and holineffe , and thes . 
they hould Moral] ; if then I fhall proue that thes duties , are 
nullifiedand abolithed then you vvill fay vvith me, that they 
haue abolifhed the 4th Com. indeed: for both the time,and the 
duties alfo vvill be abolifhed. For this purpofe we muft know, 
that there are Sabbath day duties, and 4th Com. duties, proper- 
ly fo called; and there are duties very like vnto them ; as one 
egg islike an other;but the like is not the f{ame;or as a countefe 
fait fhilling is like a true and carrent fhilling ; but yet it js not 
atrue fhilling and paiable by the Kings authority : thus Samu- 
els Sacrificing, and Sauls Sacrificing, where alike, but Simuels 
Sacrificing, vvas properly a Sacrificing, Sauls was but an Apifh 
imitation , andacounterfait : for he vvas not the perfon that 
fhould doe it: Soto reft from laboure an vvholle day , and to 
fanctifie it , in Holy proformances : this day bing the 7th day, 
which is properly called Sabbath day, thus thefe duties,are pro- 
perly called Sabbath day, and 4th Com. duties: bur on rhe other 
fide , toreftan whole day , from labour, and to fanétifie it 
holy proformances, and this day not being the 7th day, but 
{ome other day : thele dueties novv are very like the other in- 
deed,as one egg to an other,as a counterfait,is to a currant fhil- 
ling? and as Sauls Sacrificing was to Samuels; but they are not 
the fame duties , nor can they be properly called Sabbath day 

nor 4th Com.duties; no more then a counterfait can be 


called a true (hilling , or Sauls Sacrificing be counted Samuels 
Sacrificing ; 


| be caufe this was not the day vvhereon thefe fhold 
 bedone, 


Forexample, the Lewes had yeerly Sabbathes ; and weckly 
—-Sabbathess 
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Sabbathes ; now albeie the reft , and che holy actions , done on 
the yeerly Sabbath day, vverea like , and all one for kind, with 
thole done on the weekly Sabbath day, yet no man vvill fay 
they were the weekly Sabbath day dueties,or the 4th Com.due- 
ties; for they vvere done by virtue of an other {peciall Com, 
Againe the lewes , had Sabbath dayes ; and they had faft dayes, 

and al{o dayes of publike thank{giuing, as vve baue on Corona- 
tionand Gunpovvder treafon dayes and the like: Novv albeit 
they did reft vpon thefe dayes , and performe like dueties, as 
vpon theire Sabbath day, yet no man will fay thefe were Sab- 

bath day dueties properly , and 4th Com. dueties : [ truft no 

man thinketh that thofe are Sabbath day duties ,and 4th Com, 

dueties , vvhich yve doe on Chriffmas day vvhen infalleth ona 

weeke day, or on Coronation day , and thelike nothefe are but 
like them : Thus it is for our Lords day , albeit we doe the like 

duetieson this day , which ought tobe done on the Saturday 

Sabbath yet are they not the fame: for they differ much, as 

1. they differ in the day ; thofe vvere done on the 7th day, prov — 

periy called Sabbath day, and fo Sabbath day dueties : thele,.on 

the 8th day,called Lords day,and fo Lords day dueties: 2.thole 

vvere done in m of the Creation; thefe in memory of the 

Redemption, 3. thofe. vvere doneby the appointement ofGod 

inthe Lavy ; chefe , arefuppofled to be done, by the appoint. 

ment of Chrift in the gofpell, 4. thofe yvere done in imitation 

of God, at the Creation; who then refted on the 7th day , and 

hallowed the 7th day, Genef, 2.2, 3. Burthele dueties of Reft 

and holineffe on the Lords day,are not done in imitation of God: 
stall, foritisthe 8thday. Novwv vvere there no more buethe 

fir t difterence,in that thes duties were done ona wrong day,it 

vvere enoughto fhevy that thefe are no Sabbath day dueties,. 
nor 4th Com. dueties , a9 more then Sauls Sactificing was Sa- 
muels Sacrificing or atrue and commanded Sacrificie : but all 
the 4.difterences put together, it is manifeft,thar the dueties of 
reft and holinetfe which we performe on the Lords.day , are not 
Sabbathday com,dueries,thoughtiey benever 
fo like them-wherefore fince thes be not the dueties commaded 
in the 4th com. which we performe, it followth that the the. 
K ucties- 
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ducties of the 4th Com. are nullified and abolifhed, as vvell ag 
the time and day ; and fothe time, and the dueties in the ti 
being both abolithed, the whole 4th Com.is abolifhed. 

. Tous hauing proued from their diftin@iones, that they bane 
abolifhed not onely the Lords Sabbaths, but alfo the 4th Com.iz 
{elfe : lam novwv allo to proue the fame, from their obiections, 
vvherby ther profane abufe of Scripture {hall appeare, in tha § 


they fo expound Scripture, as therby they ouerturne one ofthe 


Tenn Morall Lavves, the 4th Com. and by thattime this be 
made apparant,I truft all that loue God,vvill hare their doinges, 
and they that loue Gods Commandemen:s , vviil contemne 
their Expofitiones : for this purpofe I vvill produce you twoot 
ther ftrongeft and maine Textes, vvhence they collect their ob- 
iections : the one is, Col,2.16. Let no man condemne you ws 
meate, or drink , or in ve{pett of an holy day , or of the New Mowe, 
or of the Sabbaths: ywhere by the word Sabbaths, they v vill needs 
vnderftand the yveekly Sabbath commanded in the 4th Com, 
andforthat {hall be abolifhed in this text, as a Shaddovy of 
Chrift, The other Text is, Exod. 31. 13. verily, my Sabbaths ye 
fhail keepe, for 1s a figne betweene me & c.W here fay they, 
the vveekly Sabbath, mentioned in the 4thcomm. is made

obiections of theirs , I gather two arguments as neceffaril 
lovving, for the verter abolition of the 4th com. 

The firft is this , that if thefe two textes doe (as they fay )abo- 
lith that very Sabbath day, vvhere of God {pake in his 4th 
com. thenare thefe vyords in the com, to vvit , the Sabbath day: 
aceremony and abolifhed : thereafon of this confequence is 
becaule thefe vvords Sabbath day ,intheir two textes, are in 
their nature the {ame , and of the {ame extent, vvith the likeot 
fame words (Sabbath day) inthe 4th com.and it muft be fo, for 
they oppofe thes words (Sabbath day) in their two textes, vate 
the like vvords ( Sabbath da )in the 4th com, the one to abo- 
lith the other, This being , [ proceed , if that thefe vvords in 
the 4th com, to Sabbath day,be a ceremony and abolifhed, 
then is the 4th com. nullified , and viterly ouerthroyvne : that

Textes, vvherehy I haue proued, that from their obiections and: 
expafitions,there follov veth not onely an abolition of the Lords 
Sabbaths, but alfo a nullification of Gads 4th com. I muft needs 
confeffe , I can but wonder that there is any Sabbath day arall, 
kept in our Church , vvhen I confider of thes common ceceiued 
diftinGions, and obiections ; for they doe dire&tly ouerturne all 
force and virtue of the 4th com. for the keeping of any

ail as thence: and to goe about to raile a Sabbath day, pli 


Nevv Teftament is impoffible , as fhall be fhovvne, voleffe 
fome Nevwv Scriptures can be found out, that be not now in our 
it maft needs bea 
fingular vvorke , and providence of God , to inclime the hartes 
af our Church to giue God a Sabbath vato this day: but it lpeth 
at the pittes brinke , and atthe baft gafpe , the leaf pufh ofa 
profane minde , vvho fpurneth at piety , would thruft it in , and 
bury it for euer. 
Thus much be fpoken of this vfe , wherein I conuicted 
thefe Minifters,of the vtter ouerthrow & abolifhing of the 4th 
com. and that partly by this , that they haue abolifhed that day 
and time which is prefcribed in the 4th cam.fo that now we @n 
not haue the commanded time , the Diuine time, nor that fan 
Cihed time ; and as good therefore no time. But fappolewe 
muft haue a ume , by force of confequence’, why then haue we 
fora Diuive time, appointed by God, an humane time, by mat 
and fora time fandtified by God , we haue a profane time ant 
valandtitied: and yet for all tbis,this time is not a dey,nor week 
ly; but ae houre in a day, once in a mans life : or at the beft, bat 
for Saabath day for the time. Now 
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as for the dueties in thetime , either they haue vtterly abolifhed 
them alfo, as hath bene fhowne ; or at the beft they haue but 
counterfeit Sabbath dueties, for true Sabbath dueties: fo much 
of the dueties. Laftly , they haue as hath bene fhowne , taken 
away the very fubiec&t matter of the 4th comm. fo as now God 
commandeth vs to Remember a nothing ; and to fan&ify ano- 
thing ; and {o Gods commandement is made ridiculoufe. Loe, 
this Sole errour,it is an errour,worthy the difcouery;and high 
time it is that God fhould raile vp fome man to difcouer thefe 
things,and to ftand in defence of his 4th com.and for this caufe, 
as I haue intitled my booke,a defence of the Lords Sabbaths; fo 
haue I intitled ic alfo a defence of the 4th com.for you fee how 
they have by blotting out the Lords Sabbaths , allo detaced the 
whole commandement with them, 

It is ftrang to fee, what violence this one finale portion of 
Scripture, to wit, Gods 4th com. bath vadergone : and it is the 
more ftrang , confidering the learning and knowledge of thefe 
times: what vaine & friuoloufe diftin&ions, of a Sabbath & the 
Sabbath, of one day in 7:0f theSabbath belonging to vs,as it fig- 
nifieth a Reft: & as it belongeth vnto all Nations:that the rime 
is aceremony,& the duties in the time moral}:by all which they 
exclud the proper time in this 4th com, and yet then againeto 
contradi& themfelues;though the time of day be abolifhed, yet 
ftill they will baue the day , and a day out of the 4th com. anda 
day too of 24 houres long:and though the Sabbath day,be abo. 
lifhed,as they hold,yet they vvill haue a Sabbath day ftill,& out 
of the 4th com. too: The 10, commandements they call them 
the Morall Law : but bring them to this point , of the Sabbath 
day , and then they are become partly Morall , partly ceremo- 
niall ; they might as wellfay,that chat which in common fpeech 
they call white , as the {novv , that it is white , 
blacke. blamed for making the 2d com.fewifh 
and Ceremonial];and yet fay we this 4th . touching the 
Sabbath day, is lewifh and Ceremoniall : thus having contradi- 
Ged our felues , then vve fall to boeching and cobling of the 
Commandement ; firft it is fained that the Lords Sabbath 
is abolafhed,and ¢vorne our of vie; and the 
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and breach againe,that there may bea full number of ten Come 
mandements,the 4th comman.wherein the breach vvas,muft be 
cobled vp againe, the nevy leather where with all it muft be 
amended , it isthe Lords day , and it is put into the roome of 
the old and ouer vvorne Sabbath day : fowe haue now, a new. 
old com. or an old-new com, whither you vvill ; for itis party” 
old,and partly new.Laftly,as if all the fsrmer were not enough, | 
after fondry contradictions ; and after fondry fine diftin&tions, 
whereby they haue violently torne a funder, what the Almi 

tie hath inviolably and infeperablie ioyned together, at laftt 
caft them all quite away, abolifhing both sume, and deties in the 
time,and commandement & all: thes, with others,which I might 
reckone vp,and with other violences and abufes,which yet I am 
to difcouer, hath this one {mall portion of Scripture , the 4th 
com.yndergone: | cannot thinke,any one portion of Scripture, 
in controver{y betvvixt vs and Papifts,hath bene more wrefted, 
and abufed by them, then this by vs: God amend it.Paul telleth 
Timothy 1.Tim.1.7. that there were {ome among them which 
defiring to be teachers of the law , underftood not what they [aid , nor 
whereof they affirmed:T his Scripture is verified of {ome Teachers’ 
in thele dayes, as may appeare by the premifles; and as hall yet 
further appeare hereafter. ip 
I come now tothe word Remember,and touching this word,a 
reafon may be demanded , why the Lord fhould put a Memo- 
randum vntothis com.aboue any others of the 10? and why the 
Commandement , fhould be expreffed by this word Remem- 
ber ? The common reafon hereof rendered by diuins is, to pre- 
uent carelefnes and forgetfulneffe on the fix working dayes, of 
the Sabbath day , next enfuing ;leaft men fhould leabe fome 
common workes of the fix dayes,to be done on the 7th day Sab- 
bath: this. I confelle a trueth indeed , but this is not all I fup- 
pole: for, if one demandeth a reafon, why God prefixed a Me- 
mento tothis Com, more then ynto any other of the comman- 
dements , this cannot be the reafon ; becanfe that by mens not 
forethinking, of the Sabbath, fome vvorkes are left yndone on 
the fix dayes, tobe done on the Sabbath day,and {fo the Sabbath | 
is profaned,and the 4th com. tranforeffed ; F or,{eeing that vve 
are 
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are in like danger , of breaking euery other of the Commande- 
ments, by a carelefnes and a not forethinking of our dueties in 
chem enioyned,it fhould haue bene needfull therefore ,to haue 
had a Memorandum prefixed, ynto euery one of the 10.Com, 
as vvell as vnto this 4th com, leaft we breake them alfo,through 
forgetfulneffe: bur fince a Memorandum is put tothis com.and 
not vnto others, fuch a reafon therefore would be fought , as 
acreeth to this com. and not vato others : Novy in this point, 
if I may take leaue, to deliuer mine opinion, I Cannot finde out 
a better reafon then this: God forefeeing,that aftera long time, 
that is , about 364 yeeres after Chrift (for then was the Sabbath 
day abolifhed, by the Laodtcean Couniaile, as afterwards you 
{hall heare more) this his Sabbath day , vvould be notin part 
violated , and profanely kept ; but chat it vvould be veterly and 
altogether blotted out of remembrance, inall Chriftian Chur. 
ches , for 1200 yeeres together, as it is to thisday ; to prevent 
which forgetfulnefle and veter negle& of his Sabbath day , it 
pleafed God, to prefixe a Memento to this com. that fo, if it be 
forgotten, it might in time,by one meanes or other, be brought 
toremembrance againe, which God graunt. 

If we take afuruey ofall the 10 Com, we fhall find,that no- 
thing commanded in any of them , is {6 wholly and vtterly bu- 
ried and forgotten, as is the Sabbath day , commanded in the 
4th com. vvhen they had buried Chrift, they laid a ftone vpon 
bim ,and fealed it ,to make al] {ure, that be might neuer rife 
againe ; fo haue they buried the Lords Sabbath day , and leaft it 
rife againe , they haue caft an heape of ftones vpon it, calling it 
tewith , and Iudaifme , and a figne and fhaddow, and a buried 
abolifhed ceremony , and vvhat not ? and all to bring it out of 
remembrance : Now though Papifts, haue foully forgotten the 
2d com. yet all Proteftants remember it well enough , God be 
thanked : I know not any one thing in all the 10, Commande- 
ments , forgotten by Reformed Churches ; but this one thing 
ynely ,to vvit , the Lords Sabbath day : and as for this; this is 
forgotten of all,both Proteftants and Papifts: it was very need- 
full therefore,that the Lord fhould prefixe a Memorandum to 
this Comman, aboue and before all others, that fo his 

| | might 
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might come into a remembrance of his Sabbath day againe, 

The Lords Sabbaths are novv forgotten, they ley buried in 
abhorred forgetfulnefie , like as a mans body, lieth ftinking in 
the graue,God praunt them a{peedy and glorious refurreCtion: 
they are forgotten, God of bis mercy bring them once againe to 
remembrance, I am but a poore and meane one,cuery way low 
and little, timoroufe by nature , ftammering in toung , vofitted 
for a bufineffe of this nature, foas1 durft not aduenture vpon a 
bufinefle of this confequence, if by any other meanes or perfons, 
I could haue forefeene any pofhibility of a reuiuing the Lords 
Sabbaths : but looking about,and feeing none that would fet to 
his hands, but that ftill the Lords Sabbaths muft remaine in 


oblivion ;1 haue aboue and beyond my vvonted courage, (as it 


is vvell knovvne) taken vnto me a fiery zeale for the Lord of

and that becaule himfelfe refted an it, Genel,2.2+ 3. but if vve 


keepe not the dayes ofthe weeke diftin&®, it yvyold come to 
pafle,that vve fhold worke fomtimes,on that very day, wheron 
God refted feom vvorke, and yvhich God bleffed and Sancti- 
fied, for an Holy day. 2. The reafon of the 4th com. Exod. 20. 
11, vvhich God dravveth from his ovvne example, is by yvay 
of firilitude , vrging vs totreadin Gods fteppes, to be 
tores, and follovvers of him, that is, to labour, yvhen God 
vvrought,and to reft vvhen God refted : novv if vve fhould fa- 
bour on the 7th day , then flould vve not be like , but vnlikgto 
God; for vve fhould vvork yvhen God did reft, fo fhould we 
notimitateGod, Wherefore vve muftchoofe thes fix dayes, 
which yvent before the firft 7th day , or Sabbath.

2. novv the day of Chrifts re- 
furte&tion is our Sunday, confeffed by all fides; fothen our Sun- 
day is the firft of thole fix dayes, vvherin vve ought to + sha 
by the com, and Friday then vyill be the laft of our fix la 
ring dayes : having thus fohd out vvith dayes of the yveeke, we 
ought to labour in, vve come ynto vies of the pointe, 
Here I might incift, by way of confutation, of that errour of 
M,, Greenwood ; vvho ftifly defendeth it , that thefe vvordes in 
this 4thcom, Sixe dayes thom {halt labour, &c. they are no parte 
of the 4th com, buta parteof the 8th com. as if God had not 
kncvvne hovv to place his commandementes, but bad mingled - 
{ome parte of the fecond Table, yvith rhe shings of the firt Ta- 
ble ; and wvrote fome parte of the 8th Com, in the 4th Com, 
L2 either 
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either God hath mifplaced things, or M,. Greenvvood hath 
miftaken things ; but {uppofing no other diuines will fecond 
him, and that the baremention of thisabfurdety is enouphts 
confute it, I patfe on, | 
The firf vfe of this point, is forthe difcouery of the errow 
of many ,vvho being vrged by the 4th Com, to Keepe the gth 
day for the Sabbath: they anfwer,that Sunday,or the Lords diy 
isthe 7th day,to them : for they labour the fix dayes which poe 
before the Sunday. To vvhom | reply, that albeit Sunday isthe 
ath day tothem,yet is it not the 7thday to God : for thatday, 
vvhich they count the 7th day, the fame day,God cuer counted 
for the firft day ; our Sunday, is the firft day of the vveekeina 
dinine accompt,not the 7 day & laft,as we have proued: where. 
fore vvhofoeuer rekoneth Sunday for the 7th day, he follovveth 
an ynyyarrantable and humane account , and forfaketh the 
Scripture account, vvhich calleth Sunday , the firft day ofthe 
vveeke conftantly ; now in diuine matters , vve muft follovvs 
diuine accompr, and in Gods matters , vve muft take Godsat 
count: againe,whofoeuer rekoneth Sunday for the 7th day,and 
therfore refteth on Sunday, he doth not imitate God, in refting 
vyhen he refted, and in vvorking when he vvrought; according 
as is pre(cribed in the 4th comm. but rather he crofleth and 
thwarreth God , by refting when God vvrought ; and vvorking 
vvben God refted : for Gtvour Sunday vve reft,but on our Sun 
day God yvrought;in that he began the firft dayes vvork inthe 
creation ypon our pe eI the light on this day, Genel, 
1. 4. §. againe , we crofle God on our Saturday , for in it , 6 
worke, but in it God refted ; yea , this day, God blefled itand 
fan&ified it for an holy day , Genel 2,2,3. and yet this day we 
profane it, and make ita working day. Thus itis plaine, that i 
is afouleerrour in any to count our Sunday , or Lords day, the 
7thday , and (o a Sabbath or refting day , when as it is one 
the Six labouring dayes, and foa working day. : 
The fecond vie of this point, is for information : for if by the 

4th Com. our fix dayes , to wit, Sunday , Monday , Tewlday, 
Wenlday, Thurfday, and Friday, be thofe fix dayes, wherin we 


ave te worke, alter the example of God ; then it follovvel 
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that no day of the weeke can be the Sabbath day,or Refting day, 
but Saturday, the zthday. This is to be noted againft all thofe, 
who by their vaine glotfes,would expound the 4th com, fo, as it 
fome other day of the weeke, befids Saturday , might be the 
Sabbath day by the 4th Com. now this cannot be, feeing God © 
hath appointed all the dayes of the weeke befids Saturday , for 
working dayes. 
The third vfeof this point, is for confutation : is it fo, that 
our Sunday , or Lords day , is by Gods com, a working day, it 
being one of the fixe dayes , and the firftofthem ; hovy yn ad- 
nifed then are thofe which poe about tofet vp , and vphold the 
Sunday or Lords day, for a Sabbath day,and oe day weekly? 
when God appointed it for a vvorking day , and alfo gaue it vs 
vnder his oyvne example; himfelfe vvorking on it , for our imi- 
tation : neither can any anfyver , that this lavv , fix dayes thon 
fhalt labour : vvas a Ceremony and fhaddow, and fo abolifhed 
by Chrift: for there is no —. for that in {cripture:the con- 
trary is rather manifeft, for what God did at the creation in 
vvorking on our Sunday, Chrift our Sauiour ratefied at the re- 
demption ; for being rifen from the dead; vpon our Sunday,the 
day of his refurrection , he trauailed , and two of his difciples 
allo, a matter of 15 myles, Luk, 24, 13. wherefore Sunday isa 
trauailing day , a working day , whother you refpe& Gods 
example, atthe Creation; or Gods 4th Comm. vpon Mount 
Sinay ; or Chrifts example and his Difciples after the Re- 
demption. | 
Bur chiefly and principally , mind to urge this yfe againft 
fome Minifters, vvho doe againe notorioufly abufe this 4th 
com. by prouing out of it , an inftitugon for the Lords day , or 
Sunday , to be a Sabbath: thes men feeme for the time , to haue 
laid afide both wit, and learning : are they not afhamed, togoe 
about to vvreft that Com. to {peake for,and command the Sun- 
day , tobe kept for a Sabbath and refting day , the vyhich doth 
exprefly command the contrary ? For, this branch of thecom, 
Six day@ thon fhale labour, Doth command labour on the fix 
dayes ; Novv the firft of thes fix labouring dayes,is our Sunday 
ot Lords day vvas it euer heard before, that one come.

mandement,fhould command contrary things ? or that one part 
of a commandement,(hould command vs to labour, on the firft 
day of the yyeeke , and an other part of it , command vs, to reft 
from labour on the fame firft day of the vveeke? is this to deale 
honeftly and faithfully with the word of Godin expounding ir, 
co make it contradia it felfe ; and chat not in diuerfe places,but 
in one and the fame text 24 (ee it is not vvithout caule, that the 
Scriptures command people, to Trse all things, 1 -Theffal.5.21. 
and fothey had neede doe , leaft they drinke in poifon , in ftead 
of an healthfull potion, | 
Thus I haue difcouered an other fhamefull abufe of this 4th 
com. wherefore , vvhen hereafter you fhall heare any of thefe, 
preach forthe Lords day,and proue it to be a Sabbath day, out 
ofthe 4thcom. then thinke of this vfe, collected from thefe 
vvords , Six dayes {halt then labour, Yea , when you heare them 
preffe mens confciences for the Lords day, to keepe it holy,and 
reft from vvorke ; becaufe the 4th Com. faith , Remember the 
Sabbath day : doe you then call to minde , that this day which 
they vrge fo, itis not named Sabbath day , but Lords day of 
Sunday ; novv the 4thcom, faith not , Remember the Lords 
day &c. but Remember the Sabbath day &c.and further call to 
minde,that the 4th com, faith,Six dayes fhalt thou vvorke: one 
of vwhich fix dayes is the Lords day : Hovv then can thefe men 
vrge me to reft vpon the Lords day which is one of the 6 dayes, 
and that bythe gthcom, vvhen the famecom. biddeth me to 
labour on the Lords day ,as being one of the fix ow 
dayes ? Thus if people vvill be vvife, thes Minifters, if they wi 
deceiue,they fhall but deceiae themfelues, 
SECT, VII, 
We hauefinifhed the former,and affirmatine part of the com. 
vve novv come tothelatter, and megatine part in thes vyvords, 
Bat the feuenth day 1s the Sabbath o i Lord thy God , in it thow 
fhralt not doe any worke &c. See the fame repeated Exod. 31-15. 
Exod.3§.2, Exod. 16.26.28, Exod.23.12. Leuit. 23.3. Deut. 
5-t4- in vvhich textes, the 7th day is delivered in preceptiue 
and commanding termes , prohibiting ftraightly , the propba- 
nation of it by vvorking , and that Vpor paine of death &c. - 
3 this 
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this negatiue part of the Com, I vvill incift by avy of expofi- 
tion, onely vponthe vvord fewenth: for the crue fenfe of this 
vvord, vvemuft note that there are two fortes of numbers, a 
Cardimall ,and an Ordinall ; the Cardinall number runeth thus, 
one,tvvo, three, foure,fiue,lix,feuen &c. The Ordinall number 
runeth thus, the firft, third, fourth, fifth, fixch,feuenth &c. 
the due vnderftanding vwhereof , bringeth much light tothis 
point ; as for the Cardinall number , be it foure, fix, or feuen, it 
comprizeth all and cuery one of the number;as all che fowre,all 
the fix,all the feauen: but novy the ordinall number, it ever no- 
tifieth but one of the number, and that is euer the laftof the 


number alfo ; for example, The Third, it comprifethnotallthe - 


Three, but onely one of the Three : againe it fignifieth not the 
fecond,nor the firft,but the third, vvhich is the laft of that num- 
ber, 2, The fourth ,it comprifeth not all the 4, but onely fome 
one of the 4; againe it pointeth not tothe fecond, or third of 
the number, but to the fourth only, which is the laft of the num- 
ber. Nowy to apply this, yve muft knovy that this vvord in the 
4thcorn, (feuenth) it is not a cardinall,but an ordinall number, 
the propertie vvhereof is to notifie one onely,and alfo the lat of 
the number ; vvherefore , vvhen the Lord laid , Bat the fenenth 
day 1 the Sabbath, &c, hereby he gaue vs to vnderftand,that he 
meant it of the laft day of the weeke, and of the laft day of that 
number, not of the third day , nor of the fixtth day, bur of that 
vvbichislaft of the number,to vvit,the Seuenth day. And if you 
vvould knovv vvhich day of our vveeke this 7th day is, fee-all 
the 4 Evangelifts, calling the Lords day of refurre&tion,which is. 
our Sunday, the firft day of the vveeke ; if then our Sunday be 
the far ft day of the vveeke , then reckone onewards , and Satur- 
day vvill be this fewenth day; and alfo che laft of the murhber. 
Come we now vatothe vies of the point , and firft; is it fo, 
that this 7th day , is commanded, and deliuered in preceptiue 
and commanding termes,as hath bene proaed by fondry textes. 
of Scripture;then this bevvraieth the fully & madnefie of fome 
Diuines , vvbo feeing that here the Lord God doth fodireétly 
point at the Saturday for bis Sabbath , as they haue no way to 
awoide it, Herevpon they fall toa blafphcmoufe denfall,faying, 
, thag 
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thatthefe vvords, But the 7th day,is the Sabbath of the Lord, init 
show {hale not doe any worke, Occ. are no parte of the 4th com.and 
thatthey are nothing but appurtenances forfooth ; thesmen 
vvill take aWay no leffe at once , then the Negatiue parte of a 
Com, they would haue no more in the 4th com.but thes words, 
Remember the Sabbath day ,to fanttify it. I might eafily fhew 
them, that thes words, Sabbath day, and feauenth day , are vfed 
promifcuofly,foas take ayvay the one,and take away the other, 
graunt the one, and graunt both, fee Exod, 20.11. Exod.23, 
12, Luk.13.14.yea,they be vfed both, to notify one & the fame 
day; like as Lords day , and Sunday , be both names for our firft 
day of the weeke,{o are Sabbath day , and, feauenth day, names 
for Saturday the laft day of our weeke , if the one then belongs 
not ynto vs, no more doth the other; and if the one bea parteof - 
the Com. fo muft be the other alfo. | 
But by thefe and the like euafions , they vvill by hoocke or 
by kroocke , as vve fay , by one bad means or another, reie& 
the proper day, and time of the 4th Comm, and yertheir very _ 
con{ciences tell them, that the dueties of reft and holineffe, 
vvhich vvere commanded together yviththe time and day , & . 
in the felfe fame com, doe belong vnto vs:novy vvhat an abfurd 
thing itis, for any to goe about to diuorfe,feparate , and dif- 
ioyne,thofe things whichGod hath married as it were & ioyned 
together ? in the 4th Com, God ioyneth together the time , and 
the duties tobe performed inthe time: novy vyhat God hath 
ioyned together, let no man put aflunder. They thinke the due» 
ties commanded to the Ievves, are defcended to vs, but not the 
time, wherin thofe duties were to be performed: this concei 
of theirs , is much like abfurd tothele; as if an houfe fhould 
defcend tothe heire , but not the grownd whereon it ftands: or, 
as if abond of re! paiable to the father vpon the 7th.day ofMay; 
fome Lawyers fhould be of opinion that the fome of mony in- 
deed, to wit, the rol.is defcended to his fonne,after his deceafe 
but not the time & day ofits payment, mentioned in the bond: 
or, where as our Sauiour taught the Iewes his Difciples , in the 
4th petition of his prayer,faying, giwe vs this day our daily bread, 
to beg for two things, the one is bread, the other is theday , and 
time 
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time when to haue it, to wite, this day : fome Minifters {hould 
imagine that indede the petition concerning bread is Morall, 
and concerneth vs Chriftian Gentiles, but for the day and time, 
that they vvould haue it ris day, thats Ceremoniall,and belon- 
red onely ynto thofe Lewes the Dilciples of Chrift, not vato ws: 


thus, deale our Minifters novy, vvith Gods 4th Coram, the. 


dueties belong to vs , fay they, but the time concernd the lewes 
onely , not vs: neuer were there any Expofitions more abfurd, 
then are our Expofitions of the 4th Com. no, for ablurdety,po- 
ith Lefuires themfelues cannot out ftripp vs : rather then faile, 
a parte of the Com. {hall be denied roo. 
A fecond vfe may be for confutation offuch Minifters as will 
by one means or other , fo falfly expound thefe vvords in the 
Negatiue parte of the Com,vvhich mention the 7th day;as they 


will make the people ftrongly beleeue , thatGod meaneth the 


8th day , orthe firftday: asifGodhad not knovvne hovy to 
{fpeake , but vvhenhe nameth the 7th day , he meaneth the $th 
day; vvhen he {peakezh of the 7th and laft day of the yveeke,yet 
he meaneth the 8th or firft day of the vveeke: whowould think 
hele to be faithfull expounders of Gods vyord?there are argu- 
“ments & lights enough in the Com.as hath bene fhoyyn,wherby 
one that is but vvilling , may fee vvhich day of the yvweeke God 
meant, Neuerthelefle, yvhatfoeuer can be faid to the con- 


trary ,thes men vvilapply vrge this 4thcom. hardly ypon’ 


mens con{ciences forthe 8th day , or Lords day ; as if the 7th 


day, & the 8th day wereall one: may it not truly be laid of fuch 


Minifters , as once the Lord {pake of thole priefts , Her prie/ts 
hane wrefted the Law,Zepha.3.4. 
This vfe may alfo be prefled againft the peopie, for fuffering 
them felues to be thus‘deluded , & blinded : it femeth they ob- 
ferue not the rule of the Apoftle toTrie al things: nor the practife 
of the Bereanes, to ferch the Scriptures,to {ee if the things be fo, 
ornot: but they handouer head, take all thatis fpoken for 
golpell, if the Minifter be an honeft man , in their repute, As 
S.Paul faid, O ye folifh Galatians , who bath bewiched you , that 
yee fhould not obey the trueth 2 fo may 1 {ay:to many Englith peo-~ 
ple ; O folifl Auditoures, who hath bevyitched you, 
M oul 
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Wherfore, they vvhq talkefoof'a 7th day, asif any day of the 
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fhould not vnderftand the trueth? doe yee not knovy the 


hand from the lefte, the 7th day , from the 8th ? the beginnig 


of the weeke from the end? vvil you fuffer your felues fo robe 
abufed, that a Com, for the gth day , you fhould be brought 
beleeue that it bindeth your confciences, tothe 8th day? finally By 
it feemeth you choofe rather to beleeue man then God; forGod Fe 
faith in exprefle words, the 7th day is the Sabbath: butmany 7 
Minifters fay, the 8th day isthe Sabbath: novv 
thefe tvvaine , you giue more credit vynto, your felues thallbe 
ludges. 

Fidiow well they think to falue yp the matter with a diftin. 
ion ofa 7th & the pth: and fo our 8th day, may bea 7th day, 
though not the zthday. But we muft know there is a 
accompr , and an humane accompt now in diuine matters vve 
are to hould vs toa diuine & {criprure accompt , not tofucha 
one as. vve may forge out of our ovyne braines, beginnig a 
whatday ofthe weeke vve pleafe for the firft of our 7, Now 
forafmuch as God vfeth tobegine at our Sunday or Lords day, 
for the firft of the 7; both at che Creation, Genef, and alter

to fuch a day onely, vnto vvhich this reafon of the Sabbaths in- 
ftitution mentioned in the 4thcom, doth properly belong : it’ 
cannot be faid of any of the other 6 dayes Sunday , Monday, 
Tewflday , Wednefday, Thurfday, or Friday, that God blefled: 
or fan@ified any of them, becaufe he had Refted on them: if 
therefore vve choofe any of thefe 6 dayes, 1, vve keepe a day 
vvhich God did not bleffe nor fan@ify for tharend, 2. We de- 
feate & difapoint God, of his maine reafon & end , vwhich mo- 
ued him to ordaine & command the Sabbath,to bleffe it and to 
fandtify it ; for, becaufe God had refted on the day, which is: 
Saturday, 74erefore the Lord bleffed the 7th day,& hallowed it, 
Genef,2.2.3. I pray let this point be well obferued, for it is of 
preat confequence. is 
Vie 2. is it fo , that God hath fan&tified & hallowed , this 7th 
day , Saturday, Sabbath; hovv is it come about, that this facred 
time, is novv euery where in all Churches fo ftrangly profaned?’ 
for,as thofe lewes,dealt then with the Tcmpie,they bought in it, 
& {ould in it,& changed their money in it,Mat.21,.12. So doe 
we now profane the Saturday Sabbath, by hauing markets thete- 
in , by buying & felling therein ; yea , vve refule not todoe the: 
moft bafe, feruill, drudgery vvorkes, that the Kitchine hath, on: 
the Lords Sabbath day : vve are farre volike our heauenlyFa- 
ther in the vie of this day; he fan&ified ir,we profane it; he re=- 
{ted on it, we worke on it ; he commanded vs to Rememberit, _ 
we forget it. Thefe things confidered, it is high time for euety: 
man , to makea ferch & inquifition , to know whats become of 
the Lords Sabbath? and to be well informed ofthe reafon. why: 
the Lords Sabbaths are now forgotten, & fo ftrangly profaned: 
The Priefts lippes muft preferue knowledge , and people muft 
feeke the law, at their mouths, Mal.2.7. Wherefore I aduife 
people , to haue secourfeto their Minifters inthis nfatter ,and 
in moft ferioufe mannerdemand of them whats become of the* 
Lords Sabbaths? && by whet warrant this facred time, is now fo 
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tofandétify them: I am confident therefore, that it is nothing but 
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profaned ? and if they cannot for the prefentgiue you a found 
reafon,defire them to take it into conlideration, & to ftudy the 
point better , that fo a full fatisfation may be giuen to Gods 
people in this matter , or elfe’a reformation may be fought : it 
is no dallying ; the matter is weightie ; that a facred day, {o hal. 
lowed by God , fhould be now fo profaned, it ftandeth euery 
man vpon , to haue found arguments for it , vnletle he will be 
cuilty of the finne of profaning Gods Sabbaths , weekly , and 
tran(greflion ofthe 4th com, & fleiting Gods example and pre- 
fident. 

This one thing I dare confidently auovvch, that no Minifter 
is able to fhew,any text of holy writ,which doth nece/farily abo- 
lif this zth day Sabbath: as for thole rextes Coloff.2.16. Exod, 
31-13. vvhich are their maine textes, thers no necefficy ar all in 
them, for abolition of the Morall Sabbath; for there be anfvvers 
enough to them, & fufficient enough, (as {hall be feene hereaf- 
ter, when we come to an{vver to all their obiedtions) if thofe that 
oppofe God in his Sabbaths, did but pleafe to retaine them, and 


their meere willes,& pleafures,that makes them inueigh againft 
the Lords Sabbaths:Let people therefore fee to ir, what mannet 
of arguments & reafons,they admit of from their Minifters, for 
their profaning of the Lords Sabbaths , which he hath batowed 
&& fanttified ; let not euery trifling probable argument be auai- 
lable ,hauing but fome liklihod to be fu but let them call for. 
fuch folid & fubftantiall reafons,as doe proue the abolifhing of 
the Sabbath day necetlarily,cleerly, & vndeniably,to the 
tisfying of their conf{ciences ; & let Minifters giue them no 
realons here, for their iuftifiable profaning of the Lords hal-

are intoxicated,and euen drunken with reafon & Sophiftry; for 
Gods reafon , which he vfeth here in this com, to allure men to. - 
keepe his Sabbaths, it is yvith them as no reafon; for either they 
will make this reafon,no parte of Gods comman,or but as fome 
needle{fe appendix vnto it; or let it ftand ftill for a cipher,as no 
reafon at all; fo they make a {hevv to imbrace Gods 4th com, 
but not his reafon which hee added to the fame c6mandement; 
it is the property of an vnreafonable man , to reiec& Gods rea-

'f hus, they that looke afquint, at thes by refpectes , when they 
goe to ludg of the cafe ix. queftion, rather then at thofe 4 maine 
things euen novy propounded tobeconfidered in Gods 4th 
Com. it is. no matuaile they cannot fee the vvood for Trees. 
Many looke before they will reade my booke, or fcane the 
point, at the vecer impoflibility of any reformation ; (as if our 
dayes vvere vvorle then euer were any before) & therfore they 
haue no mind to vnderftand it; thus they looke vpon Gods 
matters vvith carnall eyes; yvho,in other cales teach mento doe 
their duety & leaue the fuccefle to God: fhould all mentreade 
their fteppes,th:y would make all fure againft any reformation, 
fince they vvill receiue no information. 
Some are of opinion, that God will yvincke at ys,as he did at 
the Patriarks hauing many vviues ; fince it is the practifeof all 
Churches, todoe as we doe ; & therfore they yvill goe on, re- 
pardlefle of any further knowledge of the point:But fach men 
may liue in adultery at this day,vpon the {ame growndleffe opi- 
nion, if butsmany others would confent & ioyne vvith them in 
this wicked practife,fo as they might but haue this plea, that all 
men doe fo,or that all Curches doe fo, (I would not be thought 
to{peake at rouers,& to gueffe only in thefe obie&tions & by re- 
- {pe&es,at what men may think;for thefe myne eares haue heard 
men make the moft of thefe obie&ions which hére I propound.) 
Many before they vvill open thedoore of their ynderftan- 
ding,tothis point, firft caftin their mindes , yvhata {candale it 
vvill be totheir Miniftry , vvhata difcredit totheir perfones, 
that they haue mifledd the people fo long ; & therfore iudge it 
better togoe on ftillas they haue begunne , they fhall anfwer 
all, afwell as theire forefathers vvho haue done the like : and 
their people, fhall get to heauen in this (wrong) vvay,as well 
as the people of former times did ; & therfore they will none of 
the knowledge of this point : but I fhould think , people would: 
more re'ye vpon their Miniftershoneftie & fidelity, & credit 
their Miniftry more, ifthey faw them fo farre tonegleét them- 
felues & their credit, as for Gods glorie , & the good of their 
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people , to reueale a truer to them , though it croffe what they 
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had formely taught them. 
~ Many thinke , what fhall I learne ? what I that haue thaughe 
others? & novy in myne old age ? it is better to hould this for 
an errour,& {o to reie& all thoughts of it : but I fhould efteme 
that man not worthy to teach others , yvho {corneth to learne 
of others, 

Many thinke, if they fhould giue any way to the knovvledge 
of this point, they fhould but difturb the peace of the Church, 
& vveare novy ata{wete concord; itis better therfore tobe 
ignorant of it,&c.But by this reafon, vve might haue remained 
al Papifts vnto this day ; for had our forefathers , vpon this 
grownd reiected Luthers doctrine , had yve not all bene sey 
guilty ftill, of the fyne & breach of the fecond Com. & Popt 
idolatry? yea,8& what I pray is this better, then groffe tempori- 
zing , & pleafing of the times? 

Many thinke,poffibly it may come to paffe , that the profef- 
fion of this point, may coft them loffe or hazard of their liuings, 
wherby they are now comfortable maintained; & therfore itis 
good, notto be firft in the knovvledge & profeffion hereof; 
they think they may know it foone enough 10 or 20 yeeres 
hence to their coft, let others breake the yce inthe meane time. 
But thefe men fet more by a good liuing , then by 2 good cons 
{cience: they loue to ferue God, but it fall be no further, then 


ti may feruc theire owne turnes: they will ferue God, if they 
be fue 


ronce, it will coft them nothing,’ 

_ Many thinke, it is not fafe to be acquainted with this point, 
leaft it intangle their con{ciences,&c. But thes men,v vbilfe they 
feemeto be of tender confciences , bewray they haue no con- 
{cience , or very corrupt con{ciences : for ,if they had any con- 
{cience » or any good con{cience, vyould it fuffer chem to refufe 
fucha light in to Gods Lavy, as vyould caufe them to make a 
con{cience of it? were Gods Lawes , and the knowlede of them 
made ( think you ) to iutangle mens confciences doe not Mi- 
nifters & people buth,pray & vfe meanes,to increafe in knovv- 
ledge of Gods Lavvs; & are they novv afraid of the knowledge 


them, when of tendred vnto themleaft the; Id 
be wich chen aft their confciences 
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Many thinke, happily itis atrueth , & it vvere not amiffe if 
it vvere preformed ;for vve have little to fay for our Lords day; 
& as apainftthe Sabbathday : but thar fuch a meane ob. 
(cure fallow, as this Brabourne is, vvho is fuch &fuch ; vve 
Lnovv bim vvell enough, both yvhat he is,& vyhat he was, &c. 
that fuch a one (hould attempt this reformation, our Spirits 
cannot brooke it: But bretheren, I haue often & ftill doe vvith 
gufcinedly in many relpettes, that God had pur it into the barte 
cflome other man, an eminent perfon, to haue informed in 
this cafe , that fo my meaneneffe , fhould haue bene no impedi- 
ment, to the progrefle of Gods caufe, but God is vvont to glo- 
rify himfelfe by weake inftruments, that fo the praife may be to’ 
God,& not tothe inftramét: that our times are no changlinges; 
thac they difter not from former times, fhall appeare by a ftorie 
lreade of in Peter Heylyns Microcofmos pag. 291. where it is 
thus reported; /m the tinae of Luthers reformatio,oneM atheo Lan- 
gie A (ardinal, & A Byfhop,of A Bifhopricke,of the greateft reue- 
news, of any in all Germany, ingenuon|ly confefed., thatthe Mafe 
was not void of its famltes ; that the Coprts of Rome were corrupted, 
that a generall reformation , of the lines of & fryers , was 
neceJary : But that a poore , rafcall Munke ( for thought Lx- 
ther, (atth the Antbor ) fhould beginne all ; that hee deemed intolle- 
rable, & not to be indured, Thus you fee, fcandall hath former] 
bene taken, at the meaneneffe of the perfon: great Clerkes,will 
neither attempt the reformation of abufes them felues , nor yer 
can they beare it , that their inferioures fhould doe any thing 
neither: the reafon I take to be, becaufe in the former , they are 
in danger toloofe their greatneflegin the latter, to loofe their 
goodneffe: it is lamentable tafee , how now a dayes , the word 
& truethof God, is receined withrefpe& of perfones , and that 
among the beft, both Minifters & people: they inquire not now 
adayes , vvhat hee faieth : and hovv agreeablie to the ruleof 
Gods vvord hee fpeaketh: but, vvhat ishee? whence comes 
hee ?is hee a lofte in the vvorld? benififed with a good liuing? 
richly attired? is hee a man of note? can hee coutenance ¥s ? and 
the point he {peakes for ? thele , & the like carnall & childifh 
refpectes, haue Chriftians , in receiuing Gods vyord ; it would 
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letfuch Minifters themfelues, ferch out which of thefe obftacles 
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difcourage any man almoft , that is leffe then A Dodtour of Di. 
uinity,& of the higheft ranke for honour o¢ vvorldly dignities, 
tobe induftrioufe in the ftudy ofthe Scriptures , fo as 


to ad further light ynto profellion ; becaufe vvbat he faith 
be as meanly accounted of , as his perfon is: $.Iames faith , m 


brethren , bane net the faith of eur Lord Iefus Chrift in refpetl 
perfones lam.2.1. 

Whothatlooketh vpon thefe fo many ftumbling blockes; 
with many others that might be fhowne, can wonder , that men 
of a harp fight,yea & holy liefe,fhould haue their eye 


da. 
zMed, & not fee fuch a trueth, as is encountered with fo many 


difficulties: were it {uch a trueth, as the knovvledge & publike 
profeflion thereof , yvould ftand vvith antiquity , vaiuerfality, 
publike applaufe & approbation, facility of reformation, credit 
& reputation, liucings & preferments , then fhould I wonder 
& vvonder againe, if Minifters (hould not find it out prefently. 
& profetfe it publikly : but this is fuch a trueth , as is at the firft 
thoughts of it, oppugned by a vvhole army of gaine faying ob« 
iections, all vvhich ,are prevalent vvith manes naturall corrup- 
tiones : let not people therfore , think it a thing alrogether im- 
poflible , for many Godly & lerned Minifters , to fide it toge- 
ther, againft {uch a trueth, & to bewillingly ignorant of it: and 


here mentioned , or the like to them, hath foblinded their 
mindes , & dazelled their reafon , as neither Gods Memoran- 
dum, prefixed to the Saturday Sabbath; nor Gods Commande- 
ment; nor Gods enfample ;nonor yet Gods reason & perfwa- 
fion; & all written in the M gall Lavy,can preuaile with them, 


to take in to Remembrance againe, the Lords Sabbath day: for 
doubtiefle , there muft befome beame or other , in the eyeo 


their reafon,which cannot fee reafon in realon. 

Before I conclud this fe&ion , one thing more I would com- 
mend to your confideration,& this it is ; ywheras this 4th com. 
centrally contidered, hath two partes; the one is the Comman- 
dement it felfe;the other is the reafon of the commandement:as 
formerly I haue fhowne you, thatour Minifters hane by theit 


renovvncing of the time in the Com. renownced & abolifhed, 


by iuft 
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by inft confequence , the whole 4th com, alfo : fo muc h I am to 
difcouer a further errour of theirs, which is , that by their abo- 
lithing ofthe rime in 4th com, to wit, the Saturday , ath day, 
Sabbath ; hereby allo they haue nullified , & abolifhed, the ree- 
(on to the com, which is taken from Gods owne example , and — 
conteined in thele words, For in fixe dayes the Lord made the 
heanen C the earth, the fea, & all that in themis , & rested the 7th 
day: Therefore the Lord blefjedthe Sabbath day, hallowed it. All 
thele words I fay, they baue veterly nullified , fo as now they 
ftand but for acipher , to fill vp an empty place, What I haue 
charged them with , 1 thus make good : [he argutwm & thing 
which God would perfvvade his people vnto, it isthe obferua- 
tion & fanctification of the 7th day Sabbath ,as — may fee in 
the com, foregocing this reafon ; to this end it p eafeth God, to 
frame & propound ynto vs, a moft notable, & liuely realon,ta- 
ken ftom his owne example, to this efte& , Remember you to 
{anctifie the Sabbath day ; for becaufe| fanétified the Sabbath 
day: Doe you reft from vvorke on the 7th day; for becaufe I re- 
fted from worke on the 7th day: & therefore I hallowed & fan- 
- Gified the zth day Sabbath, Now {uppole we, that the 7th day 
Sabbath were abolifhed,as they fay it is,which is the argatwm or 
thing argued, whereynto God did by this reafon 
what vfe can there be of this reafon , which God here propoun- 
deth? for example,now that Circumcifion,the Paffeouer,& Sa- 
crifices are cealed, what vie is there now of thofle reafons,wher- 
by Gods people the lewes , were then perfwaded to thofe due- 
ties of Circumcifion, the Paffeouer,& Sacrifices?luch is the cale 
here, take away the Sabbath day , & you take away the reafons 
that belonged to it, to perfwade vnto the fan&ification thereof: 
tor what need reafons & motiues, to perfwad vatothat which is 
now? 
But happily they will fay (chough votruely) that the Sabbath 
day is not abolifhed, itis only bue changed ynto the Lords day. 
W cll, fay we for this time grant them this for argument fake: 
then thus I make it good againft them ; the ie of the 4th 
comm, cannot poflible be a reafon ynto the Lords day , for it is 
moft ablurd for any man rothinke, God fhould perlwade vs to 
O keepe 
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God thould perfwade vs, to keepe the fir/# day of the weeke 


the Lords day , then it follovveth , that this reafon, is made 
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keepe the Lords day , becaufe hee kept the Sabbath day : orthy

Yet further , that this reafon ftands now a dayes (fince cur 
Lords day iscome into vfe, and the Sabbath day abolifhed) 4 
ameere cipher; it vvill further appeare, if you doe but takea 
furucy, of the Sermons of Minilters in the Pulpit; & of thei 
writings in bookes; for of all the arguments & reatons, vvhete 


by they vrge people tothe obferuation of the Lords day , you 


{hall neuer heare them make any vfeacall , of this reafon , the 
vvhich God himlelf: hath th ught moft meete to be vrged; and 
hathitherefore annexed ir, to his com, When did you heare aoy 
fay, it is your duety, to fanctify the Sabbath day,we now keept; 
becaule on it, God Almightie refted from his worke? and , itis 
your duetie to keepe this Sabbath day , becaufe God did at the 
Creation, bletfe it,and tanctify it? No, if th: y fhould vie thele

thinketh the confideration but of this one point , fhould be.

can jnuent, what reafon more forcible then that , whichis taken 
from Gods owne example, that he refted on that day, & lancti- 
fied it: but now this argument from the example cf God,is ftale 
inthe Charches , is quite out of vfe; vvho doth excite && ftirre 
vs vp, in thes our dayes , from the example of God , faying , lee 
vs keepe the Sabbath day, for God Almightie kept it? let vs reft 
from our laboures on the Lords day , becaufe God refted from 
his workes on this day? let vs fanctifie & hallovy the Lords day, 
becaule God Santtitied & hallowed it , at the Creation , Ge- 
nef.2,.2.3. let vs keepe the Sabbath day, an Holly day ?forGod — 
made it an Holly day, by hallowing it, Exod, 20.11. Genel, 2, 
2.3? Let vs honour it, as the moft auncient holly day, it being as 
auncientas the world, Genel.2. 2-3? & as the moft honourable: 
holly day, it being made an holy day , by God himfelfe, 8 not: 
by man,Genef.2.2.3. all men follow the exampleof the king;&& 
who would not follow this example of God,the king of kings,if 
it were vrged? if therfore the Lords Sabbaths,be neglecte jfor 
want of forcible & moft preualent arguméts & reafons,let fuch 
Miniftersbeare the blame, who depriue the people of this fo ef- 
fectuall & mouing an argument:what a maruailoufe thing is ir, 
that God fhould in his wifedome & goodneffe to vs, befids his 
Com,perfwade vs by fuch mouing & powerfull reafons , as he 
hath annexed to his Com.& yet Minifters are Mute & filent,as 
if ther were no {uch things in the Law & word of God: is it not 
meete,that {uch af oule errour as this is ,fhould be difcouered?. 
But {uppote that fome haue Sophiftically,by playing with the 
_Homonymie of the word Sabbath, improperly applied to our 
Lords day , both deceiued themfelues & others , & forged a 
farre off this reafon vpon our day , furly they haue toucht itjout 
lightly, as glad when they are fately got off it againe , leaft they 
thould bewray all : for example, fuppofe a man that knowes the 
difference betwixt the day called Sabbath day, in {cripture; and

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the day called Lords day: the one being the 7th & laft diy of im 
the weeke, the other, the firft day of the wecke: the one, being 
the day before the other; the one being for memory of the Crea.

fter fhould tell him, it is his dutie to fanctify the Lords dey, be. 
caufe God (anditied the Sabbath day ; would not the man think 
the Minifter iefteth vvith him ? fince he knowes God fan&iied 
the zth day: fiche weeke, but our Lords day , isthe Sth day, of 
firft day ot the weeke? & fince he knowes that the reafon which 
he vieth, fpcakes of the day named Sabbath day, but the dayhe 
applieth this reafon ynto,it ts ¢f another name,to wit,theLords 
day? vvouldhe not thinke the Minifter hath foully miftaken 
himfelfe , to mifapply fo the example of God , to. a wrong day? 
for , if the Minifter would preflea man, toflanctify the Lords 
day, from the example of God, he muft bring an example where 
God refted on the Lords day; and where God bletled & fandi- 
hed the Lords day. Wherfore , to conclud this point, either 
they are a fhamed of Gods reafon, & dare not vfe itatall or if 
they doe, they mutt play the egregioufe Sophifters vvith the pe 
ople, by playing with the Homonymie of the yvord Sabbath, 
vieing it ia an other fenfe, then it is vfed by God , thereby to 
couer their doubling , from the eyes of the people ; but forthe 
moft parte of them | am fuer, they vie not this reafon atall , & 
thefe doe leffe euill, thenthole which abufe ir, 
Thus then you fee, they haue firft abolifhed the whole 4'h 
Commandement ,'as elfvyhere ] haue proueu ; & here againe

if you vvill have the 4tb com,at al] regarded, 
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Hauing flaifhed the Expofition of the 4th Com, & difcoue.. 
red the manifould erroares , & fhamfull abules of ie; that I 
might yet further make thefe erroures appeare ; I purpole bere 
to mention two things: T he former is,to {hew how our Congre- 
gations (which is much to be Lamenred) vvill for the muft parte 
of them, come fhorte of their hoped for reward, for Sabbath 
keeping: & that the rehdue , doe but dally , ifnort mocke vvith 
God: this cogiration , doth pretent it felfe to me, when think 
of the publike prayers ofthe Church: for there the Mimifter in 
the name of God with loude & audible voice, a mongft other 
of Gods 10 Com, proncuaceth thele words, being the ath com, 
Remember the Sabbathday , to keepe it holy, Sixedayes fhalt thon 
labour, doe all thy worke, But the 7:b day is the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God : in it, thox fhale not doe any worke, thon, nor thy fone, 
nor thy daughter nor thy man fermint,nor thy maideferuant, nor thy 
eattell,nor thy frranger , that is with in thy gates, For in fixe dayes 
the Lord made heauen carth the fea, & all that in themis 
refted the 7th day : wherefore the Lord blefed the Sabbarb day, & 
holiowedit, Now prelently, thes words being vtrered by the 
Minifter , the wholl Congregation confirmeth them , by this 
deuout & godly prayer, vnto Almightie God laying, Lord bane 
mercy upon us > incline our hartes to keepe this Law. The charg 
of the Minifter ftanding in Gods roome , & the Ecchoing voice 
of the people , by there prayers, as an anfwer confirming, put- 
teth in my minde, tothinke what a lamentable Dialopue would 
be betvvixt Almightie God, & vs, if he {Mould call ys to anac- 
counte, for the breach of his 4th Com. for, albeit we dravy nigh 
to God, in the Congregation, vvith our lippes,faying Amen to 
all Gods preceptes; yet in our liues is no {ach matter : and be- 
caule we all, oneday, muft come to this accompr; it fhall not 
be amiffe,to haue the ftate of it prefented before our eyes here; 
that fo if we cannot acquite our felucs,we may know it in time, 
vvhilft chere is (pace for repentance. pe 
Suppofe we therfore, Almightie God examining ys; 8 yve 
apgaine anfwering for our felues, thus. Queftion. 1, Haueyou 
remembred roy Sabbath day as I commanded you by my Minifter 
O 3 in the 
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in the Congregation, & vnto which you did fubfcrib & affent 
your prayer ? Anfwer,no Lord , we haae tn deede forgottex that 
day , but vye haue bene mind{ull of the day after it, to wit the 
Lords day, Queftion, 2, But haue you Santhified my Sabbath 
day, as Lcommanded you? Anfwer, no Lord , vve haue (yve 
muft confefle it) profuned that very day, but vve haue fangiified

Think you, thele men are not gone from their Text,vvhen they 
readc one thing, & preach an other? is it meete, that the Del ke 
& the Pulpit, fhold beatfuch oddés? 
confefle they haue fome idle diftinétions , & frinoloufe 
an{yvers , vvhereby for the prefent they ftoppe vp the momth'df 
contctence, and blind the eyes « fthe fimple, but let them try , if 
they cane by the fame anfwers & di ftinétions, bleare the eyes of 
Almightie God, at that day: Inthe dayes of blindnefle & pope 
ty betore Lather brought light vnro thefecond com, Tverily 
beleeue it, that Popith Priefts, bad not more, nor mote profle 
anlyvers,diftinctions,& obiections, to maintaine their 
an 
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and Image worfhiping . againft the fecond Comm, thennowa 
dayes our Miniftershaue, to mainteiue their fyne of Sabbath. 
breaking, againft the 4th Com. but whstfhould I fay ?1 vvith] 
knew, how elfe to informe Gods people of his will; & how they 
I might fanctify Gods Sabbaths, in private, with out the publi. 
ke aflemblies of the Church, & helpes of a Mivifter, & diftur. 
bance of the Church; as we may & cane yeeld obedience to any 
& cuery of the other 9 com. tingly & alone euery man by hime 
(elfe,with out the helpe & company of others; & although they 
would not icyne with vs;could I, [fay haue deuifed this,it thold 
well have bene {eene,that I would neuer haue blotted paper to 
informe , or contended with thele cuning Sophifters , who by 
their wittes, fuchasthey are, will make any thing good they 
pleafe tovndertake ; they fhould for me haue goneon, tll th 
had mett with the reward cftheir dawbing & doubling. For as 
I fulpected them, fol find them, like AZoab,lerem, 48.11. fetled 
on thesr lees : & like the men in Jer#falem , Zephan, 1.12. frozen 
inthesy dreges. | 


The fecond thing I purpofe to mention, forthe further ap- 
pearance of the abule of this Comm. here follovveth : wheras 
words & argumentes , vvill hardly auaile , 1 purpofe in the laf 
place to try, if fenfe will be informed ; for which purpofe , I will 
give you an occular demonftrati6,foas the fenfe of {cing fhall be 
conuinced of the abufe of this Com, That this may be, I will fet 
heere before your eyes, the whole 4th com. intirly,as God wro- 
te it inthe Tables cf ftone : furthermore, as for thefe things,

and (refed the 71h day) Therfore, the Lord ble fled (the Sabbath

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& hallowed (it.) Loe, which partes ofthis 4th Com, they make 
Ceremoniall & abolifhed ; to wit, all hole wordeés , w hich are 
inclofed vvith in the parenthefis: for the vvord (day) this they 
abolifh for a ceremony by thele Textes,Rom.14.5.Gal.4. 10. 
for the vvord ( Sabbath ) that they hould for an abolifhed cere- 
mony , by thefe Texres, Col. 2.16. 17+ Exod. 31, 53..and for 
thefe words, (thefe 7th day;is the Sabbath) this isthar-vvhich of 
all other partes of che commandement : thcy abhorre, as a 
vvifh ceremony ;{o much forthe commandement:come we next 
ynto the reafon of the com, noted by the yvord for; ywhichcon- 
ceineth a moft efteduall perfyvafion trom Gods ovyne example: 
& herin thefe vvords (refted the 7th day ) doe ftand for a Ci- 
pher; no Minifter at any tyme in theleourdayes, vieing thes 
vvords, as areafon to moneand excite vs , toreft on the 7thi, or 
8th day, becaufe God refted at that time: fecondly,thefe vyords 
(the Sabbath day ) doe ftand for a Cipher alfo; forno Minifter 
doth perfwade vs in thefe dayes, to fanctify the Sabbath day, 
becaufe God fanctitied the Sabbath day , to vvit , the Saturday’ 
Sabbath: for it isthe Saturday vwhich God hallovved & fanéti- 
hed atthe Creation. 
Novv caft thine eye backe good Reader, & fee the com, be- 
hold vvhat they allow of it to be morall, and hovy muchofit 


they will needs haue to be ceremoniall , & like acipher ; did 


thine eyes euer before behold , fuch a mingle mangle , fucha 
hotch potch : the 4th com,is by thefe Interpreters become, halfe: 
fifh,halfe flefh;A Lynfey wolley; A morrall Ceremoniall Com- 
mandement;partly lafting,pately taded. There be many Sratute 
Lavves in this Kingdome, & tis faid,many Lavvyers vyill doe 
much for money ; but can fuchan inftance as this be fhowne, 
vvhere the Lavvyers, haue by their expofitions & ‘pleadings, 
mangled any of the Kings Lawes,as-haue our diuine Lawyers, 
who in this cafe, bawe taken away the key of knowledga?

Wereade in 2.Sim.10.4. bow King Hanan tooke Damas 
fervants , and fhaued off the halfe of their beards, and cutoff 
their garments in the midle ,euen totheir buttocks , and feng 
them away ; me thinke thefe men, could not looke more ill 
uouredly & difguiledly,then doth this 4th com. Now it isthy 3 
barbared and norched , by our late barbers: If I would hanes 
thing valy done indeed,thefe men {hall doe it for me. 
Furthermore, the indignity offred vato this com. is fuch,s 
itis not now onely fhamefull tolooke vpon; but allo itishy 
their cofrupt expolition , made very non-fente & ridiculouky 
to this purpofe,let vs colle& together fo much of this comm, as 
they allovy to be memorall , and omit that yvhich they makece. 
remoniall, that is, {o muchas is put within the halfe moone it. 
cles,& fee what a peece of fenfeleife tufe there will bes and this 
then itis ; Remember to keepe holy, Sixe dayes {halt labour, 
doe all thy worke: But , of the Lord thy God, thou {halt net doe any 
nor thy fonne, nor thy daughter tee ifby their dir: 
Rinctions & fubtilties, they haue not picked out the heart ,and 
fenfe of this com. by picking out the time. T hus for the comm, - 
bur further, forthe reafon which God hath annexed to bis com, 
taken from his refting on the 7th day; and,from his fanctilying 
and hallowing of the 7th day : th’s reafon J fay, hath not onely 
{ome vvords pickt out of it, as had the com bur wvhich 1s more, 
the vvholl reafon it felfe , asGod laid it dovyne , & vvrotelt 
in Tables of ftonc, is viterly by them aboliihed & vfelefle; no 
mention of it in thele our dayes , thereby ro excite & perivy 
people tothe obedience of the 4th com. Wherefore, by yout 
eye fight, you may behold the abufe of this comm, and by yout 
obferuation,you may take notice, how the reafon to the com.

is; vvhich {hould be applied by Gods ordinance,to an holy day, 
vvhich himtelfe bad hallovved, as to the 7th day ; as well might

Kingdome of heaven, Matth.5.19. In which words,our bleffed 


Sauiour,dor hper{wade, to the keeping of the Morall Lavy, in 

cuery jore & title of it , yntoshe worlds end : Further,out Sa~ 

wiour {beweth wherein, or in what manner,be would have coc’ 
ry 
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ry iot & title of the Law kept ; and this is two wayes , the one 
by dottrine , noted in thefe words , and teach men fo ! The orher 
by pradife, noted in thele words , Whofeener obferne 
whereby wee fee, it was the minde of Chrift,to baue every title 
of the lavv , not onely oblerued & practiled ; but alfo,he would 
hauc euery title of it, taeght voto the people, & wrged & pref- 
fed vpon them : and on the other fide, becaufe the bare doctrine 
cf the Minifter , is forceleffe i. many men , vvithout his prac- 
tife; leaftthey fhould fay, he Jayeth heauy burthens, vpon other 
men, but himfelfe vvill not touch them, vvith one of his fingers, 
therefore Chrift ioyneth practife to doctrine, laying, Whofoener 
Farthermore , vve are in fpeciall: manner tonote , ynto what 
manner of perfones thefe words are directed , not yntolay men 
as they call them , but vntathe Clergie, vnto Minifters in {pe- 
ciall;as vve may vnderftand by the vvords reach men fo: fo then, 
this portion of Scripture, it is dire&ted vnto the Miniftry; & the 
vvill of Chrift totbemis , that they fhall both teach to rhe peo- 
ple , and alfo pradtile before them, the worlds end, euery 
jot and title of the Law. 
Now in the next place,we haue Chrift bis arguments, to mo- 
ue & perfwade Minifters, torhefe tvvo dueties ; and becanfe 
Minifters are of tvvo fortes ; fome , though but a fmalefome, 
vvill teach and pradctife, ewery iot & title ofthe Lavy , tothe 
vtmoft of theire povver; but others , vvill- neither teach nor 
practife the fame; therefore hath Chrift his Arguments, 
to both forts; & by name, tofuch Minifters.as doe borh teach 8 
practife; to them our Sauiour promifeth this bleffing, that , they 
hall be called greate in the Kingdome of heauen: ob that there 
vvere yet many more,that would couet this greatenefie in Gods 
fanour by teaching & reuealing the whole counfaile of God, 
euen all his Ten commandements , intitly, in euery iot title of 
them ? But now as for thofe other Minifters, vvho refufe cither . 
to teach, or to practife, this Lavv of God intirly : tothefe, our 
Sauiour threatenetb a Curfle , to vvite , that thefe [hall be called 
leaftin the Kingdome of beanen : novvy vvheras our Sauiour de- 


nounceth this curfle, ynto them, vvhich breake one of the leah 
P 3  thefe 
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thife commandements : fuppofe yve the Time commanded in the 
4th com,vvhere the very leaft of the commandements becaule 
they vie tocale it, but acircumftance, andthe like; vvby yet for 
all thar, fo long as it is acommandement, though the leaftof all. 
the commandements , yet Chrift-denounceth this Curfle ynto 
{uch Minifters , as refule to teach the people this leaft com, and 
refufe to practife it before the people: they have pleafed to mi- 
{caleitaceremony , &ludaifme & thelike; buclecthem tty 
if this vvill free them before Chrift his ludgment feate , ig 
this Curffe of Chrift , vvhich he denounced being on earth, 
beleeue all theyre fubtilties & fhiftes, vvherby they blind the 
eyes of men here, vyill hardly fo blind the eyes of Chrift then: 
hee yvill haue an account of his yvholl Lavv, not of peeces and 
percels of it, as vve pleafe. 

Thus vve fe vvhat the duety of Minifters is, name 
to teach the people, to obferue the Lords feauenth day Sab- 
bath, whichis one of the commandements, though you make it 
the leaft : and it is their duetiealfo , ifthey vvill be freed of 
Chrift his Curffe, to obferue & keepe the 7th day Sabbath , be- 
fore the people ; fo leading them by liefe & doctrine together: 
but hovv farre off, is the practife vf moft Teachers, from obler- 
uing the minde & yvill of Chrift? in fteade of pradtifing the 
7th day Sabbath in their ovvne perfones , for example vato 
others ; they could be content to perfecute any , that they fe for- 
ward this way ; oh fearfull ! In ftead of teaching the people this, 
vvhich they count the leaft of Gods commandements, & vrging 
them tokcepr, euery iote andtitle of Gods Lavv, & forthe 
Lords Sabbath day ; they teach openly & publikly the quite 
contrary ;asnamely , that this leaft of Gods commandements, 
it isabolifhed, and that the Sabbath day, commanded, itisabo- 
lifhed ; thusthis leaft of Gods commandements is trampled 
downe, becaufe it isa little one,8 a ceremoniall one, & a circum 
fiantiall one; & not the Law of Nations , nor found novv in the 
kartes off all men falne & corrupted, as a Law of Narur:; and 
becaufe commanded to the Jew, and the like : but yvhat foeutt 
be their thiftes,{ ucr lam the Sabbath day,is notleffe then one of 
the iotes and titlescf Gods Law ; Dor isit lellerhen the leaft of 
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te commandements; wherefore, vvhofoeuer teacheth in op- 
to this Sabbath day , he bevvraieth himfelfe to be no 
frend of Chrifts , and thathe regardeth not his mind and vvill, 
in teaching and obferuing all & euery of the Commandemets: 
nay he proclaimeth him felfe in open pulpit, to be a profeffed 
enemy to Chrift our Sauiour and thefe his vvordes , Mat,¢.18. 
19, and to the integrity & vvholneffe as [ may call it of Gods 
-Lavv; he had rather haue it lamed & percelled out , that fo he 
might ferue God by halues , and by peece meale , then-to haue . 
an indifferent refpect yvith Dawid, vate all Gods Commandc- 
ments, Plal, 119.6. & cather then he vvould haue Gods Lavv 
intire & compleate, in the perfection of partes, ynto a iote and 
Is not it truc of fuch Minifters werewith the Lord charged 
thofe corrupt Prie/ts, Mal.2.9. to vvit,that they were partia!l in 
the Law?& are not thefe alfo in our time partiall in Gods Law, 
when notwith ftanding vvbat Chrift hath faid , for the integrity 
ofthe Lavv,yet thefe men wilreie& a parte ofit,and fo become 
like thofe Priefts, partiall in Gods ?for a part@ of Gods 
Lavy they vvill haue;an other parte they vvill none of: the due- 
ties ofreftand holineffe in the 4thcom, this parte of the 4th 
com, they vvill haue,but the other duetie of the Time, this par. 
te of the fame 4th com: they vvill none of, Were thefe Mini- 
fters: fthelovver ranke for zeale , & of the Number of thofe 
vvhich are not accounted fo zeloufe of Gods Lavves , it vvere 
the lefle to be vvondred at ; but being puritant Minifters , and 
fuch as vvould be difpleafed at him , vvho fhould fay to them, 
they had not an indifferent refpe& vnto all Gods commande. 
ments vvith out exceptions ; that thefeI fay (hould picke and 
_ choofe, take & leane ; & become like thofe profane Priefts, par- 
tiallin Gods Law, itis tobe maruailed at;Miftake mé not pood 
Reader, itisnot purity that I miflike in puritanes ; for ofall 
men I honour no men more, thenfuch as are, & endeauour to 
be, af pure harte & holy liefe: but this I hate in them;to fe their 
-practife belye their doétrine & profefhd:for they teach daily for 
vniverfall obediéce toall Gods com,without exceptions & re- 
ieruations; but Loe they are found here halting:one of the 2 
as 
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~errour,&c. Thus thefe are fo farre from teaching this leaft com. 
tothe people; astharthey vfeall their diligence , to {care & 


_ the Diana of our time ; but feing they doe it out of a good af- 


‘prayer to God forthem, thatthey may repent ; for beave them 
hedge. 


the rude multitude, for the keeping Holy of the Lords day Sab-

Others there be of the {ame ranke, which be not fo impudentas

leat Comm. for haueing heard of my former booke , which I 
vvrote in defence of this leaft Com. and for the Lords Sabbath; 
yea, and after they hauefeene it, & reade it ouer , they {pitt 
fyer at it ;& cry out, burne the booke ; tis a foule errour;&c. 
Thefe men like James & Jobn,not knovving of vyhat Spirit they 
are , yvould haue fyer come downe prefently ; & although they 
know not , either how to proue their Lords day to be a Sabbath 
day; nor yet hovv to difproue the Lords Sabbath day ;or to con- 
fure the booke , yet they can cry, burne the booke, tis a foule 


afright {imple people, vvith greate vvords ; thatfothey might 
ftill remaine caught in theire {nares , & in blind ignorance : if 
the Lawes of this Realme, vvere fitted to thefe mens minds , it 
{fhould be vvoe to him that toucheth this Lords day Sabbath,

An other forte there are,who are difobedient to Chrifts will, 
by deniall of the integrity, wholneffe,& perfection of Gods law;

leaft of Gods is the proper day 
& time of Gods worthip & feruice; but if they finde, that by — 
the paines of any others, more faithfull in this point then them- 
felues,any of their flocke are taught & inftructed in this way of 
the Lord more perfeétly , that they begin to fee a further light 
into this Law of God , then they were wont ; prefently they be 
labour it, to extinguith this light in them : to thefe, 1 may fitly 
apply that word of the Lord, Ierem, 23.30. Therefore behold, £ 
will come againft the Prophets , fasth the Lord , that fleale my word, 
enery one from his neighbour. T hele then,be facrilegioufe theeues, 
who will not fow the feed of Gods word , in the bearts of their 
people, but vvill watch vyhen it is fowne, that they may come 
& fteale it away againe. | 

I truftGods Minifters, will bridle corrupt nature, and gine 
me leaueto lay the plaifter ,, where the fore is ; knowing itis 
their office , to doe the like to others dayly; they vvho teach 
others to take a reproofe,are not to learne in this point. | 

Let me {peake gne yyord novwv, toall thefe 3 fortes of Mini- 
fters together: yvhy are yee,you Tribe of Lewie,fuch enemies to 
the integrity, wholneffe,& perfeaion of the Lavv of your God? 
deliuered yvith fuch maieftie and terrour., ypon Mount Sinai 
Exod.20? Why oppofe you your felues alfo, againft thole iotes 
& titles of this lavv, ratified by our Lord Chrift, vntoeternity, 
in his {ermon on the Mount Mat. 5.1.8? Why doe you not ac- 
cording to his yvill & mind , teach the people, this leaft com- 
mandement , touching the proper time of his worfhip and fer- 
uice ? Nay, why are you fo vnlike your felues? For it is a rule 
approucd in expounding cf the Scriptures , that things are go be 
taken inthe largeft fenfe, sf nothing hinder.

caniuftly fay againftthe time. Againe, i is another-rule in exe. 
pouding of Scripture,& in (peciall of the Moral] law5that under 
one thing expre(ly commanded or forbidden , ave comprehended all of 
that kindwith the leaft caufe or occafion thereof: See here how thy 
enlarge the lavv,to be ynderitood, not onely of the things there 
by name mentioned, but allo, of things not mentioned,as of the 
c.anfes CX occafions : and yet the fame men,being to expound the 
4th com. are fo farre oft, from enlarging it, as they will mifera- 
blie curtaile it, and clippe it, and pare ir, yntill they haue quite 
pared away,the 7th day Sabbath: Why are you { inconftant,& 
fu vnlike your {clues?is it a rule with you, that things not men- 
tioned in the Comm, are to be brought in, that fo the Com, may 
haue the largeft {cope & compafle ; and will you exclude and 
thruft our , things by name , mentioned in the Com. as the 7th 
day Sabbath? 

Againe, when we are todeale apainft Papifts, then we are ve- 
ry zealoule for the integrity & perfection of the law : witnefle 
| M Perkins in his firft Volume pag.4o0, where he proueth that 
a Papijt cannot ge beyond a Reprobate ; becaule they make the 

| whole law yvaine: and this he affirmeth in thefe words , /f one 
| frustrate but any one point , of any one commandcment , the whole 
f , law thereby 1s made m vaine. Cannot a Papift goe beyond a Re- 
i | probate,if he fruttrate any one pomt,of any one commandemceni? X 
| can 4 Proreftant beyond A Ke probate when he doeth fruftrate 
fome one point, in {ome one commandement ?as we doe in the 
; 4thcomm. ? Muft the law ftand, in euery puint, of every com- 
mandement, vvhen we haue to doe vvith our Aduerfaries 
adroade, & is the cate altered, when we be among out felucs at 
home? | 
It is made a marke of fiacerity , and of the trueth of grace, 
vvhen a man hath re{pect, vnto all Gods commandements,with- 
out exception of any : But comé ypon the matter with them,& 
then they that deliuer this marke to others, ¢an {carcely finde it 
in themielues:For, albeit they feeme by this marke,to iuftify the 
jaw,

but how then cometh it abour, that novv you haue made fucha 
hiatussfach a gape in this lavv ? one of the Linkes of this chaine 
is broken,the commanded time of 7th day, in the 4th com.is ta- 
ken out,and feuered from all the reft: fo novv this copslation is 


uncoupled, and the lavv is not wholly copulatiue ,itisbut par- |

Behold how the enémies to the Lords Sabbaths, & to the in- 
teprity & perfection of the Lavy of God fay , and vnfay it a- 
gaine : abroad vvithour aduerfaries,tis a point of reprobation,to 
fruftrate but any onepoint,of any one commandement: at home,tis 


apoint of /#daifme ,to maintaine & defend themall, What 


fhould I fay more? iaftly may the Lord lament ouer England, 
as once he did ouer Jeru(alem,faying, O my people,they that leade 
thee,caufe thee to erve Ma. 3.12.

and the inheritance of the Church: W bat neede of morc? 
As there isno Chriftian Church in the world, which in- 
joyeth

soveth his Law ef God intirly , & in itsperfe@ion : So is there 
no member of our Caurch,that I know, who inioyerh this Lavv, 
in its integrity, in his iadgment, & praGile both ; albeit it were 
much to bewifhed, it being the Inheritance of the Charch, 
wherin euery member may challeng his fhare, I diuide our 
Church & Congregations therfore, in to two fortes, purpofing 
to make application of this doctrine , vato them both: the one 
forte, & that the feweft by infinite numbers, are fuch as are in- 
formed, intheic iudgments, & inlightened in this Law of God, 
inthe integrity & perfection of the partes therof: The other 
forte, & thofe the moft, remaine yet it darkneffle, & ignorance 
of this their Inheritance,the Law of God In its perfection, Tou- 
ching the former forte, is it fo,thatt hou loueft shig Law of God? 
then let this thyloue to it appeare: & that by harty & firuent 
prayeis voto Almightie God daily, that he vvould be pleafed to 
infule,the lioht cf this knowledge ,in to the minds & haerts of 
all men : & that it would pleafe God,to incline the heart ofour 
foueraigne Lord & King , together with all the greate gouer- 
ners, in Church & Common weale , toembrace this Law of 
God,in its integrity & perfection ; that fo a reformaiion being 
made,we may inioy the Lords Sabbath, in practife,as well asin 
judgment, 

To this end, twothings are required ofthee, who artealredy: 
inlightened , &.doeft loue this Lavy of God in the perfection 
thereof: the one is, that thou further & difperfe the knowledge 
thereof,as farre forth as thy place & callingwill perémit, vnto 
thy frends & acquaintance ; thus did Dauid , Teach me thy Sta-- 
tutes, ((aith he ) & then he addeth thefe words, with my lipps kane 
I declared , all the imdgments of thy mouth, Pf, 19, 12713. and 
apaine, will (peake of thy Te/timones before K will not be a 

vamed, Pl.119.46. Heretoaccordeth §. Paul, wherefore exborte 
one an otber, C> edify one an other, encn as you doe, 1, Thef. 5,12. 
and , Exhorte one an other datly , while it is calledto day , Heb. 3. 
13. he that loueth the Law, muft not onely loue it in the know- 
ledye of it, but alfo in the practife of ir, & hovy fhall he attaine . 
the practile of it, volefe it be made knowne varo all , that foa» 
gencrall reformation may be, .

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i The other thing required of thee, is that in loue to Gods 
: Law, thou beeft redy in thy place, to defend it, & the integrity 
& perfection of it, againft all gainfayers : asthe Apoftle Jude 
faith, contend for the maintenance of the faith, which was once ginen 
ynto the Saints ,lud. 3.f0 fhould we contend , for the mainte. 
nance of the integrity and perfection of the Law , which vvas 
once given vnto the Saints and Churchof God, Thisis thar, 
vvhica God laied to the charge of his Church long fince , thar, 
No mancontendeth for the trueth , 59. 4. bevvare it be not 
laid to our charge allo. Mofes had many brethren,the Hebrewes,

Now itis a fearefull thin * for 
aman tobe ignorant of any one parte ar percell ofthat Lavy, 
vvhereby he {hall be adiudged : it concernes tuery man ther- 
fore, to ftudy this Lavv, and to take in information «fit, Sof 
all the partes ofit , & that vvith {peed. 
Bur you may fay, hovv fhall this exhortation , to loue the 
Lavv of God, in its perfection, concerne fuch as you fay are ignd- 
rant of the Lavv, as touching its perfection? can a man loue rhe 
thing ynknovvae?for anfwer hereunto,we muft know,that bow 
euer a man may he be faid to be ignorant of a thing , as by it fel- 
f:,& in particular:yet may he be faid to knovy it, and fo allo to 
loue it,by an other, & in the generall: I make it plaine thus; he 
that loues one or more peeces of gold, as gold, he loues all pee- 
ces of gold; and as vvell thole peeces in genetall ,vvhich he 
neuer {awe,as thole peeces in particular, which he hath feene: & 
by thofe particular peeces, vvhich he hath feene, 8found good 
& plcfant vnto him, he comes to know thatthe other peeces 
valeene, being of like nature, they are alfo good & plefant, and 
fo he growes in loue yvith them alfo : The cafeis alike’, in him 
that haththe Inheritance of A Lord fhip or Manner defcended 
voto him , be it that he neuer faw nor knevv, fome particular 
Clotle , Field , or Tenement of his Inheritance , yet he hatha 
loue vnto thefe ynknovyne partes of his inheritance , in the ge- - 
perall: & by the experimental] commodety he finds, by fome of 
the knovvne partes of his inheritance , he groyves in to'loue of 
the vnknovve partesalfo : So it is ilfthis our cafe ; tis true the - 
moft of men,they knovv not the Lavv of God, their inheritance, 
in all the partes of it, particularly, and b¥ themfelues ; yet for 
all that,they haue a knovvledge & fo aloue to Gods Lavv, and 
to the voknovyne partes of it, in the generall , and by the other 
knovvne partes ; in fo much as , many that are ignorant of fome 
one or more points , in the particular , and by them felues, can 
yet truely fay , that they loue the Lavv of God , and the Lavv 
too, in itsintegrity & perfection ; and out of this love inthe 
penerall and by other partes, they vofzined'y defire to be made 
acquainted vvith thofe vaknovvne partes in the particular, 
that they might, lowe them for themleluesalfo, 
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To apply this, doeft thou then loue the Lavy of God, why . 
make it appeare then , bothto thine ovvne heart, and vnto all 
men, by thy loue vnto the vnknovyne partes of it ; for he that 
loueth Lome peeces of gold in trueth, he loueth all peeces of 
gold alfo , as wellthole vnfeene as thole he hath feene ; fo muk 
thou doe, if thy loue to Gods Law be found, thon mutt be in © 
loue vvith all the parts of Gods law, in its integrity;as well with 
thofe ynknowne, as with thofe alredy knowne, 

The way vvberby thou muft make knowne thy loue , ynto 
the vnknovvne partes of Gods Lavy, is in thefe two things : In 
an earneft defire to become acquainted in particular , vyith 
thofe vnknovvyne partes of Gods Lavy ; and, in a redy vvilling- 
nes to embrace the knovvledge of them, vyhen occation by 
Gods mercy is offred thee. 

For the former, as Dauid, defiring to be deliuered from his 
finnes,praid not only againft his knowne finnes, but al fo againft 
his onknowne finnes,faying, cleanfe me from fecret faultes, Pl. 19. 
12, fowe muft defire & that erneftely , not onely the conte- 
nuance of the knovvledge of the knovyne partes of Gods Lavy, 
bur alfo the knoxvledge of the ynknovwne and fecret partes of 
Gods Lavv : yve haue the Prophet Dauid a notable patterne in 
this point , bovv erneft a fuiter , vnto God vvas he in this cafe? 
Open mine eyes ([aith he) that I may {ee the wonders of thy Law: & 
againe Hide not shy commandemenis from me & againe , gine me 
under ftanding, that I may learne thy Commandements, And then, 
his heart burfteth againewvith capre defire thereof, mine heart 
breaketh ({aith he) for the defire to thy indgments. Thus if there be 

in vsafiruent loue vato Gods Lavy, asthereyvas in Dauid, 
vve vvill neuer be at reft , vntill vve knovy Gods Lavy yet bet- 
ter and more fully , euen vnto perfe&ion. The fecond thing, 
to vvit,a ready vvillingneffe to imbrace this knovvledge,vvben 
it istendred thee : this needcth no proof , for it follovveth of it

Lavv, that then he vvould not haue wvith both his armes , im- 
braced him , that yvould haue inftru@ed him? bow beautiful 
are the feete , of them which bring Ziad tydiuges!

called it, the ioy of bis beart : his inberitance;it was better unto bim 
then thoufands of gold & filuer, Would cota man be rédy to im- 
braee the ioy of his heart? an inheritance? and that which is ber- 
ter then gold and filuer,when tis tendred him ? Yis vndoubteds 
ly;why (ich is the law of God, & fuch alfo will be thy redinefle 
to entertaine it when tendered , if rruely thouloueft Gods law; 
I come now to apply the former of the tvvo points': Is it fo, 
that whofoeuer loueth Gods law in tructh, and fincerly, cannot 
but expreffe his defirs to the vaknowne | eee: of it? Then hereby: 
may men iudge of their eftate to Godward ,toknow whither 
they doc indeed & in trueth, Gacerly & vnfeinedly ,loue Gods’ 
lavy,or not : dueft thowdefire the knovvledge of all Gods lavv, 
as well as of ome of it? Doeft thou defire the knovviedge of 
the vnknovyne partes , as well as thou loueft the knovvledge of 
the knovyne partes? then is thine cftate good to Godvyard,and 
doubrlefle,thou loueft the lavv of God intrueth of heartjand in’ 
fincerity : but if thou contenteft thy felfe,vvith the knovyledge 
of that thou doeft knovy, notdefiring toknovv more, if more 
mayibe knovvne ; thy cafe is dangeroule ; it is tobefulpeced, 
that thy loue toGods law, is but a fained loue,8¢ hypocriticall, 
& that thou art rotten at the Core, & not foundeat the heart:. 
For,he that loueth one peece of gold, he loueth all other peeces: 
of gold ; he that loueth one parte of his inheritance, he loueth 
part and parcell thereof, knovyne and yoknovyne ynto 
Let the moft men, both Minifters & people, be examined by 
this rule,& theirloue to Gods lavves,vvill beful pected: tis true’ 
indeed, they pray dayly, both in publike & in priuate,that God 
vvould increafe their knovvledge , & open their blind eyes; as. 
Dauid did , Open mine eyes that } may [ee the wonders of thy Law; 
but doe they pray vvith Dauids heart, fincerly ? Doe they not 
pray with fecret and referued exceptions,and referuations? doe 
they not indent with God fecretly in heart , how farre they will 
be inlightened , & how faere not; how farre they vvill know of 
Gods will , & how farre they will be ignorant fill?» Leews try 
both Minifters , & people, For Minifters , haue they not fucha@: 
R diftin&tion 
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diftinttion as this nourithed in. their mindes? to wit,that there 


ofwould make much to their praife and applaule, & would be 
well approued of by all their brethren , and would bea meanle 
to eftablith them in their liuings , if not toenlarge them ; and 
would net croffe, bur rather be vphelden by Antiquity, & vn 
uerfality &c? & there be other things ynknowne of Gods will, 
the knowledge whereof would but tend to their reproch and 
fhame, and would be generally diftafted of all the Miniftry, and 
might be a meanfe to them oftheir liuings,they crofling 
all Antiquity & vniuerfality fo much as if God fhould 
now demand, of thefe petitioners, what they would haue of him, 
whither that he fhould beftow them the whole k rowledge 
of his will intirly whither it make with them or againft them;or 
onely that part thereof , which mighttend to their prefent com- 
modety , it is to be vehemently dulpedcted , they would choofe 
this latter onely, albeit they would blufh tofay fo: I appeale to 
their confciences examined , if I hit not the marke : the reafon 
of my fuch fufpicion is this, in part, The knowledge of this part 
of Gods law , touching his Sabbaths , it is not put vpon themeto 
ftudy it out , with great paines , but it is brought home to their: 
dores, redy ftudied torthem. 2. Thepoint is moftealy & fae 
miliar to be vnderftood,no difficulties in it,faue what themfelucs 
doe voluntarily & ynneceflarily put vpon it, by their yaine di- 
ftinctions , & trinclonteobiedtions (as fome thing may be ob- 
lected againft any thing): that it is eafy,T know it my felfe,for 
haue tathomed it , & diued good deepe into the bottome of it. 
I know italloby others, both of the Miniftry and private men,’ — 
why can fee itcleerly and withour difficulty, Wherefore 
impute their ipnorice,to nothing elfe,but that theyare willing 
to be ignorant, & haue nodetires tobe acquainted , with that. 
voprofitable & smcommodioule part of Gods will : for yvbatis

pacety cuen of the meaneft¢ but efpecially ifyou {peake of 
Minifters,who haue a dexterity (when they will ) in wnderftand- 
ing? Gueftions of Diuinity , it is not poffible for them to be ig- 
norant, bad they a willing mind, Lam very confident , that if

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they prayed toGod, .ourofan vnfeined fincere loue to'Gods 
Law, that he would informe them , in the vnprotitable pare of 
his will,as vvell as in the profhtabie part, that: God 'wouldtobne 
(end them a cleere light thereof,e(pecially,fince the way is now 
made fo open & eafy. Lwifhthey vvould but make experience 
of God in this cafe, according to my counfaile & defire,and it 
they doe not, it will be bitterneffe firft or laft: Ina word, Mini- 
{ters haue heard that: Gods: Sabbath:is now in queftion': but 
which of them haue gone into theirftadies,and deeply minded 
the point, out of a defire to find it & defend it, if it might be 
found and defended ? I appeale to their confciences, 

Let vs novv try the people by this rule, and fee ifthere be 
not, like Prieft,like people it is.true,thefe pray foran increafe 
of knovvledge in Gods Jawes alfo:butdoethey meaneto ob- 
taine a knowledge of all the law of God wholly ? or of fomuch 
onely as may ferue the time , and pleafe their Minifters ? what 
their defire is {hall appeare by cheir practife ; tis voiced. abroade, 
that the Lords Sabbaths are profaned, the 4cthicomman.weekly 
tranferefled; and that there is a booke newly come forth’ to that 
eftect : well, how doe people now behanethemfelues vponthefe 
tidings ? Ifa man fhould cry fyer , fyer, in the night, fo in loue 
men are vvith their houfen , and fo defiroufe topreferue them; 
that inftantly they ftartle , leape ourtheir bedds , make inquiry 
where ? and {earch round about their houfen, without and with 
in,and will not be perlwaded to beddagaine till they fuer all 
is fate: Did men loue Gods lawes,as they doe their. houfen and 
potleflions , they vvould not be at reft till they had {canned the 
point, and examined the booke ouer againeand apaine. 

But I hall tell yowone of the ordinary queftions, they moue 
vpon thefe ridings, to wit, what think you Sir’, may not ‘aman 
goe to heauen in the ould opinion though he‘ be ignorant ‘of:

ter; this.is no Giliall bint 
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trom Dauids prayer , open thou mine eyes that I may fee the wone 
ders of thy Law, | 
Letme tell youallo, the faccefle which thele tidinges pro. 
duce yvith moft others ; fay they it were muchto be wifhed, 
this b»voke had never comne forth, that this point bad neuer bene 
queftioned ; | with the Authour had bene better aduifed; it vvill. 
caule much ftirre in the Church, before we vvere tinly quiet, & 
this novy vvill cait rubbes in our vvay, our conf{ciencesvvill be 
checking of vs,&c. Allthe antvver thefe fhall haye from -me, 
is to aduile them to fee to it,that by {uch obiections, they be not 
like tothofe rebellioufe levves, vvho vvould not receiue 
ftruction , yvhen God vvould haue taughtthem , childrenthat 
would not heave toe Law of the Lord:which (ay vuato the Seers,fee not:

bevvray , that in their prayers , they intend to obtaine no more 
of God , buta partiall knovvledgeof his Lavv; and this their 
partiality,may breed a Shrewd fulpition, theiriouc to GodsLaw, 
isnot found and fincere : forif ityvere , they vyould not reicét 
the meanes of knovvledge, before they haue tafted it. So much 
be !poken by vvay of vle, from this, thatan ynfeined loue: f 
Gods Lavv,cannot but delire tie knov viedge of the vaknoyyne- 
partes thereof, | 
i come novy to make fome application of thit other proper 
tie :isitlo , that yvh» fo boueth Gods Lavy imtrueth, he vvill - 
all redinetle, chere fuineffe , and vvillinonetfe smsbrace the 
Knovviedge of the ynkoovvn partes thereof , yvhen tise fame is 
teadeed vntyhim : if vvethall pat men vpon thetriall for chis 
point allo, here vve fhallin the firt place find many in the M {- 
niftery guilty : hovv vavyilling they are , thac the knovvledge 
of this parte of Gods Lavv, touching his Sabbaths, {hould come 
abroade inrothe vvorld, or into their owne heads; both their 
ovyne conlciencesare priuy to , and the vvorld rakes knovv- 
ledge of : yvere the knovyled ge of agoodliuing tendred them, 
I dare fay it, fevye or none of them, bur vvould-baue runne and 
tiddaboutit , yvith all diligence , long before this: could any

fible: burnovvthe Tycth of Gods Lavv , ora portion ofthe .

themfelues; and here they vvill neither runne, nor ride,nor af ke 
for Ccounfaile, inthis cale ; no nor accept & yvelcome it , yvher 
it is brought, & thruft into their heades : it piuesa man tolu- 
{pect, that thefe loue more vnfeinedly a good liuing,then Gods 
law: Nay I cannot but thinke,that if [ had tendered ynto fome 
Minifters a liuing of or 6o!. a yeere,& that ypon no berrer 
euidence & title, then in my former booke I tendred them the 
Lords Sabbaths; I cannot thinke I fay,that any man im the king- 
dome could wreft it out of their hands:In a word,thele that are 
fo mindeletle of Gods lavv , vvhen they are fo mindfull of their 
owne liuings, like as God faid,vato his peaple the Tewes, when 
they neglected the building of the Temple , & yet were dili- 
gent to builde themfelues houles, Zs it time for y onto dwell in your 
feilcd houfes,and this houfe lie wajte?Hagg.1.4, So may I fay ynto 
them, Isittime for you yee Minifters , to enioy your liuings, 
when the Lords Sabbaths lie wafte > God muft haue a rekoning 
of you for thefethings, - i) 
This rule being applied to common people, will dete& them 
alto: Is it fo,that whofoeuer loueth Gods law in trueth, he will 
with all redineffe & willingnefle, imbrace the knowledge of the 
voknowne partes thereof? T hen, if I fhall make it appeare,that 
moft men are vnwilling , toimbrace the knowledge of the vn- 
knovvne partes of Gods lavv, it vvill follovy very tulpicionfly, 
that moft men doe nor loue the law of God in trueth, what ever 
they fay ,&& thinke tothe contrary: Thus I make it pood againft 
them : The doctrine of Gods Sabbaths, is a parte of the lavv,&€ 
it is the vnknovene part of Gods lavv: Novy the knowledpeof 
this , being tendered vnto men , they bevyray their a: 
nefle ro be taught & inftructed in it, & that two wayes; the one 
is, in that vvben the matter cometh to tryall , they admit of in- 
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fuflicient Artificiall arguments ; for, they prefere feeble and 

weake realons, before ftrong and able reafones : the other is, in | 
that they admit of infuthcient Inartificeall argumeéts; for they ad- 
mit and allow of diflallowable and valufhicient Tettimonyes to 
decide this controuercy by: vvhenthele twothings are made | 
plaine, the cale vvill goe cleere againft them: for a foundation, 

firft of all , fuppofe we , the pointin controuercy , to wit, this 
voknowne parte of Gods Law , touching his Sabbathes, is as 
dilpucable , contingent, queftionable , & as doubrfall as you © 
will ; info muchas in your very coniciences you thinke, it may 
be, & it may not bea trueth;and that it is as likly not to be true, 
as to be true;let all this be granted; perhaps there is {ome reafon 
it {hold be granred,{eeing that it is a point not heard of before 


common people,neither haue they euer {pent any timeinthe 


ftudy of the point. Well be it fo, 1 proceed then. , ) 
For the firft, rovvit, that vvhen the point of Gods Sabbaths — 
comes to be argued, people, yea Minifters alfo, admit of infuf- 
ficientarguments , preferring them before able & ftrong rea- 
fons; and this fhall appeare, by comparing together, the reafons 
brought onboth fides : the reafons brought for the Lords Sab- 
baths,among others are thefe,r.Gods expreffe Com,.Exod,20. 
8. Remember the Sabbath day: and, Init thon fhalt not doe any 
worke: 2, Chrift ratified it, vvhen he vyith{o vehement an Al- 
feucration , auovyched the duration of euery iotand title of the 
Lavy, vnto the vvorlds end, faying, Verily, J [ay vnto yon, vntill 
heauen & earth perifh one iote or one title of the Law {hall not efcape, 
vutull all things be fulfilled, And againe , whofoewer therfore , all ) 
breake one of thee leat commandements, and teach men fo, he fhall 
be called the lealt in the K ingdome of heauen, Mat. 5.18.19. On 
the other fide, the reafons brought againft Gods Sabbathes , by 
thole which are the enemies therof are thefe,Gal .4.10.ye obferne 


dayes,anad moneths,and times, and yeeres,c. and Col.2,. 16. let no 


man Condemne you in meate, Cr drinke, or in rel pett of an boly day, 
or of the new Moone, ov of the Sabbath dayes. Novv let thefe argu- 
mets on both fides,be laid into the ballances; they, for the Lords 
Sabbath, in to the one ballace; they sagainft the Lords Sabbath in 


to the other ballance, and then iudg thou good Reader, vvhither 
hath the greater weight, For 
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Forbreuityfake,we wil compare onely thefe two textes, Exo 
20.8.and Col. 2. 16. The one,thou feet isa Commandement, 
anda Morall Commandement , & it toucheth the very poe in 
queltion , ro yvit, the zth day Sabbath : yea that the 4th 
intendeth «he feauenth day Saturday Sabbath is fo plaine, as 
vvas it neuer doubted of byany. Theother, thou fect isa 
dillyvation from Sabbath dayes, [indefinitly , that is, from 
Sabbath dayes, for the Apoftle faith not, Sabbath 
dayes in generall, but Sabbath dayes, as offome Sabbath dayes, 
in {peciall: fo then this texte toucheth not the point in queftion, 
to wit, the 7th day Sabbath: but other annual! ceremoniall Sab- 
baths , ifthis Text, did make ought againft the Morall 7th day 
Sabbath, it mu ft {peake of all Sabbathes, generally in the largett 
fenfe ; that fo the Morall Sabbath might be included & con- 
demned too, bat the text doth not mention the note of general- 
lity (ad ) neither is it neceffarily to be colle&ted: for 1. their 
owne expofiters as Perkins , Dod ,-Greenbam, Elton, Ames, with 
diuerfe others (as {fall be fhov yne ) doe limite this texr ; ynto- 
(ome Sabbaths,as vatothe ceremoniall yeerly Sabbaths;and.2,- 
The text giuethlight yntoit , for it condemneth onely fuch 
things as neuer vvere yvrote in the Morall Law, as meate, and 
drinke, and new moones, @c. and therefore vve iudge the Sab- 
baths condemned in this Texe,.to be onely fuch Sabbaths 
alfo, as vvere neuer-vvrote in the ro Commandements,as their 
yeerly Sabbaths: fo the vveekly Sabbaths in the 4th Com. 
ftand ftill yntoucht, by thistext. 3, {uppofe vve , thatthe Apo- 
ftle had {pake not onely of Sabbaths: pisrally but alfo of Sab. 

baths generally, & had vied che particle all; faying, all Sabbaths. 

yet vveknovv , that the particle af; isoften times retrained 
Scripture, & is nottakenin'the largeft lente that may be 
neflethefe Scriptures, r.Cor.6.12.° 1: Cor.9.25. 1,Corint, ro. 
23.33. ¥vhereby vve fee, rhat 
thistheir text Col. 2, 16, may be vaderfteod uf fome Sabbadis 
onely,as namely of the yeerly Sabbaths, arid no'necéfity ~ 
it fhould touch the morallivveekly Sabbaths 
ludpe novv good Reader , whither of thefe two textes are 
more for the purpole; for, she 4th com,itis-vnderftood 
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of the 7th day vveekly Sabbaths : but the text Col.2. 16. is, and 
may be vnderftood of the yeerly Sabbaths: and forafmuch as 
none euer doubted , that the 4th com, was for the weekly Sab- 
baths.and many haue vvrote it,that this text Col.2.16.{peaketh 
not of the vvcekly Sabbaths, it is partiality to choofe Col. 2.16, 
before Exod.20.8. Whither isthe more fafe thinke you, to im- 
brace the Lords Sabbaths,f:om the 4th Com, or,to reie& them, 
from ristext Col, 2,16?Ponder it yvell in your minds, vvbither 
of chefe tvvo textes of Scripture,fhould moft preuaile with you, 
to vvit,Exod.20.8. or Col.2.16.& this note alfo,that if this text 
Col.2.16,preuaile with you,then it muft eate out the very heart 
& bowels of the 4th Com.If you imbrace the text in eheir fenfe, 
tobe vnderftood of the 7th day vveekly Sabbaths: therefore 
beware what youdve:but if you vnderftand this text Col.2.16, 
onely of the yeerly Sabbaths, fuch as you reade of Leuit. 23.24. 
32.39.90 you may retaine textes ftill,& one Scripture fhall 
not fhoulder out another. | haue the rather incifted ypon this 
exte of theirs Col.2.16. becaufe it is their Mafter , chiefe, and

adly that you may the better iudge of thefe two textes Exod. 
20.8. & Col.2.16. note,that not thefe tvvo textes are compared 
together, as Scripture, vvith Scripture; but the colle&ion & ex- 


-pofition of one of thefe textes,is compared with,and fet againtt 


the other Text it felfezfor,as for the Text Exod.20.8.this com- 
mandeth the’ 7th day, vveekly Sabbath exprefly , in fo many 
words, with our colle&ion,or confequence,of ours:the 4th com. 
bath ever bene vnderftood of the 7th day & weeklySabbaths,by — 
allthe Prophets, & by him felfe , witnes their pra&tife: 
bur the Text, Col. 2. 16. doth not diflwad from the day 
weekly Sabbath , exprefly , and in fo many vvords ; but it muft 
be dravyne , haled, and vvrefted to the 7th day, weekly Sab- 
bath, ty feeble blind reafon , colle€tiones , & confequences : fo 


that vvhofoeuer doth imbrace the Texr,Col.2. 16, againft Gods 


Sabbaths, rather then the 4th Com. Exod. 20.8. for Gods Sab- 
baths ; he choofeth confequences before Scripture ; collections 


_ before Gods expreffe vvord ; and preferreth mans blind reafon, 


before Gods expreffe yyill and plefure: I defire the Cbriftian 
Reader, 
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Reader,to marke this laft paflage , vvich double and treble dili- 


gence: for in all my booke, there is hardly any thing of greater 
confequéce: the fumme vvhereof is this, tbat menes collections, 
reafons,& confequences,made out of fome text of {cripture,are 
not of that diuine nature & infallibility,that they fhould coun~ 
termand & ouerturne an exprefle Comandement of Almightie 
God. And this is the very cale, betvvixt my aduerlaries & mee: 
for, I bring an exprefle Commandement, for the Lords Sab- 
baths; and againft them, they bring nothing elfe, but their 
ovvne reafons, colleétions, & confequences ferchr out of this 

text,Col.2,17. & vnneceflarily fercht allo. 
Thus by the comparing of thefe two textes of Scripture to- 
ther, it appcareth to every eye, that whofoeuer refufeth 
the Lords Sabbaths, vpon that text Col. 2. 16. rather then em- 
braceth them, from this text Exod. 20. 8. hee preferreth weake 
& infufficient arguments, before able & ftrong arguments : 
the which whofoeuer doeth , after fufficient notice yes him, 
he bewraieth thar he loueth not Gods law in trueth of heart, && 
for it felfe , but out of by refpectes : for , by his preferring this 
weake text Col, 2. 16, before that Rrong text Exod. 20.8.he 
ouerturneth & rafeth tothe grownd , aparte of Gods law : & 
who can ouerthrow a parte of Gods law, & yet loue Gods 
law ? Suppole we thatthe Title of A Minifters Liuing , or of 
any mans Inheritance, were tobe tried , & he could fhew bur 
as good Euidence for it , asthe 4th com.is for the Lords Sab- 
baths ; thinke you he would feare toleefe the day, to one that 
eould fhevv no better Euidence , then is the text Colof. 2, 16. 
againft the Lords Sabbaths? no vndoubtedly: or,fuppofe we the 
Title of A Minifters liuing , or of any mans Inheritance , were 
to be tried , & there were 2. Kinds of Euidenceat his choife 
to pleade , the one as ftrong as the 4th comand, is for the Lords 
Sabbaths ; the other as weake as the text. Col, 2.16. is againft

plaine by this , that all people vvell nigh put all theire truft & 
confidence for the triall of this point, intheire AZ inifters faying ie.

For the 2d of thefe properties , to wite, bones#y(for I wil be- 
gine with the fecond) I grant it to be in our Minifters;be it they 
be all godly this is but one of the properties of 
a vvarrantable Teftimony, Neuerthelefle, becaufe many peo-

Thus youfee, that if a man hath knowledge of this trueth,& 
hath Honeftiealfo , yet ifhis goodvvill be wanting his opinion 
& iudgmentis ofnoworth : yet fratherl argue, if that a mans 
teftimony be worth lefle, for want of goodwill tothe caufe,when 
as he once by wifdome knovveth the trueth firft; then much 
more worth leffe is ir, when he was ftuffed witha preiudice of 
the point before he knew it,that is,when he had euill yvill to the 


point before he knew it:novv this is the cafe of our Minifters, a5 _ 


may be coniectured by the cdfideration of thofe 7.arguméts be- 


fore métioned: for at theire very firfthearfay of the point,before © 


they had read the booke, or ftudiedthe point , thes 


blockes appeared inftantly, to vvit, if they imbraceiir,there ful- — 
lovveth loffe of credit, lofle of liuing , & the reft; fo astheire 


minds are fo foreftalled yvith feares of the fe dangers , as they 


cannot 
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cannot regard vvhat they heare,nor vvhat they read ;their iud- 
gementis quite ouerthrevyne for the moft part : & in this cafe, 
fay that they reade the booke about the pointe , they reade ra- 
ther vvith a minde defiroufe to carpe & cavvillateuery thing, 
as ioyfull to make falfe, vvhat they feare to imbrace ; rather then 
to be further inlightened in the point, as I appeale to theire 
con(ciences, if I {ay not true of them : further, the trueth hereof 
appeareth, that theire minds & iudgements are foreftaled, 
againft this point, before they reade or ftudy the poinr : for, 
many Minifters , yeathe moft who neuer ftudied the point , no 
nor euer favv fo muchas the out fide of my former booke, yet 
at the firft hearefay of it, cry burne the booke, & the like + 
wherfore, if people fhall fay,I, but novv our Minifters haue bet- 
ter ftudied the point, they haue feene & redd his booke , & 
are yet as violent againft it as before &c. sid vvhat maruaile, 
feing they fet vpon readinge it, vvitha foreftaled opinion? 
they refqlued by reading it ,toget no good by it , but to fee 
vvhere it vvas vveake in theire conceit , & fotoblazethata 
broad:for they vvant that propertie of an alloyvable witnefle,to 
vvit, goodwill, | 

And vvhat though people fay,their Minifters are many, who 
are ofthe fame minde? for the opinions of 10000. of them, are 
not wortha rufh inthis cafe : the opinion of fome-one Minifter, 
who {peaketh for the.Lords Sabbath, with hazard to loofe his 
liuiag, and credit , with the reft,is moreto be efteemed and pri- 
z:d by the people I auowch it , then is the opinions of ro000, 
Minifters , who {peake againft the Lords Sabbaths , not darin 
to doe otherwife, for feare of lofle ofliuing , credit , and thoke 
other difcommodities forementioned ; the Teftimony of one 
Martyr, is of more worth,then of all his perfecutors:for the wit- 
nefle of thefe many, is to be fufpec&ted , tofpeake for their prof- 
fic rather then for a good confcience , but the witneffe of that 
one,is to be thought tofpeake rather for his con{cience, then for 
his profit. Wherefore if people vvil beled bythe iudgment of 
others rather then by themfelues ; or if they will leane any thing 
at all to otber mens iudgments, let them choole to follow the 
opinion of him that loofeth by his iudgment,ratherthenofthem . 
who makeagaine bytheiropinion 
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a That this point may be yet cleerer, fee what a power carnall _ 
feare hath ouera good conicience : in the dayes of Chrift, itis 
faied 12.42. NenertheleJe among the chiefe Rulers, many be. 
leened in him; but becaufe of the pharife they did not confefe him,let 
they fhould be caft out of the Synagogue : loe here what a carnal] 
feare vvill doe, it can make men afraide to {peake and confeffe, 
what they beleeue is a trueth! the feare of being excommunicat-— 
ed, made them that they durft not confeffe Chrift him felfe: 
| ) you know alfo , how {ome of the Martyres through feare , haue 
for a feafon denied the trueth: you know allo, how Peter, | 
through feare denied his Lord & Matfter, yea and forfwore him 
. too: wherefore , be it chat Minifters haue vvifedome & lerning | 
& doe know this trueth ; be it alfo , that they be godly & make 
con{cience ; why allthis may be , & yet of feare they may deny — 
Gods trueth when they doe know it; & alfomuch fooner, of 
feare they may refufe to learne to knovy this trueth, vvhen it 
is tendred them : for Peter knew Chrift , & Peter was a godly 
Minifter alfo , and made confcience : & fo the Martyres, & yet 
you e how farr feare to difpleafe men,& feare of damage may 
reuaile. 
| Theconfideration therfore, of thefe many ftumbling blockes_ 
ie a in the way of Minifters , whereof they cannot be ignorant, 
| 7 fhould me thinke ftrike them vvith a feare ,’ that they {peake 
partially and corruptly ,vvhen they {peake againft the Lords 
Sabbaths ; knowing how eafy a thing it is, for mens minds tobe 
foreftaled with a preiudice, when a point is tendred yntothem, 
attended with fo many difcommodities as this is; I wifhthey 
would ftay vpon the meditation of this point a while , that it 
: may doe them good, 
‘ Now as for people,fince they haue heard at large,how infuf- 
i ficient the opinion & iudgement of their Minifters is , vvhilft — 
: they {peake againft the Lords Sabbathes , if hereafcer they will 
ftill cleaue, vnto their judgments for the tryall of this trueth, 


they fhall their vnwillingneffe to be inftruéted in 
integrity & perfection of Gods Law, & confequently,that they 


loue not the Lavy of God in trueth. Yea, a vvorfe matter; they 
‘ bewray that they make Idoles of their Minifters, equalling them - 


ta God, 
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to God, if not aduancing them aboue God:for many pan 
zcaloufe profetfoures, doe fer more by what their Minifters ay, 
then by what God himfelfe faieth: for God faith exprefly in that 
Morall Law, Remember the Sabbath day to fanttify #. No faith 
the Minifter, you muft not Sandétify it: & to culler his {peech, 
he cales and mifcales it a ceremony & lewifh &c. now o thefe 
two, thatis, of God or the Minifter , who is obeied ¢ are not the 
Minifters words regarded, & Gods word neglected ? who cold 
thinke, that men profeffing godlineffe , fhould fo fleight their. 
God? 

Did men loue Gods Lavv, aboue gold and filuer , as Dawia 
did ; and did they account it as their inheritance , as Dawid did; 
they would neuer hazard the lofle of any portion of it , ypon 
-fuch fleity fhiftes as thefe,cofay our Minifters {peake againftit= 
And our Minifters fay it isa ceremony, && the like: vvhenthe 
Title of A mans Inheritance is inqueftion , be it that one Law- 
ver faith histitle is not good, yet the Heire will not fo reft in his 
iudgment,but he will try an other: & if an hundreth eet 
{hould tell him one after an other , that his Title is naught, ye 
ifamong themall, butfome one whom he thinketh an honeft 
man, fhould tell him his Title is found & good ; would not hee 
retaine him for his Counfailer, & cleaue vatohis iudgment? fo, 
if you were inlove withthe wayes and Lawes of God , though 
an hundreth Minifters fhould all {peak againft them , or againft 
any, branch or portion of them: you would reie& them all , ful~ 
pecting theire zeale, holineffe , & iadgments, that dare {peake 
againft any of Gods Lawes, & you would cleaue ynto that one, 
who {peaketh for God, & for his Lawes, 

There remaineth yet two vies more, tobe made of this ex- 
hortation,toloue Gods Law: the former is this ; is it fo, that 
thou doeft loue Gods Law, then thou vvilreuer more fide ir, . 
& take parte, not onely vvith fuch partes of Gods Lavy , as are 
alredyinfalliblie knowne vnto thee to be partes therof ; but al~ 
fo thou wilt take parte with fuch partes of Gods Lavy,as are but 
fulpected by common prefumptiones, to be partes of the fame: 
as if there be but probabilites , coniecturall hopes; & liklihoods 


of it: thus an Heire yyilidoe vvith his Inheritance ifany.man- 
fhall 
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fhall informe him after he is come to his Lands, that in all likeli. 
hood, fuch an Acre of Land is percell of his Inheritance, he vvill 
redily imbrace this nevvie, forthyvith he vvill ferch his Eui. 
dences, & hevvillto Counfaile vpon this intelligence, and if 
there remaine but a poffibility or probale liklihood that it may 
be his, he will to Law for it,&c.The cafe is a like,if a man be but | 
excequtor to his deceafed friéd,he will not onely vic meanes, for 
the gathering vp of {uch debtes , as in his owne knowledge, are _ 
owing ynto his deceafed friend , but alfo, if there be but a brui 
& rumor, that fuch a one oweth his friend a fome of mony, or if ° 
he can get but any inkling or notice of fuch a debt, though it be 
but a bare liklihood, he vvill forthvvith take parte that way, & 
vie all poflible meanes , to make it appeare to be a debt, and to 
bring it out of doubr, and queftion. 
Let vs apply this then ; the Lords Sabbaths on the Saturday, 
area parte of Gods lavv ,& plaine enough too if men had minds. 
to fee; but becaufe of theire ynwillingenefle tofide it vvith 
god,for his Sabbaths,therfore we muft heere {uppofe the matter 
doubtfull, vwhere no doubt is , & but probable , coniecturall, 
& likly = that Gods Sabbaths, are things probable, coniecturall, 
& likly to be in force,I thus make it good; 1.becaule they ftand 
vvritten & inrouled , among the Moralles ,in the Decalogue 
2. becaufe all the other 9, commandements, vvhich vvere de- 
juerd at the fame tyme, & in the fame manner, they all belong 
vnto vs ; & therfore it cannot be leffe then lykly , chat this fer 
Gods Sabbaths alfo, fhould belong vnto ys: elpecially fince 
alfo, they confeife that the other duties, of ret & holineffe, 
commanded at one breath vvith the Tyme of Gods Sabbath, & 
in the felf fame commandement,thefe belong ynto vs ; it cannot 
be then, but likly at the leaft, thatthe Tyme of Gods Sabbaths 
alfo fhould belong vnto vs: it vvere very ftrange that 9, of the 
ro.com, fhould defcend vnto vs ,& notthe vvhole 10. nay, 
more ftrange it is, that 9. & an halfe , or that 9. & the preatett 
parte of the roth fhould defcend vnto vs,& not all the ro. fully 
& compleatly;yet {uch ftrange ftuffe is deliuered ys novv,if vve 
vvil beleeue it : it isas if the kingdome of England , fhould | 
defcend to King (aries , vvith all the Shires, Counties , & 
| Citties, 
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Citties , faue London , or Norwich : 3. itis likly & probable 
thar the Lords Sabbaths are ours,becaule, they were once in the 
pofleffion of our Aunceftores,the primitiue C hurches,who kept 
the Saturday Sabbath , for 300. or 400, yeeres together after 
Chrifts Afcention, 4. there is fome probability in it, in thatfome 
oneman(as my felfe)doth ftand vp to defend the LordsSabbaths: 
let but any one man in a County,rile vp, & informe for theking, 
and forth vvith the Iudges of Affife will admit his information, 
and Counfaile fhall plead for the caufe : albeit the ludges, nor 
happely, hardly any in the whole County , doe know the matter 
to be (u , befids the Informer and one or tvvo more with him: fo 
then , the information by one fingle man , may make the matter 
probable and likly tobetrue. It isa cleerecafe then, that by 
common prefumptions , itis not lefle then likly , that the Satur- 
day Sabbath, is a parte of Gods Lavy belonging ynto ys. 

Is it {o,v vhat remaineth then , but that vve exhorte and per- 
{yvade men cucry vvhere, to fide it, and to take parte vyith this 
parte of Gods Lavy,touching Gods Sabbath, whenfoeuer it co- 
meth ynrotriall, or intocontrouercy;but never tooppole it ,or 
to take vp armesagainft it: tothis end, let me propound voto 
you fondry reafons and Motiues, as 1,the Law of God, with all 
the partes therof, are the Jnberitance of the Church Deut. 33.4. 
and fo David made it his Inheritance Plal. 119, i121. and our 
Church yvberof we are members , hath alfo taken this law, to 
be our Inheritance, as hath benefhowne : now a man were yn- 
naturall, if he yvould not fide it yvith him felfe , and take part 
in defence of that which is his owne ; the law of God, itis our 
owne, in afmuch as we haue a fhare in it as in a common Inhe- 
ritance, being we are members of the Church; yet behould 
hovv ynnaturall many men are, both Minifters, and people! 
if Gods Sabbaths come into queftion, they all forfake them, like 
as the Difciples did Chrift, when he vvas apprehended: nay 
vvorfe, they turne enemies vnto them, they nickname them 
reprochfully , and {mite them with the tounge, calling them 
luifh , & Iudaifme, and ceremonies, & fhaddowes : vvhy 
be itthat this parte of Gods law, touching his Sabbaths, be 


not certainly knowne ynto thee , to belong vnto thee, only

thou hbaft but fome probabilities , conie@&ures , 8 common 


prefumptions that it doth belong voto thee ; yet, if thou doeft 
not improue all thefe probable arguments , and manage thefe 
common conie@ures and prefumptiones , to the vimoft for god 
and forhis Sabbaths , ic bewraieth, thatthou art notfo faith 
full, in executing the vvill of thy god, as many Excecutors 
are in execution ef the vvill of theire deceafed friend : for they _ 
vvil omit no debt that they can haue any inkling of ; but thou 
baft notice of a debt of the Sabbath day, owing to god, and 
yet vvilt not fide it vvith god, nor improue thefe tidings to the 
vimoft, in behalfe of thy god. It bevvraieth allo, that thou 
takeft not Gods law to be thine Inheritance : for if thoudidf, 
thou couldeft nor fir ftill in filence, when chou balt notice 
brought thee,chat {ome mvitie and portion therot is vvrongful.y 
detained from thee. 

A 2d motiue is, becaufe a mans taking in vvith Gods Sab- 
baths, vvill declare him tobe a friend to the lavy of god ¢ eucry 
man would be efteemeda frend ynto Gods lavv: weil then, 
jet it appeare thou arte fo indecd and not in name only , by 
taking in with this parte of Gods layy , which commandeth the 
Saturday Sabbath: vie thy wites, imploy thy ftudy,thy toung, 
thy frends , and vvhat thou canft for the furtherance of this part 
of Godslavv , concerning his Sabbath: The Lords vth day 
Sabbath; it is loft, as vvas the yromans Groate luk : 15.8,!!.¢ 
had 10. groates, and hauing loft but one of the 10. flee neuer 
leaues {weeping and fecking till thee hath found it;fo fhould we 
for this one command. loft from the 10. ifa maw hath an 109, 
theepe, & loofeth but one of them (faith our Sauiour ) be 
leaueth the nynty and nyne in the vvildernefle , & goeth afur 
that one , vntill he find it Luk: 5, 4. fo fhould we takejmore 
painesand care & ftudy, to repaine this Command. touching 

the Lords Sabbaths , then after all the other nyne,andan halfe: 
but how can they be efteemed frends to Gods avy , vvho fide 
it, vvith thofe, that fide it againft Gods Sabbaths ?

thin thow{ands of gold:andi filer, 72. if therfore thou 
knoweft not the price and vvorth of Gods Law, & the Sabbaths 
therin commanded , learne igof Dasid wha knew the value of 
it, itis better then gold and filuer; yea, as good , as all riches 
put together, Pfs 14. fo man yvill be an gold & 
to filuer; be not thou then an enemy to Gods Sabbaths ; for they 
are better then thow{ands of gold and filuer, we may. beleene 
the Prophet Dauid: euery man vvill bea frend vnto riches, why 
be thou a frend then vnto Gods Sabbaths , for they areas good 
as all riches in tie vvorld, 
A 4th motiue to ftirt the vp to fide it with Gods Sabbaths, is 
be cauleisfo doeing, thou fhale fide it , & take parte with God 
himfelfe for the 7th day Sabbaths, they Gods ; and ther- 
tore, he calleth them his, faying , mine holy day, Mla. ¢8.13- and 
the 7th day is the Sabbatho; rhe Lord thy God, Exo,2e 10, & they 
are Gods becaufe God commanded them,Remember the Sabbath 
day ,Exod.20.§.wholoeuer therfore taketh parte with the Lords 
_ Sabbaths, hee taketh parte with God alfo, whofe thole Sabbaths 
are: itis vfuall vvithGod & man, to take that as done tothem 
felues , which is done tothat which by way of excellency they 
call theires : euery man vvould be glad totake parte vvita God 
(they fay ) al though it were againft all the world ; for God is 
ftrong eft, & wileft, & able to reward a man well for his paines, 
& his fauour isbetter then liefe; well then, ftand for Gods Sab- 
baths, for they are Gods, and fu thbu fhale takein with God, & 
fight vnder his Banner.But woe to that man that oppofeth Gods 
Sabbaths ; for as the other bewraieth him felfe to be a friend of 
Gods , fo this , bewraieth him felfe to be an enemy to God , and 
God wi] deftoy all bis fies. If this argument vvill not auaile 
withmenI know not what will; ifthey had rather take parte 
with men, againft God & that which is Gods; then with God & 
that which is Gods, againft men, then let them goe on; if it goe 
vvell with fuch, I fhall not care how Iliue hecre. Itis houlden 
good pollicy, to fide it with the ftrongeft , for my parte I know 
none ftronger then God, I will therfore fide it with him ; For

Sabbaths, now in controuercy , to be tried ; if they were called | 
mans Sabbaths , & of mans inftitution,then to oppofe them the 

danger were not fo great : Butthele Sabbaths are called'Gods 
Sabbaths , of his inftitution;therfore the Title here is not mans, © 
but Gods, the King of kings? here then take heed if euer thou 
tookeft heed hovy thou oppofe Gods Title: if a father haththe — 
Title of his land, in triall before the ludge , thoughthe baftard 
regardeth not whither he wine or loofe , becaufe he knoweth | 


_thathe fhall neuer inherit ; yet the true borne fonne , wifheth in 


his heart , that his fathers Title may haue the day, fo long ashe — 
feeththere is a probability that it is his fathers : Sodoubrleffe, 
euery true borne fonne of God,cannot but wifh from his heart, — 
that the Title of God his father, touching his Sabbaths may pre- 

uaile, rather then goe downe: but he that regardeth not which 


end goeth forward , as we fay , he bewraieth himfelfe tobeno — 


fonne, but a baftard; but he that not onely regardeth not which | 
end goeth forvvard,but vvhich is farre him(elfe 
enemy to his fathers Title , infomuch as he dareth with anim- 
pudent face difpute, and openly in Court plead againft, and in 
pulpit preach againft his fathers Title, what a one 2 bewraieth 
himfelfe to be,I haue no names bad enough ro giue him. | 
If an informer cometh into the Court , & informeth forthe 
King , albeit the Court knovveth not hovy he is able to make © 
good & proue his information, yet it being a matter probable, 
fecing it is the Kings caufe, both the Iud ge and all the Iuftices, 
euen the whole Court,doe countenance the caufe:vea & {fo farre 
forth take in vvith it, as that if it be poflible,fo as no iniuftice be 
done, nor any Lavv of the Realme thereby violated , he that in- 
formeth for the King , fhall haue the day , rather then a private 
fubiet ; and good reafon for it: Well , in the cafe of the Lords 
Sabbaths, informe for the King of kings, the King of heaven & 


earth ; it is novv the parte of all Gods Minifters, both f uperiour 
as

as Bifbops,& inferiour as common Preachers,totake inwith this 
caule ot Gods Sabbaths,as Gods caufe,their Lord & King;& to 
countenance it to their yemott ; yea, fo farre forth to backe it, de 
take part vvith it,as Gods Sabbaths may’ haue the da »if no law 
of God, nor text in Scripture, be thereby violated, asI dare 
pawne my life for it,there fhall not, If Minifters in rhe Church, 
both {uperiours and inferiours,doe not thus honour God before 
the people, by giuing his caufe the preeminence;the Magiftrates 
of the common weld , fhall rife vp in iadgement againft them, 
& condemne them. : 

I come now to the laft vfe of the point;ls it fo,that thou loueft 
the lavv of God ; then take vp a daily lamentation, for the lamc- 
nefle & imperfection of Gods lavv;for the vveekly violation of 
Gods 4thcom, and for the profanation of Gods Sabbaths; if we 
haue not Gods Law, inits integrity, and perfection , as we haue 
not, if vve vvant his Sabbath therein commanded,then haue vve 
but a lame & imperfect lavv ; and if the Saturday be Gods Sab- 
bath, as I haue fhovvne it is, and {hall further proue hereafter, 
then is the 4th com,vveekly broken,and Gods Sabbaths week- 
ly profaned. 

As Dauid hath bene our Prefident , fhevving vs hovv vve 
{hould loue Gods law ; folet him be our Prefident , to fhevy vs 
hovv vve fhould mourne for the violation & tranfgreffion of 
Gods Lavv : Mine eyes gufh ont (laieth he) with rimers of waters, 
becaufe they keepe not thy Law, Plal.r19.136. And againe, J /aw 
the tran{greffours , was grieued , kept not thy word, 
Plal.119.158. Itis a property then of aGodly man,to mourne, 
and to grieue, to fee Gods Lavvs tranfgreffed ; and the reafon 
of that his forrow & griefe, is becaufe he loueth Gods Law , as 
Dauid did: Oh then that all forts of people , would bevvra 
their loue to Gods Lavy, by their forrow of heart,to fee it riel- 
grelfed weekly,in the profanation of Gods Sabbaths?Againe, & 
doeft thou indeed loue the Lavy of God ? how canftthou but 
take it to heart , to fee this holy and Diuine Lavy of thy God fo 
mangled defaced, folame & imperfeét,as in thefe dayes it is, 
in all Chriftian Churches? It is , and ever hath bene, a {peciall 
fauour of God, to betruft any Nation or people, vvith his — 
an

and Oracles ; aswe may {ce it in Rom. 3.1.2. Woat is the prefer« 
ment of the lew? much emery way, for chiefly, because vnto them 
were of credit committed the Oracles of God. Where the Apoftle 
counteth it, 4 preferment of the lew ; and the chsefe preferment — 
to haue the word of God committed vntotheir cuftodie: andit _ 
is reported of them, that they baue bene cucr very faithfull, in 
keeping the lecter of the text vncorrupted. Among all Nations 


_ and people it hath plealed Almightie God , topreferr this out 


Engitth Nation with this chiefe preferment, and to be truft ¥s 
with che cuftodie of his word and Oracles , thole 10 Comman- 
dements, wrote with his owne finger : our Churchis now be- 
come the receptacle and Hon{e of Ged,’ wherin he bath laid vp | 
his word, for its confecuation ; itis the grownd and pillar,tolup- 
porte and beare vp chis crueth, as Paul.caleth it, 1, Tim, 3./5. — 
bath God , thus in {peciall fauour to our Nation, preferred vs — 
aboue many Nations, and that vvith his chiefe preferment, to — 
betruft vs, vvith the cuftody of his Law and Oracles; and {hall — 
we prouc to vnfsithfull to him,as to take care but of fome pee- 
ces of thefe Oracles onely? Wat N ation (laith Mofes)is fo greate, | 

that hath ordinances & Lawes, forighteou{e,as all this Law, which |

Irft of all,a word or tyvo touching the name Lords day: It is 
to be obferued,that this name Lords day, the which we now 

put vpon our Sunday,or firft day of the weeke ; yea vpon euery 

S nday, and vpon cuery firft day of the yveeke, it is not found 

to be fo vfed inthe Scriptures : that is, itis not found in the 

Scriptures, that euery Sunday in a yeere was-called Lords day: 

For all the iiij Euangelifts, Mathew, Marke, Luke,and Jobn,yea 

& S. Panlalfo, they neuer called our Sunday, or firft day of the 

vveeke, Lords day ; for, they ever called it, the firft day of the 


vveeke,by it old name,fee Mat.28.1, Mark,16.2.9.Luk.24,7, 


loh,20.1,19. Aétor.20.7. 1.Cor.16.2, Onely once it is found 
Seo per be called Lords day,but it was long Arft,as by S$ John 
Reuel, 1.10. fo the oddes is 8 to one ; for our Sunday,is found 
tobecalled § times,the firft day of the yveeke, for once called 
The knovvledge of this point may be vfefull vnto vs thefe 
vvrayes; firft, is it fo,that our Sunday had no nevv name put vpon 
it by none of the Enangelifts,but that it vvas frequétly called the 
firft day of the yveeke ftill, by its old name, & that after Chrift | 
his relurrection ; Then is it a matter very likly & probable,that 
this day had no new inftitution or ordination, but that it | 
ned after Chrift his relurreétion , as it vvas before his refurré 
ion, in its old nature till, that is,to be a vyorking day ftill,as 
it was before:For it is very likely,that if the old nature and vie 
of the day had bene changed, that the old name alfo would have 
bene changed,and a nevvy name put vpon it.If this name Lords 
day,had betokened any change of the vfe of this day,fromcom- 
mon vie yntoan holy vfe,in memory of Chrift his refurrection, 
me thinke fome of the 4 Euangelifts vyould hane faid fome fuch 
like thing; and fome of them vvould in token thereof, have al- 
tered the name of the day, and calledit Lords day. > but for fo 
much as the Euangelifts (who doe laroly,& euery one of them, 
fet forth the Lords refurrection) haue neverthemore , either. 
{pake any thing,any of them touching the change of the day,in 
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memory of the refurreAion ; no nor fo much as giuen itthe 
nevy name Lords day ; but conftantly all of them apreeing ,in 
retaining its old name ftill; it isa thing very likly, that they 
knew nothing of the alteration or change of the day atall : It is 
moft probable therefore , that our Sunday or Lords day., was'a 
working day, in the dayes of the4 Evangelitts, efter Cheift his: 
Refurrection,and at that time, when they wrote their Golpels, 
2dly,but fuppole we for argument fake,that this name Lords 
day , had fome fecret virtue in it (as the patrones of it would 
make vs beleeue) to betoken, that the day fo named, muft needs 
be a Sabbath day ; yer it followeth not, thateuery of our Sun- 
dayes, and euery firft day ofthe weeke, muft be kept for a Sab- 
bath day; for,it is not found in the Apoftles times, that they cal- 
led euery Sunday, Lords day, as we doe ; for they , the moftof 
them, neuer named our Sunday,Lords day, but ftill calledit,by 
its old name, the firft day of the weeke ; yea, § times ig was called 
by its old name,the firft day of the weeke,to once the Lords day: 
_ Wherefore, it is likly, that this Sunday was kept for a Sabbath, 
not conftantly, but feldome, as namely, vpon fome one firft day 
of the yveeke or other, once in a quarterior halfe a yeere, or 
once in a yeere,or the like: fo often as it can be proued,that our 
Sanday, was called Lords day ; fo often it poflibly may be , that 
our Sunday mutt be kept for a Sabbath, && not ofter: now I fup- 
pole , it will trouble the patrons of this weekly Lords day Sab- 
bath , to prouc, that euer there was any more Sundayes called 
Lords day, then one in a yeere onely : fo then, the moft that can 
be made of this name Lords day, is to vrge the people to keepe 
it for a Sabbath day, once in a yeere onely, What iniury then is 
done to the people,to caufe them torefraine the workes of their 
calling, on euery Sunday throughout the yeere; and that ynder 
this pretenfe that euery Sunday in the yeere is the Lords day, 
& fo a Sabbath day ? let thisbethoughton,, 
Secondly as touching the name of the day ; Tris to be obfer. 
ued , that our Sunday is no where in all the. New Teftamentr 


named Sabbath day: -butitiseuer called, eitherthe/firhdayof 


the weeke , or the Lords day : Yea, S. Mathew , doth plaialy 
diftinguith betwixt the Sabbath day , and the firft day ofthe 
X 2 weeke; 
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weeke ; as being the onethe day before the other; theone vpon — 
the Saturday, the other vpon the Sunday. Now inthe endof 
of the Sabbath, when the firft day of the weeke begane to dawne, &e, 


‘Mat. 28. 7. the fame doth $. Mark alfo ; nd when ithe Sab- 
‘bath day was paft, cre. they bought {weete oyttments, and 


evly in the morning, the firft day of the weeke, they came to the Sepnl- 
Cre. is plaine alfo, by 
23.56. Luk,24.1. and by S.lohn, Ioh.19. 31. Toh.20. 1. fothen 
the Sabbath day, was the day before our Sunday , or firft day of 
the weeke, 
- -'Theknowledge® of this point, bewraieth the errour of our 
Minifters, in calling our Lords day, and firft day of the wecke; 
Sabbath day : this their practife is all together growndleffe : for 
none of the Apoftles euer called the Lord. day Sabbath day: no, 
they did as'yow fee proued, diftinguifh betwene the Lords 
day, and the Sabbath day, as being the one , the day after the 
other, . 
Nay they are much departed from the praétife of the Apoftles 
and Euangelifts; forthey called our Saturday , the day before 
our Lords day , Sabbath day; but many of our Minifters , who 
vvill be thought to follovv the Apoftles in keeping the Lords — 
day fora Sabbath, yer will not follow them in calling our Satur- 
day ,Sabbath day: if they will imitate the Apoftles, and Apoftal- 
licall times in one thing, why fhould they not imitate them in 
an other ? ifthe practife of the Apoftles doth binde vs, as they 
teach ; then vwhy doethcy not cale our Saturday , Sabbath day, 
fince that vvas the praGtife of the Apoftlestwhy is not Saturday 
honoured vvith that proper name which doth 'belong vnto it? 
why doe they deceipttully robb the Saturday, of its honoura- 
ble name Sabbath day , and put it vpon the Lords day? the very 
Papifts fhew more fidelity in this point,then we Proteftants;for 
they imitate the Apoftolike times, and to this day, they call Sa- 
turday, dies Sabbaths, and, Sabbathum , that is , Sabbath day, as 
did the Apoftles: wherefore , if we vvill doe as the Apoftles did, 
vve muft call Saturday , Sabbath day, and if vvevvill not be 
worle then Papi/ts, muftcall‘our Saturday , Sabbath day 
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“Sometimes vve vvill borrow light, from the primitiae Church- 
es; vybyreade the Ecclefiafticall Hiftories , for 300, yeers & 
more hu Chrift; and you fhall find them calling our Satur- 
day , the day before our Lords day, Sabbath day, conftantly : 
how cometh it about then , thatour times are fo fart denegera- 
ted from the primitiue churches,that ¢ve abhorre tocail the Sa- 
turday, Sabbath day ? and inftead thereof, the Lordsday mutt 
be called Sabbath day: thismevv Chriftening or new naminge 
of dayes, is a nouill thing» it isa nouelty of late inuention, 

2. The knowledge of this point , may proue profhitable to 
common people , for their direction , inreading ofthe Scrip- 
rures, both es the Old & New Teftamenr; for often times they 
(hall in reading meet with this name Sabbath day : Now they 
muftbe carefull which day of the weeke to apply it ynto, elfea. 
foule errour is committed,albeit hirherto men baue not thought 
fo : by the name Sabbath day is meant our Saturday, as you foe 
it proued by all the 4 Euangelifts aboue mentioned ; and as is 
- plaine by the practile of the primitinue Church for 300 yeers and 
more afcer Chrift : ywherefore when you meete vvith the name 
Sabbath day, as in IGi, 8,143. Nehem. 13.18, AG. 13.14.42. 
44. A&.16.13. A&,17,2, and A&,1$.4. You muft ynderftand 
it of Saturday; and not of Sunday,or the Lords day, vvhich wee 
novv call, and mifcall Sabbath day : it is ftrange rofee how 
ignorant people are in this point ; for they make no difference 
betwixt Sabbath day, and Lords day , but take them for the 
fame,when as Sabbath day , is on the 7th day, and Lords day,is 
on the 8th day : hence is their errour,that when they reade any 
of thofe forementioned Scriptures,they apply them to theLords 
day; as if in Efaias,andin Nebemiahs times, the Lords day,had . 
bene then in vfe fora Sabbath; yvhat a monftroufe errour is 
this? againe, when they reade the 4th com, Exod. 20,8, which 
fpeaketh of the Sabbath day, they here againe ignorantly ynder- 
ftand by Sabbath day,the Lords day oan yetthat was on the 7th 
day of the vveeke,and this is on the 8th day of the yyveeke;as if 
the Lords day , had bene in vfe for a Sabbath day , in AZofes his 
time, and at the giuing of the lavv : but let this alredy faid, be 
enough to reforme this efrour for time to come; you fee all che 
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4 Euangelitts after Chrifts re{urrection , calling the day before. 
our Sunday or firft day of the vveeke , vvhich Is Saturday , the 
Sabbath day ; vvherefore if here after, your Minifters vvill mif- 
apply the 4th com.to the Lords day, beleeue them not : for you 
fee allthe 4 Euangelifts call Saturday , the Sabkath day ; nor 
Lords day,the Sabbath day; and the 4th com. is for that day on- 
ly , which is named Sabbath day , as you may fee by reading ir. 
The rather this is to be noted, becaufe {uch a miftake of one day 
for an other, in a bond, may forfeit your bond;as in cafe throu 
a miftake , you carry your money in the 8th day of the todsieth 
when it is due onthe 7th day of the moneth: now the 4th com, 
is a bend,wherein man ftands bound vnto God,to pay his diuine 
feruice, on the 7th day of the weeke, but if he delaies vntill the 
Sth day, I dare affure him that he hath forfeited vvith God,and 
broken the bond of the 4th comm: For this bond is not due and 
payable on the 8th but on the 7th day. Looke to it,as you vvill, 
Thus much for the name, now we come to the thing and que- 
ftion it felfe. 
For the better {caning of this point, whither the Lords day,be 
a Sabbath day or not, by Gods ordinance, I purpofe to handle 2 
maine queftions: the one is whither euery firft day of the weeke, 
euery Sunday , & euery Lords day , be a Sabbath day or not: 
Co here, & hereafter ,1 purpofe to let it goe for granted them 
or argument fake, that euery Sunday is & may be called Lords 
day , vwhich yet can neuer as you haue feene be proued by the 
Scriptures: ) the other is, whither any one Sunday , firft day of 
the vveeke, or Lords day , be a Sabbath day or not. Touching 


which queftions, let it be obferued,and I dare fay it,that Papifts 


can fay as much out of the Scriptures, in defence of that Fable,of 
the Fyer in Purgatory ;as can be faidin defence of the Lords 
day, to be a Sabbath day, | 
Touching the former queftion, that euery Lords day muft 
be a Sabbath day conftantly;ifthey cannot proue this conftancy, 
that euery Sun ay muft be a Sabbath day; then it vvill follovv, 
that we are not now tied to keepe a Sabbath once euery weeke, 
but onely fometimes ; as once in aquarter of a yeere, or halfe a 


yeere 
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yeere, or once in a yeere,or the like, and fo the life and foule‘of 
this nevy Sabbath ,is extinguifhed and as good as vanifhed.. 
That it may appeare , vvhat they can make good this vvay » I 
vvill produce you all their textes of Scripture , out of vvhich 
they muft proue this point if it can be proued ; and if ie fhall 
appeare, that none of thole Scriptures vvill afforde any ground, 
for a conftant vveekly Sabbath, then you vvill fay with me, that 
they goe groundlefly to vvorke,when they vrge aconftant kee- 
ping of the Lords day. |

~Afecond Text they haue & it is, Reuel. 1,10, J was inthe 
Sprivit on the Lords day: tothis Text l anfwer , admit for argu- 
ment fake, that this Lords day , whereon S.lohn receiued bis 
Reuelation , vvere a Sabbath day , and that this name Lords 
day, did impley fomuch; yet can it not be proued from hence 
that euery Sunday, and euery firftday of the weeke, was a Sab- 
bath day : all that can be gathered out of this Text, isbut to. 
proue one day a Sabbath day , and namely that one day , which 
vvas called Lords day, inthis Text: (if it could be certainly 
found out which day of the weeke it was.)

A fourth text they hauc and that is, A&, 2, vwhere, vpon the 
day of Pentecoft, Peter preached,and conuerted 3000 foules,&c¢, 
To this Text I anfyver as before,admite this day muft needs be 
a Sabbath day, becaufe here vvas a Sermon in it,yet vyhat is this 
fora conftancy, & for a continued practifed it doth not follovv, 
that becaule Peter preached this one time here wpé pentetoft day, 
thar therfore he preached euery Lords day , & euery Sunday, or 
Firft day of the vveeke after, vveekly: can it be fhowne vvhere 
Peter preached the next Lords day,or Sunday , after this day of 
pentecoft? or can itbe fhovyne , chat euer Peter preached any 
vvhere, andat anytime, tyvife together , vpon tyvo Lords 
dayes immediatly fucceding one an other ? for it is not enough 
to fhevy that he preached once onely , & vpon one Lords day; 
but he that vvill prouc aconfticy,muft prone a vveckly pracile, 
Sunday after Sunday , day by day, All that can be gathered 
from Peters Example, isbutthis, that yve preach and heare a 
Sermon once in a yeere,at Penteco/t day,that is on Wait Sunday:

Thus hive anfwered all their textes , and yet no conftant 
continued practife of the Lords day , appeareth: But happily 


- they may thinke, thit albeit none of thele textes & examples, 


will finglic & alone prouwe the conftancy , yet ifall be put roge- 
ther they may prouc it: well,we will doe them no wrong,let vs 
joyne them allrogether then: we will begin at the day of Chrift 
his this is the tirft fuppofed new $ibbath day,Toh, 
20.1.19. and ypon this day , Chritt appeared to his Difciples: 
but we reade not of any other Lords day, afcer that , wherein 
was any Sabbath day dueties done, varill Pentecoff, A&.2.1 Ke. 
which was about daies, afcerthe refurreAion day: fo then 
here was no continued practile ; for we reade not ee any thing 
done here for fixe weekes ,or fixe Lords daies together. 

2. The next day luppofed for a Sabbath day, is that firft day 
of the vveeke, wherein Paul preached till midnight at Treas, 
A@.20.7, Now we are to ferch how long this fermon of Paul 
at Troas, was preached after the fermon of Peter, at Ierufalem, 
on Pentecoft day , whither Pauls fermon were the next Lords 
day, after Pentecoft day,or not: For this end, we muft note, that 
Paul was no preacher at-Chrifts death, nor at Pentecoft neither, — 
which vvas 7 vveekes after Chrifts death : for Paul made ha- 
vocke of the Church, Act.7.58. Act.o.1, long after Pentecoft 
day ;‘and it is holden , that Paul was not conuerted , till rhe 3d 
after Chrifts afcention : now after his conuerfion,it was at 

yeeres before he went to lerufalem, Gal.1.18.Gal.2-1. 
now in this his latter iourncy to lerufalem,Gal.2.1.1 {uppole it 
was, when he wvent vp about the difference of Circumcifion, 
Act.1§.2. whichbeing determined, he returned, and ir his re- 
tutne he deliuered the Decrees of the Apoftles , to feuerall 
Churches where he came,Act.16.4. and fo as he went along he 
preached,as at Philipps, A&16.12.1 3. and at The/flonica, AQ. 
17.1.2, and at Corinth, A&.18.1.4. and atlaft he came to Troas 
where he preached this fermon , of which we doe inquire Ac. 
20.7. So then,count thele,& it will be found about a matter of 
s7.yeeres difference, betyvixt the fermon of Peter at Pentecott, 
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and the fermon of Paul at Troas: vvhere then is che conftancy 
of the Lords day api , vyben vve can finde none kept fur 4 
matier of 7.yeeres tog ther ? | 

The 3d text wherein is mention of our new Sabbath , itis 
1.Cor.16,.2, vvhere Paul ordeined a collection, to be made on 
the firft day of the vveeke &c. Novv how many weekes , mo- 
netis,or yeeres, this collection was ordeined, after Pauls fermon 
at Troas,Act,20.7. | cannot tell; nor canthey proue,that it was 
the next Lords day after the fermon Paul preached at Troastto 
then, as yet there can no conftant vveekly Sabbath be proued. 
The text is where S.lohn receiued a reuelation 
on th: Lords day; now how many yeeres difference there was, 
the ordination for that Collection for the poere,r Cor. 
16,2. and S.fohns Reuelation , | know not; neither can they 
prove I prefume, that it was onthe next Lords day after thas» 
Collection, So ftill there appeareth no conftant and weekly ce- 
lebracion cf the Lords day ; let their textes be confidered this 
way,or that vvay. | 

Whereas they talke fo much of the conftant practife of the 
Apoftles,this I dare auowch, that it cannot be (howne,that ever 
Peter , or Paul, or any other of the Apoftles of Chrift , did euer 
preach any {ermons, vpon tvvo Lords dayes , immediatly fol- 
lowing one an other: Nay yvhichis more,it cannot be fhovyne, 
that any one Apoftle, did euer preach tvvile in all his hfe time, 
vpon the Lords day; nay, yvhich is yet more, it can not be 
{hovvne, that all the Apoftles , pat them all together, did euer 
among them all,preach tvvo Lords dayes together,oné after an 
other. Who that confidereth thefe things,could be fo blinded,as 
to thinke this Lords day , can be eftablifhed & proued tobe a 
weekly Sabbath, from the Apoftles practife? furely,he chat cele. . 
brateth a weekly Sabbath on the Lords day, as he hath no com- 
mandement for it from Chrift in the new Teftament,fohe hath 
not fo myich as the vveekly practife of rhe Apoftles, for bis war- 
rant, 

But my Brethren, ifyou vvill yvalke, in a vvarrantable vvay, 
vvherein you fhall haue both an expreffe commandement ftom 


God, and alfo the yveekly and conftant practife of the Aptian 
| then 
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then forfake the Lords day,the Sunday Sabbath : and keepe the - 
Sabbath day, the Saturday Sabbath : for, for it, you haue the 4th 
com. exprefly : and then for practife of the Apoftles, be pleafed 
but to pervfe thefe rextes of Scripture, and you fhall find the 
Apoftles conftantly keeping the Sabbath day, fee A&.13.14,42, | 
44. A&.16.13.. A&.17.2. & A&,18.4. and this was all after 
Chrift his refurrection : Now iudgethou that readeft , whither 
the practife of the Lords day weekly, or the practile of the Sab- 
bath day weekly , be more foundly proued , and follow the ber- 
ter; Be no more children, wamering CF carried about with enery wind 
of doctrine, bythe deceit of men, and with craftine/fe, whereby they 
lay in waite to deceine,Eph.4.14. But, try all things,and keepe that 
which 1s good, 1. Thefl.5.21. 

Furthermore, whereas it is fuppofed,that this Lords day was 
kept conftantly for A Sabbath ; I will giue inftance to the con- 
trary ; of all Lords dayes that euer were, that firft Lords day, 
wherein Chrift rofe from the dead , and then appeared ynto his 


Difciples, that Lords day was the moft eminent and chiefe ; for 


from this day, all after Lords dayes take their name & excellen- 
cy ;this being the fubftance as it were , and all others but fhad- 
dowes & reffemblances of this : for on this firft Lords day,was — 
the worke of the Refurrection performed, & not on the others: 
of all Coronation dayes in the Kings reigne,none is fo properly 
called Coronation day, nor fo excellent & ioyfull, as is the firft 
Coronation day , in which the Crowne is fet vpon the Kings 
head: Many keepe their Marriage dayes, but of them all, none 
isto excellent and fo folemnly kept,as is the firft Marriage day, 
wherein the Bride & Bridgrome were ioyned together : euen 
foit Is betweene the firft Lords day,and other Lords dayes fol- 
lowing after it : The difference is , as the body from the thad- 
dow; and as the life from the picture ; if therefore fhail fhevy 
that this firft Lords day , yvas not kept as a Sabbath day , itis 
more then if I fhould thevy that 20 Lords davest were 
omitted in the Apoftles dayes, after Chrifts aicention. Further, 
if I thall fhevy , thar Chrift himfelfe ,and his Difciples, whilft 


hee vvas on earth, and réfident vvith his Church, did not keepe 
this firft & moft eminent Lords 
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day ;whothen yvillimagine, _ 
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that thele Difciples of Chritt , and this Churel’, yvould keepe 
the Lords day a Sabbath, after Chrifts departure from them, & 
a(cention into heauen ? for vndoubtedly,the Church would imi- 
‘tate Chrift, & follovy his example; looke yvhat they faw him 
doe, whilft he was on earth vvith chem, the fame vvould t 
doe, after he was departed from them : follow me (faith Paul)as 
I follow Carift, 1.Cor.it.1. | 

Novy I fhevve that this firft Lords day , vvas not kept asa 
Sabbath and Refting day: becaule it vvas vied fora traxailing 
day : for this fee, Luk, 24. 1.13. vvhere you haae men- 
tion , of rwo of Carifts Difciples , vyho trauailed vpon this firft 
Lords day, whereon Chrift rofe, a matter of 15 myles: and this 
I make good thus, they went from Ierafalem, for there the Dif- 
ciples were refident, v.9. and they trauailed to Emmaus which 
Towne wvas threefcore furlongs ; fromTerufalent, asthe Text 
faith, v.12.novv 8. furlongs make a myle; fo then 6o.farlongs, 
make Seauen myles and an halfe : this done , they returned the 
fame day, backe againe tolerufalem, v. 33. vvhich is feauen 
myles & an halfe more ; fo add thele together, && they trauailed 
that day, fiftene myles: iteannot be thought-that thefe {pent 
lefle time,then all the vvhole after noone of this firft Lords day, 


in omnes i for tvvo myles an hovvre , isan ordenary tra- 
nailers pafe, fo that fiftene mylescoft them neere 8, hovvres 
vvorke. 


Novy can it be thought , that thefe two of Chrifts Difciples, 
vvould haue made this day , of all dayes inthe yeere,a trauail- 
ing day , if the Church of Chrift had folemnized this day as a 
Sabbath day, atIerufalem? thefe rwo , vvere two of Chrifts 
Difciples & follovvers, ywherefore they yvould haue laid a fide 
al! vvorkes, that they might vvithioyfulneffe haue folemnized 
this day, in a moft thankfull remembrance of Chrifts refur. 
retio,if any fame or report they had heard at Ierufalem,before 
they came forth , that this day fhould haue bene celebrated for 
a Sabbath , in memory of the Refurreétion of their Lord and 
Mafter: Chrifts Difciples vvere fad, and forrovvfull men novv, 
for the death & loffe of theit Lord & Mafter,Mark.16.10.Luk. 
24. 17. hovy therfore vyould they haue fheyved all tokens of” 
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joy & thank fulneffe, for his reftoring to life againe, by celebra- 


ting a Sabbath, if they had knovvne of any ? Betids, thefe tvvo 
vvere religioufe & deuout men, or elle they vvere L-ypocrites 
novv vvhitherfocuer thcy vvere, bad they but heard any rumor 
at Jerufalem, that morning before they came forth, that this 
day prefent , {hould be folemnized by the Church of Chrift, for 
the firft Chriftian Sabbath of all fucceeding generations; & that 
they fhould leade the yvay, and fet a patternc to all fullovving 
gancrations,doubtleffe they vvould for this day, haue laide afide 
all iourneys : Further , the Church of Chrifts Difciples, vvere 
nt fomany then, but that tvvo men might be mifled, if ablene 
from the Chamber yvhere they mett; novy if they vvere truely 
rcligioufe,then vyould they not haue bene abfent from the Ccn- 
erepation of the Saints, fo in loue they vvere vvithfuch Aflem- 
blies,if they had knovyne of any : if they vvere hypocrites, they 
vvould not haue bene abfent at fuch a time, tor their credit 
fake,leaft they fhould be pointed at for it : all vyhich,laid toge- 
ther, declare plainly , that they knevv not of any Sabbath to be 
kept that day; nor that it vvas knovvne to the refidue of the. 
Difciples at Icrufalem ; for then they fhould haue heard of it - 
trom them,by a common reporte,like as they heard before they 
came forth , of all other things, that had happened on that day, 
fee v.22.23.24. So much for the trauailing of the tvvo Dilcl- 
ples, on the Lords day. 
But happily the Patrones of ournevy Sabbath , vvill plead, 
that this trauaile might be fome vvorke of neceflity & charity, 
& fo a Sabbath dayes vvorke, To vvhom I anfvver, that {ure 
am the text giueth nofuch light: a Sabbath dayes iourney in 
common eftimation is but tyyo myles, Act.1,12.but this ts much 
more then a Sabbath dayes iourney , forit yvas 15 myles: but 
{uppofe they could proue , that this trauaile, yvas {ome vvorke 
of neceflity &c. yet vve knovy that as they vvent to Emmaus,to 
they returned backe againe that night: novv be it that there was 
neceflity fur their goeing forth to Emmausthat day; yer, vwhat 
likelihood vvas there , of any neceffity , for them tocome backe 
againe feauen myles & anhalfe to Jerufalem , on the fame day? 
nugbethey not haue tarried at Emmaus, till the next day? 
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I come novv to fhevy, hovv Chrift himfelfe made this firft 
Lords day , a trauailing day : for firft of all after he role, he ap- 
peared ynto Mary ae. Mark. 16.9. Secondly, he appea- 
red ynto tvvo Difciples as they trauailed to Emmaus Mark. 
16.12. and here , he trauailed from Ierufalem, vnto Emmaus, 
vvith the tvvo Difciples,Luk. 24.13.41 5.28.29.30,and this was 
(cauen myles & an halfe , as hath bene counted : Furthermore, 
that he might fhevy himfelfe, vnto the refidue of the Difciples, 
the fame ai he trauailed backe againe ro Ierufalem, Luk,24. 
33.36. Mark.16,14. Toh,20. 19. and this his iourney vvas fea- 
uen myles and an halfe more;fo here you (ee our Sauiour Chrift 
made this day atrauailing day allo, by iournying from place to 
place, 7 or 8 myles at atime: Novv vvho could thinke this 
Lords day ,to be kept by Chrift for a Sabbath day, when he 
made it his trauailing day? | 

Furthermore, let it be obferued that a Sabbath vvas by the 
lavy tobe kept in & with holy Congregations & eA ffemblies, Le- 
uit. 23.2.3. & accordingly it was Chrift his manner, euermore 
on the Sabbath dayes,to be in the Congregationamong the peo~ 
ple of God,as we reade Luk.4,16..And he came to Nazareth,and, 
as his custome was, went into the Synagogue on the Sabbath day, & 
ftood up to read Gc, So then, it was a cuftomary thing with 
Chrift, on the Sabbath dayes , to be teaching inthe Affemblies: 
but loe,on this Lords day,hee was in the fields, trauailing too & 
tro : & fomtimes he was im the company of two ofhis Difciples, 
and fomtime all alone , Luk,24.31. and he came not into the 
ailemblie of his Difciples,vntill neere night, loh.20,19. Novy 
Chrift being the Shepheard & Minifter , where fhould he haue 
bene , but in the affemblie of his Difciples all that day, teaching 
them,& preaching vnto them, if it had bene a Sabbath day? but 
loe,the flocke was {cattered,fome of the Difciples were at Ieru- 
falem; other fome were trauailing to Emmaus ; and Chrift the 
Paftour of the tlocke, hecame not amongft them yntillthe Eue- 
ning, bat was in the fields trauailing hither and thither: was this 
Lords day, kept like a Sabbath, by this Chriftiam Church? iudge 
thou that readeft, 

Ititbefaid, that Chrift did inftrué thofe two Difciples, in 
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trauailing to Emmaus, and therefore it was a Sabbath duety : | 
an {wer , what did Chrift doe more here , then Phillip did to the 
Eunuch ina trauailing day ? the Eunuch riding in his charrer, 
did not Phillip inftruct him? fee AQ.8.27.28.35. and muft this 
day be therefore a Sabbath day? yea,woat did Chrift more heere 
to thefe two Dilciples , then he did on euery day of the weeke, 
for 40 dayes together,to all the Apoftles together, {lee Act.1.3, 
and muftall thele 40 dayes therefore be Sabbaths ? and thele 
inftructions, Sabbath dueties? there isno more likelihood, that 
thefe fhould be Sabbath dueties , then there is to fuppofe ira 
Sabbath duety , to fee a man fit ftill, and reft him for an hovyre 
or tvvoona working day;e{pecially if during that time be dieh 
but read a Chapter in the Bible, orthe like, Furthermore,can it 
be thoughr,that Chrift who vvas the Paftor of the flocke,would 
{pend his Sabbath day, in teaching tvvo of the fheepecfibe 
flocke onely neglecting the refidue? for,he came not among the 
vvhole flock aflembled together, vnrtill neere night, Ioh.20,19. 
Luk.2}.29.33. Wherefore, Chrift kept not this Lords day , a 
Sabbath, vvith the aflemblie,and congregation of his Dilciples, 
and can it then be thotight, he keptit vvithtvvo men bdnely? 
Loe , this is the Lords day , yvbich our nevv Sabbatbarians, 
vyould haue for a Sabbath; and you lee Chrift the Lord of it, 
trauailed roo & fro, hither & thither vpon it; you fee allo hovy 
the Dilciples of Chrift,trauailed out & home 1s myles vpon if 
yea,and Chrift,the Lord of this nevy Sabbath, ooking on them, 
vvithout checke ; nay vvhich is more , countenancing of them 
therein; for he iuftitied them, by his ovyne like practile,he tra- 

uailing along vvith them, Luk. 24.15, | 
vvouid aske a queftionhere , of our nevv Sabbauharsans, 
whichis this; May not we Chriftians , fafely rrauaile vpon the 
Lords day,titene, or twenty myles, more or lefle, about the of- 
denary affaires of our callings , without feruple of confcienct! 
Paul faith that we fhould follow bim , as he followed Chrif, 
Now fuer Liam, the Dilciples of Chritt, trauailed 
vpon the Lords day , and if therein they followed not Chrift, 
yet they vvent together yvith him, ywhich is as good ; for be ch 
Chrift , aad they, trauailed on the Lords day to Emmaus : et: 
roca 
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shen may not we trataileon the Lords day alfo? may we not 
‘mitate our Sauiour Chrift ¢ and muft vve make more con- 
{cience of the Lords day, then Chrifts owne Difciples did, who 
avere taught by Chrift himfelfe? what needlefle,and nice ftridt- 
nefle , js our times falne into? our Church makes confcience, 
where the Church of Chrift,whoinioyed Chrifts corporall pre- 
fence,made none. 

Furthermore , that we may breake the backe of this nevy 
Sabbaths conftancy ; will proue vato you, that this firft, and 
moft famoufe Lords day, that euer was, was not kept for a Sab- 
bath, by the Church of Chrift then liuing with Chrift: my firft 
argument is, becaufe the Minifter and people , Chrift and his. 
Church, did not affemble on the Lords day, yntill it was paftor 
nere ended,]oh.20.x9.their firft meeting was in the euening of 
the Lords day; fince their fecond meeting vvas 8. dayes after, 
Joh, 20,26, and their third, when they went to fifhing, loh, a1. 
1.14. now affemblies & vvere Sabbath dueties,. 
Leuit. 23.2.3. wherefore, fince the Minifter & people, Chrift 
& his Difciples mett notall the day long, tofolemnize it asa 
Sabbath, vntill euening & the day vvas novv {pent & paft,ther- 
fore they kept not this Lords day as a Sabbath.If it be obiected,. 
that thy could not affemble fogger in the day, for feare of the 
lewes, loh,20.19. I anfwer, it is more likly, they durft mot flice 
abroad all day log, for feare of the lewes; & becaufg they feared. 
the lewes, therete they kept clofe all the day long together in 
the houfe ; and fo they were affemb!ed allrhe day; bur like 
Checpe vvithout their Shepheard. 2. My fecond argument 
wherwith I proueit, isbecaufethcy knew itnot; they had no 
knowledge of it, that it was a Sabbath: and this I prove, he- 
caule they did notthen, fo muchas beleeue that Chrifft was 
rien from the dead : for this purpofe fee Mark.16.11.9.where 
mentionis made that Chrift appeared firft vnto Mary Magde- 
lene, & the Texe faith, that [he went and tould them that had beue. 
with Chis/t,which mourned and wept ; and when they beard that he 
was aline, and had appeared to bir , they beleemed it nat: Againe,, 
‘ee Mark, 16. 13. where is mention made of the two Diftiples. 
that trauailedin to the country, & how Chrift appeared voto 
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them alfo, and the text faith of them ; that they went and tould ig 
unto the remnant, neither beleeued they them:Laftly fee Mar.16.14, 
where the Text faith, finally, bee appeared unto the eleuen, as they 


fate together , and reproched them for their unbelsefe & hardneffe of 
heart, becaule they beleewed not them which bad {cene him, being rifen 


vp againe. S. Luke reporteth it thus, ow st was Mary Magda- 
lene, c. which tould thefe things unto the Apoftles : But their words 
( (aith the Text) feemed unto them as a fained thing , neither beleewed 
they them : Luk.24.10.11. Soby all thele Teftimonies, you fee 
it pliine , that che Church of Chrift was ignorant of his refure 
rection , through vnbeliefe ; nottheeleuen ; not the Apoftles 
themfelues did beleeue it : NowI pray tell me, how thefe Aq) 
poftles with the refidue of the Difciples , could Sanétify this. 
Lords day , fora Sabbath day, in remembrance cf the refur- 
rection of Chrift, vvhen as they knew-not that Chrift was rifen, 
and vyhen they beleeued it not? yea, tis yet more plaine that 
they were ignorant of the refurrection ; for the Scripture faith 
aon mourned and wept, ftill, Mark. 16.10. And, that the 
two Dilciples that went to Emmaus, they had communication 
of Chrift, and were fade, Luk.24.17, which fadnetf{e, mourning, 
and weeping , vpon the Lords day ; yea when the day wvas fatr’ 
fpent, Luk, 24. 29. Bevvraieth that they were yet ignorant of 
the Lords refurrectien : how then, [ maruaile,could they nee 
that Lords day , from morning till night, in a ioyfull & thank- 
full remembrance of Chrifts refurrection,when they knevv 00+ 
thing of it? thus you fee it apparent,that the Lords day, was not 
kept for a Sabbath day , conftantly and vveekly inthe dayes of 
Chrift, and ofhis Apoftles : for this firft Lords day vvas ne- 
elected. 

Neuertheleffe it is not tobe {poken, hovv confident our Mi- 
nifters are, that this Lords day, was conftantly kept by Chrift & 
his Apoftles; in fo muchas I haue heard,of fome puritane Mini- 
fters, that haue anowched it, that they vvill giue their liues, & 
dye for the defence of this day: whither] may beleeue them of 
no T cannot tell: I fhould thinke they vvould looke,before they 
leape, as the prouerb is : greate is the difference betvvixt fay- 
ing, & doeing : I would faine beleeue them though ; but this I 
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refolue, ifthey proue fo good as their vvords , & be fo vainly 
prodigal of their liues,they {hall neuer haue my life inkeeping. 
‘Willour Minifters dye for the defence of the Lords day fancti- 
fication, vvhen the Apoftles themfelues profaned it? for, the 
Apoftles did not beleeue any fuch matter, as ifit vvere to be 
(anctified , as you hauefeene it proued : 1 truft the people, ¥v ill. 
be fo vvile for themfelues in this point,as to giue their Minifters: 
leaue to dye firft; But tis mine opinion, that we fhall neuer fee 
many Martyres for the Lords day. | 

One thing would be noted more,before vve leaue this point: 
It is fuppofed , that Chrift touching the Redernption , did imi- 
tate Godat the Creation , for the fetting vp of a Sabbath , in 
memory thereof: well let vs fee how like or rather vnlike,Chrift 
was vnto God, inthis matter; atthe Creation God chofe the 
firft Sabbath day, or gth day, tobe fanétified : but we haue 
feene it plainly proued,thatChrift chofe not the firft Lords day,. 
to be fanctified, 2. God refted himfelfe , on the firft 7th day: 
But Chrift trauailed yp & downe the country, too and fro, on: 
the firft Lords day. 3.God gaue a {peciall com, the 4th com.for 
the Church tofan&ity the 7th day : But Chrift, left no com, in 
allthe New Teftament for the Lords day. 4. God perlwaded- 
his Church , by ftrong reafons , to the fandtification of the 7th 
day, taken from his owne example,becaufe hee refted on the 7th 
day ;and becaufe hee bleffed & {andtified the 7th day .But Chrift 
neuer per{waded his Church,by any reafons,to keepe the Lords. 
day, nor by his example; nay rather,he diflyyaded them from. 
fanctifying of the Lords day, by his example,& by. the example. 
of his Difciples, recorded in Scripture; for they trauailed too &. 
fro vpon the Lords day ; fhewing vs thereby, that yve may doe 
the like. Forafmuch therefore,as yve haue nocom.in the Nevy 
Teftament, for the fan@tifying of the Lords day, yve atek fc to: 
follow rag a : Now I find the example of Chrift , vpon the: 
Lords day , farre vnlike tothe example of Gad, on the 7th day;. 
and therefore we oy follow the example of Chrift , and be as. 


volike on the Lords day,toth le of d 
ihe example God on the 7th 
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: Againft this,fome Minifters obiect thus;that happily the new 
, Sabbath was not yet knovene ; the Charch being in hir infancy; 
; and Chrift being newly rifen from the dead, things were not yer 
eftablifhed in the Church &c. Herevntol anfwer 1, if this new 
Sabbath was not knowne vpon this firft Lords day ; why then 
| they praunt me,what I would haue,which is,that theLords day, 
a) was not confaatly & weekly kept in the dayes of Chrift & his 
Apoftles , as now they vrge vs to keepe-it cuery where; and fo 
wai they ouerthrow their owne doctrine, 2. This obietion maketh 
it the matter worfe then it was before; for now they will to main 
Jet caine their errour,caft blame ypon Chrift : for if this nevy Sab- 
a bath was not knowne tothe Church,no nor this chiefe & te 
cipall Lords day, whole fault was it,burChrifts,in that hee being

43 word of inftitution;nor of any practile or example,of Chrift” 
pail any of the Apoftles, about their fanctifying any Lords day 
after this firft Lords day, vneill Pentecofé day, AX, 2, vvhich 
was 6 or 7 tveckes.after this firft Lords day : fo here then, isa 
eater errour; for not onely the firft Lords day vvas omitted 
or a Sabbath , but alfo, there is no footing for any Lords day 
kept like a Sabbath, for 6 or 7 weekes together, after Chrifts re- 
{urrection. 
Thus the further vve ferch in to this point, the more vaiae it 


doth appeare, in fo much as it irketh me to blot fo much paper, 
as Lhaue done, and muft doe, to anfwer to fuch an idle argu- 


ment, as is the Lords day Sabbath: & it vexeth me tofee,menof — 
{uch able partes for lerning & naturall endovyments,and fo re- 
noumed for fandtity, thus to befoole themfelues,in the defence 
of{ucha friuoloufe tenet as is this Lords day Sabbath: But ic 
fareth with them asI thinke, like men that haue had wrong 
poffeffion a long time ; when the true owner comes toclaime 
his right ; yet fince they haue pofleft it fo long, they will invent 
fomthing to defend i fill; they vvill find trickes, quilites, and 
guirkes inthe Lavy, to hould poffeffion ftill againft the true 
ovvner : fo itis bere, the Lords day , hath thruft out thé Lords 
Sabbath day, from pofleffion , novy this many yeeres; and fince 
itis done , & the Lords day hath , & hath had the poffleffion 
long, fome culler muft be fet on the matter , fomthing muft be 
invented to maintaine poffeffion ftill , though.neuer fo vyrong- 
full, & though neuer fo to the fhame of the defenders of ir, 
But for all this , they areredy toreply thus , but vyhat is the 
matter that this Lords day, isfo often repeatedin the 
Teftament, aboue any other day of the yveeke ?and yvhy vvere 
fuch notable vvorkes ftilldone vpon that day; as Chrift rofe 
then; and appeared to his Difciples ; the Holy Ghoft defcended 
A&. 2, Peter preacht and conyerted thovviands; Paul preacht 
on that day;and here vvas a Collection for the poore on that day; 
& S.John receiued a Reuelation vpon the fame day, now all this 
cannot but point at fomething,&cc, Where vnto I anfyver, tis 
true all thefe doe point at fome thing ; but vvhat isthe thing 
vvhich they point ynto ? they fhould - vs vvhat thing they 
a pose 
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point ynto, & not fay onely,they point at fomething:1 doube noe 
bur they point at fomething , but vvithall Tbeleeue they point a 
nothing for their purpofe,to helpe to proue the conftant vveek 

practile of the Lords day fora Sabbath, if they did, they vould 
notbe afthamed tofay what they point vnto in particular,turn- 
ing it off thus in generall termes, all thefe point at fomething :

Thirdly , vwhereas they makefome greate matter of it, be-. 
caule there yvere fo many notable vvorkes done vpé this Lords — 
day , & this point ismuch in their mouthes: ] anfvver, 1. tlie 
day vvheron notable vvorkes vvere done, is viually put dovvne 
in Scripture for the more certainty fake: novv to enquire after 
other realons & ends , yvhereof the Scripture is filent,is prying 
curiolity, & to affirme any other ends, is prefumption. Ezekie¢ 
the Prophet had a reuelation,or a vifion , on the fifth day,of the 
moncth, Ezek, 1.1. Novv vvho can tellme, he had 
bis vifion , on the fifth day, rather then on the firft: or in the 4th 
moneth , rather theninthe sthor 6th moneth? Eliahhadate- 
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uelation in the third yeere, x.King.18,1. Hezekiab, that godly 
King , began co raigne, on the third yeere, 2, King.18.t. who 
can giue a reafon why thefe notable workes fell out ftill ypon 
the third yeere? Inthe 7th moneth, the Arcke refted vpon the 
Mount Ararat, Genef. §. 4. oa the 7th moneth ; they hada {o- 
lemne fat day , Leuit, 16.29, on the 7thmoneth,they had a 
Sabbath, Leuit.23.24. in the 7th moneth , the trumpet for the 
Jubile was blowne, Leuit. 25.9. now what wile man, cantell 
why God did thele things, ftill on the 7th moneth, rather then 
on the eight,or nynth moneth, voleffe the Scripture had reueal- 
edit ? chefe are idle braines vanities, . 

2. lan(wer, if thefe notable workes done in the Lords day, 
fleould fanctify the day & time, for euer after, why fhould they 
not haue power, to fanctify the place allo, wherin they were- 
done ? for thele workes fhould afwell fan&ify place, as time,in 
common reafon: and fo Lerufalem {hould be the Holy place 
ftill, for Gods worfhip ; as well asthe Lords day, be the Holy 
time, for Gods worfhip: for, were not all thele notable workes, 
done in the place of Ierufalem , as well as in the time of Lords 
day? did not Chrift rife from the dead there? did he not appeare 
to his Difciples there? did not the Holy Ghoft defcend there,in 
Terufalem? did not Peter preach,& convert thowfands there? & 
did not Chrift fuffer there? 

But happily they may thinke, that thefe notable workes, bad . 
more power ouer the circumftance of the time , then of the 
place ; and therfore to fatisfy them, in all their fopperies , vve 
muft {peake of the time, becaufe the queftion is for footh about 
time : well then for times if thefe notable workes , had power 
to landify, or to declare as fandtified , the Lords day , the Firft 
day of the weeke; then why fhould they not fanctify or declare 
as Sanctified the yeere , that is , the firft yeere.of euery 
feauen , from the firftyeere of our Lord, hitherto? and fo yve 
fhould Keepe euery firft yeere, of eucry 7 yeetes,fora Sabbath 
yeere , in memory of the Redemption : like as the leweskept 
cuery 7th yeerea Sabbath yeere , Levit. 25.4. for the reafon is 
the fame, &as good, that we fhould keepe euery firftyeere 
in 7, a8 well as cuery firt day, in, forthe reafon why they 
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would haue euery firft day a Sabbath , is becaufe fuch notable 
workes were done in the firft day of che weeke , the Lords day. 
wellthen , & why fhould we not haue the firft yeere of the ga’ 
Sabhath yeere alfo? for the felfe fame notable workes, that were 
done inthe Lords day, or Firft day of the weeke; the felfe fame. 
notable workes were done in the firft yeere of our Lord : for in 
this yeere Chriftrofe from the dead; inthis yeege he appeared 
ro his Difciples very frequently ; in this yeere the Holy Ghoft 
defcended ; in this yeere Peter-preached , and converted thow- 
fands ; inthis yeere Chrift afcended vp into heauen ; why thers. 
fore fhould we not haue this firft yeere a Sabbath, as yvell 
as the Firft day? fince the reafon is one and the fame in

4 | _ workes, done on the Lords day , to vfes and ends whereof the 
; Scripture giueth them not the leaft light : for they apply all 
4 thefe notable yvorkes, ynto the time & day,wherein they were 
| | done ; as if they did fhew & declare this time & this day tobe 
_a more holy time, anda more holy day , then other dayes and 
times; and by name,that it muft be a Sabbath day too: whereas 
the Spirit of God, intendeth no fuch matter, in recording thele 
vvorkes that wecan find , but thereby aimeth at other ends : as 
for example, the reafon vvhy Chrift rofe on the Lords day , ra- 
ther then on any day after , mightbe, leaft that he fhould fee 
corruption, Act, 2.27. and a reafon why hee appeared tohis Dif- 
ciples vpon this Lords day,rather then any day after, might 
be, leaft his Difciples fhould difpaire in him, faying, he is {wal- 
lowed vp of death: and alfo Chrift appeared to them on that 
very day , toput an to their forrow and mourning for him, 
as foone as might be ; for ynto that very day,the Difciples were 
fadd for him,yea they mourned for him,and wept , Luk.24.17. 
Mark.16,10, yea, Chrift appeared on the Lords day, to fulfill

were more apt to aflemble and gather together to take Knovy- 
ledge of this myracle, therefore as it is moft likly , did theholy 
Ghoft choofe this day , rather then any other to fhew this my~ 
racle ; to grace & countenance the Gofpell , in the fight of all 
men, and coadd authority voto the Apoftles doctrine before all 
men,that they might be wone to the faith ; and what notable ef- 
fe& it rooke you foe, for thowfands of the people affembling to 
fee the myracle vpon Peters fermon inftantly made vnto them, 
were conuerted , A&,2.14.41- The like may be faid of “Peters 
fermon vpon this day , it was meerly occationall ,as namely to | 
take off the flaunder of drunkenneffle ,caft vpon the Apoftles, 
Ac&, 2.13. and co informe thofe that doubred of this myracle, 
what it fhould meane,A&.2,12. but to fuppofe the holy Ghof 
def{cended,to make this day a Sabbath, is an idle fittion,& fain. 
edinuention, Hereby you may fee how they wring and wreft 
the Scriptures, vnto fuch vfes,as the holy Ghoft neuer intended, 
& whereof the holy Scripture is altogether filent: whomade 
thefe men of Gods priuy Counfaile , that they fhould be fo well 
acquainted with fuch ends of the holy Ghofts a&tions,as he hath: 
concealed ? {uch interpreters of holy Scripture, if they had their 
due , would be fent backe to the Uniuerfity againe, to léearne: 
more Logicke,or confined to their ftudies, for a feafon, that they’ 
might grow better acquainted withthe holy Scriptures , be~ 
fore they be permitted to make publike interpretatids of them: 
they let not todamne men,to the pit of hell,for not keeping this. 
Lords day conftantly for a Sabbath , and that vpon thele idle 
grownds; were it fic to put a fwordintoa manshand, that | 
Knovves not when or vvhere to vie it? fhould thefe men be be- 
trufted vvith the keyes, tofhut men out of heauen,and tolocke: 
into hell, chus cauflefly? BY 
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By what hath bene {aid , it appearcth r. that i¢can no where 
be proued , that the Lords day , was in Chrifts & the Apoftles 
times, kept conftantly & weekly for a Sabbath day. 2,That the 
firft Lords day,was not kept fora Sabbath day, by Chrift,nor by 
his Apofles & Difciples - Wherefore it followeth , that if this 
Lords day , was notkept conftantly & vveekly in the dayes of 


Chrift & his Apoftles, then we are not tyed in conf{cience in 


imitation of their examples, to keepe ie Lords day, vveeke 
by yvecke,as now we doe : it isfufficient if vve keepe but fome 
Lords day,fometime; as one ina yeere,or one in thre moneths, 
or one in 6 moneths , or the like; but a vveekly obferuation is a 
needleffe & growad!efle obferuatid, fince it cannot be fhowne, 
nor proued in the holy Scriptures, Thus much touching the 
Scriptures: Novy a vvord or two outof the Hiftories of the 
Church. 

We reade it mentioned by A4:. Perkins in his firft Volume, 
vpon the 4th com, pag.48. that the Lords day (vvhbich he there 
cales Sabbath day) was negleéted, and not obferued by thofe primi 
tine Churches,which lised next after the Apoftles,untill it was efta- 
blifhed by Chriftian Emperonrs oc. Thus you fee,the Lords day, 
vvas not obferued by many of the primitiue Churches , for 300 
yeeres ; for folong it was ere Conftantine enacted a law for it, 
who was a Chriftian Emperour : Now whocan imagine , that 
the Lords day, was euer kept in the Apoftles dayes, weekly and 
conftantly,for a Sabbath day,when as thofe Chriftian Churches, 
whoimmediatly fucceded the Apoftles, kept it not at all for 300 
yeeres togcther?is it credible,that thofe pureft Churches fhould 
negle& {uch an ordinance of Chrift, asthe Lords day Sabbath, 
if any fuch ordinance there had euer bene inthe Church? No, 
no, the yveekly & conftant obferuation of the Lords day Sab- 
bath, it is but a nouelty,and lately [prung vp. 


The vfe I vvould make of this point is this ; is it fo, that the 


_ Scriptures doe not bind ys toa vveekly keping of the Lords 


day, but that it is enou gh, if vvee keepe it atfome times onely; 
Why then doe Minifters preffe the people fo hardly to keepe

Fora{much as vve are bound to keepe but fome Lords dayes in 
ayeere,vvhy are peoplehindred in the time of harueft,to gather 
in their corne on the Lords day , & that ypon payne of damna- 
tion if they doe; & vpon pretenfe of a breach of the 4th com,? 
fince they may , both worke on euery Lords day, all] the time 
of harueft, & yet keepe fome Lords dayes after harueft is done, 
Alfo in the tume of wheat-feile & barly-feile , why may not 
‘the hufbandman plow his ground , & fome his feede, on the 
Lords day ? fince he may keepe fome Lords 3) in a yeere, after 
thefe buly times he paft, In the time of Hay-feile,vyhy fhould 
not men make their haye onthe Lords day? feeing they may 
keepe Lords dayes enough all the yeere after. Whena Fayer 
fales vpon the Lords day, why may they not Keepe it ypon that 
diy? or if it fale vypon the Monday, why may they not ridetoir, 
& driue cartes to it,on the Lords day, the day before it; as yvell 
as Chrifts Dilciples trauailed 15 myles vypon the Lords day,and 
vpon the moft eminent Lords day? fince they may keepe {ome 
Lords dayes, on the other times of the yeere,yvhen there is no 
fayer. 

‘ah is true, I verily beleeuc, that the 7th day, Saturday Sab- 
bath, is ftillin force, and thatl beare a reuerence & areligioufle 
re{pe& vntothat day ; and for the confcience , and duety lovve | 
vnto it , 1 doe fan&tify che Lords day, not for it felfe,but for the 
Sabbath dayes fake, vvhich goeth before it,giuing God one day 
for an other, by vvay of achange , vnrillthetime ofreforma~ 
tion,as they did change the Palfeouer day, Numb.9, 1.3.11. It 
is alfo true,that moft ofour Minifters hould the zth day, Satur- 
day Sabbath, for a ceremony & abolifhed : novycould I be pers 
{waded in my con{cience,that the 7th day Sabbath is abolifhed, 
as they {ay they are, I doe proteftit, that I yvould not make any 
con{cience or {cruple, ofdoeing the ordenary vvorkes of ym 6. 
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| dayes, ypon the Lords day; neither vvould I in any refpe& of 
| any diuine inftitution, or contcience of the 4th com: vvithhold 
| any of my family from doeing the like: fhould I leefe my haye 
~ in cime of Hay-tleile ; or my corne in time of harueft;or but hin. 
der my vvorkes there abouts ; or fuffer my confcience to be in 
thraled , for fuch nifling & trifling reafons as thefe? no! truft 
not: the like I fay vnto men of all trades, & occupationes ,in 
Citties & Townes; iftey can be fatistied in their con{ciences — 
& before God, that the old Sabbath day, on the 7th day, is abo- 
lifhed ; then let them not feare or doubt , to doe any ordenary 
workes of their calings, vpon the Lords dayes , or Sundayes, 
no more then vpon any other dayes of the weeke ; for there is — 
nothing forbidding them fo to doe, in all the {cripeures ; nay 
there is warrant for them fo to doe , by the Scriptures , if they 
will harken to them rather then totheir Minifters; for’, 
faith in the 4th com: Sixe te thow [halt worke oc: & this 
Lords day, is the firft day of thefe Sixe dayes : neither vvas this 
law euer yet repealed, 2. Chrifts Difciples , made this Lords 
day, atrauailing day: & alfo Chrifthim felfe trauailed in it too 
& fro ,as hath bene proued , wherefore , if vve may receiue in- 
ftrucion from Gods 4th com: or if vve may follovv the exam- 
ple of Chrift, & of his Difciples, then may vve- fafly doe the 
vvorkes of our calings on the Lords day, as yvell as vpom any 
other day of the weeke, | 
But herevnto {ome of our Minifters,as thofe who are fo hote 
for the Lords day Sabbath, will be redy toreply & fay ; But 
Sir, you giue too great liberty to our people ; you lay the reines 
vpon their necke ; & you {peake moft profanly &c. to whom 
an{wer , I know indeed that itis full fore againft their wills, 
that I haue difcouered this fecret yntotheir people ; for they 
had rather haue ploded on in their old errour deceiuing the 
people ftill , then this light fhould haue bene feene ; but for my 
part, I had rather pleafe God , then pleafe men , Knovving,that 
God cannot away with it, that his Minifters fhold teach for his 
DoGrines, their owne inventiones & Traditiones : I Know 
well, that they doe daily reuile me , & reproch me , & fay all 
manner of euill againft me falfly, before their people ; that fo 
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my perfon being broaghtinto contempt , that which I {peake 
againft their new Sabbath, may be contemned likewife : but L 
defire them to forbeare {uch ynchriftian & cuning courtes; I 
defire them that they would no more backbite me, & {launder 
me behind my backe , vvhereI cannot come to antyver for my 
but this is amore faire courle, vvichI vvill propound 
ynto them : if they thinke in deede.& in trueth that Phaue gi- 
uen too greate libertie vato their people , & haue done vvrong 
voto their nevv Sabbath; chen let them put pen to paper, & con- 
fure this booke: fo they bevvray to the yvorld, that they 
{peake as they thinke, vyvhen they fo bitterly inueigh again{t 
me, & againft my booke: euery filly creature can fay tisan 
ecrour,tis a foule errour,tis an abominable errour,& tis a wick- 
ed booke & an hundreth more; but I would haue Minifters that 
are {chollers, leauc vvords, & fale to blovves ; lec thenuconfute 
the booke: neither doc I exborte them to this,as a matter at their 
choile , to doe it or not to doe it; but [vrge itypon them asa 
duetie both to man, and to God: itis their duetie in refpect of 
men,becaufe they hauefoconfidently taught themehat this day 
is the Sabbath day, and that vpon payne of damnation they are 
bound 9 fanctily it , in confcience of the 4th com, vyherefore 
either they muft acknovvledg that they haue bene in an errour, 
& labour fo fooneas they can co reforme it; which is parte of 
amends , & an argument of an honeft minde : or elfe they mutt 
defend it, that fo their people may fee, that they play nox faft &

ple, me thinke, they fhould neuer ceafe preffing of their Mini- 
fters,by thefe & the like argaments,to the an{wer of this booke, 
for the quieting of their confciences, and for the cleering of the 
trueth in this point: they fhould /ay unto Archippus , take heede 
ynto the minifterie, that halt receined in the Lord,that thou ful- 
flit, Col.4.17. vnleffe they defire to liue in ignorance and er- 
rour,and in doubt which is the trueth. It is true,it hath bene re- 
ported to me, that fome of thefe 10 Minifters haue bene thus 
moued-by their people , bat they haue returned this anfwer: 
Wee ? What wee ? fhall yvee anfwer his vaine booke ? let fome 
Cobler,Tayler,or Shomaker anfwer it &c.and are not thefe lof- 
tie {pirits ? who could forbeare to reproue them openly , that 
knoweth them in an errour,in a foule and groffe errour,and af. 
ter fufficient meanes of conuiction tendred ynto them, both pri- 
uatly & publikely,and done alfo in all meekneffe and forbeat- 
ance: & for all this,they ftill perfift, & carry it out in the height 

of pride,fcorning & difdaining him that fhall in loue & refped 


 vnto their perfons admonifh them , as my former booke will 


witnefle for me? So much be {poken touching the former quel- 
tion, wherein you fee that they cannot proue it, that euery 


Lords day or Sunday , was kept for a Sabbath in the Apoftles 
dayes,as now they are. 


SECT. 
I come now vnto the fecond maine queftion , which is to 
know , whither it can be proued that any one Lords day » 184 
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Sabbath day , by Gods ordinance , or not. For, I deny not only 
that euery Lords day isa Sabbath conftantly , and weeke by 
weeke: but alfo bdeny that there is fo much as any one Lords 
day, a Sabbath day. 
For the better {caning of this point, I will examine all their 
Scriptures, & all cheie rea‘ons , which they produce in this cafe. 
Firft tor cheir S:riptures;I haue reade ouer many the workes 
and writings of the patrons of this Lords day ,to fee their 
grownds for it, but yet among all the textes of Scripture which 
they alleage,1 can no where tind a Commandement tor it alleag- 
ed by them, out of any parte of the new Teftament: and this 
feemetht» mea ftraung thing: if you demaund of them whois 
the Authour of this new Sabbath, they will tell you Chrift: in 
the next place, if you demaund of them, where Chrift left any 
commandement for it, by himfelfe , or by his Apoftles ; bere 
they are at.a non plus,they can finde no com, for it in all the 
new Teftament ;nonor any exhortation to keepe it; nor promife 
or threatening to thofe who keepe, or profaneit: now this at the 
firft entrance , doth breedea fhrewd {ufpition , that this new 
Sabbath, is bur fome forgery , when there is neither comman- 
dement, vor exhortation for it in the booke of God ; neither 
promife to them who keepe it, nor threatening to them who 
profane it; when the old Sabbath was fet yp, it was done by an 
expreffe Commandement ; and can there a new Sabbath come 
into its roome, with outa Commandement ? was God more 
carcfull to inftitute a Sabbath in memory of the Creation , then 
Chrift was tofet vp aSabbath in memory of the Redemption ? 
Furthermore, the new ordinances which Chrift fet vp in the 
Gipell, as Bprifme, and the Lords Supper, Chrift was mindfull 


to ‘caue commandements for them exprefly;as for Baptifme, Goe 


‘30: efore,and teach all nations baptizing them &c, Mat. 28.19. & 
tor che Lords Supper, Tike, eate : this is my body whith is broken 
for you &c, 1 Cor. £1. 24.26. now this Lords day,is athtmed by 
them, to be an ordinance of the Gofpell , & a new ordinance of 
the ncv Teftament , & inftiruted in memory ofthe Redemp- 
ton ; & is it likly that Chrift would leaue comrmmandements for 
fome of his new ordinances ,& not forthe reft? This Lerds 
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day, (if icbe, as they make vs belecue )it may well be counted 
Ly the Church a third Sacrament, for itust be kept in remem. 
brance of Chrift like asare the twoother Saeraments of Bap. 
tifme, & the Lords Supper: yea, and this new Sabbath, wich ig 
or ay well be, anevy Sacrament allo, is of as preat vie, if nor 
of oreater, then the tyvo Sacraments of Baptifme and the Lord¢ 
Supper :for,Baptilme remembreth a man of Chrift Sut once in 
his lite time, fa a {peciall forte: & theLords lupper,putteth vs ia 
minde ofChrifts death but once a quart’r;bat this neveSabbath, 
& nevy Sacrament, fhould put vsin miode of Chrift oncea 
wecke; foas this vvould be very vfefull aboue the others; novy 
canvveethinke, that Chri@ vvould be fo mindfullas to leaue 
Comm. forthe iy Sacraments, & be aleogether vamindfull to 
leaue acommandemert, for the Lords day , to be a Sabbath, if 
euer he had meant it fhould be a Sabbath? and for the Apoftles, 
fone fanfy that Coriftlefe a commandement vviththem,Aa.r, 
2. butletirrhen be fhovyne; vvhere is ievvritten I marueile? 
poy,can thinke that if Corift had giuen the Apoftles a com 
mandement to deliuer tothe Church, thatthey durft baue cone 
cealed it? could this baue flood yvirth their fairbfulnefle? The 
copfideration of this one point, is enough to make any manto 
& the wwholebuilding to totter: their cafe 1s aboue 
in the aeothe vvorte for this, that they are irfirced at the firk 
enter, to confette ,tharthey cen fhevy no commardement for 
the Lords day,from either Chrift the founder of it, er his Apo- 
ftles: The Saturday Sabbath, hatha commandement to authorile 
it; bute the Sunday Sabbath hath none. yvbercfore {hall make

the Sunday Sabbath, 


Hercethisone note veould be obferued , that Gneethere 
bo Commanaement forthe Lords dav , therfore it followeth, 
thatthe Patrones therecf, muft fetch all their crownds fot it, by 
reafon, collections, & contequences out of Scriprure; now 
fecblea thing mans blind reafonsis , yvho knoweth not, that 
knowes himiclfe ? how liable are vve to miftake ; yea how fabe 
lect tofallacees & tobe deceiued thereby , are the beft Logi- 
ceans, elpecially inthe MatrerscfGod = fo rbat if reafon may 
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pofltb'y err,& be deceiued,thé may they ve decei ued that frand 
tor the Lords day, yea though I in ftead of vppofition , {hould 
joyne with them, & all men fay Amen fo them: for reafon and 


—conlequenees are their beft guide & direction: fothen at the | 
beft,the foundation of our Lords day Sabbath, hath but the fane 


dy foundation « f mans blinde & fhallow realon, 

Buth-revoto they areredy to reply , that neceffary conle- 
quence out of Scripture,is as found as Scripture it lele:vyhere 
1, comparifon made of mans realon, 
with Gods vvord, is vnbefitting ; forbe itthat neceflary conte- 
quence istound , aod very found ; yer, feing confequence is by 
force of manesrealon, itisnor ficthat it {hould be compared 
equailed with the never erring vvord of God, 2. lan{wer, 
t.s true that neceilary confequence is very found indeed, but 
then the difficulty is, to knovv, when a conlequence is neceffa- 
rily tcue, and vvhen not: for many men take theirconlequen- 
ces to be neceflarily true, which are but contingentand doubr- 
fully Bur topatte by this pointe, let itbe noted , that clele 
meo vvho doe {> aduance mens reafon , and conlequences , and 
taike fo much for confequences, aid of neceflary confequences; 
thers no men vie necellary confequences lefle then they doe; in 
{much as I begine toqueftion it , that they talke beyond their 
skill, vyheh they taikefobefore the people , of neceflary con{e- 
guences;for,ifthey knew yvhatchey laid, ywhen they folpeake, 
vve fhould finde them vfe this necellary confequence , in 
their difputations, and arguments framed by them for the 
Lords day Sabbath: for, itis inthis argument, and vpon this 
occation, that they ralke to of neceflary conlequences ; thereby 
vato common people, that they haue neuer erring 
confequence,for theit Lords day Sahbath: But heere 
I challeng them, any of themal!,to thew me but one argument, 
catofany Textof Scripture for the Lords day Sabbath, vvhich 
flandes by force of weceffary contfequence : yvhich ifthey can 
notdoe, as | know vyell they cannot due it, then are they but 


Voyodiy bragadoceans & proud boafters, to prattle of necel- 


fary conlequences, as if forfooth they meant it,to proue all they 
lay bynecellary conlequence, but when they come toit, they 
Bb 3 flinch, 
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flinch , giue in, and doe nothing lefle ; this is but one of thei 
trickes, todelude the people withall, 

Becaule vve are ypon the point , let me fhew you fome of 
their neceifary confequences ; as 1.Chrift appeared to his Difci- 
ples vpon the Lords day ; Therefore the Lords day muft of ne- 
ceflity be a Sabbath day. 2. Chrift rofe ypon the Lords day, er. 
go,euery Lords day atcer, matt neceflarily be a Sabbath, 3. The 


“holy Ghoft defcended on the Lords day; ergo, it cannot poffibly 


be otherwile, but itmutt bea Sabbath, 4.Peter preached once 
on the Lords day ,& at another time, I know not how man 
yeeres after , Paul preached a fermon too on the Lords day; 
Thercfore of neceflity it muft be a Sabbath day. 5. There vvas a 
collection for the poore on the Lords day. Therefore it muft be 
a Sabbath , a poore confequence, 6. It vwas called the Lords | 
day , therefore it muft be a Sabbath day. As muchas if they had 
argued thus neceflarily,it vvas called Sunday; therefore it muft 
be Saturday, Thefe & the like are the necetlary confequences, _ 
which they vle,who talke fo much of neceflary confequence;the 
very mertion whereof,is enough to loath a mans ftomake,vato 
vomiting, 

Here cometh in an obiedtion ; fay they , if you muft hauea 
command, for the Lords day,fhew ys you then,w here we have 
acom.for the Bapti{me of infantes, 1.1 anfwer,you doe vvell to 
contefle that you haue nocomm, for your Lords day, for itis fo 
indeed, 2.1f you af ke me vvhere vve haue any com, to baptize 
infants, my aulyveris,that ] neuer reade of any yor; and rhere- 
fore I take it tobe an indifferent thing , at the libertie of the 
Church,tobaptife vv hen infantsyor of riper yecres : if therefore, 
you can fhew a Com, for Baptitme of infants yvhich I cannot, 
then is there reaton you {hould alfo thew a Com. for your Lords 
day; butif you cani] ew none, no more then] , then is your 
Lords day , but in indifferent thing, and atthe liberty. of the 
Church as Baptifme of infantsis: thisisa rule,, chat vvbat 1s 
not commaunded nor forbidden, thatis indifferent : fo then, as 
the Church may baptife one fooner,or later; fo the Church may 
keepe your Lords day, and they may refufe to keepe it, if they 
pleafe : and this is the higheft pitch of honour that you can 
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raile your Lords day to, that itis an indifferent thing, fo as the 
Church may Reft vpon it or vvorke vpon it; keepe it, or refufe 
tukeepe it, at hir pleafure : for , a,commaunded thing or day, 
it is nct by your owne confeffion, 


LF, 

Thus vve haue fhowne, that ofall the Scriptures which they 
bring for the Lords day,they haue neuer a Commandement for 
it, from Chrift, nor from his Apoftles : Novy let vs come ynto 
{uch kind of Scriptures as they haue for it ; the firft vvhich yve 
vvill mention fhall be the 4th Com, Exod.20.8. Remember the 
Sabbath day, tofancttify Oe. Herevnto I anfwer,doe not thefe 
men (thinke you) ftand in need of Sampfons ftreng'h to drage & 
hale this 4th Comm, ynto the Lords day ? And of more then 
eAchstophels vvite, to make an argument out of this 4th Com. 
for the Lords day , which fhall ftand by force of neceffary con- 
fequence, whereof they talkejfo ? had they not neede of a long 
rope, totye together this 4th Com. & the Lords day , the one 
being two thowfand yeeres before the other ? the one in Mofes 
his time ,the other in Chrift his time, Doth our new ordinance 
of Baptifme , ftand by forceof the old Law of Circtimcifion, 
made thowlands of yeeres, before euer Baptifmev vas heard of ? 
Doth our new ordinance of the Lords Supper,ftand by force of 
the old Law, of the pafleouer, made thowfands of yeeres before 
the Lords Supper vvas euer heard of? and how then fhould this 
nevv ordinance of the Lords day , be proued*, to ftand by force 
of the old Law , for the zth day Sabbath , made thowfands of 
yeeres before euer this Lords day vvas heard on? had not thefe 
men fore heads of braffe ,.& caft off fhame & vvit together, 
they could not be fo impudent, as to vndertake fuch an abfurd 
taske: but this they leane vpon, they can but fay the vvord,and 
itis done ; the {imple people beleeue all for gofpell ; if once 
M', Yates , Mr.‘Gallard , and Ar, Chappell eliuer it as 
their iudgment ; itisasifS, Peter ,S.Jobn. & S, Paul had {aid 
itin expreffe yvords ; thus it isin our Country, & I beleeueir - 
is mo better in other partes ofthe Kingdome. 
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W ho yyould thinke that thefe men, fhould be fo audacioufly 
bould , as to alter Gods 4th Com, from one day of the yveeke, 
vato an crver? be it, that Cbrift badfer yp the Lords day, fora 
Sabbath, isnot bis Awhority fufficient forit ?-are not all-the 
Texces inthe Nevv Teftament able enough toiuftifeir, but 
they mu? fie intothe Old Teftament for a commandement for 
it ? can they shevv evbere Chrift ot his Apoftles, did euer ranke 
this Lords day vader the 4:h com. or inioyne it to be kepe with 
reference vnto, or confcience ofthe 4th ComPlet them thew 
their neceflary confequence for this. 

Furthermore if chele men could fee, but that they cannot, fo 
long as they thinke , swifedome muff dye vvith them, vvbilftthey 
goe aboutto ftrengthen their Lords day Sabbath by the 4th 
Com. they therby vveaken it, in rhe fight of ali vvife men : For 
belids vvhat hath bene faid to this purpole, rhemfelues doe be- 
vvray it thatcheir caufe is feeble, and vvanteth ftrength & fup- 
portation ; for their confciences tellthem, thatthe Lords day, 
needeth a Commandement; and their eyes tell them, that — 
Chrift and his Apoftles left none for it in allthe Nevv Tefta- 
ment ; yvheref. re, tomake vp that vvhichis lacking by Chrift, 
themiclues baue fupplicd it, by raning into the Old Teftamens 
fora Com, forit: thusthey intimate, that Chrift vvas not a per. 
Lavv-giuer, becaufle he gaue none fortheLords day Sab- 
bath: and further they doe beyvray , that they cannot finde ar- 
guments futhcient & enough for the Lords day , neither from 
Chrift , nor from the Apofties , nor in all the NevyTeftament: 
for elfc they vvould as vvell content themfelues , vvithfuch are 
guments, as they findin the Nevv Teftament for it,as in other 
new ordinances they doe;they rune not into the Old Teftamér, 


to proue the doArine of the Refurrettion of Chritt , of Baptifme, 


and the Lords Supper: Wherefore they bewraythat the Lords 
day is not growndedin the New Teftament, asis the Refur- 
rection, Baptifme, and the Lords {upper : this kind of Sophiftry 
is much like ynto this ; {uppofea Lawyer fhould affirme it, that 
itis vnlavefall for an yfurer, tortake aboue 8. in the roo. and 
the yfurer fhould demaund againeofhim, yvhen that Law was 
made,& by vyhom , & what King vvas the Authour & founder 
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ofit? herevnto the Lawyer fhouldreply, it vvas enacted Y 
King Charles, a fewe yeeres fince,8<c. Suppofe againe,thatt 
vfurer doubting of the matter fhould defire him to proue it 
~ tohim by the Statute booke , that there was fuch a Law enacte 
by King Charles, in fucha yeereashe fpakeof: ifnovy chis 
Lawyer, could not fhew any Statute Law for it, enacted in 
King Charles hisreigne , but muft bring forth an old Scatare 
Lavv , enacted -by Quene Elizabeth, many, yeeres befure King 
Charles his birth, wherein Shee forbade to take aboue 10 in the 
100, Would notany man whole eyes are in his heade thinke 
the Lawyer doth but fumble? And thinke here were forgery 
deceipt in this Lawyer? iuftfoit is with our diuines , they fay 
with one voice, that Chrift inftituted this Lords day , and that 
1630yeeresagone, & yet put themtoproucit, & they can 
fhew no Comm, for it, made during the reigne of Cérift here 
-yponearth, orin thetime of his Succeffours the Apoftles , but 
they rune out for a Law enacted 2000. yeers before Chrift or 
his Apoftles vvereborne : is not this pretty ? If 1 might adaife 
them, they fhould hould them clofle to {uch Lawes onely and 
Scriptures, as they can find in the New Teftament, enacted by 
Chrift, for the Lords day , if it yvere but tofaue their credites » 
a wile men, 
But let vs novy come vnto their arguments , to fee how they — 
vvill proue the Lords day, a Sabbath day, by the 4th Com.fome 
diuines , fureleing the grofleneffe of others , vvho. hould that 
the 4th Com, doth bind to the Lords day properly, are afham- 
ed of this ,8& therfore they haue found out a nevv way of bind. 
ing, & thatis, not that the 4th Com. fhould bind to the Lords 
day properly, butimproperly & Analogically, by way of refem- 
blance & fimilitude: but how euer this diftinction isfome what 
neate & pretty, & may ferue the turne in {Chooles, yet yvhen it 
comes a broad into the Country it is very abfarde: for 1/ none 
of our Country diuines will yleit. 2, This isan abfurd diftin- 
ction , that one. and. the fame Command. fhould bindej Both © 
properly, & improperly : properly for two thowfand yeeres, 8 
improperly euer after : Yea, this.is contrary to our felues ; for 


vve abborre it in Papifts, that they fhould make4fenfes:of 
| Cc Scrip 
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Scripture, the Litrerall, Allegoricall, Tropologitall,& Anagogieall, 
as Perkins bath them in bis Arte of Prophecying, pag. 65r. 
where he affirmech thatthe fenfe of Scriptureis but one onely: 
novv vvhy may not Papifts as vvell make 4 fentes , as any uf vs 
make 2 fenles, a proper & litterall fenfe , & an improper ana- 
logicall fenfe? 3. The 4th Com.inioyneth vsto labour 6 dayes, 
& {o by confequence vpon the Lords day ; & therfore it cannot 
command reft vpon the fame day. Neither can the reafon of the 
4th Com, be drawne to this §th day,&c. 4, By this diuife,may 
we reuiue all the Ceremonial! Lawes in the Old Teftamenr, 
faying they bind vs novy a which is flat contrary vn- 
tu the Apoftle, Ephef.2.15, Colo,2.14. 5. The fourth com.can- 
not bind tothe Lords day being anew day , analogically : be- 
caule the Sabbath day, which is the old day, is not yet abolifhed, 
as {hall be fhowne, and foit muftbind Rill to the old day pro- 
perly, Other anfwers there be alfo in my other booke of the 
Sabbath, vvhich hereI omit, for I purpofe not to ftand vpon 
this point, becaufe I thinke few or none will vrge it. 

In the next place , let vs come to them that are afhamed of 
nothing;for they hould that the 4th com. binds to the Lords day 
properlie: & chefehaue many deuices todeceiue themfelues & 
others; as fometimes they haue this argument, that the Hebrew 
word Sabbath fignitietha reft,novv onthe Lords day,vve Reft; 
& therfore the 4th Com, belongeth vnto it, Hereto I an{wer, 
thatthe word Sabbath vfed in the 4th Com, vvas neuer 
for aReft generally vpon any day, but Synecdochically , fora 
Reft particularly, vpon the 7th day onely, 2. By the like reafon, 
vve may hould ffaft dayes , & Chriftmas day , and Coronation 
dayes, Sabbathes , by he 4th Com, alfo: for on thefe dayes vve 
Reft alfo. 

Others haue this for an argument , they affirme that by Sab- 
bathday, & 7th day, in the Com. may be meanre not the Sab- 
bath,& the zth day,bus a Sabbath, & a 7th day:& are not thefe 
thofe neceflary confequences whereof they talke fo ? To wvit, 
becaule thefe words Sabbath , & oth, may be. vnderftood of a 
Sabbath, and of a gth day,that Therforethey muft {obe taken: 
- with chem then, this is a neceffary confequence,that,vyhat may 
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be, mutt ofneceflity be : ic may be, it thall raine too morrow; 
doth it cherfore follow that for certaine it neceflarily muft raine 
too morrow ? but thefe friuoloufe & childith arguments, my 
ftomacke is fo loathed with them , as I vvill proceed no further, 
hauing in my expofition vpon the 4th com. fufficiently dilcoues 
red thele vanities, 
The third argument , is 44". Chappe/s which he deliuered in 
publike ; thus he argueth: /f one day Seanen, be a 
bath day, and not the Seanenth day ; then the Lords day,muft be the 
Sabbath day : But one day in 7, mult be a Sabbath day , CP not the 
7th day : Therfore the Lords'day, mujt be the Sabbath day. Asfor 
the confequence, this he proued by this argument ; becaufe the 
Lords day is the fiteft of all the fixe ; and that becaule there was 
a weekly collection theron, 1, Cor. 16, 2. with other the like 
Textes, which are vfed in defence of the Lords day ordenarily:. 
but I omit anfwerto,this proofe of his confequence, inthis 
place , becaufe I {hall baue hereafter amore fit place to anfwer 
this argument,that the Lords day is the fiteft,8cc, In thisplace — 
I vvillonely anfwer his maine argument , vvhich growndeth. 
vpon the 4th Com, for this is our taske in this Se&tion,todeale 
vvith che 4th¢om,onely, | 
I come to his Minor, which confifteth of two partes ; But one 
day infeauen, muft bea Sabbath day; & not the 7th day: for 
the former parteofit, inthele words, But one day in feanen; 
tint be a Sabbath day: forproofe of this bee alleaged my Tefti- 
mony , and the Teftimony of thofe of the fame ludgcenens with 
me, faying , as for this parte of my Minor., themfelues confetfe 
it : for they hould that one daye in feauen, muft bea Sabbath - 
but hoe there M',Chappell, you muftnot carry it away fo; yve | 
muft difcouer your fraudulent conveiances firtt ; Sir doe 
not abufe vs in our tenets , and thereby abufe your auditory.al- 
fo ; vve vie not to {peake fo fo generally, and fo 
indiftinGly, as you report vs: for, yve vie not tofay, one day 
in feauen, muft be a Sabbath day: but thas,the La/t day of feamen, 
muft be a Sabbath day ; let this be noted : and this yve doe, to 
avoide the ampbibolse, or double meaning of the phrafe which 
you charge vpon vs: for thele one day im feanen , 
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bsuea double meaning 5 either they may be ynderftood gene- 
Faily, forany one day in the feauen, as yvell this as thar; as wel 
the fir ft of feauen,as the laft of feauen,or any other of the feaué: 
or, they may be vaderftood , for fome one certaine particular 
day, asthe zthday, & laft day of the feauen. Now yve, to 
auoid all doubling & equiuocationes , doe addict our felues 
vnto the fimplicity of {peech, & therfore doe choofe tofay , the 
laft day of iecawen : ratherthen one of feauen: but Mr, Chappell 
quite contrary , he delights to vie in publike , andto put vpon 
vs, fuch phrafes, as haue a double meaning , that fo he may the 
berter double before his people , and delude them ; novy of the 
twofenfes propounded, (if vve fhall vfe his phrafe ) vve doe 
choole the latter, & doe vnderftand, by one day of feauen : that 
one day, which is the laft day offeauen : but M'. Chappell doth 
choofe the former fenfe , ynderftanding , by one day in feauen: 
any one day of the feauen indefinitly ; this or that,or any other: 
Now in this fenfe,his Minor is moft falfe; neither fhall he euer 
be able to proue it out ofthe 4th Com,thatthere is command- 
ed, any one day of the feauen: for there is onely commanded 
that one day onely, whichis the laft of the feauen: furthermore, 
he bath abuted both ys, but thats not much, but his honeft andi- 
tory alfo,& thats worfe,in alleaging of our Teftimony in pub- 
like , as if yvedid yphould & iuftify his falfe Minor; whichwe 
doe vtterly renownce, neuer vfeing his phrafe, in his fenfe: the 
man is liuing of whom I {peake , if he thinke I vvrong him, 
he can right himfelfe, 
And {o I come to the other part of his Minor,tosvit, not 
the 7th day: where he affirmeth,that the 7th day, is not the Sab- 
bath day: for proofe hereof , he referred his auditory at thar 
time,to what he had in former fermons deliuered': my felfe not 
beiag prefent at his formerfermons,'as I was at this, and being 
vntatished with this reference, I went ynto him after his fermon. 
was ended , and defired him to giue meacoppye or notes , of 
what he had formerly preacht,again& the Lords Sabbaths - and 
he asked me to what endI defired his notes: my anfwer tohim 
was thus , J promife you, that J will either confirme them , or confute 
them. 1 gaue him alfo certaine reafons,to induce him to giue me 
his 
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GODS SABBATH DAY, 
his notes , as this, that he was the Lords Champion, and there™ 
fore who but hee fhould defend the Lords caufe ? [told him 
further,that hee in {peciall forte,aboue all Minifters had ingag- 


ed himfelfe inthis quarrell, inas muchas he bad openly con- 
refted againft my booke,& the Lords Sabbaths thereinidefend- 


ed: and howbeit I did not rafhly , and of mine owne head poe 
vato him vvith this requeft (as] told him) but withthe adaife 
of fomeM iniffer 8& necre friend of his,who thought hee neither 


would,nor could deny me this requeft, yet fay yvhat Teould, 1 
could get no notes of him : fo then for the latter part of his Mi- 
nor, and the proofe of it, muft take it vpon his bare word, that 
he had formerly confuted the Lords Sabbaths: but whither he 
had or he had not,I can fay nothing, becaufe I cannot obtainea 
fight of his notes; but I know what I thinke of it, 

This one thing I remember , that M. Chappell was highly 
magnified not oncly by his but alfo 
by all Puritane Diuines that heard him, for bis folid & learned. 
ouerthrowing of the Lords Sabbath : the which Jet ys take for 


granted , and fo you fhall fee how the crafty, areCcaughtimeheir 


owne craftineffe : from this impioufe & vngodly doétrine of 
M.Chappell,thus I argue; If that the old Sabbath,mentionedin 
the moral! law , be abolifhed by Mi Chappell , Sthen hee can- 
not proue infallibly , that we haue any new Sabbathiaredinine;: 
then muft M. Chappell, bis parifhoners,& thole Di- 
uines that fo applauded his doctrine, all turne edpabapefie 


forthwith : and fo keepe no Sabbatbat all. The resfon hereofis 


 plaine; for if we haue neither the old Sabbath,nor any new Sab- 
bath, then we haue no Sabbath at all ; and fo muft become Ana- 
bapriftes, 


proue the Lords day , a Sabbath by the 4th com) fdefire the 
Keader but tolooke backe vpon them, they are but 3 in 
ber ; & to confider how poore & feeble they are, and withall 
to thinke with what face they can fo bouldly vrge the 4th com,. 
in the pulpit, vpon the Lords day : and fo I cometodifproue 
them, and to fhew, that the 4th com,cannot be yrgéd yponthe: 
Lords day; andlet it be ther their reafons far iz,

Hauing anlwered their arguments , wherebyithey would 
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or mine againft it, be the more cleere, and haue better force of 
rouing. 
. My fen reafon to the contrary , is that the Lords day cannot 
be aSabbath day,by the 4th com.becaufe the 4th comman. doth 
command vs to worke on the Lords days for,the 4th com. faith, 
Sixe dayes {halt thon labour, and doe all thy worke, Exod.20.9, and 
the firft of thefe 6 dayes, is the day called the Lords day,as yve 
haue proued, in the expofition of the 4th com, ‘Now this law, 
inioyning vs to labour fixe dayes, & confequently on che Lords 
day , was neuer repealed , for it was noe Type or fhaddow of 
Chrift &c. Nay Chrift ratified this law, by his owne pracife; 
for he laboured and trauailed vp & downe, too and fro,on this. 
Lords day , after his refurrection , Luk, 24. 15. Now can any 
wife man thinke, that this 4th com.fhould command vs to Rett 
from worke,on the Lords day, when the fame comm,comman- 
deth vs to worke on the Lordsday ? behold whither thefe men 
are not fit expounders of Scripture, when they are foignorant 
therein, as they make not onely one Scripture contradi& an 
other Scripture,but,then the which is nothing more abfurd, 
make oneand the fame Scripture to contradi& it felfe? for wd 
make the athcom. to fay , Thou fhalt not worke on the Lor 
day ; when it faith the quite contrary , Sixe dayes thou fhalt 
worke,of which 6 the Lords day is one : may not I truely fay of 
thefe Minifters, who thus abufe Gods law in expounding it, as 
Paul faid of fome , that they would be Dottours of the law, and yet 
understand not what they {peake , neither whereof they affirme ? 
My fecond argument againft them is this; That Sabbath day, 

which is commanded in the 4thcom. it is a weekly Sabbath,on 
euery 7th day. But it cannot be proued,that the Lords day,is a 
weekly Sabbath ; for in Chrifts time, and in the Apoftles times, 
it vvas not kept conftantly, and vveekly,but once in a yeere, or 
the like as hath bene fhowne, Therefore,the Lords day,is not, 
nor can be commanded, in the 4th com. 
_ Mythirdargument to thecontrary , is becanfe the time, the 
circamftance of time, as they cale it , in the 4th Comm, is abo= 
lithed, as themfelues fay & teach: for, they teach that by thefe 
Textes 
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Textes of Scripture, Rom.14.5.Gal.4.10,and Colof,2.06. 17° 
the time of the th day, commaded inthe 4th com.is a ceremo- te 
ny,& a levvih ceremony, &c. Now from their owne doctrine 
I argue againft them chus ; If the commaunded time, in the 
4th Com. be a circumftance, anda Iewifh ceremony, and abo- 
lifhed ; then very foolifh!y doe they that yvill rune tothe 4th 
Com, for time, for the new Sabbath, or Lords day : askethem i 
by what precept this time of the Lords day, is to be fanttified, Ge ‘i 
they vvill tell you by the 4th com, fo that they willfetchatime & 
out of the 4th Comm. and yet they fay this time is abolifhed; 
what contradidting folly is this ? wherefore ynleffle they can 
proue, that there vvas two dayes, and two times, the 7th day, 
and the 8th day , commanded in the 4th com, their doeingsare . 
like vato a fuolith gardiner , vvho hauing butone bedoftime 
in his garden, firft he vvill cut it, or roote it all vp , and then he 
will make all men beleeue , that yet for all tbat, he can fetch as 
muchtime out of thatbed , as he could doe before it was rooted’ 
vp : of {uch pulpit gardiners yve haue too many they can take 
out of the Com, what they pleafe;& they can put into it againe, 
what they pleafe ; But the greateft riddle is behind, hovy cane 
man take a thing away, and yet leaue it there ftill? or,how cane 
man fay a thing is ceremoniall,& yet make it Morall?abolifhed 
by Chrift , &¢ yet remaine after Chrift, many hundreth yeeres? 
none but thefe men, can anfwer this riddle. Wherefore;fince 
the time in the 4th Com. is abolifhed as themfelues fay , there 
therefore left inthe 4th Commandement for the 
rds day. 
My 4th argument againft them is, becauflethe 4th Ca 
not agree tothe Lords day : for 1, the day commanded ineke 
Remember 
ich they yvould 
haue is called Lords day , {o that they palpablie in ther 
names, 2. Theday commanded inthe 4th Com, it is thegeh 
day ; But the 7th day is the Sabbath of the Lord, ¢.Exod.20.10s 
but theday vvhich they talke on, it isthe 8th day, orche fic? 
day of the vveeke : novv is there not difference enough tob® 
fene, betwixt the 7th & the 8th? Betwixt the firG6c the lafttiee 


Com. isa day called properliethe Sabbath 
Sabbath day, Exod, 20.8. But thisday vv 
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one dayis atthe beginin > of the weeke, the other is at the 
ending of the weeke. 3. The day commanded in the 4th Com, 
it is that day yvhich God bleffed 8¢ fan2ified,Genel.2,3.. and it 
is that day, vvhereon God himtelfe refted : but the Lords day, 
which they vvould haue, it is not that day which God bleffed - 
and fanétitied , nor that day wheron God refted. 4. Thed 
vvhich is commanded inthe 4th Com. it is that day, ynto which 
the {peciall reafon, annexed by God,to the 4th Com. Exod,20, — 
11. doth properly belong: but the Lords day , vvhith they 
would haue ftand by the 4th Comm, yntoit that {peciall reafon 
neither doth belong, nor can pofliblie be made to belong. 
5. The day inioyned in the 4th Com,was a day knowne by thole 
ewes, & in vfe before the giuing of the Law on Mount Sinay, 
asthe word Remember at the begining of the 4th Com. imports 
eth: forrve remember things knowne before, &c, But the 
Lords day I truftis not of fach antiquity, nor was it knowne or 
in vie before the giuing of the Law : and therfore the Lords day 
wasnotcommandedinthe4thCom, 
Herevnto I might yet add an other difference , that the day 
commanded by the 4th Comm, it is a day tobe kept in memory 
of the Creation; But the day which they would haue, the Lords 
day ,it isto be kept, in memory of the Redemption : and isit . 
not a likly matter , thinke you , that both thefe dayes, differing 
as farr as the Creation doth from the Redemption , fhould be 
commaunded by one and the fame Comm. vniefle men vyould 
ftuddy hovv to bewray their folly , 1 tannot deuife hovy they 
{fhould doe it more grotely:if this be not botching & cobling,to 
thruft this nevv Sabbath day , into an old Commandement, I 
know not yvhat is: tocoble, isto put a peece of new leather’ 
vnto an old fhoe; and to botch, isto put a peece of nev’ cloth; 
vpon an old garment , vvhen that which was there before , is 
_ gtowne old and worne out; iuft fo they deale in thefe Dinine 
things , the 7th day Sabbath being old and vyorne out: (as they’ 
fay ) they haue noyv vvith all their skill , vvrought ‘into the 
m.anevv peece, tovvit, the Lords day ; fuch a e of 
Paylery vvasneuer feencbefore. Should Popith Iefiires thus 
abufe the Scriptures, in point of difference betyvixt them & Ys, 
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as vvorfeI thinke they doe not , nor cannot , hovy vyould enen 
thefe very Minifters, make them a fcorne & areproch,& inflly, 
among the people ? But if wee doe it among our felaes,no man 
miuft {peake of ic; but let my tounge cleaue to the roote of my 
mouth, if be filent, vwhen Gods Lawes are thus mangled; and 
his holy & facred word , corrupted & abufed; and all to this 
end,to maintaine fuperftition, in keeping a nevy invented Sabe 
youfee vye haue difpoffelfed them of their Rrongeft. 
 hould for their Lords day Sabbath, ro vyit , the 4th Com. let ys 
in thenext place make fome vie of this point : Is itfo, chat they 
cannot proue by their 3 arguments that the Lords day, is a Sab- 
bath day, by virtue of che 44h Comm, and is it {o, that the con. 
traty is proued, to vvit, that the 4th Com, cannot be applied to 
the Lords day,as binding mens confCiences vntoit;thea let Mi- 
nifters take heede hovv they abufe the 4th com in their pulpits, 
hereafcer,by applying it vntothe Lords day falfly; for they maft 
giue ao accompt to God one day, for their and applying 
Gods word, and if they make the Spitit of God to {peake 
vvhat hee neuer meant , it vvill be wee yato them > thats onc 
: An other is this, that it bc houeth Minifters to hané a care, fo. 
truly and plainly to interpret the 4th Com, to the people , that 
when they readethe Com. they may vnderftatd yvhich day of 
the weekcit is, which God inioyneth for his Sabbath day: you 
know, on Sundaies, the re Commandements ate publikly 
folemnly reade vnto the people , with devotion , as it is 
meete they fhould be : and alfo atthe folemne adminiftrationof 
the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, thenthefe 7o commande-. 
ments are reade ynto the people againr ; novy it is the duéby of 
euery Minifter , vvhen hee ftandeth in the roome of God , in 
pronouncing of the Law yntothe people, that he doe not dif- 
femble , faying one thing and meaning an other; vyberefore 
vvhen he faith Remember the Sabbath day , hé muftnot dehre in 
bisheart, thatthe people fhould ynaderftand him ofan other 
day, that is not the Sabbath day, but of the Lords day ; for thists 
to fay one thing and meane-an other; which ine 
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buta double finne in a Minifter; againe, yvhen he pronounceth 
thefe vvords , with an audible voice , But the 7th day, is the Sab- 
bath of the Lord thy God, @¢. he muft not defire in his minde, 
that the people fhould ynderftand him of a day that is not the 
gth day, but of the 8th day, the day after the 7th day ; for this 
is diffimulation: now fora man to diflemble at any time isa 
finne, but vvhen the Minifter isin Gods vvorfhip & feruice, 
yea at the bleffed Sacrament , ready to cate the body & drinke 
the blood of our blefled Sauiour, then todiflemble , is a noto- 
rioufe Gnne. For a Minifter to diffemble yvvith one man, is an 
euill ; but for him to diffemble vvith an vyhole Congregation 
this is a foule euill : but thus to doe, vvhen he ondeaiae the 
perfon of God vnto the people, & ftands in his roome vyho is 
the God of Trueth ,novv to diffemble, it is the fouleft euill of 
all, 

Whata ftraung thing is it, that Minifters fhould in Gods 
roome, fay ynto the people, Remember the Sabbath day,to fanth- 
fy it: and yet will not indure it , that their people fhould Sanc- 
tify the Sabbath day ; but they vvill call it Iudaifme, if they 
fanctifie it ? or,they will haue one tricke or other, one diftinati- 
on or other, to caft in their way,whereby they will hinder them 
from fanctifying it ? They call ypon the people tokeepe Gods 
heer and pray in & vvith the Congregation , to keepe this 

,the 4th Com, & yer they vvill hot.abide it, that rheir peo- 
ple fhould doe the things commanded, in this commandement? © 
one of the things commanded in this 4th com, is that we fhould 
fanctify the 7th day ; but this they will none of; yvhat an hor- 
rible kind of diffembling is this to call much,frequently & zeae 
leat, vpon the people ,tokepe this Law of Gad; and yet yvill 

not abide, rhat their people {hould doe & performe, the things 
commandcd,inthis Law? 

Let me alfo {peake a word or two , ynto the people . and firft 
as touching their deuctions in the Congregation; you heare the. 
Minifter readethus , Remember the day But the 
day is the Sabbath &c, yato the whichyou deyoutly add this 
prayer, Lord hame mercy upon vs,and incline our hearts 10 keepe this 
Law ; By which prayer,you doe yeeld your affent vnto what the

Minifter had vetered: itis your duetics now alfoto fee toit, 
thar you know what you pray ; elfe;as the Minifter faith one 
thing , and meaneth an other , fothepeople fay they know not — 
what: you are loath to fublcribe-your namevato a writing oF 
put your feale ynto a bond, vntill you haue tead it quer,and yn- 
derftand yvell yvhat itis, chat you put your hand or fealewato: 
W hy this your prayer , after the Minifter hath recited Gods 4ch 
com, is as your handwriting , orfealeput voto Godscom, you 
mauft therefore ynderftand vvell yvhat you fealeyntos: When 
the Minifter faith , Remember the Sabbath day: vvill you pray 
God, tohaue mercy on you , & incline yourheart tokeepe the 
Lords day ? and vvhen the Minifter faith, Bar the 7th day, is the 
Sabbath : Will you defire God, to incline your heart, toKeepe 
the 8thday for the Sabbath? I prayiudge in your felues,vyhat 
this is better then babling before God; vve muft pray vvith the 
{pirit,and vve muft pray vvith our ynderftanding alloy and that 
efpecially vvhen vve are redy to partake of theblefied Sacra> 

rent of the Supper. “ 

2. Let me {peake ynto the people, as ing their keepin 
of this Lords day in this 4th you 
cannot bring any proueing arguments, to-euince it,chatthe 4th, 
com. belongethvnto the Lords day : befides , you fee i have 
proued the contrary , that the 4th com, cannot belong yntothe 
Lords day ; vvherefore , may be as zealoufe as they will, 
in fanAtifying of the Lords day; and to pleafe God there- 
by, as a duety of the 4th com, but letthem beleeueit , all this 
their zeale , isas the Apoftle fpeaketh, a zeale without Kaow- 
ledge, Rom.1o.2, All this their religion , is but meere fu 

tion ; a topleafe God hereby , but God may fay vnto 
them , who required this at your hands? may not this truely be 
counted, as a limme of that voluntarie religion , and, will worfhip, 
condemned by S.Paul Col.2.23? let men all things there- 
fore ; and let chem imitate the Bereanes, to ferch the Seriptures, 
and pray to God for illumination, & then for reformation, T hey 
may loofe their Haye , & their Corne , on the Lordsday if they 
will , in confcience of the 4th com. but the 4th com.calleth for 
no fuch matters onthe Lords day : theymay negledt feed

I haue often:heard many {cruples & queftions moued,touch- 
ing the religioulekeeping of the Sabbath day , meaning it cf 
our Lords day: as whither it belawfull for Taylers to carry 
home & fit new garments on the Sabbath day morning : and 
whither Shoemakers,may fit {hoes in the morning &c.and whi- 
ther Water-men, may row ontheSabbath day , after Euening 
prayer:and whither Marriners,may fetfayle,& beginea voyage 
on the Sabbath day: and whither any May-games, (hooting ,and 
bowleing,or like recreations be lawfull on our Sabbath day:and 
I haue heard it much queftioned, yvhenthe Sabbath day doth 
begine & end; at morning,at midnight,or on the Euening;:and 
the like, ld ov 
To thefe & the like queftiones I anfwer , 1. if the lawes of 
the Realme will permit thefe on the Lords day , [ anfwer the 
law of Gods 4th com.is not againft them; but rather with them, | 
laying ,Sixe dayes fhalt thou labour 8c¢,whereof the Lords day 
is one, 2.1] anfwer,itis mens dary , firf of all , to be inquifirive 
after the day it felfe , to know which day is the Sabbath day, 
before they inquire how the day fhould be {pent , & what may 
be done on the day,and what not; there is a greater errour 
among ft vs,then they are aware on; their{cruples & queftiones, 
are like ynto the msinte,& annife,&< cammin;but there is an other

SECT. 
A fecond text produced to preue, the Lords day , a Sabbath 
day, is Pfal, 118.24. This isthe day, which the Lord bath made, 
let us veioyce be gladinit, Here fay fome, the word.made may 
be tranflated Santtified; & further , this day here fpoken cf,was 
a type of the very day of Chritts refurre&ion,on the Lords day, 
or firft day of the weeke ; & therfore God made or Sanctified 
this day for a Sabbath. Before I anfwer this text ,leaft fome 
(hould obie& vnko me,that I debafe their caule,, by bringing in 
fuch weake textes, as noman of note will make vie of this wits 
for to this purpofe,one AZ. Pottes, an auncient diuine,beiond th 
Seaes,obiected this very text vnto me,as finding fault with me, 
for putting it into my former booke ; fo lightly hee effeemd it - 
now to wipe away {uch preiudiciall thoughts, let it be Knowne,. 
I could inftance Authoures.in printed bookes , WhO doe yrge it; 
but {paring them, I will nominate one of my ro sduediaries . 
ftanding vpon this text ftifly , and it is 44/Gallard, Minifter of 
Sprowfton in Norff: fometyme pupill ww the torelaid AZ. Portes, 
and fol come to the anlwer,. 
My 1. anfwer to this Text is, that vvbereas M.Gallard faith, 
the vvord made, may be tranflated fandtified. I anlwer him,that- 
fo the vvord may be tranflated made alfo; and that to tranflate ic 
made , is the more fitting in this place, all our Tranflaters both 
old and nevv , doe beare'me yvitnefie ; for they all render it: 
made : Novy ifit may be tranflated made; how vyill he prove, 
that it be cranflated fanéctified ?for hee muff remember, 
that it is his part to proue , that the vvord meceflarily be 
tranflated Sanctified, Happily he vyill fay that the yvordfigai- 
fieth to fancifye , yvhen it is referred to dayes but, fo the 
Yvord viually fignifieth alfo, yvhen it is referred ynto men,and

yetin one place it fignifieth appointed or ordeined,thus the Medes 
& Perfians are {aid to be fanttsfied of God, 3.3.17. Thatis, 
appointed of God to execute his ; vvhy may not 
the yvord then be once fo meant allo, yvhen it is referred to 
dayes? ya nA 
I anfvver him, fuppofe it muft be tranflated /anétified, chen 
I diftinguith of Sandtification of dayes ; fome dayes are fan&i- 
fied for Sabbaths , for the Church to Reft on ; other fome dayes 
are fanétified for other endes,as for fome particular mans yfe in 
the Charch,as here in this text Pf.118.24,. This day which the 
Lord made or {anétified, he made it or fanétified it, for Dauids 
vfe properly, for the day wherin he fhould come to the Crowne; 
and fo typically for Chtift his vfe , and for the day wherein he 
fhould be honourablie raifed from rhe dead ,the Lords day; now 
this Pfalme is tobe ynderftood in this latter fenfe,as he that bath 
but halfe an eye may fee ; how then vvill he proue, that this 
Lords day , w Chrift rofe, was fanctified for the Church 
tofan&ifie , vvhen it vvas fandctified for Chrift alone to rife in? 
for this day, vvas not fanétified for the yvhole Church and peo- 
ple, but for Chrift alone : not for the Church to reft on, but for 
Chrift torife on. 
3. I anfwer by an other diftin&ion , the word Day is fome | 
time taken in Scripture for a fhorte & ordenary day of 12, 
howres or the like; and fometime it is taken for a long {pace of 
time , conteining many dayes , vveekes, moneths, or yeeres, as 
Iob.8.56. Abraham reioyced to fee my day &c, and 2.Cor.6.2. 
behold now the day of /alnation. Now the word Day in Pla,x 18. 
24. may be taken in this latter fenfe , for all that time yvherein 
Dauid raigned, and {o for all that time of Chrift vypon the earth 
after his refurrection ; or longer , wherein he raigneth in his 
Church as King; how then vvill 44,Gallard doe to proue , that 
by day here, muft be meant a fhorte & ordenary day of 12 of 
more howres,or a weekly Sabbath day ? 
__ 4 Lanfwer,fay the yvord day be tobe taken for a fhort day, 
then let it be proued, that this is a hecy of a weekly day, as 
of euery Sunday or Lords day : for it may be a prophecy of a 
yeerly day onely , as of Eater day, fince on that day Chrif rofe 
. from 
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GODS SABBATH DAY; >24 
from the dead: and if it be no otherwife,how will they doe for 
a weekly Sabbath,oneuery Lordsday? 
Lanfwer, that this Pfalme cannot be a prophecy, that the 
Lords day , or day wherein Chrift was to rile, fhould bea Sab- 
bath day ; and thatl e , becaufe Chrift kept not this Lords 
day, or day of his re{urrection, yvhen it came, asa Sabbath day, 
but as a vvorking day ; for hee trauailed vp ahd downe,tooand — 
fro, on that day;and fo did his Difciples; yea the Apoftles them- 
felues were ignorant, that this firft Lords day,fhould be a Sab- 
bath : for they beleeued not, that Chrift was rifen, but forrowed 
& vvept, all the day long vntill it vvas nere night; and fo could 
not kepe it a Sabbath in memory of the refurrection: Thefe 
things haue bene proued alredy : Novy had this Plalme bene a 
eer that the firft Lords day, yyhereon Chrift rofe , fhould 

ue bene a Sabbath day , Chrift muft haue kept this day , toge- 
ther wvith his Difciples , as a Sabbath day : becaufe Chrift maf 
fulfill all chings prophecied of him, And thus much for anlyyer 
to this abufed text of Scripture. 


Thus we haue anfwered the Scriptures vvhich they abufe, & 
bring out ofthe Old Teftament ; inthe next place vve come

1.14.&c. W herePeter preached on Pentecoft day,and alfo con- 
verted 3000 foules;and adminiftred the Sacrament of Baptifme 
vnto them: and this Pentecoft day, was on the Lords day ; and 
therfore the Lords day muft bea Sabbath day... 
vnto I anfwer (and in anfwesing , muftbe the larger, 
becaufe in this Text they put greate confidence, laying; heere 
vvasa Sermon, & heere vvas thowfands converted, Sc heere 
vvas the Sacrament of Baptifme adminiftced, con this day the 
Holy Ghoft defcended ; S vvhat yvould, you have. more faith 
‘M'.Gallard?) admit, tharthis dayswas our.Lords day; 
yet asit vvas onely our. Lords, day , vyhich yvecall

Yea, headdeth that Pentecoft may 
ale on any day of the weeke, To this agreeth ynfworth on 
Leuit.23.11.15. alleaging it to be the opinion of Sondry Rab- 
bines; and according to the Hebrew Canones; and tranflations of 
the Chaldee , & Septuagint ; that Pencecoft followeth the day of 
moneth, and fo is variable, being one yeere ee one day of the 
weeke, & an other yeere vpon an other day of the vveeke : and 
herevnto allo doe beare witnefle , the fewes wherefveuer nov 
liuing ; for they keepe their Feaft of Pentecoft by the accounte 
of the Moone; and one yeere ypon one day of the weeke , and 
the next yeere vpon an other. Wherefore fince it is the moft 
likely: that Pentecoft day then fell vpon fome other day of — 
the weeke , as Saturday , or thelike , hovv vvill they proueit

Scrip- 
tare ,{ee A&t,ax.20,17. vvbere the Apoftles teld Paul, thar all 
the beleeuing Lewes, vvere zealon(e-of the Law: Yea further, 
the Apoftles perfwaded Paul ; that novv he being come to leru- 
fatem,that bee vvould Iudaize allo, by purifying himf: lfe,& con- 
tributing &c.v.24, and all yvas done tothis end,that the belee- 
uing lewes,might thinke nothing to the contrary,but that Paul 
himtelfe allo kept the daw sxo.vvit ,the Ceremoniall Lavy : by 
vvhich patlages, iris more then manifeft that at lerufalem,the 
Apottles,and all the beleeuing Jevves,thcy ftill obferued the ce- 
remoniall lavy, and that zealouily; novy this vvas all long after

Lords Supper , for the Difciples came together to breake bread, 
as the Text faith: Wherefore this day muft be a Sabbath day: 
This text AZ, Benton Minifter, prefled vpon me very eagerly. 
Herevnro I anfwer 1. if the Lords day , or firft day of the 
weeke, yvere kept here by Paul fora Sabbath day, why did not 
Paul doe the like ypon every Lords day, in all Churches where 
he camefand where he might ifhe vvould, have done it? for this 
purpofe fee A&t.13.14-42.44.where mention is made,how Paul 
vvent into the Synagogue on the Sabbath day, to wvir, the 7th 
day Sabbath , at Antiochia , and there preached : Now fermon 
being ended, thetext faith , that the Gentiles befought that they 
would preach thefe words to them , the next Sabbath day , & accot- 
dingly it vvasfo done v.44. Now it is to be noted , that thefe, 
Gentiles vvere conuerted beleeuers,as the text bewraieth v.42.

this I deny them, & this they maft proue: for it vvill be found, 
rhat both the fermon , and the Lords Supper , were done in the: 
night time, which is no parte of the day ; and confequently that 
thefe aétions were not done on the Lords day. I confeffe the 
Difciples mett on the Lords day,or firft day of the weeke,but it 
followeth not thence , that therfore Paul preached , & admini- 
ftred the Lords Supper , on this firft day , vvherin they aflem- 
bled : that this is no paradox , you fhall fee the Text giueth me 
light vnto this anfwer; as for Pauls Sermon, that this vvas per- 
formed in the night time, after the Lords day vvas paft; feethe .

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Sapper,that they mett not in the morning,or at breakfaft time, 
to eate their Supper, but at Supper time , and at Euening time, 
at the end of the day, Againe, the text faieth, Past continued bis 
preaching vnisll midnight .Now it is a moft voreafonable thing to 
imagine , tvat Paul {hould begine his fermon, in the morning, 
about 8 of che clocke, & continue his preaching votill midnigh's _ 
it was neuer heard , that theré fhould be a fermon made of fix-. 
tene howres Poi vvherefore it is the moft likely , thar Paul 
might begine his fermon after Supper,about 9 or 10 aclockeac, 
night, & fo held on till midnight: There is no there. 
fore, that Paul preached in the day time; muchlefie that he be- 
gane in the morning ; ynlefle you vyill na imagine , that 
the Difciples mett at Breakefaft time to goe tolupper: and alfo, 
that Paul preached a fermon of 16. howres long;vvhichno Au- 
ditor could beare vvith patience & profhit, | 


Neither will that hinder this, in that the text faith , thatthe 
Difciples mett om the firft day of the vveeke v. 7, for, as aman 
may be {aid to pay afumme of mony on fuch aday, though he.

them to meete in the day time or morning for that, theeuening , 
was foone enough: Jet them proue , thatthe Difciples would , 
haue mett fooner,but for feare,if they can anid 
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-euery dayes worke : preaching, is an euery dayes worke and 
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of perfecution hindred them,then would they net bane mett on 
the firft day8&c.in the day time, leaft they fhould be feene walk. 
ing in the ftrectes , & entring into the common houfe of affem- 
blie; they then yyvould rather haue mett,erly before day light,or 
late after the day vvas (hut in,leaft they fhould be feene &c.but 
they aflembled in the day time, & therefore no feare of perfecu- 
tors.

Befides, whereas they tell vs, that this inftance in A@.20,7.is 
an example of a Sabbath day, they are much miftaken; for this is 
but a Sermon example , it is not a Sabbath example : great diffee 
rence there is betwixt a Sermon example,& a Sabbath example: 
for,to proue a Sabbath example, they muft proue that thefe Dif- 
ciples did Reft all day from morning to night;and then fecond- 
ly ,that they performed thofe holy actions , in confcience of the 
day, & of the 4th com.fo then hitherto,they haue not proued,fo 
muchas’ any one Lords day, kept for a Sabbath day, inthe Apo- 
ftles times, Onely they haue grotly abufed this portion of Scrip- 
ture alfo, as they haue done the former,to make the holy Ghoft 
fay what he nener thought: this abufe of Scripture would be re- 
formed by fuch as trake confcience. 

4. I anfwer,vvhereas they plead that Paul tarried 7 dayes at 
Troas; & preached on the laft day, it being the Lords day,and no 
mention of any fermon but on the Lords day : if this will proue 
a Sabbath day , then haue I learned a way liow to proue Satur- 
day tobe the Sabbath day,and that’ by the like arguing:for Paul 
tarried certaine dayes at Philippie; and preached on the Sabbath 
day, to wit, the Saturday Sabbath,and baptized Lydia & hir fa- 
mily onthe fame day , but'no mention there is of any preaching

Were not many things done, that were 
not mentioned?elle the world could not céreine the bookes Eee, 
Yer it may be proued that Paul preached on the day before.this

S. Luke teftifieth of S.Pas/, that vvhere Paulcame , it yvas his 
cu(tome to preach euer vpon the Sabbath day, Pasl as bis manner 
was went in vnto them, & iij Sabbath dayes difputed with them 
Ac&t.17. 2. A&, 18.4. And Paul who exhorted Timothieto 
preach the word in feafow and out of feafon ; himfelfe I eruft was 
not idle at Trvas,all thofe 6 dayes which went before the Lords 
day. Bur thenthey turne to queries , and why preached he on 
this day? and why is this day mentioned,and none of the other? 
Thus when they can goe no further,they fale to beging of quef= 

tions of ys; vvhen it is their part to proue it, vvhy this day rather 
then any other is mentioned ; if any reafon in itthey can find; 
that vvill helpethem, letthem produceit, 
5. Lanfwer,that this fermon of Pauls, was occationall & extra: 
ordenary; and therefore no likelyhood that it was a Sabbath: 
neither is itlikely , that this alfembly at Troas , was a Sabbath 
affembly : for Sabbath affemblies are vyorkes of the day,not of 
day & night both,Suppofe therefore,that the Church at Troas, 
al embled in the motning of the Lords day,and fo held on their 
affemblie whilft midnight ; yea , all night allo; for fo much is 
plaine by the text A&,20.7.11, and fo they held fociety a whole 
day,and a vvhole night alfo,24. howres: is this tobe deemed, 
an ordenary Sabbath day worke? if it be,chen muft our Congre- 
apes , affemble euery vveeke on the Lords day morning, and.

patterne here, the Church at Troas : fee if thele mens eyesbein

As this example at Troas , was extraordenary , fowas it o¢ca. 
tionall ; occationed by Pauls departure from them the next day: 
for he had tarried with them 7 dayes,and the next morning he 
was totake his iourney and departe from them,as the text {peas 
keth, v.7.13, and neuer to fee their faces any more, nor they 
ever to fee his face any more,as the Text {peakethv.25.. Now 
in all probability , the Church at Troas knowing this , refolued 
herevpon to come & take their laft ight and farewell of him, & 
to receiue the Lords Supper at bis hands before his departure; 
and this was likely to be the cecation of their aflemblie now on 
this Lords day; yea, fo much may be collected out of the Text 
A&.20.7. Now the Brethren being aflembled, Paul could doe

I corfetle vve may be bould to render a reafon, why Chrifts 
Supper was called the Lords Supper; becaufe vve haue a vvord 
cfinftirution added to the name, declaring its nature vie and 
endjas 20 23.24.25. burit isnotfo with the day, 
called the Lords day, Reucl, 1. 10. Yee haue notliing but its 
bare name mentioned, & not a word of the reafon of the name, 
nor of the vie and endcfthe day , fo named ; wherefore all cpn- 
fcquences from hence, muftbeas faith M, Perkins before ques 
ted, but likeliboods, 

Son eargue thus, that which in Scriptare , is called the 
Lords, that is to be confecrated to the Lord , and to his worfhip, 
Tanfwer,as vvell may they thus argue & conclud, that becaule 
the earth is called the Lords , it muft therefore be ¢o fecrated fo 
toGod , as it muft reff & be tilled nomore, & be implojed 
vvbolly and onely:to Gods yvorfhip, And (o Chriftianes being 
called the Lords muft reff from vvorke, and onely worfhip 
God. 

Some Minifters argue thus, that this day is called Lords day, 
by way ofexcellency , as excelling all other dayes of the weeke, 
& therfore it muft be a Sabbath day ; for Sabbath dayes excell 
all otherdayes. Hetevnto lanfwer, that euery excellercy fa 
day, maketh notthat day a Sibbath day, vnlefle it excelleth asa 
Sabbath day: for example, good friday , & euery friday finee, 
doe excell all other dayes« fthe weeke, in this regard, that on it 
Chrift fuffred his bitter paflion for vs; & yet is not euery friday 
fince a Sabbath day. Hallow Thurfdsy, excelleth all dayes of 

the vveeke,in this, that on it Chriftafcended vp into heauen;& 
yet is not Thurtdey become a Sabbath day. Sothe Lords day 
exceilethall others inthis, that on it Chrift rofe, & yet is not 
the Lords day a Sabbath day, erethe more for this excellency} 
As the Minifter excelleth all other men, for a Minifter .8¢ yet 
he is not therfore a Magiftrate , fothe Lords day may excell all - 
other dayes, for a refurre&tion day ;. and yet it is not sherforea 
Sabbath or Refting day. Loe , with what idle ftuffe, they fill 
peoples heads withall , to boulfter out their fancies. 
Others there are , who thinke their bare naming of the day 
{Lords day) is argument {uilicient to convince ary man, &t 
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proue that the Lords day,mutft be a Sabbath day; fo ftrong they 
are in conceipt, & fo weake in argument: and thus they argue; 
why this day which we keepe itis called in the Scriptures, by 
S.lohn , the Lords day , is itnot ? well & what would you haue 
more then ? is not this enough for any reafonable man? Tan- 
(wer, ifit be called the Lords day , then the Lords day letit be 
fill for me; I goe not about to giue it any other name, albeit it 
may be queftioned : but this is that [ay , that S, John didnot 
call this day , Sabbath day , did he ? if hee had called it Sabbath 
day, as be called it Lords day, then would I beleeue it had bene

the vvhich can not bedone. For, itis vvith thefe textes finglie; 
and together , as it is vvith a fingle cipher , and a multitude of 
ciphers; ifa fingle cipher ftandeth for nothing , then add to itan 
hundreth more ciphets,they increafe not the number, the totall 
famme of them will be nothing ftill;an roo ciphers cinot make 
one fingle vnity: Andfoitisvvith thefe Textes, ifeuery one 
of them finglie and alone, haue no force of prouing the Lords 
day a Sabbath, then add them all together, & ifthere vverean | 
hundrett more of them , and all of thet fhall prove nothing ¢ 
arguments doe not chang their nature being a multitude , from 
that they vvere fingle : vvee efteeme not of arouments by 
ber, but by vveight : many probabilities, cannot makeone 
infallibility.

20.9. and therefore thele 6 dayes are not frany of them 
for a Sabbath, adly Iwill fhevy that of all the 6 dayes, the 
Lords day is not fit for a Sabbath : and that becaufe Chrift, and 
bis Difciples, vvith his approbation, trauailed on this day at 
leaft 15 miles, vyhich knovy of , as hath bene proutd outof 
Luk.> 4.13.15. 33. 36.the vwhich hee vvculd never haue done, - 
ifhee had iudged it fit for a Sabbath day, 3dly ,S.Paul did 
voluntarily amit the keeping of the Lords day, vvwhen he might 
haue kept it vviththole Chriftians at Antioch , for but a vvord 
{peaking , as hath bene fhovvne out of AG, 13.14.42) 43. 44. 
vvhich Paul vvould not haue omitted , if he had iudged this 
Lords day fiteft for a Sabbath. Wherefore none ofthe 6 dayes 
are titin Gods account for a Sabbath ,nonot the Lords day it 
felfe: rhey muft therefore bring fome other & better argumenr, 
then this ‘of fitneffe, to proue the Lords day a Sabbath: of all 
our Lambes, thofe vvhich are {potleffe, are fireft for a {acrifice, 
& yet no man muft novv Sacrifice them, att 
Lanfyverto their reafon vvhereby this argument is prou- 
éd: they proue the Lords day , to be fireft for a Sabbath day, 
becaufe certaine famoufe vvorkes yvere done therog, as 1. 
Chrift rofe on it, 2, appeared on it. 3.the holy Ghoft defeended 
on it. 4. Peter preached , converted 3000. & Baptifed zhem on 
it; 5. Paul preached on it 6, there vvas collections on it, and 
this reafon is very plaufible with common peoplé : But I deny 
that thefe things doe fit a day for a Sabbath day ,"in Gods 
account; (as for mans account, I regard not what he accountes, 
or 
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orthinksfitin matters neceffary to be obferued vpon paine of 
dannation , & io matters of Gods worthip ) & I detire them to 
i] fhew vs, how they come to know Gods minde in this point; 
7 hath God at-any time reuealed it , that fuch actiones as are 
forementioned,fhould tit the dayes wherin they were done, for 
Sabbathes ? or hath the Church of God at any time, found out 
Sabbathes jor made choile of Sabbathes , by and the like 
actiones? or hath God left it tothe liberty and vvifedome of 
men, to choofe him out his Sabbathes , by fuch like actiones ? if 
none of thele can be fhovyne how dare they be fo prefumptuous 
to aflirme thar fuch actiones doe fit the dayes vvherin they 
; were done, for Sabbathes ? mans reafon, isa morc blind thing, 
in the dueties of rhe tirft Table, then in the dueties of the fe. 
: cond Table, now the point ofa Sabbath , isa matter of the firft 
Table; dare men be {o audacioufly bould then vvith their 
realon & confequences heere ? yea , & {uch poore reafones,and 
friuoloule confequences ? it ftands not vvith the feare of God, | 
and reuerence of Gods Majeftie , to be fo bould yvith God. I 
vvith therfore, that men, efpecially Minifters , vvould make 
lefle vie of their reafon & confequences , and more vie of the 
Scriptures and con{cience, 

Fulther 1 anfwer , that if men will be directed by examples 
in the Scripture , for the erection & choofing of dayes for pub- 
like folemnities, they {hall find that fuch famoufe actions, haue 
not cauted thole very dayes, vwhereinthey vvere done , to be 
holy dayes » but God,and the Church , haue made choife of the 
next dayes after : Thus , God ended his vvorke of Creation on | 

‘the 6th day , now he fandtified the 7th day , which is the day 
afier: & the Church Efter. 9, did likewile; for thole Iewes, 
who had deliverance from #/amans con{piracy, on the 13th day 
of the moneth ,thcy kept the 14th day of the moneth , the day 
after, a day of f-afting & ioye v.17. & thofe lewes who had | 
deliverance on the 14th day of the moneth, they folemnifed the 
rsthday of the moneth, the day after v. 18. wherefore if the 
would follow the Church of the ewes, then muft they thinke, 
that chefe famoufe actiones, muft be remembred,not on the day 
wherein they were done, the Lords day, but the day after it,on 


Moonday, 
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Moonday,& this day mult be our new Sabbath: or, if-they vvill 
imitate God, and borrovv any light from him, then. muit they 
_ thinke that the day after all is done, muft be she Sabbath; and as 
God fet vp the 7th day , in remembrance of hisjyvorke of Crea- 
tion onthe 6 dayes, fothey are to thinke that Chrif—t (vvhoin — 
this pointe imitated God, as they fay ) fer vp the oth day of the 
vveeke, in remembrance of his worke of Redemption, done on 
the 6th, 7th, & Sth dayes of the vveeke: & fo all thofe notable 
actiones fhould betoken voto vs , that Moonday is ourneyy¥ 
Sabbath day , it being the day after. We yyill be thought to 
grownd this Lords day vpon Scripture, yet not follow either 
the example of God, or of the Church of God , recorded im 
Scripture; for we will not keepe the day after,but the very day, 
vpon which thofe a@tiones weredone, 


An other of theirarguments for the Lords day, to bea a 


bath day, is becaule om this day Christ rofe from the dead: & this — 
is in euery mans mouth, faying , why fhouldthe Lords day be 

a Sabbath , doe you aske ? why did not Chriftrife onthisday? 
thus they argue (o confidently,as if ircould not be doubted of, 

but that the Refurrection muf needs raile yp a new Sabbath. 

But herevnto I anfwer , by the like reafoning , fhewing that 
by as good reafon as this is; we may haue euery friday-& euery 
thurfday Sabbathes alfo: for friday , may sota man fay thus, 
friday muft be our Sabbath day; becaule on this day , Chrift 
fuffered for vs onthe croffe, it is Chrifts Pafsion day: and can 
any aske why friday fhould be Sabbath day, fince it was Chrifts 
Paffion day? for tharfday,may not a man fay as much for it alfo? 
Thurfday muft be our Sabbath day , becaufé on this day, Chri@ 
slcondad vp intoheauen &c, Thus you fee by like reafon we 
may as well haue 3 Sabbathes in a weeke as this one of Lords 
day. Ifany {hall obie& that the Lords day was the greateft, & 
therfore moft fit, that itbefore the other ij thould beehe Sab- 
bath; I anfwer, if we may them, thiday vvas the grea- 
teft; for on it Chrift bore the ynfupportable vyrath ofhis father

forfaken me ? but on the Lords day,there was onely Chrifts foule 
put into his dead body, & fo reuiued againe,now it was agreat. 
er matter (as I think euery one will confeffe) for the Diety, to 
fupport the humanity, on his Paffion arf vnder that vnfu 

table wrath of God; then to put his foule intohis dead body, in 
his refurre€tion day. 

2dly I anfwer, how come they by this knowledg , that my 
can fay, that this day muft be a Sabbath day, becaufe Chrift rofe 
on it? is not this one of their audacioufe & prefumptuoufe affer- 
tiones , who are bold to affirme what they lift, in the matters of 
Gods worfhip ? fuer I am the Scriptures fay no fuch thing ; nor 
doe they relate any fuch matter, when they {peake of Chrift his 
Refurrection. I find the Scriptures thas faying , that Cohrift 
died for our finnes; & rofe againe for our imstification Rom.4.25,. 
where we heare , what vfe we are to make of Chrifts refurrec- 
tion, thatis, that it yvas to iuftifie vs;but vve no vvhere reade, 
that Chrift rofe, comake the Lords day a Sabbath day, 

As for this action of Chrifts rifeing on this day , can any man 
thinke,that God yvould raife vp nevv ordinances in his Church 
as this Lords day Sabbath is, by a bare affion, vvithout a vvord 
of inftitution added toit? {uppofe vve that Chrift at his laft 
Supper, bad onely brake the Bread ; & piuen a morfell to this 
man, & a morfell tothat man , without any words of inftitution 
added vntothis a&tion , to déclare vnto them what they fhould 
doe with the breade, and what vfe they fhould make of it : and 
fuppole be had ofely given the Cup to this man to drinke,& to 
that man to dripke, and neuer faid any thing vnro them, touch- 
ing this Cup ; tell me now ,conld the Apolies without a my- 
racle hance knowne what ele they fhould make of thisbread, & 


of this wine? W hy fo it is hete,Chrift rofe vpon this Lords day, 


but neuer added any word of inftitution ynto it, to fignitie ynto 
¢s,that therefore he rofe on this day, becaufe his Charch fhould 
keepe it for a Sabbath ; how then I pray can any the patrones of 
our Lords day Sabbath, gather by theirconfequences,any thing 

from this bare adtion of Chrifts tifng on thisday? 
Nay let mecome neeret , fuppote the léwes , had read it in 
the Scriprare, that God himfelfe Refted on the rth day : but 
bad

had neuer read it in the 4th com. that they fhould imitate God, 
and Reft onthe 7th day alfo ; how could they haue gathered, 
from that bare action of Gods Reft onthe 7th day, that they 
ought in con{cience to imitate God,& Reft on the 7th day alfo, 
when God hid added no com. or word of inftitation yato his 
owne Reft for their direction ? what ,can men know Gods 
minde, without his word to teach it them ? yis doubrleffe , our 
nevv Sabbathairans can ; a bare action, vvithout any vvord 
of inftitution , is enough for them : had thefe but fene Chrift 
breake the bread onely, it had bene enough for them ; or heard 
fay,that God Refted on the 7th day ,thele needed no more : it 
is enough they knovy thus much , that Chrift rofe ypon 
the Lords day , they can convert this to their owne vfe we 
enough, to deceine the fimple, & coofinethemfelues,

An other argument they baue for the Lords day , and that is 
this ; Jf the ewes kept a Sabbath in of the Creation , then 
much more ought we Chriftianes to keepe 4 Sabbath in memory of 
the Redemption. The reafon hereof they fay is this’, becaufe the

I an{wer firft to their argument : & herein they haue altered 

‘the ftate of the queftion , by putting in the vvord keepe 
their argument, in fteade of the word isStitute or ordeine = for 
our queftion is not about the eo the Lords day ; but — 
abour the inftitution & ordination of the Lords day: let them | 
therefore firft proue that the Lords day vyas inftituted once, & 
appointed by God fura Sabbath , &¢ then they may faue them- 
felues the labour of prouing ynto vs, that yve muft keepe it: for 
vve are not vnwilling to keepe it, ifonce it be proued tobe a 
Sabbath: this is but a peece of their Sophiftry to proue one 
thing, vvben they fhould proue an other. 

Behold vvhat difference there is betwixt thefe ij Sabbathes; 
and the practife of the lewes , & out practile : for there vvasan

W hither it be greater vnto all men,or but vnto fome men ? their 


the clea, vnto the redeemed, and to thofe onely vvhich haue 
faith : Well then, the Redemption is neither greater,nor great, 
nor any thing at all,to thofe vvhich are not elected,not redeem- 
ed, and vvhich liue & dye vvithout faith ; of thefe ij fortes of 
people , the ele& are the fewer number; the vnbelecuers are 
the greater number : Well then, fee how thefe things hange to- 
gether ; the thing they muft proue, is that we Chriftians, thar is 
all we Chriftians,euen euery one wvithin the pale of the Church 
that is baptifed ,all thefe ought to keepethe Lords day , fora 
Sabbath, in memory of the redemption , vwhen as the one halfe 


man,thus to keepe a remembrance of this redemption, is becaule 
the yvorke of redemption is greater ynto {ome onely of thele 
men : How abfurdisthis, that eaery man fhould be bound to 
keep aioyfull memory , of that thing , which doth belong but. 
vnto fome of them onely, as notto the one halfe of them ! this 
is as if they would yndertake to perfwade not onely Englifh 
men , but allo Dutch men, & French men,to keepe a yeerly ioy- 
full remembrance vvith vs , for our deliuerance from the Span- 
yard in &8: Why,vvhat haue French & Dutch to doe yvith out 
deliuerance in $8? this concerned not them, it vvas not their de- 
liuerance: fo, vvhat haue fuch to doe,to keepe a ioyfull remem- 
brance euery Lords day, for the redemption, vvhen it belongeth 
not ynto them, they being vnbeleeuers, and fuch as loue not the 
Lord Iefus ? Wherefore, they cannot preffe this their new Sab- 


bath of Lords day, by this their reafon , vpon any but ypon fuch 
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GODS SABBATH 


as they fee by their fruits , doe alredy beleeues fach as doeno* 
yet belecue,vvhich commonly are the greater number,theleare 
not tyed vato the keeping of this Lords day : behold yvhara 
Sabbath they haue then ; to vvit, fucha one, asonely the fewer 
number of the Church & Parifh are tied,to keepe it, as for the 
greater number of our Citties, Townes, & Parifhes,thele arenot | 
bound to keepe it: this their reafon therefore doth bewray the 
idlenefle of the caafe ; for vve muft haue fuch a Sabbath, as the 
yea{on of it doth belong vato all, and to euery man, none excep= 
ted , and {uch is the Saturday Sabbath, vvhichis to be kept in 
memory of the Creation; now all & euery man hath a benefit by 
the Creation , and therefore all are bound toit , none excepted:

Yet further co difcouer.the vanity of this argument,fince they 
vvill haue vs keepe a Sabbath in remembrance of the Xe 
tion, 1 demaund of them, hovv often they vvould haue vs keepe 
a Sabbaah in memory of the Repemption , once euery 7th day, 
ofter,or feldomer? they vvill anfwer once euery 7th day : vvby 
fay I , that is Jewifh , and fauoureth of /udaifme, toobleruea 7th 
day : this they haue learned from the lewifh Sabbath ; yyhere- 
fore , fince they doe fo abborre Iudaifme & the 7th day Sab- 
bath, vvby doe they imitate the /ewes herein , and the 7th day 
Sabbath, by choofing a 7th day ? the 7th day, isin imitation of 
Gods reft on the zthday : and in memory of the Worlds crea- 
tion, finifhed at the 7th day: but vve are Chriftians,and as they 
fay,all things ave become new, old things are paffed away,vvellthen, 
vve muft now imitate Chrift the Kedeemer, as the lewes did 
God the Creatour ; and we muft fetch light from the vvorke of 
Redemption, to know how often to keepe our new Sabbath,as the 
Iewes did by Gods direction from the yvorke of Creation. 

If then we muft imitate Chrift the Redeemer,as did the lewes 
Godthe Creatour, then mnft wetrauailetoo & fro ypon the 
Lords day,for fo did Chrift himfelfe, 2. If we muft fetchlighe; 
hovv often to keepe our nevv Sabbath, fromthe yvvorke of re< 
demption, asthe lewes did from the worke of Creation , then 
muft we (fince all things are become new) take yp a new ac~

none of the meaneft: neither neede they be afhamed to heare of 
this argument in publike,which they doe vfein priuate : I affure 
them, it is the beft argument which they haue forthe Lords day: _ 
none of all thefe paft are like vnto it:for enery fowle be 
vnto the higher powers, RO,13.1. if therfore the Magiftrate com- 


maundeth vs to keepe it,we muft keepeit, 
To this argument I anfwer , 1. that our queftion is not whi- 


ther vve muft keepe the Lords day,or not keepe it ; but whither 
Chrift bath inftituted & appoieed it fora Sabbath or not ; let 
this be firft proued,& thea vve vvill be redy tokeepe it,though 
this argument of Authority be wanting. 

2. lanfwer , if this Lords day hath no higher authority then © 
from the Magiftrate, then doth it not bind confcience fimply 8

nances them felues; they therfore miftake things, thatargue 
chus, that God bleffeth the day, when they fhould fay; God 
bleffeth bis ordinances in the day: for it followeth nor, that be- 
caufe God bleffeth his ordinances done in the day, that he ther- 
fore bleffeth alfo the day & time , wherin thefe ordinances are 
done; no more then God bleffeththe plate wherin thele ordi- 
nances ate performed, ig : 

Let me fhew you the vanity of this arguing by the like cafe; 
Gods bleffing doth vfually accompany painfull labour;now fup- 
pofe fome profane Trad{man fhould vvorke all: day long tom 
the Sabbath day, or Lords day , & finding at night his work to 
haue increafed & thriuen in his bands; might he argue thus, 
God hath bleffed this day ynto me for a workin g day, & ther- 
fore here after I fhall vfeit for a working day;for Gods bleffing 
vpon my laboures this day, isa that God approueth my 
action, & alloweth of it for a working day? | 

The other part of this argument , is that God bath curfed the 
profaners of this Lords day ,and this is a figne that God appro- 
ueth of the day. For we reade in bookes , fet forth by fome Di- 
uins , of many remarkable iudgements of God, which haue be- 
falne the profaners of the Lords day. Hereynto I anfwer,x.that 
in controuercies about points of Religion, yve muft not proue 
things, by the arguments of am Pay & aduerfity:for chefe are 
no certaine fignes of Gods vvill and pleafure ; no man for cer- 
— taine, knowes loue or hatred,of all that is before them,Eccl.o.1.vve 

-muft to the Scriptures in this cafe;for there God hath manifefted 
his vvill ; but you may perceiue they be almoft outof breath, in — 
as much as they are inforced to flye the Scriptures , and hale in 
any thing, that may helpe to make a noife, and put fome caller 
vpon the matter before the fimple. By this argument yve may

it, in our Churches ; for it was not kept vacill Chriffian Empe- 
rours eftablifhed it, now the firft Chriftian Emperour that 
enacted a Law for the Lords day, as fattas I can find, was Con- 
ftanine, & this was about 300 yeeres after Chrift ; fo that this 
Lords day, was not onely not Kept oY the prifitiue Churches, 
but alfo it was not kept in all probability , not of 300 yeeres af- 
ter Chrift : fo that they haue no greate caule toalleage the prac- 
tile of rimitiue Church for their Lords day..

Here itis to be noted x. that this Teftimony , is not of what 
fome private perfones did, or thought of the Lords day , but 
what was done by an wholl Church ; yea by Churches, in the 
plurall number, 2. The thing recorded of thefe Churches is, 
that they neglected the obfervation and fanétification of the 
Lords day Sabbath, 3, The time is to be noted, how longe they 
continued , without obferuation of the day ; and this is gather- 
able tobe about Three bundreth yeeres : for itis faid , it was 
neglected vntill it.was eftablifhed by Chriftian Emperours:now 
it is well knowne, that the firft Chriftian Emperour, that made 
any Decree for the honourable & Religioufe obfervation of the 
Lords day , was (onftantine,who liued about 300 yeeres after 
Chrift.4.The laft thing remarkable, is to confider whatChurch~ 
es thefe were which fo negle&ted the Lords day ; they were 
not any of thofe later Churches , who were corrupted, with the 
dreggesof popery; but they were the moft ancient the primi- 
tive Churches,and fo the moft pure Churches. Thus farr of m

wood in his Treatife of the Sabbath , againft A/. Byfield thus re- 
porteth , that Con/tantine the Great licenced the reise people by 
bis Decree,freely (libere liciteg, are the words of the Constitution) to 
attend thesr fowing of graine, fetting of Vines, & other hufbandry on 
the Lords day. 
Now,would Conftantine (thinke you) affifted vvith the ad- 
vice, no doubr, of his lerned Clergie, haue giuen free licenfe & 
liberty , vnto his Subiectes , to haue followed their vvorkes of 
hufbandry, as ploughing, and the like,on the Lords day, if thofe 
times had iudged the Lords day, to be a Sabbath day by diuine 
inftirution , and to be fan&ified in confcience of the 4th 
mandement ? Why, the 4th com, dire&ly forbiddeth all feruile 
labours, fuchas are ploughing, carteing lowing, fettin gand the 
like;they could not be fo voide of reafon ther¢ fore, as to giue li- 
berty, yea, and that freely, to doe feruile vvorkes,and laborioufe 
on the Lords day,if the Lords day had in their iudgment, ftoode 
by virtue of the 4th Com.as many now a dayes faine it. | 
Wc heare now a dayes , much fownd of that famoufe Decree, 
of (ontantine,made for the fanctification of the Lords day:but, 
behold vvhat it was , hee required none other fanétification of 
it, then we now a dayes, make of our common Holy dayes, 
S. Mathew, S .Johns day, & the reft, iffo much : for, then it was 
not volawfull, to plough on the Lords day. W hat therefore if I 
fhould fay , that the Lords day is not of Gods ordination ; and 
therefore we may lawfully & fafely, plough, & fowe our Lands 
in Whearte-feile, mowe our graffe, and make haye in haye- {eile, 
reape our Corne, & worke in harueft, euery Lords day ? vvhy 
may I not be as free from cenfure , as Conftantine , and the 
Courch in histime ? yvhat fay I more,then was then decreed,and 
eftablifhed by daw ? yea, and that by Conftantine , who was the 
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‘moft holy Emperour,and beft patron of the Lords day, that euer 
Prince was. 

An other Teftimony is a Decree of Conftantine recorded by 
Eufebins de vita Conftant, \ib.4. cap.18. and alfo by Sozoms, lib. 
r.cap.8. vvherein hee decreed by one & the fame law, without 
any difference making,that all his Empire, fhould fanctifie both 
the Friday,and the Sunday; the day before the Lewes Sabbath, 6c 
the day afcer it; The Sunday, becaufe of Chrift his Ref/srrection; 
The Friday , becaufe of Chrift his Paffion, Loe here then were 
two dayes in a weeke fanctified, the Friday && the Sunday, and 
that without difference : Now who that readeth this,can thinke 
that the Church in Conftantins time, kept the Sanday or Lords 
day as a Sabbath , vnleffe he fhould ablurdly thinke , that they 
kept cwo Sabbaths in a weeke , the Friday & the Sunday ? it is 
more likely , that they kept them bothbut as wekeepe fome 
light holy dayes, Nor did the memory of the Refwrrettion exalte 
the Lords day any higher , then did the memory of the Pajffion 
exalte the Friday. Thus you fee in what efteeme the Church of 
God had the Lords day, ia Conftantins time. 

ITI. 

My third Teftimony , fhall be that whereof we readein Sa 
crates his Ecclefiafticall Hiftorie lib.s. cap.21. vvhere he thus 
writeth: The drifte (faith he) of the eA poftles, was not to lay 
Canons & Decrees concerning Feastes, & holy daies ; but to become 
paternes unto vs of piety,of good life, & Godly conner{ation, 

_ Whereas there is greate contention at this time,to proue the 
Lords day to be a Sabbath day, inftituted in the new Teftament, 
by Chrift & his Apoftles ; this Hiftorian , will determine 
controuercy for vs, if we will be guided , by the iudgement of 
thofe primitiue Churches: for hee faith plainly,that the Apoftles 
made no Decrees,concerning Holy dayes; of which number the 
Lords day is one; and what he faith here of the Apoftles , the 
lame alfo in the fame Chapter, he faith of Chri/t,namely,that hee 
made no law, for the Church to celebrate the feaft of Eafter Sc. 
Thus you fee, it is the indgement of antiqnitie , that neither 
Chrift nor his Apoftles , did euer appoint Easter day , vvhichis 
the Lords day nor any other dayes,to be fanétified for Sabbaths. 
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I deny not for all this, tharthofe times gaue refpe& ynto 
the Lords day,and other Holy dayes; but this onely 1 deny,thae - 
they fanétified this Lords day , as Diuinely inftituted , and ap- 
pointed by Chrift or his Apoftles ; but rather, as from the fame 
a thority, from & by which, they fanctified orher holy dayes of 
the Saints,to wit, from & by “yt Tradition of the Church, 
My fowrth Tcftimony , fhall be the iudgment of S. Aagw. 


fine; who in his 118 Epittle de feftss diebus thus writeth ; 


for thofe things which we obferue, by Trad:tion, not by wri ghting, 


we underftand them to be ginen , either by the Apoftles themf{clues, 


or by approucd oc. As the anniner{ary celebration of the 
Lords Paffion,the Refurrettion,® the Afcention 

In yvhich paflage, vve note thefe particulars, 1. That S.4u 
gujtine accounted the San&tification of the Lords day, tobea 
thing receiued(by Tradstion.2. That its inftitution,was not to be 
founde in the Scriptures: for he faith, wich we obferue by Tradi- 


tion, not by wrighting 3. That S. Augujtine was doubtful 


& vneertaine, vvhither the obferuation of the Lords day, vvere 
a Tradition receiued from the Apoftles, or from Councells. 
4. That S. Auguftine rekoneth the Lords day, being the Feaft  f 


the Refurreétion,to be of no better,nor Digher authority then 


_ Good Friday , & Hallow Thur{day , the Feafts of Chrifts Paffion 


& Afcention. We may as well therefore, by S.Auguftins iudge- 
ment, fanctify euery Friday , and euery Thurlday for Sabbaths. 
throughout the yzere , as euery Lords day: for they haueall 
tree the fame originall,8 felfelame grownd & Authority : for, 
be all Traditions, & vnwritcen Traditions, and doub;full, 
ither from the Apoftles or from Councells. : 
By the way, fince S.duguftine knew no Scripture , for the 
fanctification of the Lords day for the Sabbath , how cometh it 
about, I maruaile, that many in our dayes , haue found out fo 
‘Many Scriptures for it? vve haue now this rext of Scriprure 
lob, 20. 19. 26, witnefling, that Chrift did often appeare vnto 
his Difciples onthis day. Another Text we haue for it AG, 20. 
7, where S. ‘Panl preached afetmon at Troas on this day. An 
other Text we haue found out 1,Cor.16,2. yvhere there wasa 
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colleAiion for the poore on this day. And yet an other Text w® 
haue Reuel.1.10. where this day is called the Lords day. I mar~ 
uaile S.Auguftine,and his times, fhould be fo ignorant, as not to 
fee thefe textes , as warrantable infticutions forthe Lords day, 
to become a Sabbath, fince wee fee them, and fay they arefo 
cleefe to proue the point. Shall I tell you mine opinion ? it is 
this; fuppofe,they that firft {ec their witts on worke,tofindea 
Diuine inftirution for this Lords day , they fawe nothing but 
Tradition of the Church for it, as for the reft of Holy dayes ; bur 
mifeliking this , they iadged it better , to haue it ftand by a Di- 
uine ordinance; and therefore, haue viedtheir witts , to wreft 
thefe Scriptures thitherwards ; fo now, they haue fathered the 
matter all ypon God: and made this Lords day a Diuine ordi- 
nance,to = the more honour vnto it: this durft not S. Auguftin 
doe;but he more ingenuoufly , plainly confeffed it tobe , as in- 
deed & in trueth it is,A Tradition of the Church, & of equall 
authority, for its fan&ification,with Good Friday, HallowThar{- 
day, & other Holie dass. 
~ Toconclude,well we may make of the Lords day, what efteme 
we vvill; but yetyou fee , itis but a Tradition, (a Popifh Tra- 
dition) & as this vvas the ludgement ofS. Auguftine, fo you 
fhall fee ic confirmed by others alfo by & by. Now if it proue 
but a Tradition then may vve conclud, thar all Romifh rubith, 
isnot as yet cleane {wept out of the Reformed Churches, 

Another Teftimony of $. Asguftine , I inde in bis vvorkes 
contra Adimant: cap,16. vvbere he thus wvriteth; For. we alfodoc — 
celebrate bath the Lords the of Eafter, & certaine other 
feftinall dates: but we obferue not the times , but onelse the things fig- 
nificd by or in thofe times &c. Loe here, S.Auguftine faith , they 
kept the Lords day indede in bis time, & inthat Church: but 
how? they kepe it much like asthey kept other Holy dayes , and 
feftiualls: for faith tempora obferyamus,we regard not the 
times &c. I, but did the Lords day , ftand by the ordinance of 
Chrift, then S,Auguftine would haue regarded thetime : for he 
-muft haue regarded that very day, if Chrift had ordained it: 8 
did the Lords day, ftand by virtue of the 4th Com, then S..Au- 
guftine muft haue obferued the time: forthe day &time,. to 
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wir, the Seauenth day , vvas no leffe inioyned in the4th Com) 
then reft from laboures , & holy excercifes: how can men that 
worke on the Lords day Sabbath, be faidto rob God of hig 
time, if the time be not tobe regarded ? itis more then mani. 
feft therfore, that S, Auguftine, & the Church of God in his 
time did not beleeye it, that the Lords day , vvas inftituted by 
Chrift; or that it was to be fandtified by virtue of the 4th Com, 
I could alleage other, Teftimonies out of S. Auguftine, tothe 
fame effect, but thefe are fufficient. ES 

~ Soe much for the iadgement of the Auncients, & the Primi- 
tiue Churches, for the firft 400 yeeres & vpwards: I come now 
ynto our later times. My sth Teftimony then , thall be that of 
Peter Martyr cited by AZarlorate in his Commentaryon, 1 Cor, 
16.2. whothus writeth, Like asthe Sabbath day , was celebrated 
by the Law , in memory of the Creation ; [0 is now the Lords day in 
ufe, inmemory of the Refurrettion: but when this chang & alteta- 
tion was made, we hane it not exprefed in the Scriptures : and then 
apaine ,a little beneath faith he; Neither are we therefore te 
be accufed as obferuers of dayes & times, as if we placed more holj- 
ne (fe in one day then in an other: for we afemble, rather on the Lords 
day then on any other day , onely for cinill ve{pettes for the order 


of the Church. Itis plainethen, that this Holy man accounted 


the Lords day , tobe an ordinance of the Church onely , anda 
ciwill thing , & kept onely for order fake : he knew of no Diuine 
initivutis for it,nor of any 4thcom.beléging ynto it;nor thou 

he that there was any difference to be made, betvvene the Lords 


day & other dayes of the vveeke , in any refpect vnto Chrifts 
inttitution of it: for he faieth expredl 


y, that it isnot foundin 
the Scriptures vvhen the Lords day vvas fer vp: how thea 
Ps doe to proue, the Lords day , to be of Diuine inftitu-

My oth Teftimony, thall be that of Urfinus in his Catech, on 
the 4th Comm.pag.637, vvhere he thus vvriteth; The Sabbath ig 
twofould: one of the old Teftament, which was tied to the 7th day,@ 
its obféruation was necefarie, and the worfhip of God. The ot f 
the new Tetament , and this dependeth on the lsbertie of the Church, 
who chofe the first day of the weeke, for certaime caufes ; & it iste be 
obferued for order lake » but without any opinion of neceffitie, Thus 
you fee the iudgment of Urfinus was,that the Lords day, orfirt — 
day of the weeke, is at the plefure of the Church for its fan&tifi- 
cation: And Moreouer , that there is no mece/fitte to fan&ifie its 
furely ,Ur/ine did not beleeue, as many with vs doe , that Carift 
and his Apoftles, raifed vp the Lords day for a Sabbath;nor yet, 
that the 4thcom., had any thing to doe with it.

My 4th reafon diflwafiue , is becaufe by the vphoulding of 
this Lords day Sabbath, the facred Scriptures, & vvord of God 
_is profaned : I make that appeare thus; Minifters doe daily urge 
the 4th Com. vpon the Lords day; & doe prefle mens con{cien- 
cés to the Sanétifying of the Lords day, by the 4th Comm.now 
the 4th Com. doth {peake (as he that hath but halfe an eye may 
fee) of the day called Sabbath day, but this, is a day called Lords 
day : the 4th Com. was made for a fandtified & hallowed day: 
for God himfelfe bleffed it, 8 fanétified it, Genef. 2. 3. but this 
Lords day, is a profane day, a common day , neuer fanéFified by 
God; but on the contrary appointed forlabour, it being one 
of the fixe working dayes,mentioned in the 4th Com. & Chrift 
himfeife trauailing on it &e. Now for Minifters , to apply this 
facred word of Gods 4th Com, ynto a profane, common, and 
vofanctified day & time; this,or nothing , is to profane the Sa- 
cred word of God. Secondly , many portions of Scripture in 
the New Teftament; with {ome alfo out of the old, are hereby 
alfo wrefted,abuled, & profaned: the Spirit of God,is madeto 
{peake for that , which neuer came into his minde to thinke.a 
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mofthortible & ynlufferable thing in a Chriftian Church: as 
for example thefe Texts, Pfal.r28.24. At.1< 
2.3. Act.2.1.14 AX.20.7. Cor.16 2, 2.Cor.5.17. and 
Reael.1.10, thele eight Textesat leaft, befids the 4th Com. 
are abufed for the maintenance of a forged , new coined, and 
counterfait Sabbath day: who that hath any zeale of Gods glory, 
orloue vatohis Holy word, can endure it, that Gods word and 
trueth fhould be thus profanly vied, profaned 8 abufed?wher- 
fore, if you beare any reuerence vato the facred word of God, 
let a reformation be made, 

— Looke vponthe third Com, Thow fhale not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vaine : now Godsword, is a parte of his 
name,wherby he is knowne A@.9.15. therfore for men to abufe 
& profane Gods word, it is to abufe & profane Gods name, & 
fo a finne againft the third Com. now the reward of {uch pro- 
fanation, is this , that God will not hold him guiltieffe , that taketh 
his name in yaine: bee {hall furely punifhed, vvith- 
out repentance & amendement, But vyhat doel {peaking to 
deafe Adders, men will not be charmed; what they haue holden 
they will hold; as for me, I am but one & meane, they 

are many & mighty : fo that I almoft defpaire of remedy: how- 
euer I haue dileouered their finne vnto them, at their perill be 
it, whither they will amend it or not. I abhorre to thinke of ir, 
yet this I am fure of,that that is true amongft vs,which theLerd 
once complained of by his Prophet Jeremiab, that is, that an bor- 
rible & filthy thing is committed in the land: the Prophets prophecy 
les; & people delight theres, lerem, §.30.31, that the _ 
prophecy lyes , this is apparent as hath bene fhowne : and the 
people delight therein: this is manifeft ,in almuch as many that 
are both religioufe & alfo counted wile, atrenot afhamed to 
{peake it, chat they wifh from their hearts , that I had neuer 
medled in this point;fo we haue for the moft parte, like Prieft, 
like people,both delighting in this counterfait Sabbath;& both 
like Nadab & Abihu , who offered ftraung fier before the 
Lord, which hee bad uot commaunded them, Leuit, 10.1, |

Minifters to preach for the Lords day, This I proue’, becaufe 
they cannot fpeake for it in now whatfoemer jis not of faith 
is hei , faith the Apoftle Rom, 14, 23. now that they cannot. 


reach for it in faith , is plaine by this , rhatthcy haueno word) 
o° God, for the grownd of their faith:& we haue alredy fhowng, 
that they haue no word of God for this Lords day Sabbath;

ro raile vp the 8th day? me thinke,a {male portion of difcretion, 
fhould haue taught cheat » to haue madefureworke,that they 
were well able to defend the Lords day, before they had aduen. 
tured.to debafe and abolifh the Sabbath day, I with all men to 
learne wifedome by their folly, that is, neuer to debafe & ftriue | 
to abolifh the old Sabbath, vatill they know how to proue the 
Lords day to bea Sabbath, & foto fet vp anew Sabbath. 

That with the moreculler and fhew of trueth , men might 
abolifh Gods Sabbathes , befides their loading of them with 
reprochfull termes, of /#daifme , and abolifhed Shaddowes , and 
Ceremonies , and the like , they haue alfo taken in hand to make 
one of Gods Tenn commandements,namly the 4th com, to be 
partly Morall & partly Ceremoniall : a thing atthe firft hearing, 
very ftraung, and moft ablurd : the abfurdneffe whereof, in the 
hrft place I will indeauour tofet before your eyes,& then come 
to fhew you their reafones, & anfwer them one by one.

and this is equally prefixed toall the 10 commandements : and 
God wrote them all in Tables of ftone together : now can it be

thus you fee by comparing this 4thcom. with its fellowes, how. 
abiurd they are, that will attempt to make fomrhing in the 4th 
coin, a Ceremony ; 

I add herevnto this abfurdety alfo’, that thefe men muf 
deny the integrity & perfection of the law ; and hould alamed, 
_ brokert,and imperfea law, & foferue God by halues & by peecr- 
meale; or elie , they cannot difpute againft the 7th day Sub- 
bath , contained in the morall law : for take that away, and 
rs law is not an intire & perfect law , but amaimed and lamed 
thing. 

_ An other abfurdety Icharge them with , and that is horrible 
partiality: for they can find anfwers & diftinétions , to preferue 
the Morall Law, from being abolifhed by Libertines & Ana- 
baptifis , faying , it is abolifhed for jwétsfcation , but in force 
ftill , forebfermation: 8 yetwill neither find , & I doubt, nor 
receiue-any anfwer or diftindtion , that may preferue the Sabbath 
sy , which isa parte ofthat Law : & is not this partiality, to de- 
fend one parte of Gods Law , & not an other ? yea, I dare as 
uowch it, that Anabaptifts, Libertins, and Antinomians, doe 
bring euery way , as able.prouing {criptures againft the wholf 

Law , as AntiSabbatharians doe, againft this parte of Gods Law. 
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which concerneth his 7th day Sabbath: fee thefe againft the whole 
Law Ephef. 2.15. Hebr. 7.12. Rom. 6.14. 1. Tim. 1.9.

Oh,howisthis — 
abufed Commandement , to be deplored & lamented ! & how 
are the Agents herein ,to be loathed and abhorred? for they 
attempt with that wicked man,prophecied on by Daniel,to change 
times lawes, Dan. 7,25. Gods 7th day, intothe 8th and’ 
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thelaw of the 4thcom. from off the zthday , voto the Sth day. 
An other ablurdety is ; that by alleaging Scriptures out of.

Sabbath on Chrift and on his Paul , hereby we become a ftum~ 
bling block , fcandale , and occatien of offence vnto the Iewes ;

An other thing I would propound, is this , I defire toknow 
of thefe , who are fuch implacable enemies to the Lords Sab- 
baths, ifthey haue any Cowntermand, or contrary commande. 
ment voto the 4th com, and that in as plaine & exprefle termes 
as the 4th com: you know, that a law enacted in parliament, 
cannot be reuoked , but by an other law , enacted for the reuer- 
fing of it, in the court of parliament : fo it muft be in this cafe ; 
for the 7th day Sabbath, there was a law , to wit ,the 4th com, 
enacted from heauen inthe old Teftament ; & they muft there- 
fore fhew vs alaw from heaven againe countermanding it in 
the new Teftament , againft the 7th day Sabbath : or, if in cafe 
they cannot fhew vs Alaw, in exprefe words againft the Sab- 
bath day, the which they cannot doe, then, if they be enforced 
in ftead of a commandement, to flie toreafones & confequen- 
ces, made out of textes of Scripture , they muft make fuer, that 
their realones, colle&tiones,and confequences be fo cleere and 
apparent, fofound and fo meceffarily true , that they may be as 
 vadoubredly true, aS commandement it felfe the reafon hereof 
18, becaufe thefe confequences , muft ftand inthe roome of a 
commandement , for the reuoking of that Sabbath day , which 


was commanded in the 4th com: enery {lcity & probable tea-

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fon therefore collected out of a text, is not enough to overtiitne 
an expreffe commandement , yea a morall commandement: 
fleity colle&ion or conlequence , fetched by mans feeble 
& fhaliow reafon , out of thefe & the like textes Exod, 31.13, 
Rom. 14. ¢. & Colof. 2,16. 17, ouerturne a facred time ,ex. 
prc {ly commanded in the morall law Exod. 20. 8? God forbid, 
W ¢ muft {hew more loue and bonour , vnto thofe 10 comman- 
dements 5 which God hath honoured aboue all portions of 
Sc ipture, by writing them with his owne finger , & delivering 
thom by his owne voyce , then tofuffer them , or any parte 


them, tobe {nached & wrefted out of our hands, by probabili- 
ties, likelihoods, feeble reafones. 


A man may well doubt of it, whither anyman or Church , may 
abolifh any thingsexprefly commanded , inthe Morall Law ; by 
any collection or confequence of mans reafon whatfoeuer , yea 
albeit it be thought of all men, to be a neceflary confequente : 
for how often doe men take that to be found & of neceflary trueth, 
which once within a fewe yeeres after , the fame men firdto be . 
faulty : let men know therefore , that they who date-attempt fo 
bould an enterprife, asto diminifh any iot ortitle ofthe 10, mo- 
rales by reafones , fetched out of thefe & the like textes Exod. 3f. 
r3..and Colof.2.16.17. they muft be fuch reafons as be as cleere 
as the Sunne in its brightnefle; & fo fatisfa&tory, aseuery one that 
heareth them , cannot but applaud & imbrace them, faying,God 
is in thefe reafones.and colle@tiones : the rea‘on hereof is , 
thefe reafones and confequences, they muft beare downe, & con- 
frontanexprefle commandement , written by the finger of God 
himfclte, faying, Remember the Sabbath day , Gc. The 7th dayis 
the Sabbath , it thou fhalt not worke, 

The 3d thing which] would prepound’, {all be an Appeale 
vento the con{c:ences of all fuch,as dare {harpen their witts, againft

m aboli{hed , leaft{o they fhould dafhe in peeces the whole 
4th com, by one word; therfore they haue refined it , and they 
defire to proue the rigoroufe ftri&tnelie of the Reft , onely to be 
a ceremony : and queftionleffe this conceipt of the rigoroufe 
ftri&tneile of the Reft, was therefore invented, leaft they {hould 
feeme onely to deny the queftion ; namly the time of ghe 7th 
day : for now thers isa litcle more culler put the gpatter,. 
when they can deny ij things as ceremonies, inthe 10 commarti- 
dements: now to this purpole’, euery rextthat may feeme to fa- 
uour of any extraordenary fttictneffle , about the lewifh reft (as 
they cale ir) thofe textes are not expounded, (as they fay) with 
_ agraine of Salte, or any dramme of qualification , but like men 
_ thathad fwornetoit, to forfake the golden meane , they are 
cartied:all wide ypon the left hand, & thefe textes,are ftrc te ied 
vpon the Tainter »vnto the vtmoft, tending toa rigo- 
roulneffe ; & he that can invent how to make this Reft the moft 
rigoroufe, be is the beftexpofiter. And hence comes that vaine 
diftinction of the lewifh Ref, as if for footh, the ath com; con- 
teined two kinds ef Reftinit , A Jewifh Reft, & A (hristian 
Reft ; but the vanity hereof will appeare by & by, when you 
fhall haue feene the vanity of their arguments , to proue this.

‘Now let me fhewe you their arguments in order ; and firft I 
willlaydowne vfed by a worthy Diuine and late 
writer, to proue this reftrigoroule , whofe name I {pare for ho~

of his owne Exod. 16, 29. this faith hee, was temporary , and doth

 * Hereuntol anfwer,-that this text Exod, 16, 29. forbad the 
lew totrataile on the Sabbath indeede , but by the conrextit 
doth appeare, thathere the Lord forbad trauailing frimolowplia 
when there was no neede to trauaile : for, in as much as on the 
6th day, God gaue them Adanna enough for ij dayes , the 6th 
& the 7th, & forained downe none on the 7th day ; therefore 
he forbad them , to goe forth on the 7 th day or Sabbath day: 
& this was the iourney which God forbad;namly aq ranted 
ry iourny, for why fhould they goe abroad tofeeke Manna, on 
a day,wherein there was none in the field? and why fhould¢hey 
feeke for it on the 7th day , when God gaue them enoughon 
the éthday, both for it, and forthe 7th day allo? nowlp 
thew me, where is that rigoroufe ftrictneffe of the Iewifh 
reft , for which end this text is brought ? is that to be efteemed 
a tigoroufe reft when men are forbidden to trauaile on the Sab.

hers, and Brewares doe , by making it parte of their trade: thus 
workes of neceflaty and charity to be done on the]Sabbath, fhallbe 
no more forbidden in this text Exod.

For ys to thinke, that God who allowed a bea $f to be led to the 
water onthe Sabbath ; and allowed the Iewes to lift a beaft out 
of the ditch on the Sabbath ; 8 to plucke and rubb eares ofcorne 
onthe Sabbath, wold forbid them to kindle a fier on the Sab- 
bath , to drefle a morfell of warme meate , for their dinner, and 
to warme them felues in cold winters weather , when they came 
from Charch, that forhey might be the more fre(h and liuely to — 
ferue God againein the afternone , thers no fhew of reafonin it: 
would God haue mercy fhewed to a beaft on the Sabbath ,° and 
none ofa man , that is made after his Image? what likelihod is 
thereof this? 
Farther our Sauionr faith the Sabbath ws made for man Mar. 
2.27. foto this text Exod. 35. 3. therefore , as ifaman 
pr no not ina cafe of neceflity, kindle a fier, in the time 
of froft and {now , to warme himfelfe , and the like , is to make 
the Sabbath not for man, but ¢gainf# man: and to make man for 
the Sabbath, to the words of our Sauiour. | 
Againe our Sauiour Chrift, was prefent at a ffeaff,on the Sab- 
bath day, Luk. 14. 1. 2. 3.4.5.6.7. 8c. now at a feaft , there is 
commonly a fier,to dreffe meate forthe gueftes; & there is atten-

Herevnto I anfwer briefly , thatthefe texts, as any man may 
fee by the context, {peake onely-of burthens bearing, in an orde- 
nary & common cafe, as aferuile worke : but that all bearing 
of burdens , was forbidden to the Iewes is falfe ; for Chrift him 
felfe commanded the ficke man to carry his bedd, on the Sab- - 
bath day , Ioh.5, 8.9. 10. feeing therefore , that God did not 
forbid a man rocarrya burden onthe Sabbath day , in his ne 
ceflity , where is there any grownd thenhere, forany manto | 
fay , the leweifh Reft was ftri& and rigoroufe? I neuer yet 
could {fee , but that God allowed the pore > as much liberty on. 
the Sabbath day , as he alloweth Christianes ; and as much liber 
ty, as Minifters grant ynto Chriftians on the Lords day:& 
therefore it is but a meere flaunder, to fay the lewifh Ref, 
was rigoroufe : & the diftin@tion betwixt the lewifh reft and 
the Chriftian Reft isa diftin&tion without a difference: forall

A fourth text-I will add, which is vfually aleaged to the 
fame purpole : bake that to day which yee will bake , and feeth that 
which yee willfeeth , and allthat which remaineth , lay it vp vill the; 
moruing for you &c, Exod, 16. 23. heere (fay the ewes 
were drefle alltheir meate on the ftriday., the 
ay before their Sabbath ; & foby confequence they might not 
drefle any meate ohtheir Sabbath. 
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Herevntol anfwer. 1. for afmuch aswefind, that God hath 
addéd and exprefledan exteption to fome Sabbaths, we may 
therefore thinke , that the fame exception, is to be wnderftod, 
in all Sabbaths; fee Exod.12.16. no worke {hall be done; about 
that which enery man must cate : that only may yee doe, in ‘which 
words you fee, that albeit God forbad all manner of worke, yet - 
_he gaue an exception , allowing men to worke fo farr forth, as 
may cocerne their prefent neceflity,that is,to dreffe their meate 
on that day, which they muft eate on that day: I confeffe 
this was a ceremonial] Sabbath , bat for afmuch as, God put no 
difference, betwixt the ceremoniall & the Morall Sabbaths, for 
ftrictneffe of reft ( for it was death, to - man, that did any 
worke on either of them both , as you may fee, Leuit.23.30, & 
Exod, 3.15.) therefore we may thinke , that there isthe fame 
ceafon of both, | | 
2. I anfwer,that this text isnot rightly vnderftod & applied: 
fur they fuppofe that Mofes bad thefe Lewes bake to day , that 
was,on friday,all the Manna which they had gathered thar day, 
to wit, the ij. omers , foasnone fhould be to bake on thé next 
day being Sabbath day ; bur itis to be noted , that Mofes left it - 
to their will, how much to bake that day,& how much tojeaue 
vabaked; for faith the text, bake that which yee will bake’, and 
feeth that which yee will feeth ; he {aid not, bake all, & feeth all; 
but bake & feeth what ye will:againe,where he faith that which 
remanieth, lay ic yp vatill the morning: they vnderftand:thefe 
words thus, that chat which remanieth baked, fhould be’laied 
vp ; but fo much cannot be collected out of this text; but the 
- contrary is rather the traeth, namely, rhat that which remained 
vnbaked was laid vp vnbaked -wntill the morning: & this the 
context giueth light vnto; for on other daies if they referued 
any vatill the morning it ftank,v.20. but on this day, what they 
referued, it ftank not, v.24, now fora{much as Mofes recordech 
it, asa wonderfull thing, that it ftanke not,nor was full of wor- 
mes, by referuing it;ie piueth vs to vnderftand, that it was laied 
vp vnbaked; for what wonderhad it bene, that it ftanke not,not 
had wormes in ir, if it had bene baked ? feing that baking,doth 
preferae things from ftinking,and wormes breeding: it is

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likly therefore, that as they baked euery otherday , fo muchas 
they did eate on that day, fo they didomthe Sabbath day:So this 
text proucth not,that the lewes baked & boiled all their foode, 
on friday. we 
One sinel heere piue vatoall their 4, texts together; if 
the Reft commanded tothe ewes in the 4th com. be a rigoroule 
Reft,& fo ceremoniall, then is the whole Sabbath & athcom, 
vtterly abolifhed, as rigoroufe & ceremoniall alfo : fur thereis 
but one kind of Reft in the 4th com, take away that, and take 
away all Reft; & ifthat berigoroule & ceremoniall , take away 
that,and then may men follow their laboures , in their feuerall 
houfen, and in the fields, 
An other anfwer I giue vntoall their 4, textes, which is this, 
that if it could be proued, that the Reft which the lewes kept, 
was rigoroufe, then might we more fafely hold, that theri. 
goroulnefle of their Reft was lewifh and ceremoniall,then that 
any thing commanded in the Morall Law, is lewifh and cereme 
_ niall: for this Law of kindling a fier on the Sabbath, being not 
sacntioned inthe Morall Law, but written elfewhere, it may Be 
queftioned rather whither it was any branch of the 4th com, @& 
expolition of it; or whither it was fome {peciall Law peculiar 
vatothe Nation of the lewe; becaufe in thofe hore countries, 
they might better want a fierthen wee in coulder rigiones can, 
and better feed on cold meates, drefled the day before,then 
wee in thefe colder countries cane: and fo the Morall 
Law fhould be maintained ftillin its Integrity and perfection: 
& why may not thefe particular Lawes, not being written in 
the Morall Law,and Tables of ftone, be aduentitionfe, and onely 
added to the 4th com. as peculiar tothe Iewes, and thofe times 
& Repiones, a8 wasthat Reafon prefixed to all the 10. com, 
that God brought the ont of the land of Egypt, which is alfo added 
tothe 4th com. Deut.s.15.and\as was that Law, of offering ij. 
Lambes, on the Sabbath daies Numb.28.9,10. 
Thus then you haue feene their textes, for the prouing of 
the Lewes Reft, to be full of intollerable firi&tneffe rigouts 
but you fe how they faile in the matter;wherefore I may fafely 
ccnclud, that it is but a flaunder , raifed vpon the Lords ee 
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baths, to make men afraide of them , and to loath them: for 

God required no more ftriétneffe of a lew ; then he doth of a 

Chriftian ; nor any lefle of a Cheiftian, then he did of a‘lew;the 

ath com. itis one & the fame, to Jew & to Gentile, as are all the 

other 9, commandements. | 
SECT. V. 

Hauing made anfwer vnto their textes, whereby they would 
proue the Re/t of the Sabbath, partly ceremoniail, becaufe pt 
roufe: we are now to come vnto their textes, wherpy they 
would proue the time, to wit, the 7thday, in the 4th com, to be 
a ceremony, & fo abolifhed : but firft this would be noted, that 
fince they cannot proue the Reft in the Sabbath. rigoroufe and 
ceremoniall , now there is nothing commanded in all the 10 
commandements, which they can except againft , bat onely 
the queftion it felfe betwixt vs , to wit , the time, & 7th day : 
now how they will difproue this you fhallfee. 

Their fir texte which I will produce is that Mat. 12. 8. for 
the fone of man is Lord of the Sabbath: hence {ome argue thus, that 
becaufe Chriftis called the Lord of the Sabbath day , therefore 
he did alter & chang the Sabbath day, ; 
_ Herevnto I anfwer,that admit,the Heire of a Mannour houfe, 
becaufe he is Lord ofthat houfe , he may deftroy it , and pull 

it downe; yet it doth not therefore follow,that he will , or hath 
deftroyed it, & pulled it downe; fo, be it, chat Chrifts as Lord 
of the Sabbath might deftroy it, yet it followeth not that he 
did deftroy it : no, the contrary rather followeth , that becaufe 
Chrift was Lord of the Sabbath , therefore he did and for ever 
will, maintaine & vphold the Sabbath ; for itis the property 
of Lords, to vphold their mannour howfen ; & to defend thole 
things whereof they are Lords , to the vemoft of their po- 
wer. 
) Chrift is the Lord ,. both of the dead & of the guicke Rom. 
14.9.Will it follow,becaufe he is Lord of the quicke, that there- 
fure , he will deftroy the quicke ? no,all that will follow out of 
this text, isno more but this , that Chrift fheweth vs , how we 
may ina cafe of neceflity vfe fome labour, to plucke cares of 
corne & the like , to fatiffy prefent. hunger: thus the Lord of 
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Col, 2. 14, if therfore the Sabbath day, had bene a ceremony, 


~ Church , as of Sabbaths and-thelike , but of old Adam , theold 
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a corne field, will in a cafe of neceffity, permit his feruants Sg 
make a pathway,thorough the mideft of the corne; but yet wold 
be exceedingly wroth with them,if they fhould trample all the

16. if it maketh any thing 
againft the 7th day Sabbath, ic maketh as muck: (if not more 
againft 
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again ft the word Sabbath and , as it doth again theday 
and time, which is the thing in queftion, | 

And this I make plaine by this reafon alfo, they fay ;that by 
the word Sabbaths in Col.2.16.17. is meantall Sabbaths , both 
the weekly and the ycer!y Sabbaths; which if inbefo, then 
looke how largly the word Sabbaths, is expounded touching 
the yeerly Sabbaths, fo largly thisword Sabbaths muft be ex- 
pounded touching the weekly Sabbath, for thisomesvord (Sab- 

bathes) cannot be taken in ij diuerle fenfes: now this word , in 
reference vnto the yeerly Sabbaths, doth inclad both thesime 
& day,and allo the Rest & dueties to be performed in that time 
and day, and fo all are abolifhed as Shaddowes, both the Ref, 
and the day : iuft {oit muft be touching the weekly Sabbath, if . 
it be meant inthe word Sabbaths,then Both the day and'the Re/? 
of che day aifo, muft be included, and fo day , and Xeit mult be 
abolifhed, as fhaddowes bath ? . 

A 4th ablurdety committed by thefe enemies to the perfec. 
tion and integrity of Gods law, is this, that by bringiog this 
text Col.2+,6.17- (or any other text or textes) agvin Sab- 
bath day , commanded in the 4th com, hereby theydoe nullify 
& veterly bring tonaught the 4th com, for, whereas the 41 
com, re the San@ification of the Sabbath day ; thele 
men will by this text,proue this Sabbath day , to be a Shaddow 
of Chrift,and fo therefore to be abolifhed : whence it muft fol- 
low, that by their doings the Sabbath day , commanded in the 
4th com, is abolifhed as a fhaddow , which being abolifhed the 
4'h com. is nu'lified,and made as a cipher, it commanding jof 
nothing at all: for, ifthefe words ( Sabbath day ) be a {haddow 
and abvlifhed, then thefe 16 letters which are in thele 2 words, 
may in fenfe be put away as abolifhed , and in the roome of 
them put io ciphers: then whereas the 4th com, runeth thus; 
Remember the (Sabbath day) to [anttify it: why now according to 
thefe patrones of the Lords day, it may rune thus , Remember the 
it:and thus they haue'nuilified this com- 
maodement ; for you fee it now commandeth inft nothing ; 
volefle they can tell how to proue vnto vs, Ly the virtue of 
their confequences , that God two Sabbath

in his 4th com. the one vpon the zth day , the other vpon the 
Sth day : Lam, the Jewes neuer knew but one, and 
neuer kept but one, and Ged {pake not in his 4thcom, of Sab. 
baths,in the plurall number, but of a Sabbath, or the Sabbath , in 
the fingular number,as but of one fingularly , and this one Sab. 
bath,they haue made a Shaddow, and fo abolifhed. 

Finally, whereas a/l Diwines afirme, that fome time or dayin 
generall for Gods worfhip , is morall and in force by the 4th 
com, if this text Col, 2. 16. be vrged againft the time and day, 
to wk, the Sabbath day , in the 4th com. then this ablurdety allo 
falloweth , that there is not forme time or day tor Gods worthip, 
morall by the 4th com, the reafon is , becaufe looke what was 
commanded in the 4th com.vnder thefe words (Sabbath day)the 
felfelame is a bolifhed by Col.2.16.vnder the fame word: (Sab. 
bath dayes) if this text be fetagainft that: for chefe words maf 
haue as large a fenfe in Col. 2, 16. as they haue in Exod, 20. 8, 
and fo we (hall haue notime morallin the 4th com, for Gods 
worfhip,which is contrary to all Diuines, 

A sth abfurdety , which thefe enemies of the perfection and 
integrity of Gods law, doe fale into, by producing this text 
Col.2.16. 17, ( or any other text) againft the 7th day Sabbath, 
commanded in the morall law, is this , that they doe fet Scrip. 
ture together by the eares , as they fay ; they make by their col- 
leGtiones and by their confequences,one text of Scripture, to be 
at mortall warres with an other;& one text quite to ouerthtow 
and ouerturne an other ; for example,the 4th com, itcommane | 
deth the Sanétification of the 7th day Sabbath , in moft plaine 

and exprefle words, and yet for all that , they dare atrempt to 
gather colleciones and confequences, out of another text of 
Scripture, to wit, Col. 2.16.17, whereby they will abolifh and 
nullify vtterly that very thing , which was commanded in the 
4thcom, inexprefle te¢mes : is not this , tofet Scripture at Va- 
riance with Scriprure,and one text againft an other? | 
It is the parte of all Minifters to loue Gods law , and to their 
beft to defend it , as the Title and (barter of their Soueraigne 
Lord God : and for this end , they fhould labour and ftudy, to 
reconcile {ach texts in the new Teftament, as feeme to oppofe 
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any thing commiaded in the morall law: but thefé are fatre from 
reconciling who ftudy to fet the Law & Gofpell at oddes: lappeale 
vnto their con{ciences, if euer-they faithfull attempted , to re- 
concile two textes Exod.20.8,10. & Col,2-16, 

Nay which is yet worle,not this Scripture Col, 2.16.47, is 
ferinopp firion, againft this Scripture ixod, 20. 8. but cheir 
collestiones and confequences, fetched out of this Scripture Col, 2. 
16.147. by manes Challow reafon , is fet in higheft oppofition 
againft this other Scripture Exod, 20. 8- But fora bare collec- 
tion and conlequence framed by mans poreblind and feeble 
reafon,that this fhould put to perpetmall hlence ,anexpreffe com- 
mahdement,a portion of Gods written word and will; yea ouer- 
curne an ordinance of Gods,commanded in his morall law; then 
this,there can be no greater abfurdety, no greater impi¢ty > for 
this is to fer mans xealon , and confequence; in equall Throne 
withthe moft Higheft: for mans reafon {hall be a Conntermand, 
to Gods exprefle commandement : yea , it {hall take the ypper 
of God ; for it {hall be more forcible to ouerturne Gods 
commandement, then is Gods commandement forcible , to 
gainefay mans reafon and confequence: if this be nor blafphemy 
againft the moft Higheft ,let all men iudge : and whither tlie 
Pope himfelfe,bath more highly aduanced his e4mtherity,abone 
the Scriptures , then doe thele men their confequences ; let ail 
meniudge, | 

A 6thablurdety is, that thefe men can find diftinétions to pre- 
ferue the Morall Law from being abolifhed , but nogeto de- 
fend Gods Sabbath commanded in that law,2: Let Anabaptiftes 
bring thele textes Exod. 31.13. Rom.14.¢, Gal.4.10.%& Col, 
2.16. profanly,againft Sabbaths in the Morall Law , and -thefe 
my aduerlarics,will find anfwers and diftin@tions,to maintaine 
day in general as morall in the 4th comPyea , to ptelerne 
the Lords dey, inthe 4th com, which God neuer put there; aod 
yet willtind, nor admit of any diftin&ions, framed, to preferue 
tne Lords zthday Sabbath , put there by God himfelfe: they 
haue an heart to defend their owne inventiones which they haue

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A pthabfardety which thefe doe fale into, by bringing this 


text Col.2,16.17.{or-any other )is this,rhat they difpure againg 
Principles & «Meaximesnow who fo will difpure againft Prin- 


ciples ; he deferueth to be anfwered with lubes, ratherthen 


with reafonsas all baue their Principles fo. hath Dininity 


bir Principles alfosnow the commandements,are as 10 foun. 
dation ftones , wherevpon a preate parte of the pioor buil- 
ding of Chriftian Religion doth ftand; for all Religion ftandeth 


vpon Law & Gofpell; fareth & works; and thele 10 commande.

builder hath laid,and not man? will they not indure it in Schoo- 
des, to heare a man difpute againft the Principles of erte, and 
{hall ir be borne, that men.fhall difpute again the Principles in 
Dixinity No man may thete , conttadi& the Axiomes of 
ftorle, and {hall men heere, be fuffered to contradic&t the com- 


~ mandement of Goa? Ariftotle, & his axiomes, are more honou- 


red in Schooles,then God, and his Lawes,are amonge Diuines: 
where fore the Schooles fhall rile vp in iudgment and con- 


‘demne Palpites: for they honoar Ariftotles preceptes., more 


then thele doe Gods praceptes; after I bad handled the 4th 
com, I added fondry effe&tuall reafones to moue. ys _ynto the 
loue of Gods law; and is this allahe loue men will thew toit , to 


. feeke out all manner of wayes. how & which way they may for 


euer ouerthrow fome parte. of it? where is loue tu God ? where 
is any Jouc to his lawes for themfelues fake ? 
Furthermore, all other Scriptures, efpecially if they be fuch 

as neede expofirion,, they are to be brought voto the 10 com- 
mandeméts,as to the common standard; & Ryle of triall, fo as no 
expofition may be admitted of, which any way croffeth the 10 
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commandements; this is a common received: Ruleia the expo~ 
fition of Scriptare} bue if thefe new Sabbatharians may. haue 
their will, rhe’ ro commandements 
Rule , for theexpounding of other darkefomeSeriptutes; this 
starre, which puideth vs in-ournaat tion tobearen ward, {hall 
be plucked out of the firmament: for the Rule itfelfe fhall be 
queftioned, whither all the partes ofitbe 
fton of tryall, or not : for they will queftionthe: 4thiprecept in 
this Rule: & thus we fhall have nocertainty,in the Scriptures,no 
Judge in {criptures darkefome;we the 
Pope againe,to be a iudge in Scriptures doubefullanay shefe mé 
doe not onely doubt of fome parte of this: Rule, bup they dare 
difputeagainft fome parte of it, in right downe termes, 6 they 
will bring Seripturealfo 06.1 7 but.es the De- 
uill brought Scripture apainft Coritt >Mat.4.6.07 

But fince they will queftion ome parrerof thisrules*wh 
we not by as good leaue , queftion’the' whole ra/e,euen all 
the 10. commandements? I can with Labertinet 8 Adabaptsftes, 

bring Scripture too againftall the com. as welkas they can 

againft the 4thcom, fee Ephef.2.1 5 whereit isdaia,that Chrift 
hath abrogated ,the Law ofcommandemers:whence- @man-mig ht 
argue, if he would be fo ablurd’&& protaney

fomething in the 10 commandements; but 
thing inthe 10 com. againe, Hebt.zpr2ifforbe priefibed be 
changed,then of neceffity there be a thang ofthe Law: whence 


a man might alfo fay fomething apainftthe wholeL4w,é¢ bring 
Scripture to backe him too: burfotafmuch as the Law;cliat is, 
the Law Morall, is an excellent-Rale ofout lines) a-ndtable 
Rule, for the expounding of otter hard Sedarkfome places of 
Scriptore, therefore we will not be fo abfurd as to queftion 
it, leaft fo we fale toqueftion® every thing; Sc nd cer. 
tainty in the Scriptures, nor any thing that migtibea Rale & a \ 
light vnto other Scriptures , 8 in’ conclufion, be dgiven to the 
Pope againe, to determine of thefenfe of Seciptnte fot vs, So 
much for this their abfurdety, thatthey deny Maximes in: R e- 
ligion, and Principles in Dininity whodeny th¢7tliday Sab- 
bath, & difpute againft it,’ yam

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One abfurdety more is, that they whoalleage this text, Col, 
2,16. or any other, againftthe Sabbath day mentioned in the 
Morall.Law, they herein fhake bands , & ioyne with lawleffe 
Libertines & eAnabaptiftes, who doe by thele textes, oppofe 
Gods Sabbaths, & fo liue profanly without any Sabbath,& con- 
{cience of this diuine ordinance : & fhall wee Proreftantes, {hake 
hands with dnabaptiftes, in ouerturning Gods Sabbaths ? God 

orbid, - 

Thus hauing fhowne, the diuerfe &.fondry groffe abfur- 
deties, which they rune into,who bring this text, Col. 2.16.17. 
(or any other) againft the Sabbath day written in the Morall 
Law;now in the next place,let vs {ee their arguments out of this 
text, that fo we may anfwer them; their arguments are t wo: 
the one of them is this, that by the word Sabbaths , or Sabbath 
daies ,inthistext, Col.2.16, 1s meant all Sabbath daies, yniuer- 
fally & generally; & fo if all Sabbath daies be abolifhed , then 
the 7th day Sabbath alfo is abolif hed. = “J 

Hereynto I anfwer, there isa Law Morall,& a Law ceremo- 
niall, now when we read,that Chrift hath abolifhed the Law of 
comandements,Ephe.2.1 5,8 againe that Of mece/fitse there must 
be achang of the Law,Heb.7. 12. if any mao {hould preffe thefe 
textes to the abolifhing of all lawes, we would an{wer them by 
diftinguifhing of Lawes, into Morall ceremoniall; faying,that 
thefe textes doe abolifh onely the Law ceremoniall, but not 
the Law Morall : So may I anfwer them, in this point: for the 

Sabbath day is a branch of the Morall Law : for it is written in 
the Morall Law, & commanded inthe Moral] Law;wherefore, 
I anfwer them by diftinguifhing thus , there be week/y Sabbath 
daies,commanded in the Morall Law ;&there are yeerly Sabbath 
daies, which were neuer written in the Moral! Law; Leuit.23, 
24.39.now this their textmaybe vnderftod onely of thele 
yeerly & ceremoniall Sabbaths,& not of the Moral & weekly 
Sabbath: & thus are thefe two {criptures, Exod. 20.8, & Col. 
2.16, reconciled, 
And whereas they fay, that all Sabbaths are meante in this 
text:1 anfwer, that this a//, may be meant of the ceremonial Sab- 
baths,that all chofe Sabbaths are abolifhed:for,there is,an al/of

them for they are many:fo then, we may ynderftad this text,to 
abolifh all Sabbaths generally, that is,the generality Qf all yeerly 
Sabbaths; fince there is a generallity of them: or,by al/; we may 
ynderftand all thefe Sabbaths excluded the Morali- Law, or Ta- 
bles of {tone , that is, all the Sabbaths written in the’¢eremoniall 
Lawes : & {uthe zth day Sabbath is not touched this text: 
thus you fee, there is no neceffity atall , why they’ fhould ‘hale 
in the 7th day Sabbath into this text ; for a fit diftin&ion may 
{alue all : wherefore ifthey will violently wring the 7th day 
Sabbath intothistext, it is wilfully done of them, tofatisfy — 
(ome corrupt humour or other: you fee thistext may fafely & 
foundly be expounded of the annuall Sabbaths oncly, without 
aay the leaft violence offered vntothis text.» | 

Furthermore I anfwer , it isto be oblerued , thatthe Apoftle 
{>caking heere of Sabbathswhich area Shaddew, be doth notfay 
all Sabbaths. vfeing the generall particle 4//; but he fpeaketh 
dcfinst ly, faying, Sabbaths, or Sabbath daies, without this word 
all: & therefore may be ynderfted but of fome Sabbath daies 
particularly: Iristrue indeed, thatthe Apoftle {peaketh of Sab- 
bath daies, inthe _ number, but yet it doth not thereof 

follow, that therefore he fpake of all Sabbath daies: generally: 
thers a differéce betwixt a plurality a generality berweneSab- 
bahts plurally,8 Sabbaths generally: for the Apoftle make 
Sabbaths plurally , thatis , many Sabbaths, tobe Shaddowes: 
& yet not make Sabbaths generally , that is, all Sabbaths, to be 
Shaddowes: for example,a man may fay, the Trees doe fhaddow 
mee; and yetall Trees inthe world’, doenot fhaddow mee- 
Avaine eA€imifters teach that the bread jn the Sacrament is the 
very body of Chrift : & yet it followeth not that ajl Minifters 
doe teach fo; for proteftant Diuines teach rhe contrary-fo might 
Paul fay, that Sabbaths were a fhaddow, & yet neither fay, nor 
thinke , that all Sabbaths were afhaddow : and thus is their 
former argument anfwered, 

By the weakneffe of which argument,we may fee the weak- 
nefle of their /owe to God, & his ordinance, & to his Lawes:for 
ftrong loue, would neuer permit them to rafe downe to the | 
grownd, lu bonesrable an ordinance as Gods Sabbath , & to oF 
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pofe Gods Law, the 4th com. with fo weake an argument: and 
what would be theiffue, if they might obtaine their defires?why 
this, Gods Law fhall be mangled & defaced : it {hall be denied 
its integrity & perfection: itthall be made a Adonfre, partly 
morall partly ceremoniall: & way made for Anabaptiftry, & 
the floud of prophanelfe to tlowein vponvs, by the want of 
Gods Sabbath. 

An other argument they draw out of this text, againft the 
Lords 7th day Sabbath (for they are wonderoule eagre vpon it, 
& defire exceedingly tofind, or make if they cannot find {o- 
mething to defeate God & his Church of the Sabbath day) & 


for this purpofe , they will faine a neceffity ypon it, that by’ Sub. 


baths in thistext, we muftof neceflity vnderftand the 7th day 
Sabbath for one: becaufe(fay they) vnder the words Hely is 
meant all the ceremonial] yeerly Sabbaths, & fo then vader the 
words Sabbath daies, muft be meante theweekly Sabbaths, 
Herevnto I an{wer,that it cannot be proued, that vader thefe 
words Holy day , all yeerly Sabbaths are comprifed: for it may 
be that none of the yeerly Sabbaihs are therin cOprifed:to make 
this appeare, let it be plead , that the word tranflated ar 3 
day,docth fignify alfoa feaft, & the words tranflated in refpec?, 
may be dea in parte ; & fo for thele words tm re{pect of aw 


_ boly day,you may haue in roomeof them,thele words,sn parte of 


a ov piguiogtis then the text fhouldrunce thus ; Let no 
man condemne you in meate, & drinke,or (in parte of a feast ) or of 
the new moone, or of the Sabbath daies Oc. Now the queftion is to 
know,what daies arefignified by thele words, in parte of a feaft: 
& for this purpofe, looke into Leuit.23.34.39.where you haue 
two feaftes mentioned , & either of them were to laft 7 daies a 
peece ; now the farft day of the 7 fhould be a Sabbath day, & 
likewife the 8th day fhould be a Sabbath day , as the text {pea- 
keth, vy. 35.36.39. now forafmuch as the firft 7daies were 
the whole feaft , when the firft day of thofe 7 was taken out 
foraSabbbath day, then the 6 daics remaining, which went 
betwen the two Sabbaths , thefe were the parte of a feast; and 
shele 6 daies , being the parte of that ceremonial! feaft , thele

one feaft confifting of 7 dayes onély then’ thefe 
muft be ttanflatéd rather sh re(pect, in parce’? forthe words 
may be rendered beth wayes: nowifyou putthe firtt day Saba’ ~ 
bath vnto the 6 feftiuall dayes ; then’*by thefe words Sabbath 
dayes in Col. 2. 14, may be vnderftod’ the 8th Gay Sabbaths — 
which followed the'7 feftiuall dayes atidalfo ‘al? orher'yeerly’ 
Sabbaths with it, as thofé mentiotied 
Or. if this yet pleafeth not , ( for they’ ate hard - 
cagre they are againft the Lords Sabbaths) then'thusjifby Holy 
day , or feaft, you will needs ynderftand’ albdayeés,, bork the 
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feaftes of 7 dayes a peece , and all other fingle Sabbath dayes 
forementioned; then by the word Sabbaths, 2«eedr#» in Col.2, 
16.the Apoftle may be vnderftod to {peake not of the Sabbath 
of dayes , but of the Sabbaths of yeeres,of which you may reade 
Leuit.25.4.8.10.11.where you haue mention of ihe 7th yeere, 
to be kept for a Sabbath, & likewife of the sothyeere, the yeere 
of [ubile;fo in all thefewayes,thezth daySabbath is not {pokéof, 
By all which anfwers it may appeare, that it is no impothible 
thing to reconcile thele two Scriprures Exod. 20. 8. 10. & Col, 
2.16.17. for, it appeareth, how many wayes the Apoftles words 
may be taken, and ftill the Sabbath day , written in the Morall 
Law , not touched atall, by this text Col. 2, 16. and are 
not wilfull and malitioufe enemies, to the perfection of Gods 
Law,& to his ordinance the Sabbath day , who when the Ape 
flies words may be taken any of thefe wayes , or fome of thele’ 
at leaft , fo as Gods morall Sabbath may be preferued , but yet 
none of them will pleafe them, but fome other ynneceflary fenle, 
muft needs be violently thruft vpon vs , and namly {uch an one 
as may perpetually deftroy the Lords Sabbath? why, is there no 
way to expound one text of Scripture, but foas it muft ouet- 
throw an other? doe men delight themfelues , to make colledi- 
ones and gather conclufiones , out of one portion of Scripture ;

other portion of Scripture ? where is the feare of God all this 
while, and reuerence to his word and ordinances? are not thele 
men puilty of the finne of adding ro Gods word ? Deut, 12.3% 
& of thfat cwrfe threatened for the fame cate? Keuel.22.18? for 
like as they haue added diuerfe inventions to that text. Exod, 
31.13-againft Gods Sabbaths; fo haue they added Gods 7th 
day Sabbath to this text Col. 2.17. for the ruine of it: and, they 
haue added this their invention to §.Pauls words , that he {pake 
voiuertally of al/ Sabbaths , when he f{pake but indefinitly of 

fome Sabbaths, 
Thre things more I haue to add by way of anfwer, vnto this 
text Col. 2.16.the formoft is this,that there are reafones in this 
text why it cannot be,that-this word Sabbaths, fhould be 
derftod of the Sabbath written in the morall law : the pein 
reaion 
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reafon is this , that all the other things mentioned in this text 
Col.2., 6. are {uch things, as neuer came into the Morall Law, 
as 1.mcate & drink, 2, holy day, or fealt,3.mew Afoones: where-

kind , to wit, {uch Sabbaths as neuer cameinto the Moréll Law | 
neither : for, who could thinke, that all the other wosds and 
things in this text,{hould be pare ceremonies, and fuch ag heacr 
came into the moralllaw ; and this one word onely , 0 wit, 
(Sabbaths ) {hould conteine in it a Morall day ,and ceremonial 
daycs ; or, dayes fome whereof were neuer wrote by the finger 
of God, as the yeerly Sabbaths , and fome fuchas Godwrote 
with his owne finger, in the morall law,as the 7th day Sibbath? 
An other reafon fetched from the textis this that ifin this 
§ :bbarhs they willioclud the7th day Sabbath, commanded 
inthe Morall Law ,thendoe they abolith by thistext Col; 2. 16. 
Not onely the 7th day , and alfo the Res? , but alfo the yery com- 
mandement itlelte ,the 4th com. & that isabolifhed: vnder thefe 
words, where it is faid,that Chrift hath Pat ome the handwiiting of 
ordinances V. 14.[n Which words , the written 4th com, is aboli- 
fed : and this { make appeare thus ; the 16th verfe of this fecond 
Chapter to the Coloffians,is a conclufion,as you ‘may pergeiue by 
the note of inference vfed in it ( Therefore) one of the premiffes 
whereof you haue in vy. 14. Now the Apoftles argument ison 
this wife ; /fthe handwrstsng of ordinances ts the written 
Law, which commanded meate and drink, and holy daies new A100. 
nes,and Sabbath daies) be put out, and taken away; Then let no man 
condemne youin meate and drinke , holy dases ,new Moojes, and 
Sabbath daies : But the handwriting of ordinances , is put out , and 
taken away : Therefore,let go man condemne you in meate &F drink, 
Loly dases, new Moones , and Sabbath daies. The Apoftles Minor, 
you haue inv. 14. and hisconclufion in v. 16. now 
it is arule w th Logiceams, that there muft not be more in the con~ 
clufion , then ts in the premifles ; hence it followeth, that if by the 
word Sabbaths inv. 16, they will vnderitand the 7th day Sab- 
bath , written in the 4th com. then by thefewords:andypriting in: 
v. 14, they muft vnderftand alfo the handwriting of the 4th com. 
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or elfe there is more in the conclufion then in the premifles,for the 
remifle,v.14. {peak eth butof thehidwrit'ng of ceremonies writté 
by Mofts onely, but inthe conclution y, 16.1f they will inc ud not 
onely the ceremonial law writtéby Mofes,but alfo a parte of thofe 
things written by God inthe Tables of ftone , then in the conclu- 
fion I fay , they bine both Mofes his handwriting,and alfoa parte 
of Gods handwriting, and fo there is more in the conclufion then 
in the premilles : wherefore to auoid this abfurdety , tt ey muf 
vnderftand the word handwriting in v. 14. to includ: not onel 
the handwriting of the ceremonies by the hand of A7Zo/es , but alfo 
they muft vnderftand thereby , that parte of Gods handwriti 
whereby he commanded the 7th day Sabbath , which ts the ro 
com.and fo you fee they abolifh the handwriting of the 4th com, 
it felte , and fo we thall have no 4th com. at all: thus you may fee 
wherevnto the oppofition of Gods Sabbaths out of this text Col, - 
2. 16.tendeth,namely to the fubuertion of the 4th com . let them 
talke what they will of obedience to Gods 4th com. and thatt 
haue a refpetwith Dawid ynto all Gods commandements, yet 
is but talke and words ; iudge the Tree by the fruits ; you feeall 
their endeauors tend vnto the fibuerfion of one of Gods Morall 
Lawes ; and this is the firft of my 3. Anfwers , which I tould you 
Thad moreto adde. 
Now 1 come vnto an other of my anfwers , and it is this,that 
they that exponnd this text Col. 2. 16. of the 7th day Sabbath, 
comma nthe Morall Law ,they doe croffe and contradi& 
their owne Aarhours;& tich writers of their owne,as are of high 
eftimation with them: I will produce a fewe of them, in fteade of 
many,‘ hat might be alleag d: I will begine with AZ, Perkins who 
frameth an obietion of fome aduerfanies, which they make out of 
thefe 1) textes Col. 2.16. and Gal 4. 10. faying , that if we obferue 
any aifference of dayes ,now inthe new Teftament , then we are 
no better then /ewes : ynto which textes M. Perkines thus anfwe- 
reth , That borh thefe places (peake of the feafts of the Lewes, and of 
a fference of dates that ftands in forec by the Lewifh cer: moniall 
Law. Cafes ot conicience, Chapt.16. Se&. 3. Par. 108. Where 
you fee M. Perkins , freeth this text Col. 2. 16. from hauing any 
thing todoe againft the Morall Law , oragainft the difference of 
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-dayes in force by the Morall Law , by faying , that it fpeaketh of a 
difference of dayes, which ftode in force by the Iewilh ceremonial 
Law: now the 7th day Sabbath was neuer commanded in the Ie- 
wifh ceremoniall law,but in the moralllaw. . 

Let vs heare alfo what 44,Ded faith in this point;he anfwereth 
to an obieétion framed out of this text Col.2. 16, againft the Sab- 
bath day on this wife: We muft know ( faith be) thar here the Ape- 
Ste [peaketl of {uch Sabbaths, as are inthe rankg with the meates 
drinkeswheieof be [pake before, of which forte were toe first day 
of enery moneth ,and the first and laft dases of emery ane of the 3 

folemne feastes of the Tewes , of thefe he [peaketh in the plurall num- 
ber, and not of the Lords Sabbath day, on the (ingular number, which 
hath a fingular excellencie,and,bow ener times changeit newer chan- 
geth: Dod onthe 4th com, Pag. 132. In which wotds you fee, 


M.Dod affirmeth , that this text Col. 2. 16, {peaketh gnely of the 


yeeny Sabbaths, which the Iewes keptin their 3 yeerly feaftes ; or 
3 folemne feaftes;8& doth plainly deny,that this text faith anychi 
of the Lords 7th day Sabbath, which hecaleth the Lords Sabbat 
day, in the fingular number, by way of excellency. 
Of this {ame iudgement,is 47. Grecn:ham in his worke vpon the 
Sabbath: of the fame iudgmentalfo, is 44. Elton vponithe Colof- 
fians ,on this text Col, 2, 16. of the fame iudgement'tikewife , is 
Dodtour Ames in his Thefis touching the Sabbath. To thele fue, 
I might add many more,that are ofthe fame i etit,as them- 
{clues cannot but know , feing they read them daily : one more] 
will add who is newly come forth, 47, Richard Byfield againt 
MM. Brerewood on the Sabbath, whofaith inexprefle words, that this 
text Col 2.16, doth not abo'ifh the Sabbath day in the 4th com. 
but thofe other Sabbaths &c,See him Pag 1 30.Thus ypu fee, that 
they who would haue the Apoftle-to ff of the morail Sabbath, 
mentioned in the morall law, as M. Chappel & his9 cGnfederates 
would Fig are contrary vnto Diuines of greate nate of the'r 
owne fide. 


Obiection ; fay they , why doe you alleage AZ . Perkins and 


M1, Dod, and others , why they doe not defend your opinion for 
the 7th day Sabbath , doe they ? Herevnto Lanfwer , itis not m 

purpole in this place to alleage them , as ifthey {pake'forthe 7¢ 
ZZ 3 day 
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day Sabbath: but onely for this purpofe , to fhew that they , enen | 
thire owne Diuines will not indure it , that this .text Col. 2. 16, 
fi ould be prefled any further, then againft the Iewith ceremonial] 
law:.aod that it concerneth not the Lords Sabbath day, {poken of 
in the 4th com. fiogularly , but thofe yeerly Sabbaths , Boken of 
plurally &c. This is alll aime at byalleaging their Teftimony, 
now te Teftimony ofa man againft himfelfe , is euer accounted 
{trong and good : & for me to produce one of my aduerfaries to 
iuftify my caufe, itis better and more forcible, then jf I {hould 
alleage an bundreth Diuines, that are of the fame iudgement with 
mee: and fomuch for this point. 

My third an{wer to this textis this , fuppofe we that the 7th - 
day Sabbat were a fhaddow of Cbrift by this text Col. 2. 17. 
yet hence vyill not!.inz follow neceffarily , but atti eSabbat: is 
abolifhed as touching its typicalnefle and fhaddow:fh qualsty , 
fo it fhall be no more vied as aty pe or as a haddow. of hrift 
to come : but for all this , it may remaine ftill,as a facred day and 
time for Gods worlhip , as a day to keepe memory of the Crea- 
tion ftill , as a fit time to refreth man and beaft in’, by Reft from 
thetoilfome labours.of the former Sixe dayes’, and fo as an helpe 
and furtherance vnto thefe morall ducties of Reft from labour, 
and of R eligioufe exercifes. For the c ereing of rhis, 
I referre you to w'rat hath bene faid in Section the.18.onely here 
let me giue'a touch: Circxmeifion,and the Pafieouer, hauing either 
of thema double type orfigne , when the one was fulfilled , yet 
thefe Sacraments were vfed with refpe& to the other vnrfiulfilled; 
and admit the Sabbarh fhould aboliih as a fhaddow of Chrift,. 
Wi y may it not remaine as afigne ofthe Creation ? Exod. 31. 17. 
The difference of meatesis abolifhed as afhaddow of Chrift, but 
remaine, as in a faft ; and adinit the Sabbath be abolifhed asa 
fhad dow of Chrift, why may it not remaine , as an helpe and fur- 
therafice vnto morall dueties? and if the Profelite Gextiles , obfer- 
ued the Paileouer with the lewes , neglecting fuch things therein, 
as were peculiar vnto the lewes, and onely obferued fuch things 
therein, as were. common to Jew and Gentile both ( as hath bene 
fhownc ia Sect. 18 ) why may not we: Gentiles , negledt the Sab- 
Dath as afl addow of Chrift, wherein it was peculiar vnzo the Ie- 
WES, 
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wes ,and obfeme it ftillin fuch , as it iscommon to lew 
and Gentile both? as itis a figne of the Creation ? and ‘as it isan 
helpe and furtherance vnto other moral: dueties? fo muck for anf- 
wer to this text COWS. 
And thus like a friend to God, his law, and ordinancé¢ therein, 
I haue reconciled thefe two textes Exod. 20. %. & Col. 3.16.17, 
the which other men doe make to fight together , lie deadly 
enemies, | 
Before I conclude this Section , let merender a reafon why 
I doe on all accationes diftinguifh, betwixt the 7th day'Sabbath 
& the anniuerfary Sabbathes: my reafones are thefe 1becaufe 
the 7th day Sabbath is more auncient then the yeerly Sqbbaths 
tor thefe began but after the giuing of the Law; but thay begane 
before the giuing of the Law. 2, Becaule God Sanétified and 
halowed the zthday Sabbathin a {peciall manner Genef. 2. 3. 
the which honour he did not tothe yeerly Sabbaths: thife were 
holy but by precept,but that-alfo by Prefident : thefe were holy 
but by deftination onely ,but that was holy by confecrayjon alfo. 
3.Becaufe they are diftin® in themfelues , the one being once 
euery weeke, the other once euery yeere. 4. Becaule God pla- 
ced the weekly zth day Sabbath in his morall Law , arid in the 
beart or firft Table thereof, but the yeerly Sabbaths were exclu- 
ded thence, and neuer came into the Tables of ftone. 5 3ecaule 
the 7th day Sabbath was a figne of, and kept in memory of the 
Creation, which belongeth vato all men alike, butfo wis it not 
withthe yeerly Sabbaths: there is good reafon therefore , why 
I fhould diftinguifh the weekly Sabbath , from the yeesly Sab- 
bathes, according as I haue done in all my anfwers. 
Hauing in the former Sections of this Chapter , anfwered all 
their arguments brought againft the Lords Sabbath; fo xs it ma- 
nifeftly appeareth,that it cahnot be proved, that it is abplifhed, 
but that itis ftill in force : now inthe laft place, I patpofe to 
{pend this laft feétion of this Chapter, ina Diffwafory-declara- 
tion of the common finne of our time, to wit, the finneof Sab- 
And here I would not be miftaken , at the very Threfhold 8 
entry 
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entry of my difcourfe: for by the finne of Sabbath-breaking, I 
doe not vnderftand the finne “of profanation of the Lords day, 
which how a daies is called the finne of Sabbath-breaking , by 
our Minifters : for they in this point, make more finnes, then 
euler God made : they deale by the Lords day, as players doe 
with fome of their felluwes, whom they make a Counterfait 
King, in the tight ofthe people , by putting vpon him fome 
robes & ornaments, like thofe of the true King; & thus doe our 
Miuifters; that they might honour this Lords day,in the eyes of 
the world, they haue made it a counterfait Sabbath day , and 
that by mifcalling of it, Sabbath day : like as if a man fhould 
cale one man, by an other mans fame ;: thus they haue robbed 
the 7th day, of its proper & honourable name, that they might 
robe and decke with it, the 8ch day : buttoleaue them to their 
vanities & counterfaitings; by Sabbath day, I meane the 7th 
day from the creation, the Saturday , & day wher on God him- 
felfe Refted, & which is mentioned in his Morall Law ; and by 
the finne of Sabbath-breaking , I ynderftand the violation and 
profanation of this day , contrary to Gods exprefle comman- 
dement. | 4 4 | 
The perfones guilty of this finne, are both eMinifters and 
people : for the people firft ; let them know, & take {peciall no- 
tice of it, that they lay vnder the guilte of the finme of $ bbath- 
breaking, vatothis day : & without repentance, are liable to 
thofe curfes, threatened in the booke of God,againft tranfprel- 
foures of the Lawes of God:I {peake what I thinke is the trueth 
in my foule & confcience, & | haue good caufe thus to thinke; 
for, you haue feene that it cannot be certainly & infallibly pro- 
ued, to the yndoubted fatisfation of any mans con{cience, that 
euer God did abolifhrhis Sabbath day; now if it cannot be 
moft evidently & apparantly proued , that it is abolifhed, rhen 
though there couid nothing be faid for it more , yetit is afiane 
to profane it : but I haue more to fay for it,as you {hall hearein 
the next Chapter, for rime to come therefore let men beware; 
that they doe no more profane the Lords Sabbath day ; it will 
be a dongeroutle matter to finne, & goeon in finne, after ad- 
monition and information;this let them take notice of, as being 
| fore- 
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forewarned, that they doe liue and lye in the weekly breach,of 
one of Gods Lawes: foreuery 7th day or Saturday, they doe 
not onely negle& the worfhip of God, but alfo notorioufly 
profane the Lords Sabbath day, by buying and felling » by ri- 
ding and goeing too market and fro market, by ploughing and 
carteing, by working in their Shoppes and howfen , euery man 
in his {euerall tradeand occupation, and by doeing the moft 
bale drudgery and kitching workes, on this facred day: when 
God fhould be moft in our minds, then he is turtheft from our 
thoughtes: let this be thought on, by all fuch, as make apy con- 
{(cience of Gods commandements._ | 

But herevnto the people will reply, faying, Alas, what would 
you haue vs to doe? we are no fchollers, ifit be an errour, itis 
inour Minifters and teachers, & not in ys; you fhould 
doe well to apply thisdo&rine vnro our Minifters: & not 
vnto vs ; we cannot iudge in fuch matters of difference 8 diffi- 
culty &c. To whom I anfwer, Alas, indeed, I pitty yon from 
my heart;this your errour is radi¢ally indede in your Minifters, 
for the blind, doe leade the blind; neuerthelefle you hate your 
(hare therin: becaufe you iuftify their doeings , & approue of 
their fayings 8& do&rines in this point : Gods proceedings are 
on this ‘wife, thatif the Minifter doth not admonith the people, 
of thofe things which are finnes: the Minifters indede {hall an- 
fwer toGod for thy blood, but what will this anaile thee? for 
Thon {halt die for thine iniqusty,as you may reade,Ezek. 33.8. & 
for this caute, itis fite, I fhould giue you notice thera albeit 
I meane to lay the chiefeload ypon your Minifters backes.laftly 
whereas you pleade, that you ate not able toiudge in fuch 
points as thefe, Herevnto I anfwer, that men fhould be afha- | 
med to fay they cannot iudge, confidering the time, a} the A- 
poftle fpeaketh;for men haue now bene trained yp alonge time 
inthe doétrine of Chriftian religion, & thereforethould: able 
to iudge;the Apoftle biddeth vs to Trje all things ,@ keepe 
that whichis good, t ,The. 5.21.8 againe he faith,/ [peake as nto 
them whith haue underftanding : indge yee what I fay, 1, Cor-10. 
15. Here you fee the Apoftle would baue common people to be 


iudges of that which hee taught; & fuch were thols noble

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Bereans, A.1 7.11, wherefore you ought to iudge of this 
i point, & tothis end toreade about it, to conferre of it, and to 
s | ftnddy it : Itistrue, were ita point tobe ftuddied out, by your 
| owne labour, from the roote of it, there were difficulty in it 
pe: hapes.aboue your.capacities ; but when a point is alredy ftu. | 
died toyour hand, & apath way beaten oute for your foote 
fteppes, now there isno invincible difficulty inthe matter:itis 
truc,that comm6 people cannot plead acaule before theludee, 
yet can they iudge,hauing heard both parties plead; people cane 
not preach, yet canthey iudge of a fermon preached; {fo in this 
point of the Sabbath, though people could not firft finde it out, 
nor yet difpute it when out, yet can they iudge of the caufe 
when they {ee it laied plainly open before their cies, if they will 
open their eyes to fee ir, & they may iudge of the caufe , when 
they haue feene it pleaded on both fides; to this end I haue pens 
ned this booke, wherein you have the argumentes on both fides, 
plainly laid downe , fo as you may eafi'y difcerne the trueth, 
from errour. | 

Yet further, to take away allexcufes ; the point in queftion, 
touching this Sabbath day , commanded in the Morall Law,it 
is A Catechi(me point : for allthe 10, commandements, they are 
Catechifme pointes;like asare the Creede, & the Lorcs prayer: 
now it hath plealed Almightie God, to'lay downe thele Cate- 
! chifine pointes,of all other pointes in religion, moft plainly ,! & 
| moft familiarly, that he that raneth tay reade them; the 10 ¢0- 
mandements are exprefl: d tothe capacety of the meanetft in the 

Congregation, & of allthe rocommandements , there is not 
any one laid downe iu more familiar & caly termes & words 
iE _ tobe vnderftod, then is this 4th com. touching the Sabbath 
of day ; for God hath moftliuely & plainly, painted & pointed tt 
ae | out from all other daies cf the weeke, fo that no man can doubt, 
: which day of the weeke is that which God wou!d haue for his 
|| Sabbath day; no nor yet what dueties God requireth robe done 
| in that day : itisplaine , that that isthe day, which is properly 
pi called Sabbath day, in Scriprure aecount ; & which is the 7th 
of day in Scriptures account, namly our Saturday: & the dueties 
ate Reft, & Holy actiones performed in that thefe things 
| | | ere 
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are (o plaine in the com. as they neede no expofition ¢for they 
are put downe in fo many words, in the com, now,what neede 
then is there of {uch fore of lerning, toattaine to the know- 
ledge of thefe things, as if common people cold not voderftand 
them, nor any but Minifters & men of lerning couldiudge of 
them ? men may as well fay chey ynderftand not Enghith, as to 
fay they cannot vnderftand & iudge which is the 7th day of the 
weeke, & what is meant, by Reft from labour , & petformance 
of Holy aGtiones : for which is the 7th day , wecapnot but 
knowe fince the Sunday or Lords day, is the firft day; & what 
is meant by Holy a@iones,or fanctifying of the day, w# know by 
the like action eswe performe on euery Lords day:a finale deale 
of lerning is enough fora man to iudge of thele poings ; where- 
fore that is but an excufe,for people to fay they are na{chollers, 
& they cannot iudge offuch matters ; what can you ot iudge 
of your Catechifme points , which you lerned in your Child- 
hoode ? 
1 confeffe for all this, there is difficulty abourthis:point, to 
fuch as are not exercifed in it (& bythe way, itis a fhame for 
any man, not to befo well exercifed in all Gods 10 comman- 
dements, as not to be able to defend them, ynto the leaft sore & 
title againft all oppofers) but I defire thee good Readér, but to 
obferue where the difficulty lieth : for the cleering of this,note 
with me thefe ath com.&,the oppofition made againft 
this 4th com,F ot the former of thefe; the 4th com. together with 
the things therin commanded, are laid downe moft familiarly, 
& plainly , as hath bene fhowne, fo asthers no diffigulty at all 
about that , no man but may eafily ynderftand, whatjtis which 
God requireth therin,&¢which day of the weeke Gat inioyned 
for a Sabbath; wherefore the difficulty that is, its in the op- 
pojition , made by Minifters, againft fomething commanded in 
the 4c com,now it is true indeede, that in this oppofition,there 
arileth difticulty, becaufe chey trouble the waters of: mens yn- 
derftading by bringing many & intricate reafones out of [Scrip- 
turcs, againft che Sabbath day written in the 4th com, which in- 
tricate argumengs,if thele Minifters would forbeare%then there 
were no difficulty atall, all were as plaine as a beateq path way;

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wherefore, fince you fee where the difficulty licth,my counfaile” 


toallfuch peopleas plead ignorance, & want of lerning in this 
controuerly, fhall be, that they would therefore rather. follow 
God, then their mifters : for Gods way isa plaine, {mooth, 
ealy, & beaten way, foas cuery man lerned or vnlerned , may 
eafily know, what it is which God requireth in this Catechifme 
point of his 4th com. but their Minifters way, in fetting them. 
felues to abandon and roote out Gods Sabbath , itis fuch @ rug. 
ped way, & fuch adifticulr way, full of fo many fecret & hidden 
windings & turnings, as people of common capacety cannot 
concciue it, EER ge of it, as themfelues fay: wherefire, my 
counfaile ynto thefe is this, that they rather take parte with 
God,& with his Sabbath,then with their Minilters apainft God 
& his Sabbath: becaufe Gods way is an ealy & knowne way, but 
mans way is anintricate & difficuls way. 
And further, let them not dare toliue in the weeklyytranf- 
reffion of the 4th com. & profanation of Gods Sabbath day, 
themfelues onely vpon this poore grownd , that their 
Minifters fay they may fo doe ; & that their Minifters bring 
many atguments out of the Scripture, for the abolifhing of 
Gods Sabbath day, fince th ofe argumentes (as themfelues con- 
feife) they vnderftand not, nor are able to iudge of, for want of 
lerning, when they heare or reade them dilputed of;the Apoftle 
faith, wh ut foener is not of faithis finne, Rom.1 4,23. If then they 
cannot comprehend & conceiue of the oppofit arguments, 
brought againft rhe Sabbath, when they are difputed too & fro 
on boths fi is, how can they worke in their calings on this Sab- 
bath day ? they cannot doe it of faith, they muft doe it doubte 
tingly, & fo finfully:where fore the better & eafier known way, 


is the lurer & {afer way, & thatis to follow the example of — 


God, refting vpon the 7th day, becaufe God refted on the 7th 
day; & thus much for people. 


I come now ynto Minifters;the firft thing I lay to their charge, 


fis the profanation of the facred Scriptures , and word of God, 
by wrefting of many and fondry textes of Scripture,againft the 
4thcom. and the Lords Sabbath day, therein mentioned: there 
are many and fondry textes of Scripture, borb out of the old 
Teita- 
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Teitament & out of the new Te/tament,which they abufe againft 
the Lords Sabbath day,the particulars whereof yoo hgucheard 
in all this Chapter hitherto,and how vainly,impertinéntly,and 
friuoloufly they haue vfed them, doth euidently appeare by my 
feucral anfwers vato them : now doe they not know ,that one 
day they fhall giue an accompt to God, for takingGoay N ame in 
vane? and for voreuerent toffing of Gods word , byther and 
thither like a Tennife bale? yea which is worle , theyturne the 
point of Gods {word(his word I meane)againft himlelge;letting 
Scriptures together theeares: for they fet aboufdance of 
S:riptures,both oat of the old and new Feftaments,againg the 
Lords Sabbath day,commanded to be kept by the 4:h tom, like 
as a man fhould fet abundance of dogges vpon a Bearejfor they 
fet all thefe textes of Scripture , againft this one text vf the 4th 
com:now what may be the grownd ofall this ? I canwot deuile 
any befids this, that their minds are foreftaled with a preiu- 
dice againft Gods Sabbaths, as that they are lewiffi and the 


like,agd therefore downe they muft: and to this end, the Scrip- 


ture muft be feragainft them. 


It hath euer bene the practife of all fober and G : ly Diui- 


nes ,to ftudy and endeauor the reconciliation of Scriptures 
{eemeing to make oppofition and contradiction : but¢helemen 
are of acontrary Spirit: for hauing to doe with Gods tenn 
commandements, and by name the 4th com, they cannot abide 
to heare me {peake of areconciliation , and to make 4jreconcil- 
ment betwixt the 4th com.

16,17. but all their flady and invention is,how they taay make 
thefe two portiones of holy writ with others, to oppdfe one an 
other in the higheft manner, & oneto fhoulder out an‘pther: my 
indeauors are by a reconciliation, to caufe an Harmony and 
{weete accord among the Scriptures , that fo we may ftill re- 
taine a moft ancient and proffitable ordinance of Gods in the 
Church; but their indeauors are, to reie& all reconci'iation, & 
to caule a iarre and difcord in the Scriptures, that fo'they may 
depriue the Church of God , of a moft ancient and proffitable 
ordinance of Gods,commanded in his morall Law. , This isa 
profane vie and abufe of Scripture, to caufe ir to be asoddes & 
Aaa 3 “variance 
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variance with it felfe, when as by a reconciliation and fit fenfe, 
it may be made to agree & accord ina {were Harmoney, 

The 2d thing I lay to the charge of Minifters, is that they 
haue liued along time in this finne of Sabbath breaking , and 
tranfgreffion of Gods 4thcom. in/ their feuerall families ; the 
which without vnfeined Repentance, wil make them liable

vnto all thofe Curfes temporalland eternal] , thereatenedin 
Gods word, againft {uch as liue inthe tranfgreffion of Gods 
| Lawes. And further, if ftillthey (hall in time tocome, liue in 
7 i the wilfull violation of this ordinance of God, I giue them 
4 4 hereby to know , that they fhall be guilty of a weekly finne, 

apainft Gods 4thcom.drawing downe Gods curfes vpon them- 

 felues and their families,euery Saturday or Sabbath day,weeke 


by weeke,fo long as they fo liue. 
This errour touching Gods Sabbath day , is not like nto 
~ fome other erroures , which are erroures in iudgementonely, 
but like yntothofe more dangeronufe and pernicioufe erroures, 
which are erroures both in iudgement and in praG@ife alfo; for 
you fee, that {uch as are erronioufly per{waded, that this facred 
oT and San@ifiedtime , the 7th day Sabbath, is abolifhed ; forth 
with they fale to an erronioufe pracife alfo,& to trample vpon 
Gods Sabbaths , by profanation of them openly ; and by calling 
them lewifh reprochfully. 

But happily they will reply, faying, wee doe not throw downe 
«se Gods Sabbath, but God himtelfe doeth it ; for it is God that 
Tt hath abolifhed the 7th day Sabbath ; and therefore you doe ill 
to taxe vs forit: wherevntol an{wer, that it is falfe which th 
a fay ; to father this their owne deede vpon Ged, is an heinoufe 

ot : euill; thar God hath not done this thing is apparent , in afmuch 
of as none of all thote Scriptures of Gods, which theyhaue brought 
againft this Sabbath,doe neceflarily abolifh it,as you haue feene 
by my anfwers vnto them one by one, fo it is not God then but > 
themfelues that haue done it ; and fol] taxe theminuftly, 

Yet further, Minifters are guilty , not onely and alone of the 
finne of Sabbath breaking, in thir owne families,but alfo which 
is more feareful! , they are guilty of the fame finne committed 
by the people week!y: fur woats the caufe, why the people doe 
not 
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not Sanctify the Sabbath day properlie fo called, is it aot hence, 
becaufe Minifters teach people that itis abolifhed, lewith, 
and therefore they ought not to keepe it holy ?the feople will 
lay the load of this finne , vpon their Minifters an ther day, 
when God fhall rekone with them for It, crying out.¢pon their 
Teachers, who mifled them. S. lames telleth vs, iffome man 
hath converted an other from his errour , he fhall fae a foule, 
and fhall bide a multitude of finnes lam, 5. 19.20. If then this be 
an argument to perfwade all men , to labour to brigg.their bre- 
thren outoferrours , becaufe fothey fhall hidea myltitude of 
finnes : what aterrour then fhould it be vnto all Migifters , to 
thinke that they haue feduced the posers and led them into 
erroures ; for thus they haue opened a fountaine of sannes : for 
euery fingle perfon in their congregation , Mafteri%& feruanr, 
Miftrig& maide,Parent & childe,euery one of thefe Joe hereby 
fale into the finne of Sabbath breaking or weeke;, that is 50 
times in one yeére , foas if aman hath liued but a omatter of 4o 
or so yeeres, he is guilty of the breach of Gods 4th ccm. T wen- 
ty hundreth times ; what a multitude of finnes are h¢ere! & all 
thefe are the Minifter guilty of;thefe are the multituae of finhes 
committed by one fingle perfon in his congtegatign , but if a 
Minifter hath 409 or 500 perfones, or a thowland perfones 
vnder his charge, what an infinit number fianes is ‘hee guilty 
of ! let this be cerioufly thought on. ‘ 
Furthermore , ifir doth come into the heart of the 47agi- 
Strate atany time,to thinke of a reformation (as God graunt ie 
may ) what is it that quencheth that motion of Gods Spirit in 
himPis it not bethinketh him that: bis Minifter,and 
fo other Minifters,are of a contrary ie , afhtming with 
one confent,that this Sabbath day,is abolifhed,and ¢¢remoniall, 
& Iewith? fo then , Minifters are not onely guilty of'the breach 
of Gods Sabbaths,among the people for time paft,bit alfo they 
hinder Reformation , in’ the perfones , in whofe pgaver itis to 
make Reformation: By the mercy of God , we liup ina kinge 
dome , that is gouerned by Christian Mapiftrates yand vnder 
fach gouerners, as have alredy made reformationgs , in many 
things, wierein they haue bene informed by the Cleggie jandT 
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verily beleene,they would as willingly take this point into their 
confiderations , if moued thereynto by the Miniftry, as 
hauedone other things : but behold , they who fhould informe 
them, and cale ypon them, are dumbe and filent; nay enemies 
and aduerfaries tothe caufe! wherefore, that this Sabbath brea. ” 
king is defended by Authority,and not reformed ,but the refor- 
mation of it by Authority , this isco be imputed yato- 
Minitters; let this be cerieufly thought on, 
Herevnto happily {ome will rep!y, but thefe Minifters who 
doe thefe things,are very zealoufe & god’y men &c. Towhom 
Ianfwer, the more zealoufe the worfle, & the more godly the” 
worle: it were enough for the moft godlcfle & pri fane men,to 
fet themfelues againft an ordinance of Gods, & to oppofe his” 
Sabbaths; but for men fearing God, & zealoufe for God, that 
thefe fhould fhew themfelues fo regardleffe ofGods ordinace, 
& fuch enemies to bis Sabbaths, this isin them a double ini-~ 
quity : for, who but they fhould ftand for God, and defend” 
his Sabbaths? ee. 
In the third place,I lay many things to the charge of {uch Mi- 
nifters as doe oppofe Gods ancient Sabbath : as 1, that thereby 
they haue defaced Gods royall-Law , mangled it, & robbedit, 
of its integrity & perfection: they haue Fiminithed the come 
pleate number of Tenn Commandements : they haue made ita 
morall-ceremoniall Law, an hotchpotch ; avery Monftre. 
They bewray a preate want of lowe Gods Law, they 
not loue it foritfelfe : for they indeauor might & maine, to” 
of it: yea they areborribly partsall, in that, | 
they will defend all the other partes of Gods Law, again”

Anabaptifts ; but will not defend this parte allo againft them. 
| 3- They open a flood gate to impiety and prophanefle, among

(hould be morall : were it not thus with them, they would ne- 
ucr manage fuch arguments and Scriptures againft Gods Sab-

| But admit , that by reafon of vn with the times, a pre 
iudice againft the Sabbath as Iewith,is aftened in theif breafts, 
I {ee no caufe why they fhould reiec&t the Matchlefle example 
& prefident of God himfelfe,Exo. 20.10.11. is this Zeywifh too? 
for they cannot abide it,that the Church and people $f God, 
{hould be imitators & followers of God like deere Children: 
that is, chatthey (hould labour on thofe daies whetin God 
wrought, & reft onthat day wherin God refted, & fanctify 
that time which God fanétified, yea and alfo commanded: but 
like men, that loued not to be like God, they will Kaue. the 
people reft when God wrought, & worke when God fefted,8¢ 
prophane the time which God San&tified : they bad rather goe 
any way, then treade in Gods fteppes & follow him, * 
The laft thing whichI lay tothe charge of Miniftefs, is that 
they baue takenaway one whole com. from the 10. ¢omman- 
dements: in the former point, Ihaue taxed them forjtakein 
away fome parte of acom.,but here I taxe them for taking away 
a whole com. by name the 4th com. and this! thus mgke good 
againftthem; 1, They haue taken away the time, tewit, the

now thefe being gone, ] pray {hew me what islefte behind in 
the 4th com.for they haue abolifhed euery thing that was com. 
manded, 3. By making thefe words Sabbath day a figne, Exo, 
31.13 anda Shaddow, Col,2 17. and foabolithed , thus they 
have taken away the Subftance of the 4th com. & lefte vs no 
thing but a fhaddow ; fo as now we may reade the 4'h com, 
thus: Remember the 0000000000,to Sanih ty i¢  & thus much fe 
the body of the 4thcom. : 
Laftly, they haue taken away the Rea/on and Motiue, which 
God tooke from his owne example, & added it to his 4th com, 
Exod.20,r1. this whole verfe, v.11. conteining ij. moft live 
reafones & efteGuall , they haue robbed Gods Churchof the 
vie of them;for they neither vfe them themfelues,no neither can 
man elfe them, yntothe day we now keepe: for Goddid 
moue vnto the obferuation of the Saturday & 7th day. 1. Be 
caufe him felfe at the Creation refted on it. 2. Becaute he had 
bletfed that day, & ballowed it,& fo made it an Holy day. now 
thefe rworeafones neither are, nor can be applied to our Lords 
day: for God at the creation did not refton our Lords day; 
noncither did he then blefle & fanctify the Lords day;

I Haue now finifhed the fowre firft partes of my bo¢ke: the

thod: firftI will proue the point by arguments lefle forcible, 

and then by arguments more forcible:firft by arguments fhew- 

. ing that it isathing meete , convenient , and ays befiting ys to 

keepe the Lords Sabbath, & then by arguments {hewing thatitis 

| a thing very neceflary , in regard of Gods appointment & ordine- 
uion.. 

By te way , whereas there are many light and trivial obiec- 
tions, vfually brought againft the Lords Sabbath , and fome place 
would be referued to anfwerthem, I think it vnfir, to place t 
after the point is proued by neceflary arguments: for when God 
willis once knowne , there is no place left for carnall and eriuiall 
obiections againft it : and therefore I hold it better to place thele. 
obiections, next after the point is proued by probable arguments 
and arguments of conven‘ency : and fo thefe triuiall obiedtions, 
fhall rather come in by way of oppofition vnto arguments of Com 
veniency, then ynto argumen's dered from Gods ordination 
Wherefore, purpofe to {pend the firft about argue 
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of conveniency, and the fecond: Section. in anfwer) ¥nto, fondry 
obiettions , and thenthe third Section in arguments prouing the 
point neceflarily from Gods ordination...) 

To begine with the firft of thefenamly conveniend) ,and argu- 
ments lefle forcible; in handling of this point, firft I prove by 
fondry arguments,that it is meete we fhould keepe a Sibbath day, 
one or other indefinitly ; and then will prove it ismoft 
meete,& fireft,to keepe the Saturday or,7th day Sabbath , before 
any other. (One reafon mouing me to handle thefetyyo points is, 
to preuent Prophane and carnall men thus to thinke , why you 
haue throwne downetheLords day Sabbath,& now therfore, what 
need we any more Sabbaths &c ? I procedetherferego giue fuch 
reafones as may take, place ina carnall mind.) For the former of 
thefe, I proue, that it is meete we fhould keepe a Sgbbath day, 
becaufe it is a worke of mercy : that this may the better appeare ; 
we will confider of it in refpe& of man bea3?: man, 
we will confider of him generally , and then particulaily : and firft 
for man in generall; it is a greate comforte and worl'e of mercy 
vnto all men to kgepe a Sabbath day ; for therein theit bodies are 
exceedingly refrelhed and comforted : for looke asthe Bedd at 
night, is a greate refrefhment , vnto man that hath bee occupied 
all the day before in his painfull calling ; fo is the Saljbath day, a 
fweete refrefhment ynto men , after that they haue bene exércifed 
Sixe dayes one after an other in continuall laboures : the trueth of 
this point euery man findeth by good experience. Wé.haue a pro- 
uerb , that men muft worke to day , as they may worke too mor- 
row : that is , that mendoe not fo ouerworke themflues in one 


day ,as they be vnfit for worke the next day: this prouerb may 


well be applied to our prefent occation , that menmuft worke 
Bs weeke fo ,asthey may worke the next weeke aifo : that is, 
they muft not fo worke and tyre out their bodies; with conti- 
nuall laboures in one weeke , as that they fhall be vrfit to labour 
an other weeke ; now'common reafon reacheth, tha: mans body 
cannot endure continuall and perpetual] laboures ,*day by day, 
without all hislite longe ; wherefore of n¢ceffity there 
muft be atime for men to Sabbathize , & reft in froyn laboures ; 
& therefore it is meete that fome one day ina weeke ke fet a parte 
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another alfo; it isa point of wifedome alfo , for men {0 to follow 


 forenoone ,foas their tyred hor{e cannot goe in the after noone ;

for reft , that fo a man may fo worke one weeke as he mayworke 


their workes,as they may goe on, & continue with them ; & not 
like vnskilfu'l Riders , who ride galloping vpon the {purre in the 


wherefore , if men doe but regard their owne bodies , it is meete 
they fhould fet a parte a day to Sabbathize in , and reft from their 
laboures. 
But fuppofe we , that fome mans body , being of any oaky fub.. 
ftance , & yron conftitution , could hould out in laboures,day by 
day cuerlaftingly ; yet how vnbeleeming a ay is it , for man, 
whom God hath made Lord of all,to become a flaue & a drudge 
in this world, working and tuging day by day without ceafeing 
like horfe ina Carte? neither can men pleade neceflity ; for,expe- 
rience hath taught , that we can compafle all our workes within — 
the 6 dayes: nor yet can the poore plead neceflity , becaufle of 
their pouerty; for,as God gaue the Ifraelites,twife fo much Manna 
on the 6th day,as vpon any other day,that fo they might reft vpon 
the Sabbath vay So hath God blefle d the eftabli‘hed order in our 
kingdome , of working but 6 dayes in 7, that the poore can now 
earne as much in 6 dayes , as they fhould doe in 7 dayes,if it were 
cuftomary for vs to worke every day ; for did the poore worke 7 
dayes , the rich would giue them the lefle for euery dayes worke, 
fo as they fhould but barely. get a liuing then , and fo much they 
pe now; for becaufe they worke but a fewe dayes , therefore they 
ue the more for every dayes worke , that fo they might liue of 
their worke: thus much for men in general, : 
I come now to men in particular , & by name vnto Seruants; 

It is needfull that we keepe a Sabbath , becaufe it is a worke 
mercy ynto Seruantes : now God was wont to ta‘ e care for Sef- 
uants,left they {hould be vnmercifully oppreffed with labour, afid 
theretore it is added to the 4th com. 7h. thy m.n ferwant and thy 
mathe may as well as thou, Deut. 5.14. what doththis teach 
vs, but that mafters muft fhew mercy vnto their Seruants, by re- 
fting of their bodies , as well as of their owne ? for if the one hath 

neede of reft,fo hath the other:S.z/omoa te}leth vs that a rig 


man , Lheweth mercy to his beaft Pro. 12, 10, how 
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‘then vnto bis man feruant , and maide feruant ? were it notthat we 
haue good Lawes in this cafe,prouiding for Seruants, by fé¢bidi 
mafters to doe their workes on the Lords day , fome vamesrcif: i 
hardharted , and couetuoufe mafters , wou'd worke their £eraants 
day by day , vntill they were weary of their l:ues z the nectflity of 
a Sabbath in this cafe , appeare:h by the Lawes now i} force, 
whereby for t' ¢ benefit eafe and’ refre‘hment of poore S¢ruants 
it is enacted ( no doubt ) that many holy daies fhall be offerued 
In the 3d place Feometo Beaftes , it isneedfull that wy} keepe 
a Sabbath, that {o we may {hew mercy vnto our beaftes: fir God 
was wont to cale for mercy vnto the labouring beaft : Ju-he 71b 
day thou {hall reft, that thine oxe and thine Afe mmy reft. Exyd.23. 
12. and it isa (faith Salomgn) of a man , tofhew 
mercy tothe life o his beaft Pro. 12,.10.and a man jabour 
his beaft on euery day wetke by weeke, he} might foone 
haue his skine. Thus farre we haue confidered of the needfilneffe 
ca Sabbath day, inciuillrefpecs. TEEN 
‘Now Icome to fhew the needfullneffe of a Sabbath in religi- 
ouferefpectes : that God maybe folemnely and publiky wor- 
fhipped;& that the Church and people of God, may be farther 
edified in their moft holy faith; for thele two caules, it is aeed- 
full, that there fhould be a Sabbath day : I fhall not neede to 
time to amplify thefe two things ; for they are fo 
te and needfull, thatall men will grante me, that it is tacete 
to haue a day fet a parte for the pudlike worlhip of God, i the 
edification of the-Church of God: to omit what elfe mig‘ be 
faid, the neceflity of a Sabbath day appearethin this , thé if our 
Church doth now celebrate many Holy daies for the fame}inds, 
& os onely the Saintes daies yeerly , butalfothe Lords Jaies 
weekly, 
2. It is meete to hane a Sabbath day, becaufe itisa 
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good reporte,approued & allowed of by all ChriftianChu 4 
now the Apoftle calleth vpon ¥s to follow thofe things which 7 
are of good reporte , Phil.4,8. & thole things therfore whi¢h all | 
Coriftian people approue and allow of, are meete tobe bee in | 
vie, Papistes they allow of refting from labyares ,and thy pu- ‘ia 
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frefh himfelfe, I thinke he could not pofliblie find a more fit 
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blike worfhip of God conftant'y vpon one day of euerySeauens. 
Lutherans doc the like: and Awabaptfis , bow euer they keepe 
no day by Diuine Inftitution,yet they keepe,and hould it fit to 
keepe one day in Seauen, wherin they reft from their labours, 
and performe publike worfhip vato God, laftly , all Proteftants 
doe allow and approue of one day in Seaven,as fit to reft in from 
labours , and co worihip God publikly :fohereis a clowde of 
witenetles, houlding it mecte to keepe aSabbata day,and a 
thing of goodreporte. If we dhould atcend the primitine 
Churches who liued nextatcer the Apofties, we fhall find chat 
they held it meete to keepe one dayin 7 and fometimes more, 
for the Seruice of God , and to reft from laboures: thus we 
hauea generall and ioynt content of all Churches, both now 
liuing, and from the Apoftles times, thatit is a thing meete to 
reft,and {erue God publikly one day in aweeke : and lo we haue 
proued this point,namely,that it is meete & convenient to kees 
pe a Sabbath day indefinitly, one in 7 daies. | 
Now I come to proue, that of all the daies of the weeke,the 
ath day, or Saturday is the moft fit day ; my firft reafon is, be- 
caufe God Almightie Refted rather vpon the Saturday then 
vpon any other iar, Genel,2.3. and thereforeic is meete we 
fhould imitate fuch a prefident : were a man to make his choile

My fecond reafon is taken from this , thata man may domée 
whither the old Sabbath day be abolilhed or net, and ifit be 
difputable and doubttull,chen when the matter is in our choile, 
which day of the wecke to take, it is the fureft and fafeft to 
make choile of that day, whereof there is fome doudt whitherit 
be abolifhed or nor: we haue fhowne,it is certaine that the 7th 
day isnot abolilhed; but {uppofe there were fome doubt of it, 
as itcannot be but doubted of, by the ftifeft AnriSabbatha- 
rians: fince that fomeplace is left for doubting, be ic tbat we 
doubt never folit'e of it , yet iris better and fafer to keepe 
then tokeepe any other day of the weeke : to negleét the Fi 
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day, being once Commanded of God, and it cannot be cleerty 
proued, that euer God cowntermanded it, hereypon fome {cru- 
le at leat muft remaine in mens. con{ciencés touching it ; and 
therefore it is fiteft tokeepe the 7th day;fo fhall we make fuer 
worke, that God fhal haue nothing againft-vs out of his 4rhvc6, 
but doeing otherwife, we fhall laye in perpetuall doubts & 
res, that we live in the tranfgretiion of the 4th come. vino: 
So much be {poken for this point, the which I haueinfi ted 
vpon, notfo much hereby to proue that the ch day muffibe 
the Sabbath, for that Ffhhall doe after the next fedtionyby 
arguments, but chiefly to this end, to ftay & fatistie the minds 
of careall men, with carnall reafones, & with Teftemonies, and 
the like : for fome men there are({ feare me) that could with in 
their hearts,that there were no Sabbaths et all ; of (uch an igno- 
ble and bafe Spirit chey are;all theie minde is for worke,worke, 
vacefiantly;it is meete therfore that it fhould be declared vpto 
fuch men, that it is noronely neceflary to baue a Sabbath in re. 
ligioufe & diuine refpecs , butalfoin carnal) asfor 
necefliry of nature,and the like : and that otherwife all Church. 
es would condemneys ;fornot the primuixe Churches, 
bat alfo all Chriftians: euery where, & of euery Sect doe 
parce one day in 7 for Gods worfhip: yea our owner Chufch 
would rife vp in iadgmenvand condemne fuch conceipts by hic 
contrary and daily practife, 
Icome now to giue anfwer vnto many friuolonfe obieéi-« 
ones, which are daily railed apainft the Lords ‘Sabbath, which 
being done, I fhall haneacleere way opened for me toprode, 
that the Lords Sabbath day is ftill in force , thefe rubbes «being. 
taken out of the way firft, ode 16 
One obie&tion they haue againft the: Lords Sabbath day, and 
itis this: what fhalbwe the Sabbath day,the zrlvday, the 
Saturday Sabbath,why thavis the 
’-Herevnto I anlwer , my defire it not ro ftriue sboure namps; 
were the Lords Sabbath day , called the ewes Sabbath day, in 
none other, nor worle fenfe that 
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called the Chriftians Sabbath day ,I fhould fay nothing tothe 
contrary; but finding it fo called reprochfully, I dc fireto refcue 
it from voder the feete of contempt. 
Idefire therefore of men as focaleitreprochfully 
giue mea reafon, why the Sabbath day commanded in the 4th 
com, fhould rather be called the lewes Sabbath day , then the 
Lord our God, whom we are commanded to Haue, inthe 
irftcom.fhould be called,the lewes Lord God: for my parte, I 
can fee no reafon,but that the one may be fo called reprochfully, 
as well as the other: nor any thing can I fee tothe contrary , but 
that we may as well cale the Sabbath day, which che Iewes Sans 
cified,our Sabbath day allo;as to cale the Lord God, whom the 
lewes worlhipped, our Lord God. 
But to take of vniuft {candall,ler not men nickname the 
Lords Sabbaths , but rather in an holy rcuerence of God, let vs 
cale them as God himfelfe calleth them , rhat is, the Lord Gods 
Sabbaths: for thus the Lord bimlelfe named them in his 4th 
com, when he faid. The 7th day, is the Sabbath of the Lord thy 
God: Sothen itis Gods Sabbath , not the lewes Sabbath : itis 
the Sabbath of the Lord, and not the Sabbath of the Jewes. The 
Lord telleth vs by bis Prophet Iaiah,thar wefhould cale the Sat- 
bath a delight the holy of the Lord,hononrable. Ma, 58.13. $0 then, 
we fhould vie the name of the Sabbath bonowrably ; but loe bow 
men will fe it reprochfully,caling it lewith,and the Sab- 


Yet further, the Sabbath was ordeined from the Creation 
Genel, 2. 3, Now atthe Creation, there was no difference ot 
Lew & Genisle, bow then can the Sabbath be called the lewes 
Sabbath? it may be therfore the Gentiles Sabbath , as wellas 
the lewes Sabbath: much f this nanie or nickname. | 

An otber obieStian is this, ob but this were to bringe into the 
Church fuch ftridtneffe as is inrollerable: for if we admit of the 
Jewes Sabbath day, then mut we not fo much as kindlea fyet 
on the Sabbath day , nor doe any worke atall, how neeufull 
fotuer it be. 

Hereyato I anfwer, that this is but an euill reporte , and a 
: | flaunder, 
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flaunder, brought vp againft the Lords Sabbaths; by thofe who. 
are profeffed enemies ynto them,and delight to bring them inte 
difgrace with the people: for , we haue formerly fhowne, that 
the Lord neuer forbad the lewes to kindle a fyer, ina cafelot 
nece{fity, on the Sabbath : but onely for the doeing offuch wore - 
kes,as might be done the day before , or tarry votill the day 
after: we haue {howne how ((27i/t himfelfe was prefent ata feat 
on the Sabbath day, where ia all likelihod ,'was a fyer kind] sd, 
to make prouifion for the guefts ;oras greate workes doye, 
in attendance toth: guefts by che feruants,as is the kindling of a 
fyer, which may be done in an inftant,and without almoft apy 
labour: yea our Sauiour allowed in bis time, of all wecef[ury 
workes,and workes of mercy , to be done vpon the Sabbath diay, 
as to plucke and rubb eares of corne,to life a beaft out-of 
the ditch ; or to leadea beaft vnto the water,and the like: Ina 
word , there was no more ftrictneffe required of the lewes3in, 
keeping of the Sabbath day, then is at this prefent, required by 
Diuines, in keeping of our Lords day: fo this obiection is

An other obicction is that itis a thing smpoffible to be refiyr= 
med , fince the Sabbath day , hath bene out of ylefo many hdn- 
d eth yeeres; and fiace the Lords day, hath betie inyfe fo longe, 
Wherevnto | anfwer, impoffible fay you ?what impoflibility 

is there in it? the impoflibiliry and all the difficulty is onelyin 
the minds of men,in that they are not willing with it: for, the 
Commonwealth fhould not loofé eaery man a penny by fhe 
change of the day;for itis all one tothem , whither they keepe 
Saturday for their Sabbath , or Sunday: all the difficulty in the 
matter is,as farre as I camfee,ro poffefie the minds of ourGoser- 
ners w.th this traeth of Gods,and efpetially his AZ ajeffie , ang if 
once God fhallincline his heart to the loue of this trueth,a ward 
from his mouth may reforme it , his Decree., proclamation por 
the like, were enough to make this impoflible thing poflible, 

An other obiection is , that’ Gods Church is now at a fwepte 
peace and concord,and the bringing ef this:point to ee = 
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make a greate hurly burly and difturbance in the Charch ;-whetes 
fore the Author might be better occupied ; or elfe be filents: 
Herevnto L anfwer , this obiection is indeed enery where beard: 
of ; and indeed the peace of the Church is to be fought tothe ye! 
moft ; but yet we muft not be fo mindfull of peace, as to forper: 
holinefle ; forthe Apoftle hath ioyned thefe together, fayingy) 
Follow peace with all men ,and holin {Je , without the which no man 
fhall fee the Lord Heb, 12. 14. peace with the Church in keeping: 
the Lords day , and warre with God, in profaning of his Sabbath 
day,is no comfortable nor fafe peace. rd 
Let me defire fach as reft vpon thes obiection, to reade & pers” 


pend what the Lord {pake,by his Prophet Iaiah againkt t he peo-. 


ple that would not heare Gods Law, but rather fuch things as: 


migtt pleafe them,& make no difturbance amongft them, faying, " 
Jt ss arebclisoufe people , children that would not beare the Lawiof: 
the Lord; which fay unte the Seers, {ee not,and to the Prophets , Pros’ 
ply not ys right things : but {peake flattering thingt unto >»

The glorioufe Gofpell,the Gofpell of peace,the word of Trueth,” 
did it bringe peace into the world? no; / am comse({aieth ourSani-' 
our to put fier on the earth, Luk.12,49. & againe, Thinke not that’ 
am come 10 fend peaceinto the earth but the {word,& to fet aman ab?

Rill, S others fay that it is abolifhed longe agone,by the coming | 
of Chrift; wherefore I fhall giue no regard to this aew 
Dodtrine,vntill Minifters can agree among themfelues, and till ' 
all men be at one accord in this matter: for they bring reafones* 

on both fids , fo asa man cannot tell which to beleeue. 

Herevnto 1 anfwer,if men fhall tarry till all men are agreed, 

fo they thall profefle no trueth , nor any Religion ; for all men 
ar¢,not at accord in any Religion , nor almoft in any point re 
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elicion: wherefore it is a better way,firft to confider of the 
in queftion, whither it be a difference about words 
about things; and whither about things f ubftantiall, or circum- 
‘{tanciall as ceremonies ate: and as the matter isof weight more — 
or leffe,{o to regard it more or leffe : for {uch may the contro- 
uercy be,as it may concerne not forme men, but all men; & fach | 
it may be ,as may concerne all men. very neerly ;now of this . 
kind is this controuercy; for it is not a difference about words, © 
or voneceflary circumftances , or about that which concerdeth 
but fome few men onely ; but it is about an ordsmence of God, 
exprefly commanded , in his moral] Law ;.and therefore it isa 
fubfanciall matter , and-concerneth all and, euery man neerly, 
like as doe all the ro commandements : and therefore people. 
muft not put off the matter votill Minifters be agreed , vnicfie 
they will be wilfully ignorat in a matter off greate importance, 
and which fonerely concerneth them , as. doth all the things 
commanded in the 10 commandements, 
It is a Catechifme point , to know Gods Sabbath day ; anda 
point of greate confequence, neerly concerning vs all; as appea- 
reth notonely becaufe it is an ordinance eftablifhed bythe 
Morall Law; but alfoin this that it is put downein euery Cate~ 
chifme , as behofefull for euery one to be acquainted with all; 
now if fuch a point come intocontrouercy, ali men fhonld ‘piue 
attendance yntoit , and ftudy it , vntill the trueth be boulred 
Neither let this be any ftambling blocke , becaufe this Doc-: 
trine is mew; for,albeit it be new yoro out times , yet it is as old 
DoGrine, asisany in the 1o commandements : but what & if 
it benew to thee? the Dodtrine of the Golpellwas as new 
the Bercanes,as the Do@rine of the Sabbath can be to thee; and 
yet they did not argue thus carelefly as you doe , faying,Paul 
hath broched a new point of one Chrift &c, And heis fingular 
and all alone,all our DofFoures & teachers ate contrary to 
wherefore we'will’not harken to what he faith: but contrary- 
wife , they tooke the matter prefently into confideration , they 
fell to ferch and examine the Scriptures , rofeeif thethings 
Paul taught were fo or not, and are therefore commended 
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then with them which haue no word, but onely a fewe reas 
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the holy Ghoft ynto all Pofterity : oh that men in thefe times® 
would turne Bereanes, and ferch the Scriptures, to fee if {peak 
according to them or not ; if I bring not an exprefle comman. 
dement for that cale for , let me be reiected: or try , whither 
they or I come with Thus (sith the Lord in our mouthes;[ bring 
you the plaine Scripture , to wit , the 4th com. and they bring 
you nothing bat theirreafones and confequences , which they 
fay come out of Scripture , if one may beleeue them;*but fince » 
their reafons and confequences doe thwart and croffe a plaine 
commandement of Almightie Gods , therefure their reafonsé& 
confequences againft the Sabbath day , ate to be reieed ; for 
mans reafon muft not contradi& Gods exprefle word ; valeffe 
we will fer reafon aboue Scripture : would people bat marke 
thefe things,they fhould not be long in doabt, vnletfe they will, 
Neither {hould they neede care, that Minifters are at variance; 
for they might ealily fee which fide totake parte withall ; fide 
it with bim which bringeth the exprefle word of God; rathet 


fonesin vented by mans cauilling braine, 
An other obiection is this, to fay that the old Sabbath day ts 
fiill in force,is to fay by confequence, that our Church isin am 
errour ; now can it be thoughe that the Chnrch of God can/lay 
in fuch an errour as this , touching Gods Sabbath day ? it 1s 
unpoflible. 
Herevnrol anfwer , thatitis meete we fhould hold as bo: 
nourablean opinion of our Churchas may be ; and yet for all 
that we are not bound to beleeue,that it is athing imspoffible for 
our Church to bein anerrour, & in as great an errour too as is 
this : there are ij. fortes of erroures, there is an-errour of malie 
ciou[neffe & wlfulneffe , againtt the light of con{cience; & there, 
isan errour of frailty. & ignorance; this latter kind of errovty! 
may & dorhbefale euery godly perfon, and may befale any) 
Church of God on earth: for it isa property of the Churell 
Triumphant in heauen, to be freed from all erroures. 4 
Now that A Church of God on earth may faile , I prode by. 
theife inftances ; The P.striarkes, they liued in polygamie, 
uing 
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ving many wiues, which for any man now to doe , were a finne 
againft the 7th com, A ine, the lewes vied toput away their 
wiues, giuing them a bill of diuorce; now that Church , lined a 
long time in this; errour againft the 7th commandement yn- 
till Chriftcame , who reformed it Mat. rg. 7. 8. 9. Againe, 
did not the Church of Galatia fale into a greate errour, when 
the Apoftle taxed them,as ifthey had bene remomed away viito an 
other gofpell, Gal.1.6, Againe did not Chrift reprone the Chur- 

ches of Pergamus,and of Thyatira for corruptiones in them , by 
fuffering them that maintained the doctrine of Balaam , & of 
the V and the woman /ezabell , Reviel.2.12,13.14. 
15.18.20. Laftly, and toadd no more; how came it about ( i 
a Church of Ged cannot erre about fuch a pointas the Sabbath 
day) that rhofe pureft and primiriue Charches, whichliued im- 
mediarly after the Apoftles, did negle& to keepe this Lords day 
Sabbath, for diuerle hundreth of yeeres; for fofaith M. Perkins 
they did, and citeth his author Leo & Anton: Edst?-fee Perk: in 
his firft volume 3 the 4thcom, pag.48. farely my aducrfaries 
will fuldge this a fouleerrout it thofe Churches: by all which 
examples, it is too too apparent, that a Church of God may erre, 
& that too in Morall dueties , commanded in the Moral] Law: 
whenceit is plaine, that they éerré who baild their faith ypon this 
fundation, that the Chufch of Gid cannorerre.” 
Ota... Yun: 
An other obieGtion againft the Lords Sabbath, is this, that if 
we admit of the old Sabbath apaine,thé we fhall bring Judaifme 
into the Church ; and be guilty ofakind of Herefy 8c, 
Wherevntol anfwer, it followeth not: forthe Primitiue 
Churches, were of a contrary indgemeft,, as it appeareth 
Athanafius in his Homilie de femente: wee afemble togheter ( faith 
A thanafins) in the Sabbath day,not as if we weere ficke of Iudasi(me, 
but therefore we meete onthe Sabbath, that we may wor hip Iefus, 
the Lord of the Sabbath, Where youfee that e4thanafins in .the 
name cfthe Church, reftifieth, that they were not infected with 
Indaifme, becaufe they kept the Sabbath day : the fame may alfo 


be true of our Church, we may keepe the Sabbath day , and-yet 
be free from ludaifme,.

are to be accounted for ludaifme, which neuer came into the 
Morall Law, or ro com, and which were written by Mofés 
of which number were their Sacrifices , Prieftes, meate; new 
moones, feaftes,& annuall Sabbaths: but as for this old Sabbath 
wherin God himfelfe refted,this was put into the Morall Law, 
and written by the finger of God; and to fanctify this Sabbath; 
is no more Iudaifme,then to honour out Superioures , is Tudas 
ifme; for why fhould the things commanded in the 4th cor) 
be more Iudai{me,then the things commanded in the sth com# 
Since they cannot proue this Sabbath to be a cere and 
abolifhed, as you haue feene in the 4th part of this booke , ‘itis 
therefore abfurd for them to call the Sanctification of the Sab 
bath Iudaifme, 
Yet further, fince they onely who keepe the Sabbath,doe ob 
ferue & yeeld obedience to the Lawiin the integrity & pertes 
tion therof, and doe giue God his wholl worfhip in all the parts 
thereof; they may as well fay it is Tudaifme for a man to be it 
tire and pefeé in the Law, and to giue God his wholl worthip 
intirly; and brand him with Iudaifme, vuleffe he will mand 
Gods Law, and be partiall in the Law , and in Gods worfhip, 
feruing God by halues. 
And further, if it be lewifh and Iudaifme to keepe the Sab- 
bath day, to wit, the old Sabbath day. then x. the 4th com.is 
Fewifh : for it commands nothing but San&ification of theold 
Sabbath day. 2. If it be Iudaifme tokeepe the old Sabbath, 
then isitludaifme for Minifters to call inthe Pulpit forthe 
Sanctification of the Lords Sabbaths , & to yfe the name 
Sabbath day : for this is as well alewith name, as the keep 
ing of it isa Iewith practife:& if we may the name wi 
out tincture of [udai{me, why not the thing aamed allo?

ignorantinfucha fundamentrall point as isthe Sabbath day? 
thus fometimes when it may make for their aduantage,then the 
Sabbath day muft needs be a fundamentall point ,& at an other

2.]f the Lords day,be in their account a fundamentall poi 
thé muft the Sabbath day be fundamérall allo; for both are que 
ftions about a day: and, the Lords day, is come into the roome 
of the Sabbath day, as they fay; & therfore the one muft needs 
be as fundamentall as the other.

I wifh men to looke better:to their Repentatice then this 
comes too , let them not flarcerthemfelues, 

‘Whereas they pleade that thowfands of our forefathers:are 
gone to heauen , ignorant of this point : Lanfwer , and what is 
that vs? their cafe-and ours differ as-much asthe day 
doth from the night; their times were times of ignoranceand 
darknefle,for God had notreuealed this point ynto them ; ngi- 
ther was the knowledge thereof rendered! ynto them; but in 
our time , we haue the day light in this point reucaled ynto 
vs , Gods: trueth is made manifeft and tendered vnto vs : sow 
God is pleafed to puta greate difference béerwikt men in thefe 
twoeltates,, as we reade in the A&tes of the Apoftles:, The zime 
of this ignorance God regarded not: but now he ddnaonifbeeh all men 
caery where torepent, A&.27, 30.

Thus we may liuciothe 
fianes of our forefathers, and pleade , that. chow fands’ of them 
that committed them’are goneto heauen,as Lor; Noah that was 
drunke,& Danid that committed adultery: ThePatriatches are 
in heauen,an¢ yetliuedin belceuinglewes are 
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in heauen,& yet they put away their wiues with a:bill of diuge - 
cement: may wethinketo doe the like,aod goe to heauen,Gince 
God hath now reaealed himfelfe more fully to the contrary» 
But fuppofe we that a man might get to beauen in the ignorance 
of this point, is it aproperty of a child of God, to goeto he. 
uenas blind & ignorant as be canpoflibly? or rather to prow in 
knowledge daily,as the Scripture admopifheth vs? wilt 
bequeath ynto God a foule blind of one eye , when thou maieft 
giue him thy foule with perfe& fightofbotheyes? 

An other obie¢tion is this,&& it is in every mans mouth, faving 

fo be we giue God the dueties of the day, icrenttenpenbantall 
for the day it felfe,either this day or that day may ferue the turne} 


the dueties are , to reft from our laboures , and to worihipGod | 


publikly & priuatly , now thefe are the things which Goddoth’ 
regard; but as for the precife day,thar we thinke fhould not befo 
muchregarded. 
Herevnto I anfwer,tis true indeed, thatthis obietion 
the minds of many that are very Re/ézionfe and well affected, but 
herein they bewray their ignorance , & their halting and haluing 
with God: the things which God hath ioyned together letne 
man put allunder ; did. not God ioyne te day , and the duetics@b 
the day , both toget''er in one commandement ? and hath not the 
, day the &me Authority to countenance it , that the ducties ofthe 
day hat! ? ina Bond thereis ij things inioyned,the day of paymésy 
& thefc¢mme of moncy;now is it nota moft abfurd thing forany 
man to reafon thus;it isthe mony that my Creditour chiefly regats 
det’, and fo be I paye him his money , it matters not fomuce for 
the day ;whither I pay it vpon the rig’ t day {Pecified in the Bondy 
or on fome otter day after it ? men dare make more bould: with 
God & bis Ponds, then wih a Creditour ; thoug) man will not 
putitwp, yct they make God to put vpany thing; men think ie 
enough to obey halfe of Gods 4th com. and to leaue the orbet 
halfe vndone : but God muft have an account giuen himonedayy 
for his whole 4th com. as well as for the one halfe of it: yea whys 
fhould we not yeeld God obedience, tot':cone halfe of bisgth 
eam, as well as to the other halfe ? this is not to havc 
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all Gods ¢ with Dawid Pfal-119:6. God wil] have 
an account aswell fortheleaft of bis commandements , as for the

ef the atheom, neitherthe 7th day ; nor the’8 day ; fo as the 4th

Sabbath is not in force, and 
fearing Gods mnft maintaine defend, either the pth 


Sabbash to be fisilin force,or the Lords day Sabbath, 
But no man that feareth God: muft maintaine & defend the 
re man fearing God, mult maintaine defend the 
day Sabbathte be Hillim force .

Colleton or confequence, that can be made out of any text of 
Scripture, whereby it can be neceflarily \&¢ infalliblie proued, 
that euer Chrift ordeined this day, or left any commandement 
touching it, with his Difciples or Apoftles : && that this is fo aD 
proue r. by the third parte of this my booke , where by way of 
anfwer, I haue fhowne, that none of all their Scriptures,nor rea- 
fons which they doe alleage for the Lords day, will or can proue 
it any more then aLeétwre day, at the moft; they cannot prove 
jt a Sabbath day: & this firft argument is of greate confequence, 
and much tobe thought on. 

I proue italfo by the Teftimony of Diuines of note,& firft of 
M. Perkines,who thus doubtfully argueth for the Lords day, in 
his fecond reafon for it, in his Cafes of Confcience , Chap.16. 
Se&.2.pagz.106. The Sabbath day in the new Teftament (:[aitn 
he) in all bkelibood is tied to that which we cale the Lords day, 
that as take it ({aith be) by himfelfe, And then by & 
he addeth thefe words, for in thefe points Still we muf? goe by likew 
liboods : by all which doubting {peeches you may fee, that 
M. Perkins was of opinion, that it could notbe proued out of 
the Scriptures, neceffarily & infallibly, that the Lords day is a 
Sabbath : as for doubtfull probable proofes , and likelihoods, 
what haue we todoe with them in points of this conf quence? 
for ifthe matter be doubtfull, chen it cannot be done in faieth, 
Rom.14.23. He that doubteth eateth not of faith,laith Paul} and 
whatfoeuer is not of faseth , is a finne, 2, Dotour Prideawxithis 
worke vpon the Sabbath day, thus writeth,where finde i (faith 
he) amongst the Euangelifts, or eA poftles any diftintt inftitution of 
the Lords day,yem, where is the text of Scripture (faith he) whereby 
yon can neceffarily prome it?pag.14.3.Herevntoadd the Teftimo- 
ny of Caluine, of Zanchie, of Urfinus , with many others , who 
Thaue formerly cited, asS, Auguftine, Peter Martyr, Params, 
Chemnitins, Zuinglius, Melanchton, Hemingins, Baftinginus, the 
two godly Matyrs 44, Fryth, & Tindall, with the whole 
Pail ament aflembled in the daics of Edward the Sixte, all fay- 
ing , thatthe Lords day cannot be found in the Scriptures 
for a Sabbath. 
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My fecond profe of the minor , is from this , that our Sanidny 
Chrift made the Lords day a trauailing day ; for hetrauailed tog 
& fro, inthe Country from to Emmeius, a matter of 
miles,ypon the Lords day ,as you may reade Luk, 24. 13. 15, 29, 
36. fo allo,the Difciples of Chrift mad« this day a trauailing day, 
as you reade in fore alleaged rext Luk. 24.1 3.17.29.36, yea, 
which is more, the Difciples and Apoftles of Co-rift , they were al. 
toget’erignorznt thatthe Lords day was a Sabbath day : & this 
Jr'us proue; the Lords day (as the Patrons thereof hold ) is céle- 
brated in memory of the efurrection of Chrift ; now the Apoftles 
t' emfelues did not beleeve that Chrift was rifen fromthe dead, 
yntillt!e day was paft,or vntill nig':t,as you may fee Mark, 16.19, 
11.13.14. Luk. 24 36. 3$.41.45.46. lo. 20.19.26.27, Now 
fince Chrift his Apoftles did not know & belecue , that Cirift was 
rifen from the deade,vntill this Loris day was paft,how could they ” 
keepe tis Lords day,in memory of Chrift his 
fore fince Chrift,& his Difciples made this Lords day, a trauaiting 
day ;& fince the Apoft es themfelues,did not fo much as Know, that 

t! is Lords day was a Sabbath day, therefore no man fearing God, 
may defend the Lords day to be a Sabbath day ,vnlefle hewil 7 
reproue,not onely Crnift, but alfo his Diciples , for traualing v 7 
it; and vnlefle hee will be thought to be wifer tientoe 
were , that is, by knowing toe Lords day to be a Sabbath day, 
which they were ignorant of.

7th day Sabbath is abolifhed : & this I proue, becaufe there is 
no word of God for the growad of their faieth: for,there is not 
in allthe new Teftament , any commandement or Prohibition, 
as a Countermand tothe 4th com, where it is exprefly written, 
Thon fhalt not fanttify the 7th day Sabbath:no,ncither is there aay 
text of Scripture,out of which it can be neceffarily proued, that 
the 7th day Sabbathis abolifhed; that this is true, it appeareth 
by the 4h parte of my booke , where by way of anfwer ynto all 
their abufed textes, which they brought againft the 7th day Sab- 
bath, I haue fhowne the vanity and ablurdety of their afgn- 
ments: wherefore,fince they cannot foundly & infallibly proue, 
thatthe zthday Sabbath is abolifhed , therefore may not’apy 
ma {peake againft the ath day Sabbath: for if he doth, he {peak- 
ethagainft it ,not of faieth, whatfoencr is not of faieth itis

hereby they deface Gods royall Law, mancle it, rob it of its 
Integrity x perfection, diminifh the compleate number ‘of 
Tenn commandementes, make it a morall ceremoniall Law, &€ 
a very monftre among Gods lawes : this no man fearing God 
fhould doe, 2. Since the Lords day is no Sabbath day, they that 
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defend the 7th day Sabbath to beabolifhed , they caft downe of 


Sabbaths of Gods , and fodraw ysto Anabaptiftry , and opens 
flood gate to all people: which 
no man fearing God {hould doe. 3. Since no day can be Sah,

niall in the Decalogue,as the time of Gods worfhip, to wit, the 
oth day: byt thisis a foolifh diftin@ion , and fo much the more 
vile ,in that itis made againft God ; for bath not God as wel] 
commanded the Accident, & time, as the fubftance , and Ret? 
& is it not neceflary to obeyGod,in one commandemeét as wel] 
as in an other ? for, the one is as well commanded as che ether: 
did they diftinguifh betwene things commanded , & things net 
commanded, it were tollerable,but they diftinguifh of things all 
of them commanded ;as betwene great commandements, and 
lintle commandements ; the one they cale {ubftances , the other 
Accidents ; now the greater commandementes which they cale 
fubftances , thefe they will imbrace ; but as for the leffer coms 
mandements , which they pleafe tocale Accidents , thefethey 
will reie& & deny; fothen , Gods greater commandementes, 
they will obey; butas for his leffer commandements, thefe they 
will not obey: & that becaule they are little , and light in their 
efteeme; but our Saviour Chrift hath taught them an other 
leffon, fay ing, whofoeuer fhall breake one of thefe lea/t commande 


Mat.5.19. Letthem cale them Accidentes if they will,yet fince 
they are commandements, they are not lefle then the leaft com- 
mandements , of which our Sauiour {peaketh, 

That no diftin@ion is to be receiued , whereby any thing 
inioyned in the 10 commandements is denyed , Irhus further 
prouc it. 1, this isa pofitionfocleere,as the Sunne,that AllGods 
ro commandements doe bind vs, to obedience of them , & ate 


ftill in force : now if it be lawfull for any man , barely ro deny 
thistrueth ,faying by way of anfwer, that {ome of his 
dements doe not bind vs to obedience; then euery priuate mans 
bare deniall, {hall be as authenticall as this cleere rruetb and of 
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‘ARE STITCL IN FORCE, ‘29 
thodox pofition; which is moft abfurd: for thus a froward ad- 
uerfary may put a man tobring a light cleerer then the Suone, 
that is, hee may put him to proue whither any of Gods com- 

mandementes doe binde vs now or not: for example,a Minifter 
reproueth an adulterer , from the 7th commandement ; & thus 

he frameth bis argument againft him, : 

Ali the ro commandements doe bind vs &c.But the 7th coin. is 

one of the 10 commandements 8cc. Shall it be lawfull for'this 
vncleane perfon, to deny the Major in fome of it, by a diftinc 
tion, & put the Minifterto proue, that Allthe 10 commande- 
ments doe bind vs ? what an impioufe and anfwer were 
this? why this is our cafe; for inmy Major I affirme,thar all thg 10 
comamandements doe bind vs to obedience; & they make this yn- 
godly anfwer, by a diftinétion , rhat all of them doe not bind vs ; 
& will put me to proue, that they doe bind vs. bi: 

If this an'wer belawfull, why may not Papifts deny that the 2d 
com. bindeth vs, or that itis ftillin force , faying,the 2d com. tou- 
ching Images, it is lewifh,& concerned the lewes onely , and that 
it forbad onely Iewith Images ; && that it concerneth not Chri- 
ftians, & Chriftian Images? & why may not Anabaptiftes, and Li- 
bertines, & our new {prung vp Eatoniftes , deny the whole Law, 
— all the 10 commandementes,& that vpon plaufible pretenfes 
Furthermore,fuch diftinGiones ate Bla/phemoufe;8 therefore 

to be reiected: for, todeny that any thing commanded by God, 

_ in his 10 com, both bind vs to obedience; is todeny, that Gods 
will fhould be obeied by vs; toreie& his Soueraignty & power< 
nance ; & as muchas if we fhould fay, we willnot , that God 
fhall Raigne ouer vs, is itnot Blafphemy , when the Creatour 
fhall fay , doe this » & the creature fhall anfwer, Hewill riot 2 
thus doe they, who by diftin&tions , will reie& any one thing, 


commanded intherocommandements. 
Further fuch anfwers as by diftin@ions, any one ching, 
commanded in the 10, commandements,dce plainly bewray th 
Authoures thereof, to be profeffed enemies, to the Jutegrity 8c 
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43° THE LORDS SABBATHS; | 
but by halues & by peecemeale; and therefore , their fuck dje 
ftinétiones are vnfound , & to be reiected by all men fearing 
God, & louing the Lawes of God. a 
Such antwers aretobe reieted, and men are folely tores 
contented with this, that it is commandedinthe Morall Lay, 
without demaunding any other proofes my reafon hereof ig, 
becaufe neither better proofes, nor of higher authority, can be 
poflibly produced for the profe of any doGrine in Diuinity: 
vvhat better proofe, can any man bring, or any Chriftian maa 
expeA, then Gods commandements? & amongft all Gods.com. 
mandements, then his 10 Morall commandements ? there is 
no Scriprure of higher Authority, then the Morall Layy. | 
The 19 Commandements,the Creede,and the Lords pta 
thefe of all other Scripeures,are holden as principles of our 
ftian Religion: now how ablard a thing it is, forany to deny 
principles in any Arte, letall men iudge that haue any fill ig 
Artes:A man may as yvell be permitted by a d:ftinction to deny 
that every one of the 6 petitiones of the Lords prayer, doe bes 
long vnto vs ; or that fome of the Articles of our faith, doe be 
long yntovs vpon {ome plaufible reafones forged, as by adh 
ftin@ion to deny that whatloeuer is commanded inthe! 16 
commandements doth vntovs, 
Thus I haueproued , that it is vofufferable in A (brifim 
Church, that any man (hould vfe a diftinGion or deniall, 
this Orthodox & moft cleere trueth,that shings commandeat 
10 commandements are in force, doe binde vs to 
this caufe, I neede not procede any further}, for the proolt 
of this Major & orthodox tructi: for, if it be { cleere & vade 
niable a trueth,as no man may deny it , then I may very 
{pare the proofe of it: Neuertheleffe , for the true fake, 8 
or its farther confirmation, I will proue it vato you , by many 
and fondry arguments : but by the way,one thing firft,I would 
fhould be taken into confideration , which is this, that Diaiel 
and all others, who are enemies ynto this moft auncient ord 
nance, of Gods Sabbath, they are driueu to fhrowd themfelach 
from theforceof this my 8th Argument , by this abominable

decaufe hee faith , that not fo much as any one point, of anyom 
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keth to proue,that the religion of the Church of Rome agreeth 
to the corruption of mans nature: amongft many other argae © 
ments,he fheweth how that Papifts doe repeale & make of none 
efte&, all the rxocommandements of the Morall-Law : andeg 
this purpofe he begineth on this wife , The morall Law conteigs 
ing perfect righteou{nefe,ss flat oppofite to mans be native: theres 


commandements of the Morall Law ;the fame religion muft needs 
soyne bands with the corruption of mas nature, [tand for the mainte. 
nanse of it.T his doth the Religion of the Churchof Rome: st may beit 
doth not plainly repeale them,yet in effect it doth, and if it fhall frafs 
trate but any one point , of any one Commandcment , yea , the whi 
Law therebyis made vaine.Perkines,in his irft volume,pag.4o0, 
vader the title, 4 papift cannot goe beyond a reprobate. 1 deine 
that thefe his words may be weighed; where he faith, thar ifthe 
religion of the Church of Rome, fhall fruftrate bt any ome 
of any one commas.\c doth thereby make fruftrate thewhole Lam 

Now a double vfe I may make of thefe words, the one is,that 
all Gods commandements are now to be obferued and obeyed: 


commandement is tobe fruftrated;& further he addeth for com 
firmation thereof,that the abolifhing of any one point, inthe 1 
commandements,it is the abolifhing of the whole Law alfo,ana 
fo he hath confirmed my Major. The other vfe I make of thal 
his words is, by his Teftimony, to confute the madnefle of fag 
Diuines,as deny the Integrity and perfection of Gods Law & 
therefore invent diftintiones , whereby they may custailetae 
aw, denying thatwhatfoeuer is commanded in the 50 com 
_belong vnto our practife; which is the abfurdety confuted inte 
Jaft point handled before this;for the furtherconfirmatié where 

of, let it be obferued,that Learned Perkines faith that , that rele

And farther , hence it is, that he hath put vpon the tope of 


-thole leaues in his booke, this title, 4 Papift canner goe beyond 


a reprobate, 1f then a Papift cannot goe beyond areprobate., if — 
he frufrateth but one point, of any one commandement ; then 
tellme, how farre fome Proteftant Diuines , can goe beyond 
reprobates , who doe fraftrat this ancient ordinance of Gods 
Sabbath, exprefly commanded in the ro commandements, and 
that after fufficient meanes of light afforded them, by my for- 
mer booke ? I wifh thofetenn Miniftérs, againft whom ¢{pe- 
cially I write , to note this point : happily they will fleite’my 
iudgement, but AZ, Perkins iudgement, I know they reverence 
and further , if this be good Diuinity againft. Papifts, I truft ic 
cannot be bade,when applied to Proteftantes ; thele are not my, 
oomrer you fee they are made by aman of their owne 
de. . 

Voto the Teftimony of M. Perkines , let me add the Tefti- 
mony of Vrfinus who fheweth fondry differences , betwixt the 
Doétrine of the true Charch, and the Dodtrine of other Seétes 
& Religiones; one of the differences is this, Jn Ecclefia lex Des 
integra CF incorrupta retinetur : alia Religions & fetta legem Des 
mutilant yel corrumpunt, Veli. Catechil, Pag. 4. the Church 
(faith be) the Law of Godis preferved sntitly and yncorrupted, but 
other Settes Cr Religiones doe lame or corrupt the Law of God, In 
which words as you fee, Vrfimws doth lay it downeas a tic 
of the true (burch, Gods Lawin its integrity and 
perfection ; & asa of a falfe Church to lame & detraéte 
from Gods Law:By which words, hee plainly ratifieth all the 10 
commandements, with whatfoeuer is therein commanded:Fur- - 
ther, if it be a marke of a falle Church , & of Sectaries , tolame 
Gods Law , what reproch & danger , doe {uch Minjfters bring 
our Church, & {pecially themfelues into,by denying, that all the 
things commanded in the 10 commandements are in forcé,bin- _ 
ding vs to obedience? doe they not what lieth in them , labour 
to make our Church noe true Church ? & themfelues Sectaries? 
Take alfo the Teftimony of Polanas, in his Syntag. Theolog. 
cap. 10, de lege Dei, Pag. 353. who hauing to agfint 
Papists, 
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Papists , that fay, the 24. com. againt Images , belonged onely 
vntv Lewes , not vnto Chriftians (as many Proreftantes , fay of 
the ath com.touching the olde Sabbath ) hee proucth the comes 
trary ,by this argument: quia ad Christianos torws Decalogay 
pertiner , becanfe the whole Decalogue appertaineth ynto a 
nes, If this reafon be good againft Papifts , it cannot be bad 
with Proteftants. 
Inthe 4th place, I will proue it from their owne mouthes§ 
for thefe which are (uch notorioule cnemies , to the Lords Sabs 
baths,they doe frequently in theire pulpites, reproue the Aduli 
terer,the thiefe the falfwitnefle bearer , the Blaihemer of God 
name, & the reft,by the Law: f the ro commandements faying, 
thefe deedes,are finnes,& liable toconden natidn, and mufths 
refrained &c. Becawfethey are forbidden in the Law of God} 
which kind of arguing , doth recefiaci'y imply thus much, that 
whatfoeuer thing is commanded or forbidden in the Law, sit 
force ftill, & doth bind vs now to obedience ; the reafon ofthig 
confequence is, becaufe there is one and the fame reafon forall 
& for euery thing, which there is for any one thing ; for if Godt 
writcing & commanding any one thing in his Law , be afufit 
cient reafon toincline our hartes , vnto the obedience theredhy 
then the fame reafon will moue vs to the obedience of eucty 
thing, which is therein written; becante God hath as well writs 
ten & commanded everg thing therein, as any thing : andthe 
you fee, how it neceflarily follewerh from their owne mouthey 
that becaule they cale for obedience now , vntofome things 
which God hath commanded in his Law, becasfe hee hath come 
manded them; thar therefore they muft yecld , that all rhings@ 
Gods Law , muft now be obeyed sbecan/e hee hath commanded 
them all:wherefure ,tince they teach this voto the people, they 
muft grant itme heere, Thus you haue heard this rruetheom 
firmed, both by particular perfones  t note , & alfo bya 
mouthes« fall my aduerfaries. 
gs. Iwill proue it vnto you by the Teftimony of our Charth 
Inthe order for the Ad niniftration ofthe Lords 
holy communion , fet downe in the booke of Common prayty 
it is thus ordered by our Church, Then fhall the Minifter ta

distinélly all the tenn commandements , the people kneeling (bal

holy ordinance of our Church, we may obferue thefe things; r. 

that our Church maintaineth the Law of Gods ro commande- | 

ments ,as now in force ; becaufe we are to aske God mercy fot : 

the tranfgreffion of them ; and becaufle we defire God to write 

them inour heartes.2,oblerue , that our Charchratifieth, not i 

fome onely of the ro com, but all of them,ecuen euery comman- 

dement which was writtenin Tables of ftone: for the Minifter 

muft rehearfe diftin@ly , allthe tenn commandement ; and the 

people are taught to pray to God,to write all thefe lawes in theic 

heartes. Thus you fee,our Church doth ratify and confirme,all 

the lawes of God, written in the Tables of ftone , as they are 

rehearfed bythe Minifter , without mutilating or curtailing of 

any of them : they are no children of che Charch therefore, 

who deny my Major, and thus I haue abundantly proucdthe 

point , by humane Teftimony, and fo I come to proue it alfo by 

Diuine Teftimony. | 

But me thinke,euer & anone as I am writing,that fome body 

_fhould wonder at me , that [fhould {pend fo many words , to 

prouea point fo plaine asthis , that all Gods commandements 

are now to be obeyed: why may they fay , iris a point we neuer 

till now heard doubted of, we euer tooke it as an Article of our 

faith, that all things commanded in the Morall Law, did binde 

vs to the obedience thereof;and is it now become a queftion a- 

mong ft Diuines? if this principle be doubted of now , we (hall 

(carce know what todoe in Religion, what not to doe, what 

to beleeue,& what not to beleeue;but furely Sir you are mifta- 

ken , thers no Minifter that hath afty feare of God before his 
_eyes,that will doubt of this point;and for common people,they — 

are asfarre from doubting of it , as the heanens ate Bes the 

earth, Wherevnto! anfwer, that when I ferioufly enter into 

the confideration of it, it maketh my very heart to tremble 
within me , to thinke that any man that profeffeth godlineffe, 
fhould 
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fhould be fo farre in loue with old errour , as to deny focleers 
a trueth as chis; néuertheleife,not onely Minifters, but puritans 
Miniiters goe about to doubt of and deny this trueth ; for by 
their diftin@iones, they will deny, that all the commandements 
written in the Decalogue,doe binde vs to obedience : whichit 
they did not deny , I fhould faue this labour; &,they muftim 
brace that moft ancient ordinance of Gods Sabbath day;whers 
fore good Reader wonder not at me,but rather wonder at fag 
your Minifters, who are become {fo vnfaithfull to God, as that 
tather then they will confeffean old errour,they will ftifly deny 
a manifeft trueth. | 

My firft argument then,of Diuine authority is this,that ener 
thingonce commanded in the Morall Law, ftandeth ftillomm 
pealed,& is therefore ftillin force. For thefe enemies to God 


ded inthe Decalogue,was euer fince rewoked & abolifhed: now 
whatfoeuer thing , God hath once commanded, in bis 10¢0m 
man.that thing is to ftad cuerlaftingly, vnleffe it can be fhowagy 
that God hathreuoked & reuerfed it:like as Statute Lewem 
our Realme,though made long fince , are neuerthelefle in forts 
Rill, voleffe it fhowne,that they haue bene repealed 
by the fame Authority that firft ina&ted them, 

For the further ftrengtbening of which argument, let hele 
Scriptures be perpended , What foemer things ave written aja 
time are written for our lerning,that we through patience & com forte 
of the Scripturcs might haue hope, Rom,15.4. and agai or the 
wholeScrspture is gine by in{piratio of God, cris profitable 
convince,to corrett, to inftrutt in righteow(neffe &c, 2. 
16. In which two portiones of Scripture, you fee , the Apolt 
doth ratify, an wmixerfallity of things written inthe old 
ment, and an /ntegriry and wholenetfe of the Scriptures of 
old Teftament ; now if we fhall not apply thefe ij, textes ro the 
maintenance of the Morall Law, or 10 commandements, @ 
maintaine the vniuerfallity of all things written in the 10. com 
mandements, and to maintaine the Integrity perfeGion & wole- 
neffe of the 10 commandements,then wherevoto shall we

My 2d argument, to proue that all the ro commandements, 
and euery commandement therin, doe bind vs ftill to the obe- 
dience of them, is this : that the Apoftle S. Paul doth ratitie:this 
Law, in the new Teftament ; faying, Doe we then make the Law, 
of none effect through fasth? God forbsd,yea , wee eftablifh the Law, 


_ Rom.3.31. Where you feethe Apoftle aifirmeth, that hee: did 


eftablifh the Law: now the word Law in thistext, is not to be 
reftrained to {ome partes of it onely, but to be taken in the lar- 
geft fenfe,feeing thers nothing in the contextto hinder it, now 
this Law is knowne tocontaine 10commandements , Then be 
wrote vpon-the Tables, according to the firft writing, the tenne com- 
mandcments Deut. 10. 4. the which were numbered by God, 
leaft the number thereof fhould be diminifhbed by mé:8& againe, 
Curfed is euery man,that continneth not in all things whico ave writ- 
ten in the booke of the Law, to doe them Gal. 3.ro. Here againe, 
all things written in the Law, are ratified, : 
Furthermore,S.Iames thus writeth,whofoener fhall kepe the whole

& title, {zith hee)isas a pricke toa letter,or as acommato ale 
tence: whereby wefee, that inafmuch as Chrift, would fot 
haue one of the leaft letters of the Law, nonor fo much atile 
of aletter,as a pricke is vponthe letter (i)in no wifetodepame 
from the Law , hereby he ratified the very leaft thing comma 
dedin the Law: that Chrift ratified the Law, vnroa sot and 
title, extendeth tothe very leaft things in the Law, more em 
phatically, & morevoide of exception , then if he bad faid/ a 
thing {hall paffe from the Law, 

(Had the 7:h day Sabbath bene to be abolifhed a while after,

Now the time when Chrift made this pt& 
phecy , it was not abouea matter of two yeeres before his pale 
fion or there about; now who could thinke,that Chrift fhould 
make a prophecy , & that infuch folemne a maner , with faa 
an Affcueration, thar the Law fhould laft, & continue yet ; t° 
yeerslonger? Further, ifthisanfwer & expofition be inftift 
able ,then by the fame anfwer may we now reiect , agreat 
parte «f Chrifts fermon in the mount, & efpecially his ne 
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‘tion vpon the Morall Law; for whereas, our Sauiour ratifierk 
the very leaf of the commandements in v.19. & expounderk 
the 6th Com, to forbid rafhanger , & calleing a mans brother _ 
foole, v.22. and expoundeth the 7th Com, toforbid a loftfull — 

looke,ver. 29and the 3d Com.to forbid {wearing by the ctea- 

ture,v.34.36. and the 2d table , to command loue to ourene= 

mies v. 44.4 man may at once cut off all thefe, from binding . 
vs; if he will but {uppofe, that thefe enlargments of the Law, — 
being fo ftri& & rigoroufe were lewifh , and pertaine not 
toChriftians ; & for the better auoiding of them, he may an- 
{wer, that Chrift ratified the Law, thus expounded , but vatill 

his death & pafsion, were not this a goodly anlwer? 
2. Itis falfe which they fay , that all things were fulfilled at 
Chrift his paffion: It is true indeed that Chrift ypon the Cyt 
faid, it is that is, his death & paflion was 

nifhed, but yet all things were not finifhed ; for the Refurregti 
on was behind. Wherefore the truer feafe , isby thefe words 
(cil all things be fulfilled) to vnderftand , cuen all things, what- 
{oeuer Chrift was to doe for his Church; and all things , which 
were any way prophecied of him,or of his Church militant? as 
this for one, Chrift rarrieth now atthe right hand of God, vyrill- 
his enemies be made his footeftoole, Hebr. 10.12.13. This one 
thing, is not yet fulfilled ; fee 1 Cor, 15.25. an other thingis, 
that the heauens muftcéntaine Chrift, vntill che time thatall . 
things be reftored, AG&,3.21.this other thing is not yet fulfilled, 
to wit, Chrift his fecond comeing , and the reftauration of-all - 
things. A third re is , that the Church fhall fing A trium- 
phant fong ouer death,the grane,& finne,: Cor.15.§ §.56.8¢ this 
thing is not yet fulfilled neither: now fince all thefe thins, fall 
not be fulfilled, the worlds end, therfore the Law is to laf 
voto the worlds end;for it muftlaft,yntill all chings be fulfilled. 
Yet further, the lame is euident and apparent in the Tex¢ it 
felfe; for our Saviour faith,that the Law (hall lat wntill beagen 
& earth perifh, or pafe away : that is,votill the end of the world: 
forthen Chall the heauens , & the earth patle away , and be dif- 
folued, as faith $.Peter,the beanens {hall paffe away with a 
the elements {hall melt with heate, and the earth. with the workes that 
Lil; 
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arecherein , fhll be burnt up &e, 2. Pet, 3. 10. fo long therfore 
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as the heauens & the earth laft, fo long fhall the Law, & euery 
iot, and title of it laft: the fame is ratifyed by S.Luk, fa ing Jt 
ss movecaly that heauen earth fhould paffg away , then 
title of the Law fhould fall, Luk, 16.17, ‘ 
Laftly fuppole we that in this text, chere were no Prophecy at 
all ,eouchiag the duration & continuance of the Law, yet foraf. 
muchas we imbrace this Sermon, whieh Chrift preached y 
the A/ownt, as concerning vs & our times ; we muft therefore 
imbrace this parte of his Sermon, wherein he preached and 
caught,that the Law, with the leaft commandement thereof,yea 
& cuery branch of this Law, vntoaiot & title, muft goet 
ther ; for, Chrift did not onely preffe the Law vpon his Dilcis 
ples , bucallo euery title of it: wherefore by the fame rightehat 
we imbrace the other partes & paflages of Chrifts Sermon, by 
the fame right we muft imbrace allothe Law , & euery iot and 
title of the Law: this Diuine Sermon of Chrift, it is iij Chaprers 
long, it begane Mat.s5.1.4, It lafted ynto Mat.8.1. If yOu may 
reiect {ome partes of this Sermon,as not belonging vato vs,then 
may you reiect allthe Sermon ; & if you imbrace fome partes, 
then muft you imbrace all: & thus you fee,their an{wer is vaing, 
in goeing about to confine the duration of the Law , vato the 
sime of Chrifts liuing vpon the earth, or voto his death and Pale 
fion oncly, | 
3. Athird anfwer is, that not every iot & title of the Lawis 
now in force; for there be fome things in the Law,that be not in 
force , asin the preface to the commandements ; I am the Lord 
thy God, hat Bae. the out of the Land of Egypt : this de- 
liuerance out of Epypt,belongeth not ys Chriftians; for we 
neuer were in bondagein tpypt:& allo the reifon annexed 
the gth com, thar thy dayes may be longe in the Land which the 
Lord thy God gimeth thee ~ this Land was Canaan > & therefore 
the promite of chisLand, cannot mg vnto vsC oriftians, Heres 
voto Tantwer, that the Apoftle doth ar p'y this promife vite 
Chri s#ianes that liued not in Canaan, as you may reade Eph, 6 
1.2.3. neither doth the Lord tay ,that thy may be long 
the Land of Canaan: but generally thus,that thy dayes may 
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long in the Land, which God fhall giue thee, thatis , any Lang, 
into which God (hould bring them: wherefore the promifet? 
the sth com, is not to be reftrained vnto Canaan onely, but may 
belong vnto any Land, And as for the preface touching the de- 
liuerance out of Egypt, this belongeth to this day, vato thole 
eople ynto whome it did at any time belong , thatis vato the 
iraclites | 


_. Furthermore, Igiue one anfwer {cruing voto both thefe, 


which is this, admit that there be fome titles of the Law , that 
doe not belong vato vs, asthele two reafones annexed to the 
Law, yet they cannot fhew any titles of the Law, that doe nqt 
belong vato vs, whichare partes of the Law:for we mutt diftin- 
guith betwixt the Law,& the appurtenaces belonging tothe lay: 
the law,is that parte of the Decal gue, which command. or fore 
biddeth fomething; the appurtenances of this Law, arerthe pres 
face to the Law ; & the motiues or reafones to perfwade tothe 
obedience of this Law ; & thefe are not delivered in comman- 
ding or forbiddeing termes:now I ftand to defend by my argu, 
ment,nothing more in ghe Law , then what is Law, & exprefly 
commanded or forbidden: neither dce 1 expound Cheifts words 
Mat.5. 18. Any larger then fo ; howbeit Liudge, that Chritthis 
words ought to be extended, not onely yntothe Law, buralfo 
tothe appurtenances of the Law, if pofliblie they may,8 wherg 
neceflity & abfurdety doenot hinder. Toconelud, fince my 
argument (peakech onely of (uch iotes inthe Law, as are Law; 
& deliuered in. commanding or furbidding termes, theiriobiee. 
tion isimpertinent & befids the matter in queftian,to bring ex, 
ceptiones of fuch ivtes as are no law,nor parte of Law,bur onelg 
appendixes tothe Law : for all the appurtenances,belonging td 
the Law, might poffiblie be of no force, & yetthelawat felte 
may ftand fafely ftill;like asa mans apparell maybe worne out; 
or burned, & yet bis body may be fate ftill, 

For a conclufion,let me add one thing ia general, whichmas 
keth againft all their 3 anfwers,which is this, All Orshodoxand: 
found Diuines, when they haue to deale againft theenemies , of 
Gods law,who would abolith the whole law,as Libertines, dmge - 


baptists,& our new vpftart Eatonifts, they doe defend:Gods law:

I know not any text we haue in all the new Teftament, thatis 
more auailable for this purpofe, thé is this one text:but if now 
our dinimes , will ftand to defend thefe 4 anfweres, which I haue 
confuted, then why may not any of thete Libertines or the reff, 
make the {ame an{wers tothem , when they produce this Text, 
Mat.s-18.to defend the psi gy of Gods Law? as firft, why 
may not thefe Libertines anfwer, faying , by the word Law, in 
Mat. 5.18, may be meant boththe Morall & the Ceremoniall 
Laws;and fo Chrift{hould ratify the Morall Law no more then 
he did the Ceremoniall Law? 2. And why may they" not ap. 
allo,that the duration of the Law here {poken of by Chrift, 
is but vneill Chrifts paflion? 3. And why may they noe afilwer 
you alfo, that there are fome iotes & things inthe Law, that 
belong not vnto vs Chriftianes ? asin the preface to the Com. 
mandements , Gods deliuerance of the Ifraelites out’ of Egypt; 
And the reafon to the sth com,that thy daies may be long inthe 
Land that the Lord thy God giueth thee , thatis , inthe Land 
of Canaan ? that fo you {hall not from this text , defend alland 
euery of the tenn commandemeéts. Wherefore, either they mu

Fo the Major or fir ft propofition,two things are therein cone 
fiderable , as for the former, itis a moft cleere cafe : for he that i 
would not haue the Sabbath day profaned ,he would haueig — 
fanctitied and obferued: like as in the 7th com. in that God 3 
would not haue a man commit adultery , it followeth that God 
would haue him liue chaftly : the remouing of one contrary is _ 
the bringing in of the other: the forbidding of a finne, is the 
commanding of its contrary virtue.

And further , he that willeth all poffible meanes to be vfed,.. 
for the auoiding of any euill, he would that that euill fhould be* 
auoided, & the contrary good broughtin : & fo, he thatcom- . 
mandedall poflible meanes to be vied, that the Sabbath day — 
might not be profaned, he would not haue the Sabbath day prow. 
faned ; but that the contrary good fhould be brought in, which . 
is, thatthe Sabbath day fhouli be fandtified : for to that very 
end,that it xa not be profaned bur fanétified , he appointed 
the meanes to be vfed ; now no man commandeth meanes to be’ 
_vfed, forthe obtaining of that thing , which he would not

The other thing confiderable is, that he that willed the Sab-. 
bath day fhould be fanétified and kept from profanation , 50: 
yceres after the death of all Ceremonies,he willed that the Sab=. 
bath day fhould be ftill in force yntothis day: the reafon hereof 
is,becaufe there was but one proper time , bs the abolifhing of: 
all ceremonies ; & all ceremonies they were aboliflied together’ 
at once; & therefore whatfoeuer was ratified & to be oblerued 
40 of 50 yeeres, after the proper time for the death & end of ‘ 
all ceremonies , that thing was no ceremony ; for if it were, it” 
Should not haue furuiued all ceremonies : neither was it aboli+ 
{hed with ceremonies asa ceremony ;for then no care fhoul haue | 
bene vied folong after, for its obferuation: now ifit was not ; 
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a bolifhed with ceremonies , at the proper time when all cete. 
m onies were abolifhed , then wasitno ceremony buta Morall, 
& confequently tolaftperpetually, 
I grant that many ceremonies were in vfe in the Church, 
long after they were abolifhed, bat it was by connivency and by 
{u fterance oncly,& for the weakeneffe of thofe times, but neuer 
by the aa:hority of the Lord of them, as this is : for, the Sab 
day , it was not by conninency , for Chrift commanding his Dif. 
ciples , to pray againft the profanation of the Sabbath day ; doth 
thereby warzant the fancification of it. 
Furthermore , whatfoeuer was authorized tobe vfed inthe 
Church, 40 or 50 yeeres after Chrift his death , rhat is ftill tobe 
retained & vfed in the Church; for all things which the Apo.

euen as much as his backe can beare with his fafety, fo that they 
goe laden out: befids,they doe not walke at eafe,as men doe on 
the Sabbath day:for recreation , but they flie and trauaile with 
all poffible labour and fpeede ; fo as the day of their flight, it 
was a day of moyleing and exceeding : I need not 
mention'the difquiet and diftraQion of the mind, their careing 
how to faue their owne lives , and the liues of their wiuesand 
children, & how to faue their goods ; all which difinabled them 
for, and were enemies to the facred dueties: of the Sabbath and 
the worfhip of God therein ; all this negle& and putting byof 
the facred dueties of prayer,reading, hearcing, conference &. 
doth neceflarily follow the labour of the body by flying on the 
Sabbath day: Thus much is comprifed in the word flight;fothat, 
when our Siuiour bid them pray againft flight on the Sabbath 
day, it is all one,as if hz had bidden them pray, that they might 
not be driuen to carry burdens on the Sabbath day; and that 
they might not be put tolaborioufe and painfull trauailes 02 
the Sabbath day. 2. Let it be noted , that to beare burdens, and 
to trauaile on the Sabbath day , Were ever accounted for bret 
ches ofthe 4th com. and for profanation of the Sabbath 
you msy read plainly in Nehem. 13.15. 17, For Nehemiabt 
proucd the Rulers tor bearing of burdens on the Sabbath day, 
faying , what euill is this that yee doe, c> profane, the Sabdat 
day? fee alfoloh.5.10. Exod, 16.29, VVbereby you fee it mot 
apparent, tbat when Chrift bad them pray againft 
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Sabbath day,he meante it , that they fhould pray againft profa~ 
nation of theSabbath day:for thefe 1j are both one,to fhie,carry- vy 
burdens on the Sabbath day ; & to profane the Sabbath, as you - 
fee by Nehemiahs words: and what doth the word Prophine a 
fignify but to make a thing common ? & what doe they elleby . 
flight on the Sabbath, but make ita common day, to wit,atra- : 
uailing & a labouring day ? The will of Chriftdoubtlefle was 
none cther,then the will of God in the 4th com, that is, thathis 
Difciples fhould te carctull, to keepe an holy Reft ontheSab- 
bath day , & torefraine all feruile laboures , according asit is ~ 
inthe 4th com, Jn it thow fhale not doe any worke Ge. 
But bere I mufttake awaya maine obiection ; they will be 
ready to fay, tbat it is no profanation of the Sabbath day, totra- 
uaile on it in a cafe of neceflity, and to flie tofaye a manslife, <. 
as they doe who are befeiged &c. Herevnto Eanfwer, yis ie 
isa prophanation ofthe Sabbath: for whatisittoprophaneam 
Holy thing, but to conuert it vntocommon vie? & be it meg a 
trauaile to fave their liues ,yet fince trauailing & labouring are < 
; common workes ;by trauailing and labouring on the Sabbath ~ 
day, asthey doe on common daies, they make the Sabbath day 
% a common day, and fo prophane it : neither will it follow, that ~ 
b-caufe itis no finne to trauaile on the Sabbath inacafeof 3 
_ ceffity, therefore it is no prophanation of the Sabbath : for God 
hath permitted vs to prophane & make common the Sabbath ~: 
in acafe of neceflity, and fo prophanation of itis mo finneas 
oth rwile it would haue bene ; the prophanation remaines ftill, + 
_butitisno finfull prophanation. 2. The confideration of this * — 
obieCtion doth ftrengthen my argument: for, ifour Sauiour 
would not haue men to flie & trauaile & worke onthe Sabbath 
day, nonot to faue their liues, if poffibly by means of prayer / 
they might auoid it, muchleffe would he haue men doe any < 
workeon the Sabbath, when there is no neceffity,and ina com. . 
mon cafe: itis a figne, that Chriff was maruailoufly of 
his fathers Sabbaths, to haue them religioufly 8 carefully fanc- 
tified after his death , when he would not haue his Difciples to - 
doe, no not fuch neceflary works as might faue their liues, on 
the Sabbath,if they might be preuented: thus I haue fufficiér~ 
ly proued the 4th thing ia my Minor, Mmm; The 
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The sth and laft thing , to be proued in my Minor is,thae 
this flight on the Sabbath day, was tpoken of tobe, aboute go, 
yeeres after the death & end of ali Ceremonies : that the des 
ftruction of Ierufalem by Uefpafian was a matter of 40, of 
yeeres after Chrift his paffion it is confefled by all : 8 that this 
obleruation of rhe Sabbath, was to be 40,46,or neere so 
after the death ofall ceremonies , is proued by this, that qll 
ceremonies ended with Chrift, ypon the Chroffe, , as you may 
reade, Ephef.2.15, Colof.2.14. Nowthe Sabbath day, being 
to be oblerued by an holy Reft, at the deftruction of Lerufalem 
by Ve(pafian which was neere 50 yeeres after Chrifts paffion,, a 
which time all Ceremonies ended, it followeth that che Sabbath 
was to be obferued neere go yeeres after the end of allCeremo 
nics ,and thus I haue proued and confirmed, both propofitiones 
in my argument. 

Yet Icaleto mind iij obie&tions more that may be made 
againft this argument ; the onc is, that Chrift had not re 
fo much ynto the Religion & conicience of the Sabbath , asta 
ther tothis, thathe hadacareto the fafeguard of the liuesof 
thofe befeiged: for if they fhould tlie in the winter, they fhould 
be hindered by the foulneffe of the waies; and if on the Sabbath - 
day,they fhould be hindered by their fuperftitioufe 8 needleffe 
con{cience, which they would make of the Sabbath, & fo it 
might come to paffe, that their enemies fhould furprife them 
becaufe they could not make that {peede that was fiting in {uch 
atime of danger.Herevnto Lifwer,t.It is agroffe cOceipt of any, 
to account that obedience fuperftitioule & needleife, whichwa 

done according tothe prefcript of a Morall Commandement, 
to wit, the 4th com, feeing they cannot proue the old Sabbath 
mentionedin the gthcom, to be alvolithed, 2, [ haue before 
fhowne, that Caritt when he {pak of ilizht on the Sabbath, be 
{pake it in areligioule refpect out admit that Chrift (pake thefe 
words for the fafeguard «fi heir liues , yct fo ir will come ro the 
fame ftill, that Chrift ratified the Sabbath day : for, asin. wt 
winter, the deepeacife of thejwaies,the fhortncfle of the 
& redioulnefle of the weather, would a prauate theire crofle, 
& hinder their {peedy flight ; fo on the day, the greate 
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forrow of heart that would feaze vpon them, for that they were 
vrged to muile & toile & worke fo hard vpon that day, whete- 
inthey were wont f{weetly to Reft with the peopl: of Ged, 
& to praife God in the aflemblie of the Saintes , & for that they 
were inforced to profane the Sabbath, which they would glad! 
haue fanctitied in obediéce toGods 4th com, thefe things woul 
agerauate the crafle, and fticke fo in their minds as it would 
their heartes to faile them , and fo hinder their fpeedie 
flight : thus the winter would be an impediment to their bo- 
dies, and the Sabbath would be an impediment to their foules, 
& (o the whole man, would be difabled for a fpeedy flight, and 
for the fafeguard of their liues, 
Furthermore as touching their {uperftitioufe confcience; 
what reafon can be imagined , that it fhould be more ynfit to 
flie on the Sibbath day ,then on a weeke day, or why fhould 
their {pcedy flight be more hindered on the Sabbath day , then 
on an other day, if not for this caufe,that chey madea con{tience 
of flying & trauailing on the Sabba:h day, more'then on 
other day >? now forafmuchas our Sauiour commanded them, 
to pray to God, that they ne not fly on that day , for the ofa — 
fence of thei con{ciences, thereby heallowed of , & approued of 
their making confcience of the Sabbath day : fuppofe our Sa-: 
uiour Chrift bad commanded Agur, Prov.30.8.9.to pray that 
he might not haue too much, leatt he fhould grow proud and 
hauty , nor too little, leaft he fhould fteale: he fhould thereby 
approue of e4gurs feares of growing prowd, & of ftealing: 8 


fo itis in our cafe, for in that Chrift bad them pray, that they 


might not tlic on the Sabbath day, leaft thereby their conicier, 
ces fhould be offended & their hearts filled with forrow fot 
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profaning Gods Sabbath; thereby Chrift allowed of. theif 
confcience of the Sabbath day , & of their forrow for 
profaning it: and fo it was no fuperftitioufe confcience: | 
had the Sabbath day bene abolifhed long before this sige. as : 
this obicction fuppofeth , & fo the confcience of Chrifts ifci-. 
ples bene but fuperftitioufe, then would Chrift neuer haue | 
commanded them to pray to God in this cafe? for this were to. 
giue gold for droffe, &to {pend Subftance for thaddowes; 
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would Chriftthink you haue bidden them {pend 
rayers,for the fatisfying the defires of a fuperftitioufe && need. 
[Ae con{cience ? & had not this bene an abufe of holy prayer, 
and of the Maieftie of God, to begg of him things for cheir lua 
& vaine defires? Iftheir confcience were a vaine & needlefs 
con{cience, then they fhould pray to God to fulfill the defires of 
a vaine & needlefle confcience,and Chrift fhould inftru& them 
fo to doe too, which is moft ablurd. . j 
Had the confcience of Chrifts Difciples, bene fuperftitioufe 


‘touching the Sabbath day,then wouldChrift haue repromed them 


for it, and rather haue reétified their iudgements ; & tau 
them now beforehand, that as touching the Sabbath, if it fell 
out that they muft flie on the Sabbath day, they fhould then take 
nocareforthat, for he came to abolifh that amongft other 
things, and it fhould be nullified long before their flight, fo as 
shat {hould be nolet ynto their flight ; thus would Chrift hane 
pores them beforehand, and ftrengthened the m againft this 
uperftition , ifit had bene fuperftition: nay had it bene fuper. 
ftitis, Chrift had nufled them vp,& flattered them in it, when 
he bad them pray to God, chat their {uperftitioufe cos 
{ciences might not be crofled or difquieted ; therefore it wa 
nofuperftitioufe but a iuftifiable & religioufe con{ciencewhid 
they made of the Sabbath day:and thisis yet the more ftrenge 
thened, by confideration of the perfones that fhould make this 
confcience ofthe Sabbath, they were Chrifts owne Difciples, 
of his owae teaching; and can we thinke , he would leave them 
in fuperftition, at thistime, and inthis cafe, when it wash 
needfull that they fhould be inftruéted therein ? 

Happily it will be faid, they were not fit to heare now of the 
abolifhing of the Sabbath , it being a thing fo highly honoured 
amoeg ft hen &c.but why I pray,were they notas able to heatt 
of the abolif hing of the Sabbath, asto beare of the deftrudtion 
of the Temple ? for they had the Temple in honour, noleffe the 
the Sabbath. | 

Yet farther,it appeareth by the context,that their confciene 
was nota fained & f{uperftitioufe confcience, but atrue & relie 
gioule confcience ; for the other things whereof Chrift “a 
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aifheth them,are not fained things, but true and reall things;as. 
whé he taid,woe fhall be tothe which are with chila,& which ging. 
fucke v.19. This was no fained thing, for it was a trueenill, for 
women to be put to flie when greate withchild, or with chile. 
dren fucking on them: againe, to fiie in the winter, v.20. it was 
no fuperftitioufe conceipt in Chrifts Difciples, to thinke the. 
winter a very vnfeafonable time to flie in, but it was fo indeed, 
& fo we are to thinke {emblably,of their cenfcience of the 
bath day, that it was noneedlefle & faperftitioule conceipt it - 
them to thinke it an offence ynto God, a breach of the 4th 
com, & a grieuoufe matter to trauaile on the Sabbath oe > at 

what time they fhould be feruing and worfhiping of God: and 


thus much for this obie&ion,

2, The word Sabbath, when if 
Scriptureitis put abfolutly, without any addition, & when the 
context giuerh no light tothe contrary,it isto be ynderftod of 
the 7th day & weekly Sabbath : for this was the moft frequen? 
& ordenary Sabbath, & Chrifts his fpeeches are to be vnder+ - 
ftod in an ordenary & not in an extraordinary fenle ,andof 
thofe things which were vfuall, rather then of chofe which were

As for their reafon, that it is thought they fled vponayeerly 
Sabbath day, & not vpon the weekly Sabbath day, this proueth 
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a not, that therefore their confcience was not of the weekly Sih. 
iat bath day ; byt rather, that their confcience was of the weekly 
| Sabbath day: for, inafmuch as Chrift commanded his Diftiples 
to pray that they might not flie vpon a Sabbath day , it is re by 
beleened , that they did pray accordingly ; & further iris toh 
beleeued,that fince they prayed at Chrifts commandement, and 
being Chrifts Difciples , that they prayed in faith : and tha 
therefore they obtained their prayer: whence it may becollec. 
f ted , that they prayed againft flight on the weekly 7th day Sah.

for God heard their prayer. But tothinke they made confcience 
of a yeerly ceremonial!

from thenceto Philippi, which 4s the chiefe Cutty in the partys 
of —Macedonsa , and whofeinbabsants came from Rome te dwell 
there: and we weere in that Citty abiding certaine daies, & om thie 
Sabbath day we went ont of the ( itty , befids a rimer,where they were 
wonte to pray: CF we fate downe, & {[pakge vuntothe women, whith 
were come togetber Oc. In this text, it is tobe obferued, that theie 
at Philippi with whom Pawt, Timothie, & Silas kept. the Sabbath 
- day, v.3.19. they were Gentiles : for, 1: Lidia, who was thei; 
converted, & fhe & hir houfhold baptized, fhee was a Ger; 
tile, for fhe was of the Citty of Tbyatira,as the text {peaketh. ¥, 
14, It doth not follow, that thee was a lewefle, becaufe the cext 
faith, fhee was a worfhiper of God,as fomethinkesfor fo was 
Cornelius alfoa worfhiper of God A&.10.2. But yet he was 
nolew , no norfo muchasa profelite, for hethen was yncirs 
cumciled, A&.11.3. fecondly, it is plaine in the text; becaufle 
the texc faith that thefe Philippians were Romanes : Whofe in, 
habstants came from Rome to dwell there,n.12. now the Romanes 
were not lewes, but Gentiles : which appeareth :futther in vy; 
20.21, by theoppofition, betwixt Iewes & Romanes, The/é. 
men who are Tewes, trouble owr City , and preach erdinanc : 
are not lawfull for vs to receime,feing we are Romanes, Thefephilip« 
pians therefore were Romanes,& fo Gentiles : and-fo itis euis.

lewes weeknefle, fee AA, 13.42. 44. this repetition 


or fermon preached againe at requeft of the Gentiles, it 
uot made forthe Iewes fake, but for the Gentiles fake, 


requefted it : now what caufe was there then , that Paul& 


nabasfhould preach this fermon the Gentiles , 


day, to beare with the weaknefle of the 
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whofe fake it was not preached? had this fermon bene preached 
at the requeft of the lewes, and fo for theit fakes , happy this 
might haue had fome better culler ; but it being prached for elfe 
Gentiles fakes, & at their requeft, it is abfurd therefore 
to thinke, that the Apoftles fhould haue regardto the Lewes in 
this cafe: and fo much for the Sabbath day kept among the Get = 
tiles at Antioch A&.13 14.42.44. 
The vanity of their anfwer,will further appeare if we looks 
into that other Church where Pawl, Timsothie & Silas kept the 
Sabbath day alfo, to wit , at Philippi, 8 that too among the 
Romane Gentiles A&.16,12,4 3 now forlomuch as we reade net 
of any lewes dwelling at Philippi bu haue proued the cotrary, 
nor can they proue that any dwele there, who could thinke, 
that S. Paul and che reft, fhould the Sabbath there, is 
fauor of the Iewes ? or for the weakneffe of the lewes? fince 
there were no lewes either in chat Citty,or in theirAflemblies, 
of whom the Apoftles fhould be aftaied, or for whofe fakés 
they*fhould doe it. | 
But here it is anfwered, that albeit there were no Iewes in 
this Citty or Affembly, yet if Paul had noe kept the Sabbath 
here, ic would haue bene by one meanes or other carried tothe . 
Iewcs where they dwelr, whereat they would hate bene offer. 
ded,& therefore Paul kept the Sabbath here at Philip, But hoxy 
vaine this conceiptis a th. 1. Becaufe this fuppofeth, thgt 
the Apoftle durft not the Gentiles, from the obleruation of 
needleffe ceremonies in their owne Church, for feare he fhould 
offend the {uperftitioufe Iewes in fome other remote Church. 
2. By the like reafon, Paul fhould not haue reproued Peter for 
Iudaizing in the Church of Galatia, Gal.2,14, nor haue dari 
to {peake againft Circumcifion;nor to haue wrote to the Colo!- 
fians againft Meares and drinkes , new Mones, & yeerly Sals- 
baths, Colof.2,16, fur by one meanes of other,this would hatte 
come to the hearing of the Iewes,& offended them, 3. By this 
it {hould haue come to paffe, thar there fhould haue beneno 
place left in the world for the Apoftles to haue ei a refofe 
mation of Iewi(h ceremonies,if they durft not refaine them for 
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care it inould come the lewes ; wherfore tl 
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Apoftles kept not the Sabbath at Philippi for to pleafe the lewes 
onely , nor onely for feare of offending them, = 
Yet further, there is not want of good reafon, to fhew ther 
the Apoftles kept not the Sabbath for the weaknelfe of the 
Jewes onely : this being laied for a grownd,that if they be fup. 
pofed to keepe it for the weakneffe of the ewes onely,that then 
it was aceremony & foabolifhed, myreafons are thefe, 
1. Becaufe the Apoftles kept it volwnrarily,& when they migtt 
have auoided it, as appeareth, x. Becaule the Apoftles re. 
mained certaine daies with the Church at Antioch A&.13.42, 
44. and with the Church at Philippi Act.16.12. Now any day 
of the Sixe had bene as fit for the Gentiles,as the Sabbath, if the 
Sabbath wasa ceremony. 2. Becaufe the Geariles befoughe the 
Apoftles to preach to them the next Sabbath day A@.13 42, 
Now what is obtained by requeft ofSuperiors, is at their liberty 
togrant: nowcanany thinke the Apoftles would vie ana 
bolifhed ceremony, when it was at their choife and libertie t0 
vfe it or not? forafmuch asthe ftrong ought to beave the infrmi- 
ties of the weake ,it was a burdenforan Apoftle to lewih 
Cerethony : and would the Apoftles chen take an ynproffitable 
burden on their backes, when they might auoide it? 

2. Ifthe Sabbath was kept for the weakneffe of the Iewss, 
and fo appeared to be but a Ceremony , then had the Apofles 
rune ypon ij dangeroufe rockes, 1. As touching the Iewes,how 
could this but harden the heart of the Iewes in their /udailm, 
and retaining of Ceremonies, when they faw S, Paul,the 

eateft enemy to C-remonies of all the Apoftles, to obferue the 
Sabbath day ftill,nor onely when he was among them,butwher- 
foeuer be came,yea among the Genriles alfo; 2 As touchingth & 
Gentiles, if the Sabbath had bene kept for the weakneffe of the 
lewes onely,as a ceremmy,'hen hadS. Paul by keeping the Sab> 
bath among the Gentiles, infe@ed them with by bis 
practife; yea , & fo taught them that now in practile , whichhe § 
muft afterwards beate downe & ynteach againe by DoGrine; 
Thus the Apoftles fhould be fuppofed to make themfelues 
worke: firft to infect, & then coheale & cure : further , ifthe! § 
anfwer be good, then was Paul bonnd,to permit & 
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Chriftian Churches in Iudaifme; forthe /trong omght to bearerbe 
@firmitics of the weake. Rom. 15.1 Now Paul was ftrong, 
& thofe lewes were weake. 
3. To fuppof: the Apoftles to keepe the Sabbath among 
the Gentiles, for the weaknes of the Iewes, is abfurd: for 
doing the Golpell {hould receiue no aduantage: for looke what 
a (uperftitioufe lew wasealed therby , by fo mucha beleeuing 
Gentile was burdened & combered ; be being intangled with a 
lewifh Ceremony : aow what were this better then if the ~*~ 
files fhould pull a thorne out of the foote of a lew, and it 
into the foote of a Gentile? i 
4. Obferue, that S$. Paul was the Do&onr of the Gentiles 
Gal.2,7. Now by Geatiles here , we muft not ynderftand {uch 
congregations as confifted only of Gentiles: for of all the Char- 
~ ches which Paul planted there were fewe uch, but forthe m oft 
parte they were all a mixed people,of lewes& Gentiles both,as 
you may fee A&. 17.2.4. A&.13.4. 42. 
Aé&.14.5.wherefore,fuppole yee that the Sabbath had no where 
_ bene kept among theGentiles,that is,in fuch a congregatié whe- 
rin there were none but Gétiles;yet is che caufe che fame fiill:for 
firft,it is plaine that Paul kept the Sabbath frequently. in thefe 
Churches, which were mixed of Iewes and Gentiles, fee A&.#7- 
2. 3. A&. 18. 4. And {econ ily , itis plaine , that thefe were the 
Churches wich Paul planted , & ouer whom he was fet : now if 
thekeping of theS 2bbath had bene a ceremony ,as meats & drinbgs 
were,then had Paul committed a foule erowr by viing of this Ce- 
remony in his Churches, the Churches of the Gentiles: for he fad 
con{trained therby the Gentiles vnto Iudaifme; the which fault , he 
forely reproued Peter for Gal. 2.14.12, For, Pauls keeping tie 
Sabbath muft as well conftraine the Gentiles to Sabbathizing ,as 
Peters refraining of Meates, did conftraine thefe Gentiles tod¢e 
the like. 
5. If Pau! did Sabbathize the Gentiles , forthe weaknes 
of the Iewes onely, and that ordenarily and cuftomarily , for fo he 
did A&t.13.14.42.44. A@. 27.1.2. A&.18. 4, Thenthis 
dety followeth , that Paul did:alfo cérewmscife the Gentiles , forthe 
weaknelle of the Iewes , and that ordenarily and cuftomarily : for 
Ooo2 there 
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there is as greate reafon , that Paul fhould haue vied circumeifiog 
among the Gentiles, in fauor of the Tewes , as to haue vied the 
Sabbath day among the Gentiles, in fauor of the Iewes: forthe Je. 
wes were as zealoufe for circumcifion as they were for the Sab. 
bath. Herevnto I might alfo add that Paul muft as well haue vied 
the'r new moones, & abftinance from prohibised meates among the 
Gentiles, for the fake of the Iewes, as the Sabbath day , if thef 
were all alike Ceremonies, and ifthere ¥ere no more moralj; 
in the Sabbath, then in the new moones and prohibited meates, 

6. Astouching things indifferent, and the Ceremoniall Law, 
Paul became al/ things unto all men cc, Vito the lewe who hid 
the Ceremonial] Law,he became a Iewe; & ynto the Ge ‘tile, who 
were without this Law , he became a Gentile ; that is, when he 
was among the Iewes, then lie vied the ceremonial Law but when 
he was among the Gentiles , then he behaued himfe' fe withom 
Law , he vfed no Ceremonies: from this text t!ien thus expoun- 
ded, it is plaine , that Pauls Sabbathizing among the Gentiles , it 
was no Ceremony ,nor done for the weakneile of te Tewes: for 
among the Genriles he was without law , that is, he vfed no Cere 
monies; To tninke otherwile , were tothinke that Paul did not 
oncly vnto the Iewe becomea Iewe , but abfurdly that voto the 
Gentile alfo he became a Iewe. 

7- If the Sabbath was a Ceremony,and obferued ,by the Apo 
ftle,in thofe Churches where he kept it, for the weaknefle of the 
lewes, then this abfurdety followech ; that he did not roote out 
Ceremonies , orrefraine Iudaifme in thofe Churches; & conlee § 

uently thathe left behind him,many famoufe Chriftian Chur & 
ches, peftered with Ceremonies, & infeéted with ludaifme: fo 
he kept the Sabbath day in many famoufe Churches, fee A& 13. 
14.42.44. AQ.16.12. A&.17,2. At. 18. 4. Now if Paalws 


forced to obferue Ceremonies , for the weaknefle of thelewss 


at that time, then fo muft he forthe fame caufe , haue done 
euer after during his life: for the Iewes remained weake inthis & 
mattet of Ceremonies , to Pauls dying day : fince that alleor | 
fefle it , that Ceremonies had for their honourable barid § 
among the Iewes , vatill the diftruction of the Temple , whi 
was about yeeres after Chrift. 
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8, Ircannot be that the obferuation of the Sabbath was a Ce- 
remony, & kept for the weaknetle of the ewes onely , anode 
the Gentiles: for, if any Lewes could be offended at the ncglei 
cf Ceremonies,they were thofe at Ierufalem as much as any; for 
they were all ftill zealomfe of the law , that is, the law Ceremo- 
niall. Act. 21.20. Now thele lewes, the very chiefe of them , as 
the Apoftles & Elders,they had determined it, & written votothe

we thinke,that S. Paul, who was euer an enemy ynto Ceremo- 
nies. A&t. 21. 21. thould befo forward , as to oblerue the Sab. 
bath day, ifit were a Ceremony? yea,and thattoo in the Chur- 
ches of che Gentiles,contrary vata the decrees and determinatiaus 
of tle Apoftles and Elders at lerufalem , made againft the vfe 
of Ceremonies among the Gentiles? & fo much for confutation 
‘of thistheir fecond anfwer , wherevpon I haue dwelt the log. 
ger, becaufe it is their chiefe anfwer , wherin they put greateyt 
confidence. 

A third anfwer they make to my argument, againft the Apa- 
ftles keeping of the Sabbath day is this , that the Apoftles mut 
take fuch dayes as they found in vfe inthe Church then, or elfe 
they could not preach & divulge the Gofpell: and the Iewes 
would affemble then on no dayes but on the Sabbath dayes, 
according to their auncient cuftome, 

Herevnto I reply faying, that whereas the enemies to this moft 
auncient ordinance of Gods Sabbath, doe faine a neceffity v 
the matter, as if the Apoftles were compelled to keepe the Sab. 
bath day; this is but a forged fiction of their owne braines: for 
the Apoftles knew how to divulge & make knowne the Gof- 
pell albeit they had neuer preached on the Sabbath day , nor 


taken the opportunity of the Lewes affemblies, & Synagogues: 


for they could preachit, from houfe to boule , in private 

fen; as we read they did fometimes,@& datly in the Tem 

encry houfe, they cealed not to teach, and to preach Ie{us Chrift, A&, 

5-42. And when Paul forloke in the Fewes Synago# 

gues and affemblies , he could find other places to teach & tq 

preachin;S therefore we reade,that he taughtalongt

muft take the opportunity of the lewes aflemblies , to preach 
ynto them when they wereafiembled ; there wasnon 
of it,as you fee, And it is but a forgery of them to fay, thatthe 
lewes would not aflemble on any dayes but on their Sabbath 
dayes:as if they would not heare Gods word, out of the Sab. 
bath day,as well as out of the Synagogue : and as if the Apofile 
fhould preach daily, but the peeple did not beare daily AG, 5.42, 
& fee Mat.s5.1. with Mat.4.laft.Yet further, Paul could affem. 
ble & gather together the lewes, at his plefure,as you may reade 
he did A&. 28.17. And the third day after, Pavl called the chiefe 
of the Iewes together, when they were come, he {asd unto them Ge, 
Now he did not cale them together into the Synagogue, bu 
into a private houfe,as you may fee v.16. And further,not 
the Iewes, but the very chiefe of the lewes (as the text {peaketh; 
refufed not to come at his cale: And therefore , Paul was not 
compelled to feeke out them , and to goe into their affemblis, 
& Synagogues ; for he could cale for them to come vatohim, 
& that vatohis Chamber or lodging. Yet further, Paul beings

of is this , that There was no Ecclefiasticall or Church affemblies,.

Fir of the firft, that this Decree made againi Gods Sab- 
baths, isnot to be regarded or efteemed , fhall thus appearé, 
becaule it was an yngodly a& & decree: forthey madea Lay 
dire@ly againft Gods Law: for God faid, Remember the Sab- 
bath day , tofangtify it: butthey decreed, that no Chriftianes

this Counfaile , was guilty of that brand of that wicked ong, 
Prophecied of by Daniel, Whe fhould (peake words againft the muft 
high , and thinke that he may change times & Lawes, Dan. 7. 25. 
Now this Counfaile,did here change times,to wit,facred times, 
fanctified of God , the Sabbath day ; and decreed,that this time 
fhould now be profaned,& men,yea Chriftians {hould profane 
it by working on it: & further, they changed this day forgn 
other day, to wit , the Lordsday , cafting downe finfully the 
Sabbath day,& fetting vp inits roome , and preferring 
itfuperftitioufly the Lordsday, 
And as this decree againft the Lords Sabbaths , was vngodiy 
inthem, {> was it Schifmaticailalfo : for they now begane not 
onely to decline from ancient purity , but alfo to read Chure- 
ches, and to diuide betwixt Church and Church, Chriftianes && 


Chriftianes:for cther Churches which liued about their time, & 


together withthem, keptthat ancient ordinance of Gods Sab- 
bath, as we haue proued alredy out of Perkines, and out of the 
Centuries, and as you may perceiue by thole Teftimonies whi¢h 
you fhall fee by & by; and other Chriftanes , kept the Sabbath 
al{o,euen among themfelues ; as appeareth by their law inated 
againft Chriftians, for keeping the Sabbath day ; thusit appga- 
reth,they rent themfelues, both from thofe other Churches fi- 
uing then with them, and from Chriftianes then in their owte 
Church alfo: You fhall fee by and by alfo, how this Counfaile, 
hath madea rent from the Churches , whereofthofe famoule 
lights e4thanafiius & Ignatius were Bifhopes , & whichliued 
befure this Counfaile, & sige you fhall perceiue , how they 
haue made a Schifme & rent alfo,from the moft ancient and pjf- 
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reft, Churches, that liued before them. Fy * 
Neither is any man to wonder at this, for if we confide 
what was Prophecied of this Church of Laodicea, whereof this 
Counfaile bath its name , we can expe no better from it; £, 
of all the 7 Churches , which lohx wrote voto in his Reuelation, 
this of Laodicea , it was the worft: and therefore faith Chris 
Lecaufethou art luke warme, nesther Could nor hote , it thal 
to paffe that | will (pue thee out of my mouth Reuel.3.16.Chrift her 
forteld them , thatit fhould come to paflle , that be would { 
them out of h's mouth,as moft loathiome vnro him; and thinke 
you that they did not well deferue it at this time ; when 
begane to make a Schifme & rent from other the Churchesof 
Chrift, and to change Gods time :and fo enact lawes apainf 
Gods Law? confidering therefore , what an vrzealoufe Church, 
Chrift foretould this Laodicean Church fhou!d be , it therefore 
is not to be regarded, what they decreed again ft Gods Sabbaths, 
Yet further, if we fhall note the time wherc in this Counhaile 
liued, and made this decree,their decree will grow more {ulp:

LaodiceanCounlaile ; the Antiquity that can be alleaged for ir, 
it is no higher thé 3 64 yeeres atrer Chrift;for, x.vntill about the 
time of chis counfaile,& fince hitherto,this Lords day wasn@uet 
generally receiued in the Chriftian Churches , for the Churihes 
whereot Perkins {peaketh,wich liued immediatly after the jjpo- 
ftles, they négleéted theLords day,for a matterof3ooyeers, yitill 
Chriftian Empcrours eftablifhed it ; itis true, that Conftanjine 
enacted aLaw for the generallobferuatié of theLords day, which 
was 300 yeeres after Chrift,and foa matter of 64 yeeres bevore 
this Counfaile; but in Conftantines time,the Lords day waspot 
kept as 4 fole Sabbath ; for the Sabbath day was then kept é{fo,. 
as by & by we fhall proueby e4thanafins who liued in Conf\an- 
tines time, 2. Votill the time of this Counfaile, and fince xthe 
Lords day was neuer receiued and kept for 4fole Sabbath , as 
now itis: for before the time of this Counfaile , the Sabbarh: 
day ,and the Lordsday , were both kept together , in: myny 


Chuches , as you fhall fee by thofe Teftimonies which: by 


& by I fhall produce,out of Socrates , and from Pgmatins , :but: 
now, at the time of this Counfaile , begane the Sabbath:dav to 
be reiected, and alfothe Lordsday, to be fervp as the jole 
Sabhath without any other: and now the Lords day muft for- 
footh be preferred before the Sabbath day : and fo you feethe 
firft Originall of our Lords day Sabbath ,to be alole Sabbath, 
was this Counlaile of Laodicea. 

The third and laft thing t> be obferued is, that here we take 
knowledge,of the perfones by whom,the Lords Sabbaths were 


‘firft throwne downe, and of the time when they were firft 


throwne downe. The perfoes that did commit this horriblefac& 
they were chat lukewarme people of the Church of , Laodijea: 
none others durft attempt to change Gods times ,&¢ to makea 
facred time become a profane time but thefezthe time wher,it 
was in that declined time, to wit, 364 yeeres after Chrift : ge 
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former times,which were the more pure times, they durft not lay 
violent hands of Gods ordinance : thus we fee when,& by whom 
Gods Sacred Sabbaths were rooted out of the Church, Thus my 
digreffion finifhed, I returne whence I came. 


My fourth Teftimony fhall be the words of M. Perkins, ang 
Dotour !Prideanx, & M. Brerewood; For M. Perkins,he 
a queftion, to know who changed the Iewes Sabbath? And then 
his anfwer is this, ss commonly thought (farth hee) that the lem 
Sabbath ;was changed into this Lords day, by Chriftian Emp. 
rours , long after the Afcention of Chrift, Perk. in his Expofition 
vpon the firft Chapter of the Reuelation; and verfe the roth, In 
which words M. Perkins doth deliuer , thoug! not his owne, yet 
the common opinion and iudgment of others : now the common 
opinion ig (faith hee)that the lewes Sabbath was changed, long after 
Chrift his Afcention ; and that by Chriftian Emperours : fothen, 
it is the common opinion , that the Sabbath day lafted in the 
Churches ,a long time after Chrift his Afcention ; euen 360. 
For DoGtour Prideau x faieth he in his worke vpon the Sabbath 
pag: 140, -danon Sabbathum Iudaorum onm \udais, {ine {crupuh 
 murmure obferuarunt Apoftols ? catus in Sabbatho coattos 
tifsime inftituerunt >? Annon infequens Eccle{ia, tam Sabbathwm 
hoc, quam diem Dominicum per aliquot annorum decur{um {act 
conventibus diftinanit >? Notsora {unt ifta quam vt probatione ind 
geant. The fumme whereof is this, did not the Apoftles({aith bet 
obferue the Lewes Sabbath, with the lewes , without the least 
making ? did they not most willingly appoint afsemblres on 
Sabbath'day? and did not the Church which follcwed them , appom © 
both the Sabbath day & the Lords day, for holy a{semblies , fade @ 
verfe yeeres ? thefe things are fo well knowne that they necd not toe 
proued, By whole Teltimony,you fee,that the Churches which 
followed the Apoftles,they obferaed and kept the Sabbath days 
for diuerfe yeeres: & this is foplaine by Hiftory that it needett 
hot any quotations or profe, |

bath day ,& vponthe Lords day, the Pre{biters Bifhopes did evier- 
more interpret expound the Sciptures. Socrat. Cap, 21. lib, 6, 
here you {ee,a weekly obferuation of the Sabbath day;& a can- 
ftant practile of Prelbiters and Bifhopes, to expound the holy 
Scriptures vpon the Sabbath day, 

But before I proceed any further, it fhallnot be amifie, 
to anfwer a doubt, tbat may rife in the minds af Wme that reajle 
thefe Antiquities : may they fay,what did the primitive Chur- 
ches keepe two Sabbath daies euery weeke ? for it feemeth &; 
becaufe they kept both the Sabbath day, and the Lords day. -

wed. 4. Many Churches of Chriftianes, they kept not the Lords 
day at all for 300 yeeres together, as we haue fhowne outof 
Perkines, 5.In Coftantines time he gaue leaue for mento 
plough, and other workesof hufbandry on the Lords day, a 
_elfe where we haue fhowne: by all which it is more then mani. 
feft, thatthe primitiue Curches, though they kept the Lords 
day, yet they kept it not for a Sabbath day , or like the Sabbath 
day, butrather much like as we now keepe a commonK 
day, or a lecture day, wherin we come to Church & heare ihe 
word of God, but we keepe not the whole day, ina reft from 
laboures & in con{cience of the 4th com. thus you fee, albeit 
they kept two daies in a weeke, yet but one onely waskeptfar @ 
a be their Sabbath , the other was kept lightly and partially: they |

inamatrer of 60. yeeres after bim: for now the Laodicej 
counfaile durft cale ic ludaifme in plaine termes, for Chriftiants 
to keepe the Sabbath day; but fee how this famoufe Athanafius, 
& godly Bifhop, forefeeing this mitcheife, meeteth with th 
priuy obiectiones of in his time, who were alredy infetes 
withthis leauen, faying,mot as if we were infetled with Iudaifme: 
The iudgement therfore of this Godly Bifhop was,that a Chr 
{tian Church, might fan@ify the Sabbath day, without any 
tainte or tincture of Iudaifme, I wifh all Minifters now, woul 
learne toknow of Athanafius , that to keepe Gods Sabbath, & 
is noludaifme, but how is it tobe lamented to fee the moft dis 
uines, rather to follow that Schifmaticall decree , of the coun, 
faile of Laodicea, caling the keeping of Gods Sabbath Judaifm;; 
then to follow that famoule Athanafins, who defendeth it, thay 
the keeping of the Sabbath day, is no Iudaifme. x 
Further, itis to be noted , that the Chriftian Churches, in thé : 
time of Achanafius , kept the Sabbath day, and that this wat 
about 300 yeeres afrer Chrift; fo that the Sabbath day was ir 
vie with Chriftianes, for 3co yeeres after Chrift. Now the firft: 
300 yeeres after Chrift, ate accounted for the moft pure times,; 
& the freeft from corruptiones : and the after times were leffe:

whom he wrote , vnleffe they would ioyne with thefe profane 
Iewes in reuelling and roioting on the Sabbath day : by which 
manner of {peaking , Ignatius alludeth vnto a like forme of 
{peech vied God himfelfe,in a like cafe,faying, I cannot (uffez 
your new Moones , nor Sabbathsrc, My foule bateth them Oe 
Ifa. 1.3, Now God did not fimply hate their Sabbaths, fince he 
had commanded them;but he hated their irreligioufe & hypo» 
criticale obferuation of the Sabbaths ; and fo Ignatius did nor 
meane fimply , that the Iewes fhould worke vpon the Sabe 
‘bath day,or elfe they fhould not eate’; but comparatiuly, and. 
re{pectiuly , as if he had/thus faid, rather then men fhould 
keepe the Sabbath,as doe the lewes,in reuelling,& {porting, & 
idleneffe,let them be forced tolabour & worke in it,by denying 
them foode: for it is better to worke on the Sabbath day accor 
ding to that commandement which inioyneth labour, 2, Theg.

yeeres after Ipnatius; and as many of vs now a dayesiudogeit

As for the trueth of the Major , I fappofe none will deny it : 
for it isa Rule in expoanding the commandements , that not 
onely the things in the Decalogue are commaniled as 
ducties binding vs,but alfo all camfer,belpes,8c furtherancit vnto 
thofe dueties: whence I reafon thus, if che helpes S¢ furrhtwances 
of morall dueties belong ynto vs , though not expreffed:in the 
ances 
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Frances as ferne voto morall dueties,being exprefly commanded 
tn the Law,doe belong vnto vs & bind vsas morall:yea farther, ~ 


that duety which is commandedin the law,asa worke of mercy, 


that muft needs be morall without allcontrouerly, . 

And as for the Minor , I {uppofe it is as cleere as the Major: 
for,1,it is exprefiy commanded in the Morall Law ,that we 
fhou'd reft from worke on tLezth day,which is Saturday. Bus 
the 7th day 1s the Sabbath thou {halt mor doe any worke@c. 
Exod.20,.10.And 2, we find it by all experienc, that if we res 
ited from our laboures on Saturday the zth day, it would great= 
ly rend vncothe furtherance of Gods publike worthip on that 
day , and vnto the begetting groweth and increafe of grace ip 
a:l men: for when men doe feta parte all worldly imployments, | 
to attend on the feruice of God , then are they free from many 
diftradiones & incumberances , which would binder them in 
Gods leruice , and then are they fiter for all Religicule exerci- 
fes &c. The trueth hereof we fee by our now keeping of the 
Lords day; for oar refting from worldly imployments on this 
day, doth greatly further the worlbip of God, & all holy exerci 
{es; iuft {0 it would be with the 7th day if we had itin vfe. 

3. That a reft from worke on the 7thday , is commanded as 
aworke of mercy, is plaine Exod, 23.12. /m the 7th day, thom 
fhalt veft,that thine oxe and thine eA ffe may rest, and the fonne 
thy maide,and the ftranger may be refrelhed. See to this efteQ allo 
Deut. 5.14. So then God would that men fhould reft on the 
7th day, for the reliefe eafe and refrefhment , both of manand 
beaft: God would that Matters fhould exercife pittieand mercy 
to their wearied and tired feruants , by refting them onthe 7th 
day. Now in this refpe&,J mey cale the Saturday or Sabbail 
day, the Seruants Z#bile;for on this day euery weeke,they fhould 
haue releave from thcir painfull and feruile Jaboures, eorefreli 
themfelues therinzon this day all Mafters fhould exercile mercy 
totheir wearied {cruants : how cuer other times & holy dayss 
for feruants refre/hment, are at the liberty & plefureof gouct 
ners,yet this time & day, is norfo: for of duety Ged in the de> 
halfe of Seruants requireth it of Mafters, & fo it isthe Seruants 
by right from God, Thus you fee it cleere, that toreft onthe 
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7th day, is a worke’of mercy ynto md beat’ a worke preate 
ly tending to the furtherance of all the duces of piety and 
charity, 
In 4 werd,the obferuation of the Sabbath day,muft needs be 
a thing greatly tending to the good of mankind : becaule it was 
made tos them: The Sabbath was made for man, Mark, 2,27, vn-_ 
letle therefore we will accufe God of ynskilfulnefle , in making. 
things for men,which are not good and proffitable for them,we 
muft needs yeeld,that the obferuation of the Sabbath , is athing 
tendirg ynto,and a furtherance of mans goodinpenerall, 
What anfwer may be framed to this argument I cannot fore- 
fee,vnletfe it be fome fuch as this, that the reft from labour is it 
onely which tendeth ynto piety , and is a worke of mercy , but 
not the day,to wit, the 7th day , this helpethnot &c, But con- 
trarywile. 
1. The day helpeth vnto areligioufe fan@ification of the reff; 
becaute it is a facred day abone all others in the weeke, for God 
hallowed it at the creation, and it onely , Genef, 2.3. & there~ 
fore it doth beft befuite facred a&tids, & addeth akind of amo. 
re reucrét refpe& ynto them:thus a man is touched with a more 
fublime and honourable regard of the duety of prayer, in rhe 
Church (as of ancient in the Temple )then in a common houfe: 
fee Genel 28.16.17, Ecclef.4.17.Leuit,19.30. ij. Chron,8.rr, 
Mark,11.15.76,i17. And Mofes muft pwr off bis fhoes, becaufe 
the place was Holy grownd , Bxod.3.5, Thus Nehemiah requi- 
red of the people, bebauiour fatable vntothe day; the people 
muft nor weepe ,becaule Holy, Nehem, 8.9.10, and 
This is the day which the Lord bad made ,let vs reioyce © be glad 
in it, Pfal.1. 18.24. Here the day minded themcfthe dueties in 
and of the day, towite, ioy and gladneffe, like as the Corona- 
tion day when it cometh, it mindes ys of the dueties of the day, 
& that ina moreliuely maner then any other day : if therefore: 
facred places, did further men in facred dueties , hytouching 
their heartes, with a more then ordenary reucreace and re'j- 
gion, & chaunge of behauiour ; and if daies doe mind ys of tlic 
dueties of the daies: then why fhhould notalfo, the facred day 


of the Sabbath when it cometh, be of like vic? it being of like 
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kinde? why fhould not the prefence of chisfacred day, the mote 
moue ys to be holy, becaufethe day is holy? if Mofes muft put 
off his thoes , becaufe the grownd where on he ftoode was 
grownd, why fhould not we be the more moued , topat off — 
ali carnall and finnefull affectiones, becaufe the day wherein 
we are isan holy day ? & if the people in Nebemiahs time,;muft 
not weepe , becaufe the day was holy, muft not we learne to 
abfteine from wworke the rather; becaufe the day is holy? So thus 
wefee, facrediplaces , & fanétified daies ,haue added fome- 
what voto the increafe of holy affe&iones; & reafones haue 
bene fetched , from the holineffe of the places, and daies , to 
m uc vnto more reuerence in gefture outwardly in body, &.. 
inwardly in heart, and to decline fuch things as doenot befute 
thefe places ortimes: this may yet further appeare in the — 
Lords day : for it being fuppofed a facred day,and of Diuine in- 
ftitution, the day thus confidered, dothnot a lietle further our — 
reft from laboures,& fo helpe vs to a more profhitable vfe of all 
holy exercifesin the day , which would not be fo, iftheday - 
were in efteeme but a common day, 

2. One duety of the Sabbath, 1s to fing Pfalmes , ynto the 
praife of God, as we may fee by the title of the 92 Pialme: and 
among other things the Church doth raife God, for that his 
marvailoufe & miraculoufe worke of the Creatié of the world, 
whereof the Sabbath day or 7th day is afigne, Exod. 31.17.1f. 
Now this very day , doth nora little furtherrhis facred duety, 
of praifing God for the Creation of the world ; & that. 1. Be- 
cauf: this day,being the fame day in the weke for order where- 
on God refted atthe Creation, it doth more liuely reprefent 
vnto vs Gods reft, then can any other day of the weeke. 2.Be- 
caule God made this day to be a figne of the Creation, Exod, 
31.17.15. as the Elements of bread wine and water in the 5a- 
craments, be fignes of the redemption ; now fignes doe farther 

the remembrance of tlte things fignified by them; & therefore 


the Sabbath day being a figne of the Creation ,it doth farther _

20.10, Theone asa duety, the other as the proper time for the 
performance thereof: now it is confentaneus and agreable to 
all reafon to thinke, that thefe two things being thus inioyned 
immediatly together, fhould both tend together ynto one and 
the fame‘end, eachafter its manner and kind, foas if the one 
tendeth ynto:the worthip of God, fo fhauld the other alfo: and 
it is abfurd tothinke ,that the one {hould tend ynto one end, 
& the other vnto another and diuerfe end: A decre is made,that 
one the sth of Nouember, the day fhoyld be kept in a thankfull 
remembrance for that deliverance &c. & that, people fhall re-

Thisanfwer is abfurd , & chus I make it 
appeare , there isa twofould neceffity , t ere is a neceffity which 
is abfolute , as vvhen the vvorf{hip of God cannot ftand , ynleffe it 
hath fuch a day &c. And tvereis a neceffity in fome refpctt, as 
vvhen Gods yvorf tip cannot fo vvell & fitly “and , vnileffe it hath 
fuch aday &c. Novv, ifthey vvill admit of no more of the Mo- 
rall Law , then is neceflary inthe firft refpe& , thent’ efe abfurde- 
ties they faleinto, 1. they may reie& the 8th Com, Thos 
not fteale: for it is not ablolutly neceflary that this 8th com. { hould 
be retained among vs, fince Cometing an ot er mans goods in 
beart , is forbidden in the ro-h Com. now he that keepeth the 
roth Com, ftandeth not in any abfolute neede of the $ti Comm, 
yea,they may as vvell reie& as not Morall, te 6th, the 7th, & Sth

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SECT. V. 
Ofthe Antiquity ofthe Sabbath day, 


T Ouching the antiquity of the Sabbath , I finde two opini- 
ones; the one holding that it was from the Creation; the 

other,that ir was firft infticuted in the vvilderneffe , after 
the people of Itracl came out of Egypt:how be it much I fuppofe 
cannot be faid on either fides , yet of the two, I hold the for- 
mer to be the more orthodox , & to carry the greater probabili- 
ty with it:yeu fhall fee the reafones on either partes , and firtt 
fur thofe on the contrary parte. 


Onthe contrary parte , they reafon againft the Antiquity of 
the Sabbath,out of Exod, 16, 23. where it is thus wri.ten, To 
morrow is the rest of the Holy Sabbaih unto the Lord. Hence they 
gather, that the Ifraclites were ignorant of the Sabbath vatill 
this time , and confequently that the Sabbath was not frcm the 
Creation : for ifithad , Moles {hould not haue needed to tell 
them, that it was to morrow &c. 

Herevntol anfwer: the Lord reld his people from Mount 
Sinay , that the 7th day was the Sabbath Exod. 20. ro, Againe 
after that,he teld them in Leuit, 23. 3. that the 7th day was the 
Sabbath: now will it hence follkc w, that becaufe God reld the 
Ifraclites in Leuit. 23, 3. that the 7h day was the Sab- 
bath; therfore the Ifraclites were ignorant of the Sabbath be« 
fore? Againe,in their owne text Exod. 16.25. Mofes [aid , cate 
that to day, for to day 1s a Sabbath ynto the Lord cc, will ithence 
follow, that becaufe Mofes teld the Jfraelires , that that day pre- 
fent was the Lords Sabbath, therefore they knew not fo much 
-before ? the contrary is plaine but two verfes before : For in 
Exod.16,23. Moles had teld them ouer night, or the day befores 
that on the morrow fhould be the Sabbath day. 

The text therfore is not to be ynderftod , as if Mofes bad in- 
formed them of the Sabbath day , whereof they were before ig- 
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norit;butthat he informed thé what they fhould doe with their 
Manna on the Sabbath day, whereof they were ignorant before: 
for this fee the context,ia v.19.Mofes had faid,that noma {hould 
leaue of their Manna till the morning:now finceon the 6ta day, 
they had gathered enough for that day and for the next day v. 
22.the Rulers could not tell what to doe with this ouerplas:for 
Mofes had faid,they (hould keepe none vntil the next day ther- 
fore the rulers came yntoMofes for counfaile in this martef v.22 
herevponMoles informeth thé what they fhould doe with their. 
ouerplus of the Sabbath day v. 23. laying, to.mor- 
row it being the Sabbath day, lec the ouerplus be laid vp ‘yotill 
then , or votill the morning v. 23. f0 whereas in v. 19. Mofles 
had faid , they fhould not lay vpany Mannatill the moyning, 
he doth here expound himfelfe in 23.asifhe had faic. , that 
was but for the 6 dyes onely,not for the Sabbath day :

I anfwer,if the Sabbath had benea figne from the Creation, 
as it was a Sabbath from the Creation, as this argumefit falily 
fuppofeth , the argumenthad had more cuiler zit cannot pe pro- 
ued ,that the Sabbath was made a figne from its firfkinfticu- 
tion,no more then the Rocke was a figne from its firft Creation, — 
-1.Cor.10.4, The Sabbath tecameafigne but after the gruing of 
the Law,as wefee Exod, 31.13. Thefigne wa; but dduenti- 
tioufe, & added to the Sabbath after its inftitution: wherefore, 
the Sabbath ifit bad bene afigne from the Creation ythen it 
fhould haue bene a figne as well ynto Gentiles as voto L-wes :

_ for Sabbath breaking : how know they this? fince all things 


done among the Jewes, were not written,much leffe the things 
done among the Gentiles, 3-by the like ablurd reafoing we may 
proue , that other of the moralls were not from the Creation : 
becaule God neuer reproued the Gentiles, for the breach of 
them neither. So much for this argument. 

Laftly they argue from Deut. 5.2.3. where Moles faith, The 
Lord made not this Couenant wih onr fathers, but with vs , who are 
aline this day @&c. Here Moles {peaking of the Couenant of the 
Morall Law, faith , it was not made with their forefathers, and 
fo the Sabbath which was a part of this couenant, was not from 
the Creation. 

I anfwer 1. if thefe words be taken properly , then they will 
make as much againft the antiquity of the wholl Morall Law.as 
againft Gods Holy Sabbath: now it is manifeft,that the Morall 
Law was more ancient , then the giuing of the Law on Mount 
Sinay : for we read of diuerfe parts thereof, in the booke of
